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INTRODUCTION 

On the 113 rolls of this microfilm publication are reproduced 
the records of Case VI, United States of America v. Carl Krauch 
et al. (I. G. Farben Case), 1 of the 12 trials of war criminals 
conducted by the U.S. Government from 1946 to 1949 at Nuernberg 
subsequent to the International Military Tribunal (IMT) held in 
the same city. These records consist of German- and English- 
language versions of official transcripts of court proceedings, 
prosecution and defense briefs and statements, and defendants' 
final pleas as well as prosecution and defense exhibits and 
document books in one language or the other. Also included are 
minute books, the official court file, order and judgment books, 
clemency petitions, and finding aids to the documents. 

The transcripts of this trial, assembled in 2 sets of 43 
bound volumes (1 set in German and 1 in English), are the re¬ 
corded daily trial proceedings. Prosecution statements and briefs 
are also in both languages but unbound, as are the final pleas 
of the defendants delivered by counsel or defendants and sub¬ 
mitted by the attorneys to the court. Unbound prosecution 
exhibits, numbered 1-2270 and 2300-23S4, are essentially those 
documents from various Nuernberg record series, particularly the 
NI (Nuernberg Industrialist) Series, and other sources offered 
in evidence by the prosecution in this case. Defense exhibits, 
also unbound, are predominantly affidavits by various persons. 

They are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder numerically, • 
along with two groups of exhibits submitted in the general interest 
of all defendants. Both prosecution and defense document books 
consist of full or partial translations of exhibits into English. 
Loosely bound in folders, they provide an indication of the order 
in which the exhibits were presented before the tribunal. 

Minute books, in two bound volumes, summarize the transcripts. 
The official court file, in nine bound volumes, includes the 
progress docket, the indictment, and amended indictment and the 
'service thereof; applications for and appointments of defense 
counsel and defense witnesses and prosecution comments thereto; 
defendants' application for documents; motions and reports; uniform 
rules of procedures; and appendixes. The order and judgment 
books, in two bound volumes, represent the signed orders, judg¬ 
ments, and opinions of the tribunal as well as sentences and 
commitment papers. Defendants' clemency petitions, in three bound 
volumes, were directed to the military governor, the Judge Advocate 
General, and the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 
Th?'finding aids summarize transcripts, exhibits, and the official 
court file. 

Case VI was heard by U.S. Military Tribunal VI from August 14, 
1947, to July 30, 1948. Along with records of other Nuernberg 
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and Far East war crimes trials, the records of this case are part 
of the National Archives Collection of World War II War Crimes 
Records, Record Group 238. 

The I. G. Farben Case was 1 of 12 separate proceedings held 
before several U.S. Military Tribunals at Nuernberg in the U.S. 
Zone of Occupation in Germany against officials o.r citizens of 
the Third Reich, as follows:

Authority for the proceedings of the IMT against the major 
Nazi war criminals derived from the Declaration on German 
Atrocities (Moscow Declaration) released November 1, 1943; 
Executive Order 9547 of May 2, 1945; the London Agreement of 
August 8, 1945; the Berlin Protocol of October 6, 1945; and the 
^MT Charter. 

Authority for the 12 subsequent cases stemmed mainly from 
Control Council Law 10 of December 20, 1945, and was reinforced 
by Executive Order 9679 of January 16, 1946; U.S. Military 
Government Ordinances 7 and 11 of October 18, 1946, and Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1947, respectively; and U.S. Forces, European Theater 
General Order 301 of October 24, 1946. Procedures applied by 
U.S. Military Tribunals in the subsequent proceedings were pat¬ 
terned after those of the IMT and further developed in the 12 
cases, which required over 1,200 days of court sessions and 
generated more than 330,000 transcript pages. 
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Formation of the I. G. Farben Combine was a stage in the 
evolution of the German chemical industry, which for many years 
led the world in the development, production, and marketing of 
organic dyestuffs, pharmaceuticals, and synthetic chemicals. To 
control the excesses of competition, six of the largest chemical 
firms, including the Badische Anilin 6 Soda Fabrik, combined to 
form the Interessengemeinschaft (Combine of Interests, or Trust) 
of the German Dyestuffs Industry in 1904 and agreed to pool 
technological and financial resources and markets. The two re¬ 
maining chemical firms of note entered the combine in 1916. In 
1925 the Badische Anilin 6 Soda Fabrik, largest of the firms and 
already the majority shareholder in two of the other seven com¬ 
panies, led in reorganizing the industry to meet the changed 
circumstances of competition in the post-Korld War markets by 
changing its name to the I. G. Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft, 
moving its home office from Ludwigshafen to Frankfurt, and merging 
with the remaining five firms. 

Farben maintained its influence over both the domestic and 
foreign markets for chemical products. In the first instance 
the German explosives industry, dependent on Farben for synthet¬ 
ically produced nitrates, soon became subsidiaries of Farben. Of 
particular interest to the prosecution in this case were the 
various agreements Farben made with American companies for the 
exchange of information and patents and the licensing of chemical 
discoveries for foreign production. Among the trading companies 
organized to facilitate these agreements was the General Anilin 
and Film Corp., which specialized in photographic processes. The 
prosecution charged that Farben used these connections to retard 
the "Arsenal of Democracy" by passing on information received 
to the German Government and providing nothing in return, contrary 
to the spirit and letter of the agreements. 

Farben was governed by an Aufsichtsrat (Supervisory Board of 
Directors) and a Vorstand (Managing Board of Directors). The 
Aufsichtsrat, responsible for the general direction of the fir^, 
was chaired by defendant Krauch from 1940. The Vorstand actually 
controlled the day-to-day business and operations of Farben. 
Defendant Schmitz became chairman of the Vorstand in 1935, and 18 
of the other 22 original defendants were members of the Vorstand 
and its component committees. 

Transcripts of the I. G. Farben Case include the indictment 
of the following 24 persons:

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Max Brueggemann: Member and Secretary of the Vorstand of 
Farben; member of the legal coamittee; Deputy Plant Leader 
of the Leverkusen Plant; Deputy Chief of the Sales Combine 
for Pharmaceuticals; and director of the legal, patent, 
and personnel departments of the Works Combine, Lower Rhine. 

Ernst Buergin: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Works Combine, Central Germany; Plant Leader at the Bitter- 
feld and Wolfen-Farben plants; and production chief for 
light metals, dyestuffs, organic intermediates, plastics, 
and nitrogen at these plants. 

Heinrich Buetefisch: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 
manager of Leuna plants; production chief for gasoline, 
methanol, and chlorine electrolysis production at Auschwitz 
and Moosbierbaum; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; member of the 
Himmler Freundeskreis (circle of friends of Himmler); and 
SS Obersturmbannfuehrer (Lieutenant Colonel). 

Walter IXierrfeld: Director and construction manager of the 
Auschwitz plant of Farben, director and construction 
manager of the Monowitz Concentration Camp, and Chief 
Engineer at the Leuna plant. 

Fritz Gajewski: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of Sparte III (Division III) in 
charge of production of photographic materials and arti¬ 
ficial fibers, manager of "Agfa" plants, and Wehrwirtschafts- 
fuehrer. 

Heinrich Gattincau: Chief of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department, "WIPO," of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office; 
member of Southeast Europe Committee; and director of 
A.G. Dynamit Nobel, Pressburg, Czechoslovakia. 

Paul Haefliger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; member 
of the Commercial Committee; and Chief, Metals Departments, 
Sales Combine for Chemicals. 

Erich von der Heyde: Member of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office. Deputy to 
the Chief of Intelligence Agents, SS Hauptsturmfuehrcr, 
and member of the WI-RUE-AKT (Military Economics and 
Armaments Office) of the Oberkoranando der Wehrmacht (OKW) 
(High Command of the Armed Forces). 

Heinrich Hoerlein: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; chief of chemical research and 
development of vaccines, sera, pharmaceuticals, and poison 
gas; and manager of the Elberfeld Plant. 
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Max Ilgner: Menber of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office directing intelligence, 
espionage, and propaganda activities; menber of the Com¬ 
mercial Committee; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer.

Friedrich Jaehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; chief 
engineer in charge of construction and physical plant 
development; Chairman of the Engineering Committee; and 
Deputy Chief, Works Combine, Main Valley. 

August von Knieriem: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief Counsel of Farben; and Chairman, 
Legal and Patent Connittees. 

Carl Krauch: Chairman of the Aufsichtsrat of Farben and 
Generalbevollmaechtigter fuer Sonderfragen der Chemischen 
Erzeugung (General Plenipotentiary for Special Questions 
of Chemical Production) on Goering's sta^f in the Office 
of the 4-Year Plan. 

Hans Kuehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Lower Rhine; Plant Leader at Leverkusen, 
Elberfeld, Uerdingen, and Dormagen plants; production chief 
for inorganics, organic intermediates, dyestuffs, and 
pharmaceuticals at these plants; and Chief of the Inorganics 
Committee. 

Hans Kugler: Member of the Commercial Committee of Farben; 
Chief of the Sales Department Dyestuffs for Hungary, 

Rumania, Yugoslavia, Greece, Bulgaria, Turkey, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, and Austria; and Public Commissar for the Falkenau 
and Aussig plants in Czechoslovakia. 

Carl Lautenschlaeger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 

Chief of Works Combine, Main Valley; Plant Leader at the 
Hoechst, Griesheim, Mainkur, Gersthofen, Offenbach, 

Eystrup, Marburg, and Neuhausen plants; and production 
chief for nitrogen, inorganics, organic intermediates, 
solvents and plastics, dyestuffs, and pharmaceuticals at 
these plants. 

Wilhelm Mann: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member of 
the Commercial Committee, Chief of the Sales Combine for 
Pharmaceuticals, and member of the SA.

Fritz ter Meer: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of the Technical Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed all of Farben's 
production; Chief of Sparte II in charge of production of 
Buna, poison gas, dyestuffs, chemicals, metals, and 
pharmaceuticals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer.

Heinrich Oster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Commercial Committee, and manager of the Nitrogen 
Syndicate. 

Hermann Schmitz: Chairman of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Reichstag, and Director of the Bank of Internatiohal 
Settlements. 

Christian Schneider: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of Sparte I in charge of pro¬ 
duction of nitrogen, gasoline, diesel and lubricating oils, 
methanol, and organic chemicals; Chief of Central Personnel 
Department, directing the treatment of labor at Farben 
plants; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; Hauptabwehrbeauftragter 
(Chief of Intelligence Agents); Hauptbetriebsfuehrer (Chief • 
of Plant Leaders); and supporting member of the Schutz- 
staffeln (SS) of the NSDAP. 

Georg von Schnitzler: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of the Commercial Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed Farben's domestic 
and foreign sales and commercial activities, Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer (Military Economy Leader), and Hauptsturmfuehrer 
(Captain) in the Sturaabteilungcn (SA) of the Nazi Party 
(NSDAP). 

Carl Wurster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Upper Rhine; Plant Leader at Ludwigs- 
hafen and Oppau plants; production chief for inorganic 
chemicals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

The prosecution charged these 24 individual staff members 
of the firm with various crimes, including the planning of ag¬ 
gressive war through an alliance with the Nazi Party and synchro¬ 
nization of Farben's activities with the military planning of 
the German High Command by participation in the preparation of 
the 4-Year Plan, directing German economic mobilization for war, 
and aiding in equipping the Nazi military machines.1 The defend¬ 
ants also were charged with carrying out espionage and intel¬ 
ligence activities in foreign countries and profiting from these 
activities. They participated in plunder and spoliation of 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, France, and the Soviet 
Union as part of a systematic economic exploitation of these 
countries. The prosecution also charged mass murder and the 
enslavement of many thousands of persons particularly in Farben 
plants at the Auschwitz and Monowitz concentration camps and the 
use of poison gas manufactured by the firm in the extermination 


The trial of defendant Brueggenann was discontinued early 
during the proceedings because he was unable to stand trial on 
account of ill health. 
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of millions of men, women, and children. Medical experiments were 
conducted by Farben on enslaved persons without their consent to 
test the effects of deadly gases, vaccines, and related products. 
The defendants were charged, furthermore, with a common plan and 
conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace, war crimes, and 
crimes against humanity. Three defendants were accused of member¬ 
ship in a criminal organization, the SS. All of these charges 
were set forth in an indictment consisting of five counts. 

The defense objected to the charges by claiming that regula¬ 
tions were so stringent and far reaching in Nazi Germany that 
private individuals had to cooperate or face punishment, including 
death. The defense claimed further that many of the individual 
documents produced by the prosecution were originally intended as 
"window dressing" or "howling with the wolves" in order to avoid 
such punishment. 

The tribunal agreed with the defense in its judgment that none 
of the defendants were guilty of Count I, planning, preparation, 
initiation, and waging wars of aggression; or Count V, common 
plans and conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace and 
humanity and war crimes. 

The tribunal also dismissed particulars of Count II concerning 
plunder and exploitation against Austria and Czechoslovakia. Eight 
defendants (Schmitz, von Schnitzler, ter Mecr, Buergin, Haefliger, 
Ilgner, Oster, and Kugler) were found guilty on the remainder of 
Count II, while 15 were acquitted. On Count III (slavery and mass 
murder), Ambros, Buetefisch, Duerrfeld, Krauch, and ter Meer were 
judged guilty. Schneider, Buetefisch, and von der Heyde also 
were charged with Count IV, membership in a criminal organization, 
but were acquitted. 

The tribunal acquitted Gajewski, Gattineau, von dcr Heyde, 
Hoerlein, von Knieriem, Kuehne, Lautenschlaegcr, Mann, Schneider, 
and Wurster. The remaining 13 defendants were given prison terms 
as follows:

All defendants were credited with tine already spent in 
custody. 

In addition to the indictments, judgments, and sentences, the 
transcripts also contain the arraignment and plea of each defendant 
(all pleaded not guilty) and opening statements of both defense 
and prosecution.

The English-language transcript volumes are arranged numer¬ 
ically, 1-43, and the pagination is continuous, 1-15834 (page 4710 
is followed by pages 4710(1)-4710(285)). The German-language 
transcript volumes are numbered la-43a and paginated 1-16224 (14a 
and 15a are in one volume). The letters at the top of each page 
indicate morning, afternoon, or evening sessions. The letter "C" 
designates commission hearings (to save court time and to avoid 
assembling hundreds of witnesses at Nuernberg, in most of the 
cases one or more commissions took testimony and received doc¬ 
umentary evidence for consideration by.the tribunals). Two com¬ 
mission hearings are included in the transcripts: that for 
February 7, 1948, is on pages 6957-6979 of volume 20 in the 
English-language transcript, while that for May 7, 1948, is on 
pages 14775a-14776 of volume 40a in the German-language transcript. 

In addition, the prosecution made one motion of its own and, with 
the defense, six joint motions to correct the English-language 
transcripts. Lists of the types of errors, their location, and 
the prescribed corrections are in several volumes of the tran¬ 
scripts as follows:

^-The prosecution offered 2,325 prosecution exhibits numbered 
1-2270 and 2300-2354. Missing numbers were not assigned due to 
the difficulties of introducing exhibits before the commission 
and the tribunal simultaneously. Exhibits 1835-1838 were loaned 
to an agency of the Department of Justice for use in a separate 
matter, and apparently No. 1835 was never returned. Exhibits 
drew on a variety of sources, such as reports and directives as 
well as affidavits and interrogations of various individuals. 

Maps and photographs depicting events and places mentioned in 
the exhibits are among the prosecution resources, as are pub¬ 
lications, correspondence, and many other types of records. 

The first item in the arrangement of prosecution exhibits is 
usually a certificate giving the document number, a short descrip¬ 
tion of the exhibits, and a statement on the location of the 
original document or copy of the exhibit. The certificate is 
followed by the actual prosecution exhibit (most are photostats, 
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but a few are mimeographed articles with an occasional carbon of 
the original). The few original documents are often affidavits 
of witnesses or defendants, but also ledgers and correspondence, 
such as:

In rare cases an exhibit is followed by a translation; in 
others there is no certificate. Several of the exhibits are of 
poor legibility and a few pages are illegible. 

Other than affidavits, the defense exhibits consist of news¬ 
paper clippings, reports, personnel records, Reichgesetzblatt 
excerpts, photographs, and other items. The 4,257 exhibits for 
the 23 defendants are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder 
by exhibit number. Individual exhibits are preceded by a certif¬ 
icate wherever available. Two sets of exhibits for all the 
defendants are included. 

Translations in each of the prosecution document books are 
preceded by an index listing document numbers, biased descriptions, 
and page numbers of each translation. These indexes often indi¬ 
cate the order in which the prosecution exhibits were presented 
in court. Defense document books are similarly arranged. Each 
book is preceded by an index giving document number, description, 
and page number for every exhibit. Corresponding exhibit numbers 
generally are not provided. There arc several unindexed supple¬ 
ments to numbered document books. Defense statements, briefs, 
pleas, and prosecution briefs are arranged alphabetically by de¬ 
fendant's surname. Pagination is consecutive, yet there are 
many pages where an "a" or "b" is added to the numeral. 

At the beginning of roll 1 key documents are filmed from 
which Tribunal VI derived its jurisdiction: the Moscow Declara¬ 
tion, U.S. Executive Orders 9547 and 9679, the London Agreement, 
the Berlin Protocol, the IKT Charter, Control Council Law 10, 

U.S. Military Government Ordinances 7 and 11, and U.S. Forces, 
European Theater General Order 301. Following these documents 
of authorization is a list of the names and functions of members 
of the tribunal and counsels. These are followed by the tran¬ 
script covers giving such information as name and number of case, 
volume numbers, language, page numbers, and inclusive dates. They 
are followed by the minute book, consisting of summaries of the 
daily proceedings, thus providing an additional finding aid for 
the transcripts. Exhibits are listed in an index that notes the 
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type, number, and name of exhibit; corresponding document book, 
number, and page; a short description of the exhibit; and the 
date when it was offered in court. The official court file is 
summarized by the progress docket, which is preceded by a list of 
witnesses. 

Not filmed were records duplicated elsewhere in this micro¬ 
film publication, such as prosecution and defense document books 
in the German language that are largely duplications of the 
English-language document books. 

The records of the I. G. Farben Case are closely related to 
other microfilmed records in Record Group 238, specifically pros¬ 
ecution exhibits submitted to the IMT, T988; NI (Nuernberg In¬ 
dustrialist) Series, T301; NM (Nuernberg Miscellaneous) Series, 
M-936; NOKW (Nuernberg Armed Forces High Command) Series, Til 19; 

NG (Nuernberg Government) Series, T1139; NP (Nuernberg Propaganda) 
Series, M942; WA (undetermined) Series, M946; and records of the 
Brandt case, M887; the Milch Case, M888; the Altstoetter case, 
M889; the Pohl Case, M890; the Flick Case, M891; the List case, 
M893; the Greifelt case, M894; and the Ohlendorf case, M89S. In 
addition, the record of the IMT at Nuernberg has been published 
in the 42-volune Trial of the Major War Criminate Before the 
International Military Tribunal (Nuernberg, 1947). Excerpts from 
the subsequent proceedings have been published in 15 volumes as 
Triale of War Criminate Before the Nuernberg Military Tribunal 
Under Control Council Law No. 10 (Washington). The Audiovisual 
Archives Division of the National Archives and Records Service 
has custody of motion pictures and photographs of all 13 trials 
and sound recordings of the IMT proceedings.

Pert on la bound to bo 
subject to n«ny exceptions. Howeveri taking account of ouch ex¬ 
cept lone end of amorous special arrengeaents, there resaine a nejor 
gonorrl pattern of organisation for the yoare with which w« here aro 
principally concerned* Thoafiiroo orgenitetional charte horoinaftor 
following ehould bo holpfnl to the Tribunal in understanding how 
1 * 0 . Parboh was organised and adnimeterod, and how the individual 
defendants fitted into the structure. This outline does not atteopt 
to go into the nature of the organisation of 1.0.

Following the raquir^aenta of Cernan lew. the now erticloa of 
incorporation takon out by I.G. Farbon in 1938 provldod that "Tho 
Voratand a hall conduct on ita own roaponaibility tho buainoeo of tho 
corporation". The now 1938 By-lawa of tho Voratand providod that tho 
Voratand ahould to called into general eeeaion about oneo a month. 

At thoeo r.ooticga each Voratrnd nonber had tho duty "to cell attontion 
to nattora tho knowledge of which ia of ieportenco to tho other 
Voratand txrjbora". It vea apocifically provided that aa a rulo a 
Voratand member had to aubsit "to tho full Voratand for docioion" 
all "particularly important mattera, which go beyond tho framework 
of tho ordinary businoaa conducted". Among tho nattora which ordi¬ 
narily had to bo auboittod to the fall Voratand for doclalon woro 
purchaaoa of roal proporty; new construction; aocuring or abandoning 
pertlcipetiona in othor entorpriaoa; purchaao and aalo of patonte, 
liconaoa. and nanufecturing aocrota; tho concluaion, oxtenaion, or 
abandoncont of cartol and aiuilar agroemanta; and othor mattera 
requiring tho expenditure of funde. 2 fewover, "ae an excoption", an 
individual Voratand neobor wea allowod to act on hie own without 
Voratand approval "if aorious dieadvcntegca would othorwiao throaton", 
provided that "in the noxt acaaion of tho full Voratend, a roport 
la to bo made concerning guptf'independent action". 



In addition to tho ovorell roaponaibility.of each Voratand 
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noober for tho • •. ■ canageaant of the corporation, each Yoretand 


nocber ordinarily w a a assigned a apoclfic field of activity in which 
ho waa charged with special responsibilities on behelf of the ontiro 
Yoretand. In X.G. Jarbon tho easlgnnenta\roedly dietinguiohod botwoon 
the tochnical end co-aerciel fiolde and Yorstand ne=bora wero ordi¬ 
narily cpllod oithor tochnical or comorciel loaiero.

Private and Seal-Public Institutions 

A. Pre-Kltler-Gencany 

1. Industrial Associations 

Before the Hitler acesslon to po-er In 1933 Gerr:r.r. 

Industry and business "as grouped together In a trcr.cnfous 
variety of trade associations, federations and ooorflnr.tlnp 
i',i*oups. Three general types nay be distinguished: territorial 

i 

organizations of Chambers of Industry and Commerce, fupclon- 
al Industrial associations, and employers associations. 

The territorial associations -ere Chembcra of Industry 
and Conracrco and Chambers of Handrlcraft, -hlch •-ore 

• 

organized locally. They "ere public la* organization In 
"hlch ncnbershlp "ns compulsory for all businessmen in 
tho area. Dues -ore collcoted like taxes, aad thoy "oro 
ro'.ulnted by the relevant state ministry. Thoy -ore 
affiliated " 1 th reclonal associations (-hlch "ere nrlvr.to 
in character) and at the national level there exlctod a 
Dlot of German Industry and Commerce. These organizations 
e::ox'ted little Influence politically but -ore Important 
locally much In tho same manner as Chambers of Coix’orcc In 
Anorlcn. 

The functional associations -ero much more po-crful. 
Industry, handicraft, trade, banking and Insurance -crc each 
ox\';anlzed Into national associations -hlch dre- their 
ncnbcr8 from the functional associations in that particular 
fiold. Tho national, or top association (Spltzenvcrhand), 
for Industry -as the Rcichsvcrband dcr Deutschcn Inti*- . 
ctrlc or R.D.I.* (Reich Assoxiation of German Industry). 

It ms fpunded In 1919 by the merger of t-o similar.associat¬ 
ions, one of -hlch had been In existence since 1876. It 
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r*fts composed of a great number of member groups 
organized by type of industry. Individual entrepreneurs 
-ere also members of the R.D.I.. The member groups in 
turn *-ere composed of smaller affiliates -hlch -ere both 
regional and functional in 
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nature. The cedber groOp In the H.D.I. for the chemical industry van 
the Vcreln sur Vahrurig del Interessen der Checlschen Industrie 
Deutschland* (Association tot the Protection of the Interests of Goman 
Chealcal Industry). It had lean In existence since 1677. There 
existed alnllar groups for all important industries, 6uch he for mining. 
Iron Industry etc. 

These associations were voluntary orjjwl? -.Vlnns, elected their own 
officials, And were completely self-governlrg. They exerted a trcnco- 
dous Influence on gororment econonlc policies and furnished their 
oenbors with a variety of services dealing with questions of oconomlc 
policy. Imports, oxports, finance and reparations questions, etc. They 
also served as advisory and coordinating agencies for the cartols. 



-Tho industrial associations described above were prinarily prossuro 
groups. German Industry was also organised Into associations doslgnod 
to rogulate marketing activities. The cost common device for achieving 
this purposo was the cartel - a contractual agroaaent between legally 
soparato enterprises in tho soas branch of Industry to rogulate or 
ollBlnato competition among theaselvos. Thcro were cany typos of cartols, 
Including agreements to fix and regulate prices; Impose production 
quotas; geographically divide markets; specify production ard methods 
of production for each noeber; assign easterners; control bidding for 
ordoro; fix sales toms; pool net profits. Sroe cartel agreements also 
provided for the ostabllshneat of separate sales companies to handlo 
tho a alas and marketing activities of all members. Purchasers could 
obtain the deslrod products only from the connrc sales organisation; 
profits wero pooled and distributed to the contracting parties accord¬ 
ing to previous arrangement. This form of organisation was goncrally 
known as a syndicate. 

There was never any substantial governccntal opposition to the 
cartel system. The comon law doctrines of restraint of trade aid the 



principles underlying the naft-trust legislation of the United States 
had no ( counterpart in Germany. The grovth of the cartel movement m, 
therefor® uninhihited. 


The basic law concerning the new organic structure of Oernfux 

• f 

business was promulgated 27 February 1934. The Belch Minister of» 


Economics was established as the suprone leader of Gorman ooonony. The 

first article of the decree provided! *'

tion of the organic structure of the Goman Econony: . ’ 

"1. To recognize economic associations (Vlrtschnftsvorbando) 
as the sole representative of their econoaic branch;

J 2. To establish, to dissolve, or to serge econoelc.associa¬ 
tions; ^ 

"3. To amend, to supplement by-lawt and contracts (Oosell- 
schaftevertraege) of sconocic associations; particularly to 
Institute the leadership principle (Fuehrergrundsntz)." 

The changes effected pursuant to this decres converted the pr<i- 

ojti sting highly organized associative* into compulsory organic at lone 

unlor the general direction of the Minister of Economics. f* 

V* 

5ho territorial oxganirations of the Chanbers of Industry and 
Commerce, and Chamber* of Handicraft were continued. Hovovor, thoy 
were consolidated la the middle level to regional economic chambers 
(Ulrtschaftsicnmmorn) and at the national level i nt o a federation of 
Chaabors of Industry aal Coeaasrc*. A new agetcy. the Reich Eoonomi^ 
Chamber (Reichsvirtschaftstanner) was ostabllshsd in the Ministry of { 
Economics to coordinate at the top level the functional and territor¬ 
ial associations. 

The new functional organisations consisted of: 

(a) Roich groups (Reicncgruppen) 

(b) Economic group« (Virtschaftsgruppen) 

(c) Sub-groups (Fachgruppen) 

There were oeren Seichagruppea at the top level, one each for 


industry, coheres, Insurance, power, handicraft and tourist 

traffic. They corresponded to the fnrasr Spitzenverbaende. The H.D.I. 
referred to above, becase the Eeichsgruppe Industrie. It was nade up 
of 31 Econonlc Groups, each represontiivt one branch of indmtry. Each 
of these Groups in turn was further sub-divided Into various sub¬ 
groups or into territorial sub-divisions of the Econonlc Qxoup. 

Evory entrepreneur was required to belong tp the local Chanbor In 
hifl area and to the appropriate functional organization Conprlaing his 
business. The elective fenturee of the feme* organisations wero 
abolished and the leadership principle adopted for the selection of 
officero. Tho Minister of Zconoclos appointed the heads of the Reich 
Econoale Clumber and of the Heichsfcmppon and these heads in Wrn 
appointod ths subordinate lenders. The charter of each group was 
decreed by its loader and he had the duty to lead his group la accord¬ 
ance with tho principles of the national Socialist Stato. 

Tho forcer Association for the Protection of the Interests of 
Oeraan Chemical Industry becans the Econonlc Oroup Chenlcal Industry 
(Vlrtschaftsgruppo Ctenlsche Indistrle) and all th# othor associations 
of tho rajor Industries bocane the Econonlc Groups In tholr rospoctivo 
fields. Actually the change In organization neant very little ao for 
as tho cootrolliBC pvrsonalltles of the functional organizations woro 
concomcd. Tho leading con of the foroer associations were appointed 
by tho Reich Minister of Econonics to the mrrospondii*; offices In tho 
newly created Econonlc Groyps. In 1934 a new Econonlc Orot* "Liquid 
Puols" (Ulrtschnftsgruppo Xraftstoffe) was created. 

The Zcononic Croupe wore sub-dlridod Into both regional and 
professional sub-groups. Tho nest icportnnt professional sub-groups 
(Pachgruppon) were those for chenlcal production of fibres, rubber 
industry, pharmaceutical products, nincral colors, etc. 

Tho Econonlc Groups continued in existence until the end of tho war 

although their specific functions varied considerably as the ocononic _ 

situation of Germany changed. They had no power to issue binding 



legislative decrees on their ova ialtiative, hut they served as a 
convenient nediua through which the goveraaaat exercised its controls 
over industry. On the other hand, they had substantial influence ovex* 
the government itself in shaping such controls. 

During the early years of the Third Beich private cartels continued 
to be very influential. The Ministry of Econonius was authorized to 
establish conpulaory cartels by a decree of 15 July 1933. or to cocpol 
outsiders to na In tain tseabership in exlstlt« ones. The Braunkohlc- 
Benzin A.G. (E3A5AG), ^lich was «no of the Dost Important Oornan 
corporations which produced synthetic gasoline fron brown coal with the 
holp of 1.0. farben technicians and under Z.G. Barben licenses, wnc 
created by Schacht as such a coepulsory cartel through a decree of 28 
September 1934. All ownars of lignite fiolds wero ©snpelled to con¬ 
tribute to tho a hare capital of the 5KA3A0 according to the size of their 
holdings of lignite fields. 

Tho nano legal basis was used during the war for the creation of 
the Beich Association Coal (Heichsvoreinlgunc Eohle - BVK) and tho 
* Reich Association Iron (BeichsTereinlgung Elton - KVE), which wore given 
governncntal functions to regulate the production and rarketix* of cr«l 


and iron.

Thare la set forth bolcw aWef description of the core icportant 
government agencies concerned with tho control of eoonony in tho Third 
Belch. A nunber of agencies here been oaltted fron thia discu3olon 
elnce they are not directly Involved in the preaont proceedings. 

There were constant changes in the econnnic structur© of Maxi 
Germny aa tho rogine faced in turn the problooa of doneatic consolida- 
tlon, intenalTo reanzenent, aai tho waging of wnr, Mew agencies wore 
created to root now problems arri functions were ehifted fron ono agency 
to another, often without cloar lines of demarcation.

At the beginning of tho Maxi K^loe, tho Reich Ministry of 
Zcononlce was the central governaont agency for tho determination of 
econonlo policy and econonlc edninlatratlon. It« ieportnnce docroaood 
after Qoering had been appointed Plonipotontiary for tho Tour Yoar Plm 
in tho fall of 1930. Aftor the reorganisation by Qoering in Fobruary 
1930, tho Ministry of Econonlca regained to aoso extent its former 
position. During tho war It gradually lost its Influence, this tlmo 
to tho Ministry of Am* and Munitions headed by Spoer. Speer finally 
gained cooploto control over all of Oercan production la 19i3, lonvlng 
the Ministry of Economics only tho control of supply and distribution 
of conouncr goods for civilian population, foreign trade, foreign trado 
policy ard control of credit institutions. 

The first Minister of Soonoeics In Hitler's cabinet was Alfrod 

e 

Hugcnborg, loader of tho German Maticoalist Party. *10 rosigned in Juno 
1933. Hia successor was Kurt Schcitt, general ranngor of tho Allianz 
and Munich Hoinsurance Cospany, who renalned in offico until August 
l 034 * HJnltwr 3chacht, who was President of the Reichabank since 
March 1933, was tfam appointed Actix* Minister of Econosios; bo 
resigned in Moveaber 1937. Fron Soveeber 1337 to February 1938 Gooring 


Multer 


Funk on 6 February 19381 Funk recoined Minister of EoonoolOS nn.il tho 
end of the war. 

Uhon Funk becas* the Minister of Zconocice In 1938, lending 
officials of the Four Tear Plan were put in ch-xco of the coat lnportant 
coin departments of hie Ministry end cany functions which the office of 
the Four Year Plan had taken over daring the period of rivalry betwocn 
Goering and 3checht wero transferred hack to the Ministry of Econonics. 
Only for special fields of produetiro, which wore particularly 
important to the war effort, did Goering appoint Plenipotentiaries 
General who were Tested with the full power of the Four Year Pirn in 
their particular fields. General veci Hnr.noVeen was appointed Pleni¬ 
potentiary General tv Iron and 3tocl in 1937; Dr. Krauch won appointed 
Planlpotentlary General for Special Tasks of Chonlcal Production in 
1938. Hiring the war, Speer end Sauckel wero appointed Plenipoten¬ 
tiaries General for their particular fields described bolow. 

Tho reorganisation of tho industrial associations, doscribod abovo, 
began undor Schcltt's rcgloo. Schacht, instituted a "Hew Plm" which 
was designed to robuild German economy col further the eecrot rearma¬ 
ment. Upon Schacht'e resignation his 'Bow Plan* was replaced by 
Oooring'a Four Year Plan *»ich was to nako Gorrany rendy for war within 
four years and to cake It solf-sufflclont in tho cost important 
strategic enteritis. 

Tho offices through which the Ministry of Econonics controlled tho 
raw materials and foreign trade wero tho Supervisory Offlcos (Ucbor- 
wachungBatollon). They wero created in 1934 by Schacht within tho 
frenowork of the " K «v Plan*, and played an important role In tho 
cobilisation of industry for war. Togcthor with the Military Econonics 
Staff (tfohrvirtschaftsstab) of tho OCT and tho Soich Ministry of 
Econonics, they doternined the nobilizaticn tasks (Mob-Aufgabon) for 
tho various industrial enterprises, after the plants had submitted fCll 
details about their production capacity for tho products needed in ca3© 
of mobilization. 
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In the field of chemistry, the "Supervisory Office Chemistry" 
(UebcrwRchucgsstello Cheaie) and the Sconoaic Group were cooperating 
very clooely aad in cany cases did not delinitate their jurisdictions. 
Dr. Ungewittor held a double position as both general manager of the 
Economic Group Chemical Industry and Reich Coesaiss loner (Reichs- 
bcauftrogter) in the Supervisory Office Chenis try. The personnol 
worked in cany cases for both agencies so that it was often difficult 
to distinguish in which capacity they acted In a specific case. 

At the outbreak of the war the supervisory offices were ronamod 
"Reichsstellen". In the course of the war years the tasks of the 
Rolchoatollun concerned with rationing of raw mterlals increased 
greatly and in the later years of the war considerable uncertainty 
aroso as to the delimitation of the Jurisdiction of the Econoclo Croup> 
and Reichostollen in the field of raw cater ini oontrols. In tho 
chenical field, however, these difficulties wore avoided on account of 
tho "personal union" in the direction of Economic Oroup nnd Relchstollo 
which exieted both through Dr. Ungovlttor and his top associates. 

Within the organisation of tho Ministry of Economies all questions 
of chonical industry and mineral oil wero handled aftor 1933 by tho 
Department for Chemistry under the direction of Ministerial Councillor 
Dr. Druock and later by Dr. Oobelcmt (Privy Councillor) Xueglor. In 
1938 Dr. Mulort, who had become in tho meantime a "Minlstorinldirigcnt", 
took ovor tho Department for Chemistry again ani one year later Dr. 

E.R. Fischer, a forcer I.O. Fftrben diroctor was put In charge of the 
Department for Mineral Oil frees 1939 to 1945. In 1934 all questions 
of armament oconosy were concentrated in a special department undor 
tho direction of Ministerial Councillor Godlevskl. Undor him 
Ministerial Councillor Dr. Lens was in charge of the chemical sector 
for armament economy.

Following Hitler's announcement of the Four fear Plan at tho 
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Reich Party Hally on 9 Septecber 1936, Goer Inc was given the Job of 
putting It Into effect and was rested with far reaching authority to 
give ordors to all governmental and party agencies, thus creating * 
supor-nlnlatry In the field of econonlcs. Goerlng created olx 
"adnlnlctratlve group s^Geechaeftsgroppen) to coordinate all prohlons 
Involved In the rearrxment pr«gran: l) for production of raw materials 
and synthetics, 2) for distribution of raw aterlals, 3) for labor 
allocation, 4) for agricultural production. 5) for price formation, end 
6 ) for foreign oxchaiyze. These adalnlstratlvo groups consisted of a 
few select experts froa the agencies which had been concerned with 
theoo problens before the creation of the Tour Year Plan. Theso 
officials renamed in tholr forner offices; they were however, vosted 
with the authority of Goerlng under Hitler's Pair Year Plan Doerco. Tho 
first administrative group for production of raw naterlals and 
synthetics was known as the Office for Gernan Raw Materials and 
Synthotlcs (Ant fuor deutscho R*- und Werkstoffe) undor Col. Loob. 

In 1930, In tho course of the reorganization of tho °fflco of tho Pour 
Yoar Plan, this office transferred to tho Reich Ministry of Economics 
and/ronanod Reich Office for Econonlc Developoent (Roichstolle fuor 
Vlrtschnftsausbau) under Lt. Col. Cxlcatis and since 1942 undor 
Professor Krauch. Since tho outbreak of the war tho official tltlo of 
this organisation was chafed free ■Beichsstello" to "Rtlchsant" fuor 
Wirtschaftnausbau. 

Since the office of tho Pour Year Plan consisted of representatives 
takon from various other government agencies who continued their work 
within their government agencies, it was necessary to create the 
central coordinating board of the leading sen of the Pour Year Plan. 

Tho General Council of the Four Year Plan (Generalrat des Ylorjnhres- 
plnnos) cot usually once a week under the chairmanship of Ooorlng 
himself or of State Secretary Koerner. All Plenipotentiaries General 
of tho Four Year Plan and all heads of tho "Administrative Groups" 
attended those regular meetings. Since the beginning of the war the 
Intervals betvoen the meeting# grew longer aai with the declining 
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inportence of Goering la the eecaeelc field the General Council of the 
Four Tear Plan lost Its iryortance after 1941. 

After 1942 1 when Goering had abandoned all activity In tho field 
of the Four Tear Plan, the Plenipotentiaries General such as Krauch, 
Speer and Saucleel Vore practically Independent In their fields slnco 
their theoretical superior, Goering, did not actively exercise hlo 
function as Commissioner of the Four Tear Plan any more. 



Tho Contral Planning Board (Zcntralo Planung) was created by 
Goering in April 1942 aa the supremo coordinating agoncy for tho Gorman 
war effort. This Beard was officially an agency of the Four Year Plan; 
for all practical purposes however it was the instrument throich which 
Speer dlrectod the entire German war effort betweon 1942 and 1946. 

Tho Contral Planning Board was composed of throe members, Spoor, 
Milch and Koerner. lach had equal authority, although Spoor dominated 
the proceedings. The function of the Central Planning Board in tho 
main was planning tho distribution and allocation of raw materials 
necossary for the conduct of the war, and tho allocation of manpower to 
tho principal sectors of war econoay. In September 1943 Funk, the 
Reich Minis tor of Iconooics was iqjpolnted as'fourth menbor of tho 
Central Planning Board. SAuckel appenrod frequently beforo tho Central 
Planning 3oard when labor questions were under discussion, ns did all 
important governmental and Industrial organisations conccrnod in tho 
allocation of labor. 



The Ministry of Arms and Munitions (Minlsterium fuer BowaffnunG 
und Munition) wns created In March 1940 and its first head was Dr. Fritz 
Todt, founder of tho 'Organisation Todt'. Its function was to 
coordinate the activities of all egencies and private enterprises 
engaged in tho manufacture of armaments nal to Improve vnr production 
from a technological point of viov. Dr. Todt did not develop tho 
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Mlnlotry Into a well-knit orgaaitqHoa altbootfi he sade -a tibeViatinl 
beglnnlj^ in the direction of controlling private enterprises engaged 


tn the nanufaeture of 


nts. Bo created a number of adninlstrutlvf 


bodiesi staffed with representatives from Industry itself, for tho 
purpose of pooling promotion know-how and technological developments. 

In Pobruary 1342 Todt diod ami was succeeded by Albert Speer, a very 
active and energetic nan of considerable organisational ability. 

Under Spoor's direction tho Ministry bocaro tho most InportnnV 
single Influence on industrial production for the prosecution of tho 
war. Shortly after Todt's death Speer was designated at Plenipotentiary 
General for Armament Tasks of the Pour Year Plan. From then on tho 
Spoor Ministry gradually absorbed a variety of functions formorly 
performed by others, inoludicc the Ministry of Economics, the Vehmacht 
and the Luftwaffe. Cn Sep tocher 1343 this acquisition of powor 
reoultod in a reorganisation of the Ministry and the change of its 
nano to tho Ministry of Areasent and War Production (Mlnistoriun fuor 
Rues tunc und Krlegsproduletlon). 

Spoer developed tho system initiated by Todt of utilizing repre¬ 
sentatives of the armament industry into the eysten of "solf- 
responsibility of industry* (Selbsverantwortllchkoit dor Industrie). 

Ho established Mein Comittees (Eauptausschuesso) and Rings (Ringo) 
otaffod ontiroly frro the ranks of private industry. The Main 
Coesittoos were boards of technicians concerned with production and 
processing of one end produot. The'Rings wore similar boardo coacoynod 
with tho production of one pert which entered into the production c>f 
several ether end produete. A Main Committee, e.g. was established 


for tho production of tanks; a Bin; for the production of ball-b^arlx^s., 
Tho noat important departments of Speer's Ministry for our purposoa 


woro: 


l) The Planning Office (Planungsact), headed by Hans Kehrl, which 
wa3 responsible for overall planning in all matters of production and 
distribution. Tho Planning Office acted not only as an agoncy of tho 
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Speer Ministry tut vas the executive agency of the Central Planning 
Board (Zeatralo P la cu a g). 

2) The Haw Materials Office (Rohstoffart), also headed by ^chrl, 
which was responsible for tho production of basic raw nnterialo other 
than lrcn and steel* This office controlled the Reich Acs relation 
Coal - H7X, Rain Bing Ratals, Zcononlc Group Chenleal Industry and 
other Reich Associations and Scononic Groups In the raw materials fiold. 

3) The Amaaent Supply Office (Ruestungslleferungsaat), headod ty 
Dr. Schlober, vfclch was In charge of Iron and steel production and 
other sonl-finlshed caterlels necessary for arracent production. This 
office controlled tbs Belch Association for Iron - RVE, and the Main 
Rings concerned with the promotion of Dotal internediato products. 

4) Araarent Office (Rucstungsact) - The Axrancnt Office which 
was responsible for tho final production of anas and monitions. This 
offico was originally an agency of the QKV called tho Military Econony 
and Arranents Offico (Vi-Rue-Aet). It was headed by Gmoral Thoras 
while port of the 0 W, and Thocas continued to head it after ito 
tranafor to the Spoor Ministry In May, 1942. Thocas was succoodod in 
1943 by MaJ. Oon. Kurt Wacgor. 

Tho Armnont Offloe of the Speer Ministry supervised tho regional 
organizations originally established by tbo Axny Ordnanco Offloos. 

Tho regional organizations resisted of Aronront Inspectorates and 
Arranont Concands. which wero staffed by nllitary personnel throughout 
tho war. 

3&teh..HSP mry of I^bor (RolchBartoltsnJnlster.lw - RAM ) 

The Reich Ministry of Labor was headod fron 30 January 1933 to tho 
end of the war by Franz Soldto. Originally it vns the highest 
authority on all labor quostions. The responsibility for tho alloca¬ 
tion and supply of labor was transferred in 1936 to the Office of the 
Four Year Plan, whore it woe under tbo supervision of Dr. Mansfold and 
Dr. Syrup. The procurccent of labor fron occuplod territories was 
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begun toy this Labor Allocation Office. whit* utilised the lower 
echelons of the Reich Lobe* Ministry for the distribution of this lrior.

Tho lqyer echelons of the Reich Labor Ministry were the Provincial 
££ficos (laendqsarbeltsaent ev)and the Local labor Offices (Arbeits- 
sector). A law of May 1S33 had established. foe fluestipa| g »e<»3 and 
vorkirg conditions, the institution of Reich Trusteos of Labor (Reich#-, 
trouhaendor der Arbeit). In 1S43 the Reich Trustoos of Labor wore con¬ 
solidated with tho Provincial Labor Office (Laendeearboitsaontor) lr.to 
Gau labor Offices (Gnu Arbeitsaeater). 



The labor Allocation Office of the Four Tear Plan did rot provide 
oufficiont labor froo the oea$>ied territories. Consequently, Hltlor 
appointed Frit* Sauckel, Oauleitor of Thurible, Plenipotentiary Oonerol 
for Labor Allocation in Fobruary, 1942. Goerlng thereupon dlsoolvod 
his own labor Allocation Office and appointed Sauckel Plenipotentiary 
for labor Allocation of the Four Tear Plan as well. In order to 
provide Sauckel with executive agencies, the Main Dcpartnents III, 
hondod by Dr. Klnnich, VI, hoaded by Dr. Tim (originally Dopnrtnant V, 
hoadod by Dr. 3olsl«£cl), and XX. headed by Profossor Jung, of tho 
Roich Ministry of Labor and the lower ochelons of tho Ministry vis., 
the Provincial Labor Offices and Local labor Offlco, vhich together 
foraod tho Labor Allocation Adainistratlon (ArbcltseiasatsvorwnltuTv;), 
were transferred to Sauckel. Sauckel also had his special roprosontrv- 
tivoo in all occupied rod satellite territories. 
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In 1927 the Amy Ordnance Office (Seereavaffenamt) formed ft apodal 
Economic Staff (WirtachAftsstab - VStb) with field offices (Auasen- 
otollca)i Military Economy Officer* (Vehrvirtscfcaftooff izlere) end 
Military Regional Coer-ands (Vohrkroiskosnandos) for general quoBtiono 
of military economy. 

After the seizure of power hy Hitler the new branch of tho Armed 
Forcoo, the Luftwaffe, croated its own Ordnance Office (Vaffonant), ani 
shortly thereafter the Kary also created its own Ordnance Office, so 
thAt tho old organization within the H..eroswaffenant became only ono 
of threo agencies In charge of armament a. 

On 1 Koreober 1934 a central agency for the Amod Fordes ■Military 
Economics and Ordnance Affairs (Vehrwirtacfcafta und Vaffomleoon)" was 
creatod. This central agency did net, however, have Jurisdiction 
over tho Ordnance Offloes of the different parts of the tfehraMht. 
Colcncl Qoorg Thomas, the former Chief of Staff of the Heox'eswaffonont, 
wns na.de Chief of this new agency. In O 0 tober 1935 the agency vns 
renamed Military Economics Staff (tfehrvlrtochaftsstab - VwSt’); and in 
spring 1935 tho so-called Military Economics Inspectorates (Vohrwirt- 
■chaftolnspoktloner.) were established, ax* the former military oconony 
offloors wore incorporated in these aowly organized inspoctoratos. Tho 
Vohrwirtechaftsatab, which In Sfvcsbor 1939 was ronamod Military 
Economy and Armament Office (VI Rue Aat), was in charge of tho ororoll 
amaneat plan for all parts of tho German Amod Forcos. It was only 
after tho first failures of the German Vehrcacht in Russia, wfo>n 
Hitler loot faith in tho generals, that the civilian agencies gradually 
took over the functions *iich had been entrusted up to that tine exclu¬ 
sively to military. In 1943 the Anvcont Office, the moat important 
part of the Vi-Bue-Act wns transferred to Spoer'e Ministry (Soe abovo 
(Pago 14 ) and the factions of Vl-Aat which was renamed later "Fold-

It is all too easy thus to sottlo baok ..1th a philosophio shrug or 
a xraary sigh. Hesitation and (ktaohaent ray bo inviting, but thoy arc 
a fatal abdication. Ood gave us this earth to be cultivated as a garden, 
, net to bo turned into a stlaVip; pilo of rubblo and refuse. If tho times 

be out of joiut, that is not to bo acooptod as a divine soourgo, or tho 
x/orking of an inscrutable fate which non arc powerless to affoot. At tho 
root of thjsc troubles aro human failings, and they ere only to bo 
ovcrcoao by purifying the soul and exerti^ the nind and bsdy. 

This e sc, like any criminal proceeding, finds its Justification 
only as pert of this process of r:doaptioa und roconstrxiction. Mo have 
boon tcld frea the Uoxiatuin to judge not, that wo b< not Judged, and wo 
will do well to reflect upon and seek to comprehend this profound 
prohibition. It is at once the touchstone of the judicial procoss, and 
tho core of this particular and fateful proceeding. 
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1*13 solemn injunction, far iron being a bar to the Jurisdiction 
cf the Tribunal, is its foundation. It reminds the individual of his 
o*n frailtr end fallibility. . It is not for any can to oierce tho veil 
end divine the groat absolutes. Tho Judge oust not Judge in his own 
neae nor uninstructed; he Judges under lews derived from revered scrip¬ 
tures and the wisdom of the ages, and declared or coraonly accepted as 
binding bv the community, large or smell, whose agent and servant he is. 
That is ’*hy the judicial robo is a garment of huuility, not of pride. 

But this mandate is r»t for Judges only; it is universal. It warns 
man not to set hlasclf up a. better than his follows, and not to impose 
his oersonal notions of good and evil on his neighbours. 'It is an 
oxhortation against erroganco, prosumotion, rnd vanity. It is tho divino 
ordinance of rights and duties among men. ?roe it are derived all tho 
great oroclaoations of hucan dimity in modem tia:s, and on it aro 
bottomed the vary orincipus of lew under which those d of end ants, are to 
ba triod. 

Tho crimes with which these men arc charged wero not committed in 
rago, or under tho stress of suddon tcaoUtion; they wore not the slips 
or laosas of othorwiso well-ordcrod acn. Ono dooa not build a stupendous 
war machine in a fit of passion, nor an Auschwitz factory during a 
passing aoesn of brutbllty. rhet those non did was dono with the utmost 
deliberation and would, I venture to suraiso, bo repasted if tho oppor¬ 
tunity should rocur. There will be no mistaking the ruthless purposo- 
fulnoss with which tho defendants embarked upon thoir course of conduct. 

That puroosc wos to turn the German nation into a military 
machine and build it into an engine of destruction Go terrifyingly 
fomldablo that Germany could, by brutal threats and if necessary by 
war, inoose her will and hor dominion on Europe end, lator, on other 
actions beyond .the seas. In this arrogant and suproaoly criminal 
advent iro, the defendants wore eager and leading participants. They 
Joined in stamping out tho fleas of liberty, snd in subjecting tho 
Go men ocoolo to th? monstrous, grinding tyranny of the Third loich, 
whose hellish nuroosc it was to brutalize tho entire nation end fill 
the oooole with hate. They a-rshellcd their inocrial resources end 
focussed thoir formidable talents to forgo the voaoons and other 


i m p l em ents of conquost which spread the Gorman torror. Thoy wore the 
T.*arp and woof of the dark aantlo of death that sottlod over Europe. 

Tho defendants will, no doubt, tell us that thoy wore naroly 
ovcraoalous, and possibly misguided, patriots. We will hoar it said 
that all they planned to do was what any patriotic businessman would have 
done under simi l a r circumstances. The German Wehnnacht was woakj thoy 
helpted to make it strong. They wero responsible for tho mnagMnont of 
a vast industry of international scopo, and a strong Germany would help 
to Eako thoir ontorpriso noro profitable. As for tho camago of \/ar and 
tho slaughtor of innocents, theoo woro tho rogrettablo doods of Hitlor 
and the Basis, to whoso dictatorship thoy, too, were aubjoot. Wftxt has 
happonod is indeed most unfortunato, thoy wiU admit, but wo will bo 
assured that there too nothing that any of them could possibly have done 
about it. 

Bowovor plausible, this is not tho truth. Those are non who stopped 
at nothing. They wsrs the magicians who made tho fantasios of "Main 
Kanpr 1 cooo truo. Th-y wore tho guardians of tho stato sccrots of tho 
Third Roich. Thoy wars tho master tuildors of tho flphrmachtj thoy and 
very fewothors know Just how any airplano and truck tiros and tank 
treads woro boing built from Farbon buna nibbor and Just hot/ largo tho 
stock pilo of ojplosivoo was. Thoy know ovory detail of tho intrioato 
and onomous ongino of warfare, and watchod its growth rdth an arohitoot«s 
pride. They know that tho engine was going to bo used, and thoy planned 
to uso it thcasalvos. Europo was dottod with ninos and fcotorios which 
thoy covoted, and for each stop in tho march of conquost thero was a 
program of industrial plunder 'faich wasput into prompt and ruthless 
oxocution. Those are.tho non who made war possible, and thoy did it bo- 
causa thoy wanted to conquer. 

Did thoy plan ap easy yoke for tho pcoplos thoy woro dotonninod to 
subjoot? Were thoy bon:volant despots under whoso sway tho humnitioa 
would flourish? Con wo hoar may note of idealisn cut through tho din 
and clangor of war? In 19b0, tho defendants woro planning the construc¬ 
tion of their fourth plant for tho manufacture of synthetic rubbor, tho 
output of which would bo vitally necessary if the war was to bo long 
(continued. They decided to build it^in eastern Europo, and the 


deferment tebros went prospecting for a suitable location. In conquered 
Poland, Aabros w^s shown a town where one cf Hinder'a largest concent¬ 
ration c anns had just been built. The town was Oswiecin, known to the 
Germans as 'uschwits. *nbros found the site otherwise suitable, and was 
particularly interested In the possibility of using the concentration 
carp innates to erect the plant, all of which was reported to the other 
defendants. They agreed, and construction of the Fsrben Auschwitx 
plant was promptly undertaken. What happened at »uschwltx during those 
ye»rs will later be set forth in seem detail. Himmler, for a price, 
furnished the defendants with the niserable ires atea of his camp, who 
slaved and died to build the buna factory. It is a revolting story of 
brutality and murder. But this foul scheme w*s o«rt of the st*nd»rd 
pattern of the Third Peich, -nd it found great favour with the defend¬ 
ants, In 191x3 * fifth bun- plmt was projected, »nd the defendant 
Xrauch wrote to Heinrich Hianler;

Thess words night have been written by rny of the defendants. It 
is a letter of unmitigated preemption and unbounded scorn for the laws 
1 of God and avx. These sen dared to Judge. They Judged themselvon alone 

as fit to sway the destiny of the world. They Judged themselves entitlod 
to subjugate -nd to command. They Judged the Jew, the Pole and the 
Pussian to be untouchable. »11 their Judgments sorwng from a bottomless 
vanity and an insatiable ambition which exalted their own cower as the 
supreme and only good. They rendered and executed those arrogant 
pronouncements with whip and sword. There is h*rdly • cowtry in 
Europe th»t esc»oed the carnage which these men loosed, and the day 
will surely come when their own countrymen will fully grasp whet a 
catastrophic abomination they worked for Gemeny. It is no -ct of 
vengeance, but ra inescapable and solemn duty, to test the conduct 
of these men by the laws and coarcandronts which they dared to disavow.

In l?Cb, Daisbor* succeeded in la.lng the first foundation stones 
of the ..assivo chemical the «*St«:te id.thin a State", which we 

now know as I. 0. Farber. Duisbe.M's lira Joined forces with the equally 
powerful =adisciie anilin Seda Pcfcrik, of Ludwigshafen, which was headed 
by the brilliant and resourceful Carl Bosch. In order to strengthen their 
position vith respect to other .irran chemical firms, a fifty-year con¬ 
tract ).a3 concluded pursuant to rhich iheir two firms, and a third import¬ 
ant lorlin chemical Air* known as Agfa, pooled their net profits. At 
about tiie sae tire, three other important chemical concerns located in and 


nepr Frankfurt-am-Main, effected a close combination between 190^ 

»nd 1915* these two separate groups entered Into mutual agreement* 
regulating competition in various parts of the dyestuff and other checl- 

c?l fields. These efforts constituted the first stage in the develop- 

r 

rent of I. 0. F»rben and laid the groir.dwork for closer relations between 
the groups in the Ibturo. By virtue of agreemevt* elinlnating internal 
competition and pooling experience and resources, the two groups immed¬ 
iately achieved *.predominant position in the organic dyestuff and 
pharmaceutical and chemical industries of the world. 

The first Werld War precipitated the c'rrying of this process of 
concentration to its logical conclusion. In 1916, the six companies of 

• 

the two original groups case together with two additional chemical firms, 
one of which w«s directed by the father of the defendant Ter User. This 
enormous cartel w~s known ro the Interessengeotlnschaft der Deutsohon 
Teerf»rbenIndustrie, meaning the "co-tsunity of interests" of the Oera-n 
industry for the manufacture of tar-coal dyes. »11 the firms in tho 
group, which became known simply as -I. o.", .greed to share their 
profits in fixed proportions. »1though I. 0. Farben did not become 0 
legal corporate entity until 1925, for all practical purposes lit bcoaoe 
a unified industrial empire in 1916. 

The complete domination of the German chemical industry by the 1,0. 
ws almost matched by the preeminence which it achieved ebroM. The I.O.'s 
leading position in the world's chemic-l markets was achieved and main¬ 
tained in part by the acknowledged ability rod industry of tho Oenann 
chemists, rod io pert by ruthless coepetitive tactics. Tho story of Fen- 
ben's foreign activities before end during the first World War, and of its 
strenuous efforts to maintain world leadership despite the British block¬ 
ade, is fascinating and lllurlnating. The German submarine "Deutschland", 
on its two trios to the United St*tes during the war, carried chiefly dye 
stuffs and dye ingredients. But wc h~ve no occasion at this time to rW 
hearse these circiastroces, other thro to note th»t the revelations of the 
«lien Property Custodian in 1919 conclusively revealed the existence of n 
carefully directed German chemical policy directed to world domination 
of the organic ehecic=>l Industry, which hampered the military resources 
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of Germany. 1 It uos abundantly shown that (reran chemical policy 
was designed to prevent the emergence of strong organic chcaioal 

industries in other countries. 2

Carl Bosch, using Kab.r’s discovery, i.»di toly developed an engineering 
process for the production of synthetic nitrates, and his firm (aadischc/’ 
st xted tho sonuf .etura of explosives, utilising these synthotie nltratcf 
which enabled Germany to b-co-v: independent of th: Chilean supply. The 
critical iaport.noc of the Habcr-dosch nitrogen fixatlen prooess to tho 
German cilitary machine durir.- tiw first iorld . ir can not bo Overstated.

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the war, Intcrnatieool ccapctition was stiffening, And tho Gorman 
chemical lords decided to tighten their own raiks. 

In 1925, on agreement was finally reached for a merger of all 
the eight firm shich capprised the "Intcrcsscngcneinaohaft". Carl 
Bosch's fim (Bodiflchc) changed its name to "I. G. Farbenindustrio 
Akticngcsollschaft", and roved its sain offices to Frankfurt. As 
is set forth in Appendix B of the indiotaent, fire other firm which ! 
had previously been anchors of the cartel surged with I. G. Ferban- 
induetric, _nd thereby created a missive singlo corporation. 'Tho two 
ren-.ining uenbors of the cartel were not formally merged at that tlrso, 
but o Vvr OOf of the stock of each of them was stmed by Farben, Tho 
Hand-Book of ucrcicn Joint Stock Companies laconically but eloquently 
states that the eight o;igin_l "parent" firos volunt-rily renounced 
thoir individuality for the greater purpose of tho futuro tasks of tho 
Goman c heroic a 1 industry. 1 Carl iXiisbcrg w_s nred ohai m_n of the 
Aufsichtsrat of "arben, and Carl aosch ch~irnan of tho Vorstand. 

The ye r l?2o witnessed th; cementing of a very close and apodal 
connection betuc-n Farbon and too Gertmm explosives Industry. Tiro two 
principal manuf'.ctur.rs of explosives in Gorrv.ny during too first World 
1ftir wore th- well Incan fims of Dynanit-«<obel (inoim ns DAG) and 
Xocln-Hott'./cil. TJwy had h-d close relations with tho Farben syndicate 
during the war, inasrxich as Carl Bosch's fim furnished tho synthetic 
nitratoa which were necessary to the manufacture of oxplosivcs. After 
the war, the explosives cocyntics fell upon loan years, and Kocln-A'ottweil 



Ir. 1S26, F'-rb-n _nd D.JJ entored into n agroeisant which bound the 
explosives eorp.jvy to Farben body and soul. D'.C ret .ined its sep:iratc 
corporate character, but uas subject to tho direction of Farben, and 
Farben guaranteed dividends on the shares of DAG, Tho president' of DAG 
was Paul i.ucllcr, who was a brother-in-law of the dcfcnd-nt Sclinit*, a 
member of tho ..ufsichtsrat of Farben, and a frequent attendant ct 
nectings of ir.port_nt Farben management coaaiittccs. The defend-nts

was, in practical effect, a part of Farban'c chemical empire, and by the 
tixe the Nazis cue to pouer in 1933, Parben exercised a dominant role 
in a^minition and explosives protection. 

C. The Structure of I._ G._Farben’ 

Tnvs arose the enormous and intricate industrial complex of I. Q. 
Par'oen, the broad outlines of which are portrayed in the chart on the 
wall of the courtroom. It will be seen that the overall supervision 
and management it Farter, was in the bands of two boards, known respec¬ 
tively as the Aufsichtsrat and the Vorstaod. relow them the two 
principal groups were the Technical end Cou^rcial Conti ttees. Froduc- 
tion was organized both functionally, in the three "S.arten", and geo¬ 
graphically, in the re "Tsorks Combines", shown below the fbchnical 
Cojnittee. On the ccnnerclal side, the sales of various groups of 
products were directed principally by the four "Sales Coshines". 
Coordination between technical and co nercial natters was achieved, 
not only through the Voraund, but ct a lower level in the throe "Mixed 
Coast tteos". A nuahcr of other departments and cosnlttees, shown at 
the right of the chart, doalt with various spod altlos such as law and 
patents, intelligence and propaganda. 

1. Aufsichtsrat and Vorstand 

Under C-sriran corporate law, all. Joint stock companies are Revornod 
by an Aufsichtsrat and a Vorstand. ’.ihcn 2. 0. Farboninduatrio Aktion- 
gasellschaft was created in 1925, the Aufsichtsrat withers and ux>st of 
the Vorstand neabers of all. the parent conpanies became members of the 
Faroer. Aufsichtsrat and Vorstand respectively. 

Generally speaking, ti-e duty of the Aufsichtsrat is to supervise 

the overall aanagraent c! tie company, rhereas the day-to-day direction 

is in the hands of the Vorstand. Tne functions of the Farben Aufsichtsrat 

were, on the whole, rather porfunctcry; it aet three or four times a 

year to receive a report froa the Voravand, and on paper was responsible * 

for seise ting the wafers the 7orstafd. But the views of tho Vorstand 

as to its ova mayorship were generally followed by the Aufsichtsrat, and 

we kr.cw of no important case whore the Aufsichtsrat opposed VorsUnd 
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policies or took such independent initiative. 

i-eibership in toe Aufsicntsrat, accordingly, bee are chiofly honorary, 
but individual cetera night, b- virtue of their own stature and prestige, 
exercise great influence. The chairmanship of the aufsichtcrat was in¬ 
variably held by ona of the great figures in the history of *'arben. 

Carl Duisbars was chairman Iron the birth of *art>en in 1926 until his 
death in 1935. He was succeeded by Carl Bosch, another towering person¬ 
ality and facous technician, oho had be=n chairman of the Vorstand, and 
who rsaained as chairman of the Aufsichtsrat until his death in 191*0. 

Fro:. 19U0 until the Oman collapse, the defendant Carl Krauch, 

"ho previously had been a leading ttaber of tie Vorstand, was chaiman 
of the Aufsichtsrat. Krauch was closely associated * th Goering in the 
Pour-leer Flan, and in 1933 became the Reich 3e no ^plenipotentiary 
for Special Chemical feMtlocw. Xrauch syrtoolized close cooperation 
with the political leaders of toe rn.-rd Reich, and his appointment 
emphasized the working intteacy between Farber. and the government. 

After the merger of 1926, toe Farter. Vorstand comprised about 
eighty Mora or deputy wrbers. Since this number was far too large 
for efficient management, a worki** coaaittce with about twenty-six 
rmrbera, was forced. In 1937, a new joint stock company law was passed, 
under which the size of the Vorstand was rodoced to twenty-seven; most 
cf the oe.bers wero drawn fro* the working cemittee. The working 
coerdttee was abolished. 

Under the Farfcen by-lar-s, "the 7orsUnd conducts the business of 
ti.e corporation.- Stings of toe full Vorstand were called about once 
a conth. It was further provided that -at those conferences, each 
Vorstard mrbar shall make a report on the ratters specified as requir¬ 
ing Vorstand approval. It is also to, duty « each Vorstand member to 
call attention to natters, the knowledge of which is of importance to 
other Vorstand members, especially as it may facilitate the overall 
appraisal of toe business. The various Vorstand members shall, as a 
rule, submit particularly important matters, which go beyond the frame- * 
work cf the ordinary business, to toe full Vorstand for decision." 

Anor.3 the otters listed as goia; beyond the framework of ordinaiy 

business were: the erection or .enchase of new aanufacturing and 
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selling facilities within ^tcpixj or abroad; selling or reduction of 
plants; acquisition or abandonment of participations in other enter¬ 
prises; purchase and sale of patents, licenses and manufacturing 
secrets; and the conclusion, prolongation and teraination of cartel 
agrer-ente, syneicatos, and coasunities of interest. An individual 
Vers tend aenber was pen dt led to act oj hie own in concluding a jAattcr 
without Vcrstaad approval if serious disadvantages would otherwise 
occur. I-'c-'over, at the next session of the Vorstand, the -rattsr had 
to he reported for approval. Certain internal personnel matters ware 
handled by a "Central ConaLtUe" of tej Vorstand, consisting cf eight 


leading ..-embers. 

All living persons who were

1937 are nared in tho indictment except one rho retired in 191*3 and 
whose healto is very precarious. Ctf tie twenty-four defendants indicted, 
all were sabers of the Vorvt&nl a=ce : *t tho four whose nanes conclude 
the list. The chairman of the Vo* stand, froa 1935 until tho end of 
the war, was the defendant SdiUty. 

As is aho»rn by the chart, die Vorstand functioned through numerous 
coanitUes, departments, and ot :cr agencies, and the Vorstand members 
held the loading positions in these subsidiary bodies. The assignments 
of Vorstand roofers to these dutios na; be classified, in general, as 
"technical" or "coaorcial"; these designations are soaewhat? arbitrary 
and overlapping, but were in parlance a*ong the defendants and will 
serve as a rough guide/ 

2. Technical, Coaasrcial, anti otier Ccwnittees and Offices 
Tee Technical CoaaitUe (cox only referred to as TEA) was compoeod 
of the toohnical leaders of Karreo, includi^ the principal plant 
managers and leading eiglneera. -OetbsT the by-laws, TEA had tremendously 
important functions; ite field included all technical and scientific 
questions, and all appropriations ior operating or expanding the business 
were exa,uned in TEA before suboission to tr.e Vorstand. The defendant 
Ter :-aer was chairman of TEA fro- 1932 until the German collapse, and 
eleven otmor defendants - ere TEA asters for substantial periods of 

tixe. TEA had nueerous subsidiary bodies, the most iaportant of which 
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was the "Tec hni cal CoaiBsion" (T5X0), which was headed bv the defendant 
Jaehne. TSKO dealt with general engineering problems, and all capital 
expenditures for engineering purposes wer3 passed upon by TEKO before 
they were reviewed by TEA. 

Belcw the TEA, the technical organization was divided both geograph¬ 
ically and functionally. After the er^er in 1926, the various harben 
plants were grouped geograohically for the purpose of coordinated 
direction. This resulted ir. the formation of the five Works Confines, 
the very na^es of which illustrate their geographical basis. Tho -forks 
Ccebine Upper Rhine, headed by tie defendant burster, included the 
huge ladische plants in Luewigshafen. «ha .iorks Ccobine Kiddle Rhine 
(later called Main Valley), of which the defendant Lautenschlaogor 
was Chief and Jaehne Deputy Chief, comprised the plants in and near 
Frankfurt-ac->'aln. The defohdant Euahne headed the Works Cosbine 
Lyxer Rhine, situated in Isvarkusan end other Ruhr industrial cities. 

The defendant Suergin was ClOaf of t’w .iorks Combine Central Germany, 
with its principal plant at Bitturfeld. In 1929, a fifth and smaller 
Cocfcinc was established, rfaich was called *bork» Canblno Berlin" although 
its plants w«r» widely scattered. 

The individual plants which coi-priaed these coabines wore at the 
base of the organixp.ticrul pyranid. T\a core important plants ware 
managed or directly supervised by ono or more Vorstand I'embers. Thus 
we find ’.furster and A=toros at LuArigahafen, lautenschlaogor and Jaehne 
at Hoechst, Suehne and ?ru*g£enann at lorerkuson, Buergin at Blttor- 
feld, Hoerleln at Slb-jrfold, and Oajr.rski at ’..olfen-FiLs. 

At t'..o and of 1529, iarban undertook a aa^or ro-organization on 
the technical side in order to effect economies and achieve greater 
coordination in production uaruge.wrt. Operations wore divided into 
three functional groups according to the products manufactured. Each 
of the threo diroctiSj groups was called a Sparte, or main Group 
(Hauptgrappe). 

Sparte I included nitrogen, ethanol, gasc line, and other synthetic 
fuels, a.jd coal. Tie enormous synthetic gasoline plant at leuna and 
the nitrogen plant at Oppau wure the principal components of Sparte I, 
which was headid by the defendant Xrauch until 1938, and thereafter by 






the defendant Sch n e i de r . Sparta H, by far the largest and cost diverse, 
coordinated the prediction of dyestuffs, organic and inorganic chemicals, 
pharmaceuticals, light metals, synthetic rubber, and a variety of other 
products. The defendant Ter iloer was its chief. Sparte III xras much 
smaller, and na a principally ccncomed with photographic materials, 
synthetic fibres ard celopnane. It 'as headed by the defendant 
Gajewski. 

It la important to noto one other Marten agency on the technical 
side of the chart. This is the Vur^ttlungastelle fl (Liaison Office 
Wehraacht), which was established in 1935 as a coordinating a&cncy 
between Farben and the Goman ar-Kd forces. Tho defendant Krauch was 
more or less its creator. At that tine, Krauch vos the bead of Sparto 
I, and synthetic gasoline and nitrates were of special nilitary Import¬ 
ance. Utor on, the othur two Spartan participated in tho operations 
of Vorcdttlu!«estcllo a i , tu purpose of which was, as Farbcn records 
of 1935 reveals "tho building up of a tight organization for anoamont 
in the I. 0 ." 

Turning to tho coasercial side, tho majority of Farbon products 
woro sold through tho four "Salts CcvtoinM" for dyostuffs, chomicala, 
pharmaceuticals, and photographic arterial* and artificial fibres. 
Nitrates, synthetic fik/ls, and certain other bulk products woro sold 
chiefly through syndicates and othor marketing organizations. The 
defendant Schnitzlor was in diurge of tho marketing of dyestuffs, and 
aftor 19t*3, also of chemicals. The dofandant kann headed tho co.T«.ne 
for pharmaceuticals and tho dofondant Cater the sales arrangements for 
nitrogen. Coordination between aarkotii^ and production was achieved, 
as has already boon pointed out, not only within tho Vorstand but at 
a lower levol in the thxee so-called "mjjced ccmaitteos." The dofondant 
von Schnitiler horded the Dyestuffs Cowuittec and, after 19L3, the 
Chemicals Co.adttoo; the defendant Hoerloin was chiwf of the fharma- 
couticals Cceoittee. 

To mtch the Technical Co«ittce (TEA) ani to insure coordination 
in all camajciel axttora, the Coaercial Comittee (Ki) was activated 
in August 1937, and thereafter became one of the most important policy- 
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foraing groups within Farbexu Both the KA and the TEA usually mat the 
day befora Vorstand meetings, and their reconccnditions were laid before 
the Vorstand. The defendant Schnitrlar was the chairman of the Coianarcinl 
Ccaaitvee, and six ot-icr defendants wore regular oesburs. 

A corporation so fer-flung as F cub on, of course, needed various 
central a an n iatrativo departments, such os fcr bookkeeping, insurance, 
and taxes. Only thrco of t .ase warrant mention here. Most of tho plants 
and cosines of rrrben bad their owr. losal and patent departments, but 
their work was coordinated by two Vorstand corruttees, the Legal Ccnmittoo 
and the Patent Car.idssion. 'ihe defendant von Knieriem was the chairman 
of both. 

finally, a considerable rsuber of agencies which oasts to bo located 
in a particular see ter cf Berlin wore loosely thrown togathur under tho 
name "Berlin M « 7*. The defendant Ilgnor was in charge of moat of 
. these Berlin offices, and 'cos p.'rticulrxly concerned with intelligonco 

and propaganda activities, which *-ro carried out undor the Political- 
* Econoaic folicy Departoont (cocaoaly rof-rred to as WIPO), oral by an 

elaborcto dconscis K.ovirch Dcp rtir-nt known -* VOLI. Tho defendants 
Oattincau and -/on dor Hoydo rare lif>ortar.t officials of ».1P0. 

Thus, each of the defendants was a Key official in tho organisa¬ 
tional structure of Farben. Tho defendants Krauch and SOhnitr. hoadod 
tho two governing bodies of tho ontiro coaplex. Of tho ether Vorstand 
sjombars, eleven, l«d by tho defendant Tor m»«r, wore primarily technical 
and production men; they wore rea!>ors of tho Techniccl Ccmrattco, chiofs 
. of the Sp-rton and 'norka Ccwbinos, and plant managers. Six oth.rs, lod 
by tho dofondaat 3chnitiler, were pri»:xily con&^rcial non, and ono, 
von Xniorioo, was chief counsel to the corporation. 

Of tho four defendants who '.ero not narab-rs of the Vorstand, 

Qattineau and von der Hoydo were U din. political agents of Farben, 

Kuglar was a .^risor of tho Cor:-_rclal Con'-ittou and in charge of dye¬ 
stuffs sales in eastern Europe. Ih-errfeld was the director end construc¬ 
tion aon-i^er of the f reon plants at Auschwitx. 
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D. Euboaja 193? 


Before passing to the charges in the indictment, it Kill be worth- 
Whilo to pause for an overall look at Frrben in the oarly thirties, Just 
before the advent of the Third Reich. It was the largest chamics! concern 
in the world — participating directly or indirectly in about four hundred 
German companies and five hundred business enterprises abroad — with 
the largest and sarst aodorn staff of scientists and technicians.

i trial resources of Germany, the oth^r b-lng the cool mi nos and stool 

plants cf tho Suhr. It is no coincidence/that LudonJorf consorted with 

Duisburg and Krupn von Bohl^n, and tho famous Goman diplomat Strosenann

once rhetorically asked tho defendant von Schnitslari •■nh'.t havo I as 
a trump in =y hondr apart frea you tho I. 0 ., end the cool people?" 

Carl Duiaborg play .d a lading part in the esUblishncnt of tho nation¬ 
wide organisation of industrialists, tho Re*cbsvorband dor Doutschen 
Industrie, tho chcirr.anship of which was usually held by Fartoon or Xrupp 
officials, riolations betwoun Farbon and the Ruhr hoovy industilos woro 
raascnobly closs; Farbon muxd coal sinus and held stock interests in 
tho big stool enterprises, and the defendant Schrdtz sat on tho Aufsichts- 
rat of tho huge Gercan stool corhine, tho Veroinigte St'hlwerko. 

3ut tha German iren lords never achieved tho cocpleto unity which 
the chemical leaders brought about through the Farbon merger, and thcro 
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can be little doubt that Fsrbon wm the iroct powerful single industrial 
coebiw in Romany arxi, indeed, in Eurcpa. It produced all of Germany' 3 
magnesia, nickel, methanol, and synthetic rubber, and nearly all of its 
dyestuffs. It produced tho bulk of G_nuany*s nitrogen, synthetic gaso¬ 
ils, anti nua^rous iuporient cheaicals. It produced half of Xiwanjr*s 
pharaacoutieala and more than half of its photographic supplies. It 
dominated the German explosives industry. It enjoyed close relations 
with the Gw man govwrmxint long buforo Hitler ct'e to power; the defend¬ 
ant Scl_iitx was a cloao cssociato of Chancellor Bru-ning, and another 
Futon director, rfarsbold, boca.no idniswr of Economics. 

In the laboratories of Xcxbcn, oany taxing expwrixents wore being 
carriad to successful conclusions. How inventions and processus poured 
forth in o nover-ording stream; --oat of than w_ru of inostlarblo actual 
or potential valuo to uxnkind. And, long before Hitler ochiovod notorloty, 
Farben officials wor* wrostling with two problems, tho successful solu¬ 
tion of which would go far to aako u^rnany wconorlcclly self-sufficient, 
ard lndop-r/iont of imports in tL.^a of war. Ono of theso was tho t/enu- 
facturo of synthetic rvbbor, which by 1932 had not y-t advanced beyond 
tho str^s of prod sing oxp-rirantal production. 

But the other was solved soon after tho A,rgcr of 1926, through 
tho famous F.rban hydrogenation process by which Germany's coal could 
be transformed into oil, gasoline, and otn-r synthetic fuels end lubri¬ 
cants. r.w tru.eendcus significance of this discovery is eloquently 
roflucted in c luttwr -rittan at t;»at ti .« by Frank Howard, an official 
of the Standard Oil Caapony of Haw Jersey, to its president, Salter 
Tcaglet 

eased upon c? obsorvutioas and discussion today, I think that

I shall not attcnpt to cover any details, but I think this 
will be evidence of ay state of nind. 

We do not stress those circumstances because any social or economic 
quostions such as the Halts, if any, which should bo plaoed on tho 
sizo of corporations, are in any way gcrrnno to this case. They aro 
not. But tho size of tho carbon ocpiro and the strategic importance 
of Fcrben techniques oust be graspod in order to understand tho signifi¬ 
cance of tho ovents which tock plaoo during tho period covorod by tho 
indictment. Farbon was Germany* s greatest sir^lo industrial resourco. 
Countless othor industries wore entirely dependent on Fcrben products. 
Farbon techniques hold tho key to many of tho problems which tho 
Wohrcccht wished to solvo. Tho Oortaan economy could not havo survivod 
Tiithout Farbon, and no Gorman government could afford to sacrifico its 
cooporation, loast of all a gpvornaont intont on rebuilding Gormany'a 
military strongth. m short, Farbon factories, Farbon toc»miqu©a, and 
Farbon leadership wore vital nooossitio a to Go many and tho Oortaan 
government, and tho dofondants )cnam it. Tho defendants woro not mon 
who could bo ooslly pushod around. 

Loast of all do wo suggost that it is a crimo to oxporlaont and 
invent, whothor tho results aro dyoa or drugs or synthotio fuels. 

Tho capacity to croato is nan»s most God-liko attributo, and sovoral 
of tho dofondants wore eminently giftod. In tho dock sits Hoinrloh 
Hoorlcin, who dis cove rod luminal and holpod dovolop tho sulfa drugs. 

Carl Lautonschlaogor also nado valuablo contributions to nodical soicnoo, 
and Srcuch, Schniodor, Arbros, and Vajcwski tavo many useful invontions 
to thoir credit. Farbon chemists dovalopod sulfanilamido, atabrin^ 
aspirin, pyraaidon, novocaino, and salvarsan. No doubt it givos tho 
dofondants littlo caafort non to reflect on the fact that numerous dis¬ 
coveries which spread Farben's fiuae wore tho work of Jewish scientists, 
such as Fritz Haber and Paul Ehrlich. Bo that as it my, thoro is no 
reason to obscure tho fact that humanity owes such to Farbon chemists. 

Tho defendants, indeed, wore privileged to spond most of thoir 

lives in the wonderful world of synthesis and transmutation. Ono oan 

only sorrow that thoso damaged sails were not' content to remain the

Before outlining the evidence which the proeeoution will adduce 
ir. support of Count One of the indictment, it will be well to aet a t 
rest one or two questions which night otherwise give rise to miscon¬ 
ceptions. >t the outset, it mutt be made clear what the defendants 
are charged.with. 

Whether these defendants, individually or collectively, were Nazis 
or subscribed to all phases of Nazi ideology, is not the core of the 
issue here. It is a f*ct that practically all of them were membors of 
the NSD'P, but t> at is not the burdin of our proof. We are not trying 
then for that. It is quite possible that some of the Nazi doctrlnos 
were personally iist-steful to scare of the defendants as individuals. 

But the fact thrt some of them may hot have been in complete sympathy 
with all asnects of the Nazi pros ran does not relieve them of responsibil¬ 
ity for their actions. Their nectoirship in the Nazi party is one, but 
only one, circvrntance among n-ny others which must be taken into account 
in determining that the defer.dcntr did, and the knowledge and intentions 
which gave rise to the acts with which they are charged. 

Likewise, it goes without saying that those men have not been 
indicted bo-:ause they aw ’industrialists" or because they exercisod 
great power and controlled greet wealth. These things arm not declared 
as crices by ihe law under which this Tribunal renders Judgment, and 
the Tribunal is not a forum for debate over the relative merits of 
different economic systers. 

Ahel these men are charged with under Count One of the indictment 

is set forth in »rticle II of Control Council Lvw No. 10, which pro- 

scribfs, as crimes ag*lnst peace: 

Initiation of invasions of other countries and wars of 
aggression in violation of international laws and treaties, 
including but not limited to pi wining, preparation, initia¬ 
tion or waging a war of aggression, or a war in violation 
of international treaties, agreements or assurances, or 
participation in a cosron plan or •onsoiracy for the 
accomplishment of any of the foregoing. 

Furthermore, there is no occasion in this proceeding to re-submit 
the evidence and proofs concerning the invasions aid wars of aggression 
of the Third Eeich. Article X of Military Government Ordinance No. 7, 
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ucder which this Tribunal ia established, provides that: 

The determinations of the International Military 
TribWiel in the judgment in case No. 1 that inva¬ 
sions, aggressive acts and aggressive wars, crises, 
atrocities or inhuman acts were planned or occurred, 
shall be binding on the tribunals established here¬ 
under and shall net be questioned except insofar as 
participation therein or knowledge thereof of any 
Darticular person may be concerned. Statements of 
the International military Tribunal in the judgwnt 
in Case No. 1 shall constitute proof of the facts 
stated, in the absence of substantial new evidence 
to the contrary. 

The starting point of this case under Count One, accordingly, is 
the established fact and considered Judgment of the International Mil¬ 
itary Tribunal that Germany under the Third R»ich did plan mi carry 
out invasions and did pi in and wage wars of aggression. The invasions 
and wars of aggression covered by the Judgment of the International 
Military Tribunal are listed in oaragraph 2 of the indictment. The 
only question at issue unde** Count One is the extent to which the de¬ 
fendants kr.ew of or participated in the preparation for and initiation 
of invasions and aevressive wars whlchwere planned wid which did.occur. 

To establish guilt for the oor-ission of crises -gainst peace, it 
is not, of course, nocess-ry to show that the defendants gave the mil¬ 
itary order which launched an invasion, or personally fired the first 
shot. The necessary degree of connection with the criae to establish 
the guilt of the defendants is to be determined by paragraph 2 of »r- 
ticle II of Control Council Lew No. 10, and in the light of recognlzod 
principles of criminal lwr. Paragraph 2 sets forth that an individual 
shall be found guilty of tho crimes defined in Law 10 if he was (») e 
principal, or (b) an accessory, or if he (c) took s consenting part 
therein, or (d) was connected with plans *nd enterprises involving the 
corcission of the criae, or (e) was a member of an organization or group 
connected with the commission of the crime, k further provision of this 
paragraph, aoolicable only with respect to crimes against perco, makes 
reference to the holding of high political, civil, or military positions 
in Germany, or of high positions in th« financial. Industrial, or econom¬ 
ic life of Germany. This provision, we believe, is not intended to 
attach criminal guilt automatically to all holders of high positions, 
but means rather that legitimate and reasonable inferences are to be 



dr3wn from the fret that a defendant held such a position, and places 
upon him the burden of countering the inferences which must otherwise 
be drawn. 

Nor, to su?tfin the charges under Count One, do we need to prove 
that the ultimate uurooae mi final objective of the defendants was to 
bring about ■ state of war. We doubt that war .was the ul tic ate ob¬ 
jective of anyone in the Third fteleh; the objective was conquest. Ke 
do charge that the Third feich had certain political objectives well 
known to the defendants, and that when they played their crucially im¬ 
portant P’rt in re-arming Gemany, they knew that Germany would use her 
military strength in invasions or aggressive wars "gainst her neighbors, 
if necess»ry in order to accomplish the ales of the Third ftflch. Foree 
was the chief instrument of its foreign policy. The fact that the de¬ 
fendants or other participants in these crisdnal acts may hove hoped 
that their objectives could be achieved by the threat of foree rethor 
than by its ultimate application through war, is no more n defense for 
them than it would be. for a burglar or robber to express regret that ho 
found it necessary to murder his victim in order to secure possession 
of the loot. 

The origins of the crimes with which the defendants are charged may 
be traced back over emy decades, but fbr present purposes their genesis 
is in 1032, when Hitler had established himself as a major political 
figure in Oere-ny, but before his seizure of power and the advent of the 
Third fetch. Subsection i of Comt One of the indictment charges that 
the defendants, together with other industrialists, played an important 
part in establishing the dictatorship of the Third feieh. «e do not 
here charge that this, in itself, w-s a crime under Law No. 10, but it 
was the first important step in the oosnission of the crises against 
pe?ce with which the defendants are charged. 

When we charge an alliance between the defendants and Hitler and 
the Nazi party, this does not mean that the two groups saw, in all 
respects, eye to eye. *s is usually true, when two powerful groups 
collaborate, there were disagreecenta, as will appear from some of the 
evidence which will be offered. But the evidence will show that the 
npin common »in of both groups was aggrandizement at the expense of 
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other countries sod the reaping of the spoils the reef, regardless of 
whether «>r sight be necess.xy to pccospllsh this purpose m d of how 
such death, pisery. sod destruction right ensue. This common objective 
bound the two groups together, end without this collaboration. Hitler 
and his party followers would never hare been able to seise and con¬ 
solidate their power in Geramy, and the Third Felch would never have 
dared to plunge the world into war. 

In the July election of 1932 in Germany, the Nazi party polled 
about thirteen million votes out of thirty-six Billion cast. This was 
1 - 0 re than double the vote which the Nazis had received at the previous 
election in 1930, and the Nazi party's reoresentation in the feichstag 
rose free 137 to 23C seats, out of a tot*l of 608. The position of 
Vice Chancellor was offered to Hitler, but he & fused it. 

»t that tine, the economic crisis hrd reached its climax; Oonam 
industry was drastically -ffectcd, md some Berbers of the Frrtoen Vor- 
stard favored ab-ndoning the costly production of synthetic g-soline at 
Leune. Tve political situ*tion under the von Papen government became 
increasingly unstable. Hitler's success in the election was Impressive, 
and soon thereafter Fartoen took steps to establish contact with hi*. 

Farben sent two emissaries, the defendants Otttlnenu and Buete- 
flsoh, to Munich to discuss with Hitler Farben's most pressing problem— 
the future of its synthetic gasoline prograa. Qattineau had h*»d previous 
contacts with the Nazis, »nd was a suitable liaison »«n. Ho know Koss 
personally ar.d in Econceic Consultant to Foeha, the Chief of Staff of 
the Storm Troorera (SO. 

Qattineau arranged tho -meting through Hess and came with Puctofiseh 
to find out whether Farben could look for support fron the Nazis for 
governmental assistance.. whether by way of higher protective tax or 
otherwise, which would warrant Farben continuing its costly production 
of synthetic gasoline. Hitler agreed that F-rben's gasoline produc¬ 
tion should receive the necessary protection. The doubts within 
Farben immediately disappeared, and the synthetic gasoline program was 
carried on and expanded. In Jranaxy 1933> 'wn before Hitler was ap¬ 
pointed Chancellor, Farben started to hire thousands of workers for its

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Shy did Farben approach Hitler at th=t tice to discuss Betters 


o? such Ircortarce? Whet did they know about hin? Whether they 

knew core then whet everyone else in Gereany then knew is not Irport- 

pnt. It is enough that everyone in Gera.=ny knew -bout Hitler when 

F.-rben decided to do business with hin. Hitler end his party had a 

program which they had never hesitated to proclaim frxm the ho use to ns. 

Th't progrra had been announced in 1920 pud iw-ainad unaltered until 

tho dissolution of the party in 19h5. It consisted of twenty-fivo 

points, including the following: 

Point 1. We deawjd the unification of all Oennans in 
tho Greater Gore.-ny, on the basis of the right of self- 
date rai nation of peoDles. 

Point 3. We dea-nd l«nd *nd territory for the sustenance 
of our people, and the colonisation of our surplus popula¬ 
tion. , 

Point U. Only a oreber of the race can be a cititen. A 
ce-b^r of th< r-ce e-n only be one who is of Gena.-n blood, 
without consider-tion of creed. Consequently no Jew can 
be a -erber of tM r*ce. 

Point 22. We dwvd -bolition of the aarcanrry trooos 
and formation of n national rrcy. 

The plain «»ning and ultir-to fruition of these points has boon 

well suc-i-rized in the Judgaont of the International Military Tribunal: 1 

Tho de*»nd for tho unification of all Ocr-t-ns In tho Greater 
&Jr:-ny »-s to pl-y • l«rge part in tho ovents preceding tho 
solsure of »ustri- and Czechoslovakia; the abrogation of the 
Tre-fcy of Vors'Ulos was to bocoao a docisivo wotiv* in 
•Uecotlng to Justify the policy of the German Oovcmmont; 
the decand for land was to be tho Justification for the 
acquisition of "living space" »t the expense of other 
nations; the expulsion oT the Jews fro* ceabership of tho 
r-ce of German blood was to load to the atrocities against 
the Jewish neople; red the deaand for a national .-rey w*s 
to result in ee-sures of re-rx.-nent on tho largest oossible 
sc-lo, -nd ultiv-tely to w*r. 

Other Kni oubllc-tiona, cle-rlr foreshadowing ruthless dictator¬ 
ship, declared that "Everything active has long lost f*lth in parliaments 
-nd a»Jority rule. Tho rootless unr-cl’l idea of democratic parli.v- 
oentarisn is dying Wy *nd no longer finds followers who are ready to 
give their lives ®t the barric-des for this fora of constitution. No 

propaganda will be able to revive this corose." If anyone doubted 

that the o»rty Dl»tforc represented Hitler's personal views, ample con-

These were *b“ views of 
Hitler and his pi*rty> sad this was the s«i «jd the program, widely 
publicised *-nd sell known to the defendants, at the tine that Buete- 
fisch »nd 0»ttine»u went to Munich to discuss Farben's synthetic 
gasoline orogrra with Hitler. 

The West p*rty suffered * aetb-ck, however, in the German election 
of November 1932. Hitler dropped some two Billion votes, end Mazi 
representation in the Peichstag fell under 230 to 196 seats. The elec¬ 
tion was a serious blow to Hitler's aspirations; shortly thereafter, 
Joseph Oocbfcela wrote in his dieryt 

Peep dcoression is prevalent in the organization. 

Fin'ncial worries prevent »ny constructive work.... 

In the evwnthg, the Fuehrer was »t our house. We 
could not get into the right spirit. We were all 
very discouraged, p-rticularly in the face of the 
present d-nger that the entire party nay collapse 
•nd ail our work he in v-ln. We are now facing 
the decisive test. 

But soon after this depressing entry. Hitler's fortunes rose 
abruptly and decisively. » petition signed by le-dlng industrialists 
»nd fin-nciers had been oresented to President Hindenburg calling upon 
bin to entrust the Ch-ncollorshlp to “itlor. F-rly in January 1933, 
von-P-cen and Hitler ret in conference at the homo of the Cologne banker, 
Barer. Kurt von Schrotder. Thereafter, von Papen conferred with Pres¬ 
ident von Hindenburg, »nd on January 30, 1933, von Hindenburg appointed

*dolf Hitler Chancellor of the Gere-n ffcich. 

Shus the Third Fetch w*s bom, but the monstrous infant was riot 
yet cut of d-ngvr. The Hast p-rty's slender Durse, which had worried 
Qoebbels so-.e weeks earlier, **• » serious cbst-«ole to success in the 
election which w-s scheduled for H*reh 1933. But the finmcial problem 
was solved, and Hitler's power w-*s assured. The defendants, through 
Farten, participated in furnishing tho necessary funds and thereby 
assisted in ceeenting Hitler's power. This took place just three weeks 
after Hitler had been appointed Chancellor. 

On 20 February 1033, Geering invited about twenty leading German 
bankers and Industrialists to his ho re to obt-in financial support for 
the !I-zis in the cosing election. F»rben was reoresented at this root¬ 
ing by the defendant ven Schnitzler, ’nd others in attendance included 


Qu 3 t*v Knrpp vcn Bohlen md Dr. HJpln*r Schreht. Hitler appeared »nd 
delivered » lone speech, at the conclusion of which this powerful 
assemblage subscribed to e faid of three million marks to be put at 
his dispos -1 in the cooing election. Erupp von Bohlen made notes 
sure*riling Hitler's speech, red these notes will be offered in evidence. 
Inasmuch Hitler's speech is compelling evidence of the nature of the 
o»n and the progrr-n which the industrialists determined to support, sub¬ 
stantial portions of it writ quot«tion. Hitler said in pert: 

Private enterprise cannot be maintained in the age of 
democracy; it is coneeiv-ble only if the people have 
• sound idea of authority and personality. Everything 
positive, good -nd valuable, which h-s been achieved 
in the world in the field of economics red culture, is 
solely attributed to rerson-llty. When, however, the 
defense of the existing order, ita politic-1 administra¬ 
tion, is left to a m-Jority, it will irretrievably go 
under, ill the rorldly goods which we possess, we owe 
to tho struggle of the chosen. 

It is not by chance that one person recoimllsbos more 
th-n the other. The principle of private ownership 
which h«s slowly gone into general conception of 
Justice *nd h-s become a corollc-ted process of 
economic life, is rooted in this fact. The course 
which wo h-ve to t-See is clearly indicated. It is, 
however, not enough to sry we do not wret corannism 
in our cconosy. If we continue on our old political 
course, then we shall perish. We hays fully exper¬ 
ienced In the past ye-rs that economics and politics 
c-nnot be sop-rated. The political conduct of tho 
•tragglo is the prim-ry decisive factor. Therefore, 

politically cloar conditions must be reached.. 

It is, thireforo, the noblest task of the leader to 
find Ideals that are stronger th«n the factors that 
pull the people together. I recognised even while 
In tho hospital that ooo h«d to se-rch for now ido-s 
conducive to reconstnrction. I found them in national¬ 
ism, In the v-lue of personality, -nd in tho denial of 

reconciliation between nations. Of course. 

nothing Is being accomplished by sienlo denial of such 
thought, ono has to of for new thoughts. If one reject* 
pacifism, one must put a new ide- in Its elree imme¬ 
diately. Everything must be pushed -aide, everything 

replaced by something bettor. STs must not forget 

th't *11 tho benefits of culture must be introduced 
r.or* or less with -n iron fist Just -s one time the 
farmer w-s forced to plant tomatoes. 

h’ow we st-nd before the l»st election. Ifegardless cf 
the outcome, there will be no retreat even if the 
coming election does not bring about decision. One 
w-y or another. If the election does not decide, the 
decision oust be brought about by other mores. I have 
intervened in order to give the people once more the 

ch-nce to decide their fate by themselves. The 

necessity to make sacrifices ha® never been greater 
th-re now. For business, I have the one wish that it 
go D?r*llel with the internal structure to ceet a c*lm 
future. The restoration of the Wehrmacht will not be 
decided »t Geneva but in Gentry, when we have gained 
internal strength through internal peace. There 
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•i* only two possibilities, either to crowd b?ck the 
opponent on constitutional gromds, ?nd for this pur¬ 
pose once oore this election, or s struggle *111 be 
conducted with other wo .-pons, which n*y den»nd greeter 
sacriflees. I would like to see then avoided. I hope 
the Gerc-n people thus recognize the greatness of the 
hour.

Th-t is wh»t the defendant von Schnitrier he»rd Hitler s-y on 20 
February 1933, less th-n two weeks before the «»rch election. Goering 
followed Hitler with n request for fin.-nciel support rnd concluded by 
spying th»t: "The sacrifices asked for surely would be so much easier 
for industry to be-r if it realized that the election of March 5 will 
surely be the 1-st one for the next ten ye-rs, orobably even for the 
next one hundred ye-rs." Schacht then said: "On this table we must 
raise - ffcr.d of three silllon a-rka." 

Schnitsler went b-ck and reported wh-t he had beard to the other 

Farben officials. Farbon contributed 1:00,000 narks for Hitler's oan>- 

paign — the largest single contribution by -py of the fims lepresonted 

■t the nesting. The prynent w-s cade on 27 February 1933. The next 

day the Jfclchst-g building w-s set on fire, and on the sane dry Httlor 

and his cabinet, utilising the fire as w pretext, promulgated a decree 

suspending the constitutional guarantees of freedom. fy- this decree, 

cert’injections of the Gerarn constitution were indefinitely suspended 

and, ’S the decree wont on to et*te:

.restrictions on person -1 liberty, on the right 

of free expression of opinion, including freedom of 
the -rcss, on the right of -sacs-bly and the right of 
association, -nd violations of thu orivacy of postal, 
tolegr-nhic, -nd telephonic con-runic-tions, and war¬ 
rants for house-searches, orders for confiscations as 
well -s restrictions on property, »rc -Iso pertissiblo 
bayand the legal Units otherwise prescribed. 

This w-s tho first ret of the r-n «nd the party after receiving 

the subsidy which Farben h-d so generously orovided. The decisive 

election was held with the constitution -1 guarantees in a stato of 

suspension one week l’terj the Nazi p»rty received seventeen ndllion 

votes out of thirty-nine nillion c-st, md 288 ffeichst.-g seats out of 

» tct’l of 6U7. Still lreking » aajority, Hitler applied the "other 

cethods" which he had threatened to use in the speech which von 

Schnitsler h?d heard on the 20th of February. Opposition nembers in 
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the feichstag were taken Into 'protective custody" and In their en¬ 
forced afcoence the Jtoiehstog pn 2k U?rch 1933 passed the Enabling *ct 
which gave Hitler fall legislative power. Including the power to 
deviate frcn the constitution. Thus perished dcnocrpcy =nd liberty 
in Gera my; the Third ffeich had coae to a try for twelve long md 
terrible years. 

Were the defendmts shocked, disappointed, or even surprised at 

the swift md brutal course of dictatorship? In April 1933, Hermann 

Goerlng foir.ded the Gestapo. In that anno month, the Jteich Association 

of Gerem Industry, of which C»rl Duisberg was • founder and Prrben n 

member, submitted to Hitler e plm for the re-organisation of Oeraan 

industry according to the "fuohrerprinsip" or "leadership principle". 

In transmitting the pirn, Gustav Krupp von Behlcn stated thati 

The turn of political events is in line with the wishes 
which I «yself, and the board of directors, h«ve cher¬ 
ished for • long ties. In re-organising the ft>lch 
Association of Geram Industry, I sh-11 be guldod by 
the win of bringing the new organisation into agreoreent 
with the political ales of the Geram government. 

In July 1933, » 1*1 »»• p-ssed declrring tho NSD»P to be the only 

political p»rty, -nd n-king it criminal to r.«lnt'ln or forei any other 

political party. Three d»ys o-rller, ropreeontatives of tho Du Pont 

Company or Delaware set with Carl Bosch, then chairam of the Parbcn 

Vorstmd, who told then th»ti 

Just now it la a question of Fascism awl Bolshevism, md 
industry rust support the prosont government to prevent 
farther chaos. In the beginning, Hitlor did not consult 
induatri -1 leaders, but in recent weeks he has shown his 
stability by curbing the more extreme elements of tho 
party -nd bringing the industrial leaders Into consulta¬ 
tion with him. 

What did Farben regard as "stability", md what w?s it that seemed 

e 

to then preferable to "chaos"? During the remaining months of 1933, 
the grip of tyranny grew even tighter. 7he independence of tho Judic¬ 
iary was fatally wide rained, special political courts were established, 
»nd the concentration c~cp made its »ppearmce. Jews were eliminated 
free the civil service and otherwise persecuted, the trade unions were 
strangled, »nd the Hitler Touth was organized on military linos. Joseph 
Goebbels established the Jflnistry of Peoples' Enlightenment and prop¬ 
aganda to insure distortion md suppression of the truth, 'Within 



Goebbel's IGnistiy, Wnltber Pnnk est-bliehi'd * "Publicity Boerel of 
tbft Gerc-n Econcay", on which the defend-nta von Schnitsler, Mmn, «nd 
G-ttine-u weir nlo-sed to serve. G cn-ny withdrew fror. the' Intern-tionel 
IMa’raraent Conference »nd frcn the League of Nations. Germany's foreign 
policy w-9 "ratified’’ by - wo-criled "election" in Jioverfcer, 1933. At 
the e^re "election", the .defendant Sctarfti,-,•*'* V<«i noaiftet, .wo» 
elected to the Feichet^g. As goremsnt turned into dictatorship and 
Gerr-ny set her feet on the rord to w*r, F-rben bee re* evrr more closely 
integr'ted with *nd rlt»l to the Third felch, which It hrd helpod to 
ere nte.

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-COUNT ONE: PUNNING AND PKPAHTNG INVASIONS 
AND WPFS OF AGOffiSSlDN 


In approaching the defendant** fiafeer of partnership with Hitler 
ad tee Wehraacht during the years orior to the outbreak of the war, 
re may profitably renind ourselves that the preparation of a war 
against major powers is an undertaking of staggering magnitude. It 
cannot be done by one nan or any single group of men. It oust be 
organised among all the leaders of a nation, and it calls for the most 
meticulous and deliberate planning all down the line. Mr. Justice 
Jackson sot this forth with admirable clarity before the International 
Military Tribunal: 1 

This war did not Just happen. It was planned and pre¬ 
pared for over a long period of time and with no snail 
skill and cunning, the world has perhaps never seen 
such a concentration and stimulation of energies of 
any people as that **»ieh enabled Germany twenty years 
after it was defeated, disarmed, and dismembered, to 
coee so near to carrying out its plan to dominate 
Europe. Whatever else say be said of those who were 
the authors of this war, they did achieve a stupendous 
work in organization.Financiers, economists, indus¬ 

trialists, Joined in the plan, and promoted elaborate 
alterations In industry and finance to support an un- 
orece-'ented concentration of resources and enorgieo 

upon preparations fbr war.These preparations were 

of a magnitude which surpassed all need of defense, 
and every defendant, and every intelligent German, 
well understood them to be for aggressive purposes. 

Farfcen's f\ill scale collaboration in the program of the Third 
Fsich was abundantly manifested immediately after Hitler's seizure of 
power. In outlining the evidence today, we will l«y principal stress 
upon its participation in re-aming Germany for aggressive purposes, 
but it must not be ™ght that this was the only field in which Farben 
found common ground with the Nazis. Perben continued to give the NSD»P 
g*rerota financial support, and carefully adapted its sales and publicity 
pregrass in accordance with Nazi ideas. If any doubts lingered in the 
minds of the defendants, they were not manifested by word or deed. We 
will outline the preof of these charges chronologically. 

A. !!33 • 

The Tribunnl will recall that, when Farben first established con¬ 
tact with Hitler through Gattineau and Suetefisch in 1932, Farben had

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been chiefly concerned with securing Hitler's support for the continua¬ 
tion and expmslon of ita synthetic oil program. Hitler gave them 
satisfactory assurances, and soon after the seizure of power, ih the 
3D ring of 1933, Hitler invited Carl Bosch, then chairman of the Farben 
Vorstand, to meet with hie and discuss the details of the progrra which 
Buetefisch ®d Gattineau had outlined in 193?. 'The meeting was not 
without its bargaining aspects; Hitler was chiefly interested in quan¬ 
tity production, whereas Farben was anxious for government guarantees 
relating to Drices and for the purchase of Faiben's output. While the 
full details or the meeting are not known to the prosecution, it is 
clear that Farten received assurances which led them to develop a 
program for expansion of the Leunp plant. 

Farben immediately proceeded to establlah close relations with 

the German Air Ministry, in order to develop the aviation market for 

synthetic gasoline. In the spring of 1933, the defendant Kraoch, at 

that tire the head of Sparte I (the Sperte concerned with nitrogen md 

synthetic fuels), wrote to Erhardt Milch, the State Secretary and socond 

In command of Hermann Goering's Air Ministry. Krouch outlined the basis 

for expansion of Farben's synthetic fuel facilities on tha basis of n 

"four year plan". This concept of a four year plm was later adopted 

by Hitler and Go* ring for Go many as a whole, as will subsequently 

appear. Krauch's letter contained the following: 

It will, of course, be easily possible to accelerate 
the speed of this expansion so as to reach the produc¬ 
tion target in a shorter time.....It is quite possible 
to sore or less replace the contemplated increase in 
the production of crude oil and low temperature lignite 
tar, through the direct hydrogenation of lignite and 
bituminous coal. This would give us the advantage of 
enabling us to start from an assured raw material basis 
and of independence froo by-products..... 

As far as hydrogen»tion is concerned, we have worked for 
quite some time on the production of suitable aviation 
gasoline. We can now state that according to the condi¬ 
tions of technical methods, it would easily be possible 
to produce aviation gasoline as well as lubricants suit¬ 
able for airplanes by German production. At this time 
the Lufthansa is mating extensive tests with our gasoline. 

If there are points arising out of this matter re¬ 
quiring additional elucidation, I shall be glad to furnish 
you with further verbal information. 

On the basis of the Kraoch report. Milch called a special meeting 
at the Air Ministry with Lt. General von Bockelberg, chief of A ray 
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Ordnance, aid Lt. Colonel Thomas (who Inter becrre the chief of the 

Military Scone ay Staff), and reported to then on his conference with 

Klviueh. The minutes of this meeting state: 

Secretary of State Ifileh handed over to Lieutenant 
General ron Boctolberg a aeTOrandis? of the I.G. (Dr. 

Krauch) concerning the expansion of the domestic 
basis of raw materials and proposed that both of 
their offices rigorously sponsor the project before 
the appropriate gorefoment agency. 7he appointment 
of e Commissar with authority to take necessary 
measures to carry the project into effect was con¬ 
sidered necessary. 

Three months later, in December 1933, Parben received a foraal con- 
tr»et from the government for synthetic gasoline production. The c*»n- 
tr’Ct was approved for the Government by Hitler personally. Farben 
undertook to enlarge its Leuna plants so that during tho second half 
of 193L a minimum production of 00,000 tons would be reached, and by 
31 December 1937 a rlniaua production of 300,000 to 350,000 tons. For 
this the Jbich guaranteed Parben for ten years - until 30 Juno 19 Uj - 
a price corresponding to the cost of production. Tho fteich pledged it¬ 
self to take measures -ssuring the sale of the gasoline manufactured. 

With the synthetic gasoline program successfully launchod, Farben 

turned its attention to synthetic rubber. Ag'in the military ruthoxv- 

itios were called to the comcU table. In August, 1933, Farben wrote 

to the Arty Ordnance Office reporting on the status of synthetic rubber 

experimentation. After detailing its work on rubber during tho first 

World War rod pointing out that research had been curtailed bocruse 

of the financi-1 risk, Farben'n letter stated: 

Of importance, furthermore, would seem to be certrln 
indications th»t the new product surpasses natural 
rubber tires in non-skid properties. On these grounds 
the manufacture of synthetic rubber would seem to hold 
out some promise once again, so th»t the I. 0 . would 
be willing to resume their experiments on a large 

=C’le.In order to -void wis\ndc rat endings, it should 

be st?ted once rore that it is impossible to manufacture 
synthetic rubber ’t a price approximating, however re- 
motely, that of the present price of naturel rubber, 
but that it is booed to counterbalance higher costs by 
higher quality. 

♦ 

After several roflths ar.d more conferences, the Jteich Minister for 
economic *ffairs wrote to Farben: 

9 

I mb very much interested indeed in the manufacture of 
aye the tie rubber in view of the decrease in imports of 
r»w materials from abroad and, more generally, because 
of the epporttaities it night offer for the provision of 




«=ploy*nt. I, therefore, aooreciate it tc? noh thi»t 
your firm i» prepared to restart the manufacture of 
synthetic rubber on a larger scale.shell, core- 
OTer, approach the Iteleh departments concerned, ra soon 
p* the tires are available, so that they c*« be subjected 
to extensive practical tests. Should the tests produce 
favorable results, I shall gladly give ftirther support 
to the natter by requiring government departments end 
public institutions to use synthetic tires provided 
prices are satisfactory. 

Having secured these assurances, Farben intensified its experl- 
eental work with synthetic rubber, which cams to fruition several ye-rw 
later. Far core thm any other two things, Gern-ny needed synthetic 
gasoline and synthetio rubber to enable it to figit a war under the 
economic pressure of enemy naval superiority. Accordingly, these were 
the two fields in which Farben's efforts were prioarily concentrated, 
less significant but more obviously warlike activities were not lacking. 
»s early as H*rch 1933, gae Basks were Issued to Farben employees, and 
training prcgrua for defense against air r-ids and gas attaoks wore 
launched. Exporimentation with aaoke screens was begun in collabora¬ 
tion with the fcich W-r Iflnlstry. The German »ir Ministry, having 
noticed an article in a French technical periodical with respect to a 
new and highly lethal poison gas which F*rben was said to have dis¬ 
covered, sent an inquiry to Farben, and the defendant Krauch dispatched 
one of Farben's leading scientists to Berlin "b* give the required ex¬ 
olag ation". 

On the political front, Farben supported Hitler and the Nasi party 
wholeheartedly a»d energetically throughout these months,twhen concent¬ 
ration camps were being established, and one tyrannical decree after 
another issued froa Berlin. Farben Bade numerous financial contribu¬ 
tions in 1933 to the party aid its various organisations, and Carl 
Duisberg assured the felch »ssociation of Oerea B Industry that "on 
account of their absolutely oositlve attitude to the whole natter" 

Farben was "naturally prepared" to contribute to the idolf Hitler fund, 
which Gustav Kruno von Bohlen had organised. In *pril 1933, Farben's 
plant leader »t Leverkusen, the defendant Kuehne, exhorted all his em¬ 
ployees to participate in the Way Day Pally, stating that "the main 
issue is that on this day of all, Geraaay should stand behind its gover- 

0k 

rent," In i'ay, a circular was issued to all Farben plants stating thpt 
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the nvugarent would "welcome suitable representation of National 
Socialist »l=a within the National Socialist factory cell organiza¬ 
tion". In June, a Marten cosrdttee determined "that 4t should be a 
Better of course, when engaging new people, to give preference to mem¬ 
bers of seed-military organization*", with obvious re fere hoe to the SS, 

S«, red other Nazi uniformed gangs. In July, 1933, Carl Bosch wre 
appointed by Hitler to » sa»ll and select economic council of govern¬ 
ment officials -nd prominent industrialists* L'ter that month, the 
defendant Schmitz becne chairman of one c,f Hitler's pet projects, 
called the -House for German Art" *t kunicn, and, in soliciting funds 
for its construction, explained that! 

The FOich Chanc*-llor.....wUl be present at the lrying 
of thAj found-tijn stone »nd will proclaim the cultural 
construction prpgr-ta in a ■anifest. Por the construc¬ 
tion of the buUding, aU nillion Reichsmarks have to 
be raised. This task will not be easy. It may, how¬ 
ever, be easier owing to the fact th*t it is the execu¬ 
tion of a personal f -vorite ide. of the Jtolchflchancel- 
lor's. The -House of Gera an »rt" is, therefore, planned 
«* a gift of the Gera-n people to the ftlchschancellor. 

P-rben's viewpoint abroad paralleled its outlook at home. Hitler's 
brutal dict-torship, and in particular the -nt3-Sexitlc outrages of the 
Third Peich, caused oublio opinion to react violently In other coun¬ 
tries, especially in the United States. Spontaneous boycotts of Oor- 
n-n goods injured German trade. Some of Parben's foreign agents 
ends *70 red to persuade the Vo rat and to use its Influence to softon 
the pntl-Jewish policies, in the interests of F*/ben's export trMo. 

But F»rben wag claying for bigger stakes, *nd its reaction to the 
american boycott w-s the launching of.a rigorous insidiona-prop- 
agwid. campaign which would have done credit to Goebbels hirself. They 
retained a well-known cubllc relations expert. Ivy Lee, to devise methods 
for countering the boycott and organizing pro-German propaganda. Farben's 
pharmaceutical Sales Combine, he-ded by the defendant Venn, had exten¬ 
sive connections in the United St-t*s, and at the end of 1933 it distrib¬ 
uted a circular letter to its American representatives, which contained 
the following: 

.we are particularly desirous of describing to you 

ir. detail the actual conditions *s they prevail under 
the new National Socialistic Government in Germany? we 
wish to express the hope that this report will supply 
you with i^jortant data, enabling you to continoe to 
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assist ua in our struggle for the Gera?n conception 
of law « We rak you expressly, in connection with 
your c6ll»borations end your perscnnel, to mpke use 
of these data in a mariner which «ppe*ro appropriate 
to you, to the end that nil co-workers in our phax*- 
maceutierl business becoae familiar with these general, 
economic, and political conceptions.

In January 1931*, Hitler signed s nutual non-aggression pact with 
». Poland. Later that year, HJalaar Schscht submitted a report.to Hitler 

which began with the wordsi 

\ With the foundation of the Belch Defense Council and 

of its permanent committee, the Jbich Ministry of 
Economics has been charged.with the .lob of economic 
oreoaration for war. The tremendous importance of 
this task really ought not to require any farther ox- 
ul*n.*tlon. The terrible consequences of the lack of 
any ocononic war oreparatloes in the Torld War are 
• still vividly reaetrbered. 

Sehacht went on to list a number of "urgent difficulties" and to 
, explain what steps h«d been taken to overceee then. Ho exoleiued that 

the plants which manuf-ctured highly concentrated nitric acid, a pre¬ 
requisite for the nrodaction of rwnltlon, were concentrated along 
the F'lne near the western border of Germany. He thought it Imperative 
to set up mother large slant In the safer tone of central Germany. 
Construction of such r plant had been cecreneed at Doeberitz, and was 
to be finished by next spring. The ifceberitx olant was a secret plant, 
financed by the Fetch, but it was built by F.irben and operated by Farben. 

Schscht expressed similar worries with respect to ferrous alloys 
necessary fer the production of high grade steel, tgain, Fsrben had 
bean only too obliging; oart of its facilities fbr the production of 
ferrous wolfram, which Schscht described as being "exclusively located 
in the danger zone" near laehen, were transferred to central Germany. 

Schscht then discussed the light metals situation. This problem 
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wes set In part by Farben's construction of a large plant in Central 
Germany for the panufacture of magnesium and aluminum. It was built 
In close collaboration with the German »lr Force, which carefully ex¬ 
amined the site fro* the standpoint of security against air raids, end 
also absorbed the entire production. 

Schecht was also concerned about the lack of sufficient stocks 

of essential chemicals rod critical war neteriela: 

In view of the xnoertein duration of a wer, these 
stocks have to be saved cost carefully right from 

the beginning.Pyrites are the basic raw neterial 

of sulphuric acid, which is ro indispensable chemical 
intermediate product. In Germany, it can only be 
produced in the danger zone (R’estphalip). The 1.0. 
r»rben Indus trie ».G. has been asked to complete the. 
stockpile ojf ro .-dditional amount of pyrites during 
this winter. Furthermore, the conversion of « large 
plant of this concern to the production of sulphuric 
acid from evpaua is going to bring considerable re¬ 
lief in t>vj respect. 

In 193b, Farben p-rtlclpated in this stock-piling program. Not 
only were pyrites stocked at the Kehra»cht's request, but also huge 
’tounts of stabilisers for explosives, and other chimleola. »t ono 
plant, the entire outout of p.-gnesiua was stored In ineentiary bomb 
tubes which were preked in ordinary boxos and labeled "textile casos" 
for purposes of camouflage. 

Schecht ms also worried about stocks of motor fuels, and wantod 
to build and fill large underground storage tanks which would be iruruno 
from air raids. But in this field Farben was chiefly interested in 
synthetic production which would make Oermroy independent, once and 
for all, of imports. In 193b a gorem-^nt sponsored corporation known 
»s Brrbeg (the letters stood for 8ro*n Co-1 and Bensin ».G.) was 
est-bllshed to d*ri» synthetic gwjollne fron brown co-1 by neans of 
the Farben hydrogenation process. TV* technic* he-d of Br.beg was 
the defendant lustefisch. 

In 193k, Schacht was also making detailed plans for Industrial 
mobilization, and established r scries of "economic groups" to make 
pi'ns in conjunction with the German aray. ibove these groups was 
the Ffcichsgruoc* Industrie (fteich Group Industry), in which the de¬ 
fendants Schaitz, von Schnitzler, and Jaehne were very active. Farben 
was well represented in the underlying conaittees for particular Indus- 





tries, and in the Econccic Group Chemical Industry, the defendants von 
Schnitzlor, Tor Harr, nurst'jr, Oster, arxl Art roe all played important 
parts. 

Plans for the protection of Farbeu plants against air raids contin¬ 
ued to be ^ado, and tried out in training, with the utoast energy and 
seriousness. All ?arben plants engaged in maneuvers which were called 
“war gu«s. D On the nap of a particular plant, an umpire would nark 
various points where boebs of a certain weight were assured to hevo 
fallon. The works nanageaent devised plans for the speedy repair of 
the damage, and made estLaatis as to the length of tino that various 
parts of tho plant would bo out of operation. Fur greater protoction, 
for oxanple at the Iouna plant, production was organized in indopondent 
units, so that it could continue despite boob d .*!> to individual units. 
High ranking officers of the Lehmacht attended these ga-xs and consultod 
with tho Ffxban officials. These precautions, it eight bo addod, paid 
good dividend*! during tho recent war, at the conclusion of which only 
13* of Farbcn's productiva capacity had bcon eliminated by bcebing. 

Farben's dorotion to tho Xaai pert} and tho Third R«ich continuod 
to bo ironclad. Tho Futon directors at L,v«rkuaun distributod Hitlor»a 
speeches and oth-r propaganda to thousands of foreign physicians. They 
withdraw their advortising from foroign nuwapapore that published articloe 
critical of the Haris. ferbun agoncies in Chile and Argentina supported, 
financially and otfcorwiao, the ostabHshoont of local chapters of tho 
Nazi party end the dissemination of propaganda through Oonnan chambers 
of cccaorco. 

C. 1935 

In 1935, tho Nazi paco quickened, and tho Third Reich took tho 
first opon stops in violation of the Treaty of Vcrseillos. In Larch, 
Gooring publicly announced tact Germany was building a military air 
force. Later that no nth, compulsory military service was instituted 
and tho German army was established with a peacetime strength of 
500,000 men. In Hay, on the some dry thot Hitler renounced tho dis- 
aroacont clauses of tho Versailles Treaty, paying Up sorvico to tho 
territorial limitations of that treaty and to the Locarno Pacts, the 
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Secret fteich Defense L»w wrs passed, defining the powers md duties of 
the Reichschancellor »d the other Ministers in case Gerntny oecane 
involved in war. «s the International Military Tribunal found "It is 
clear from this law that by May of 1935, Hitler and his government 
had arrived at the stage in the carrying out of their policies when 
it was necessary for the a to have in existence the requisite machinery 
for the administration ard government of Gerswjy in the event of their 
policy leading to war." Intransigence abroad was accompanied by a 
;htoning cf the vise of dictatorship at hose. September 1935 was 
the month of the Infamous Kunaberg laws. 

Farben's concentration on arament matters was correspondingly 
intensified. The activities of the defendants - their purchases, sales, 
production, expansion, ard research - fell so exclusively in the mil¬ 
itary dompin that the Vorstand established in Berlin a Part*n military 
liaison agency, the "cnittlungssteUe W. In Septerber, the defend¬ 
ant Krauch sent • confidential letter to all Plant Directors explain¬ 
ing the new agency: 

The Central Committee of the Vorstand has determined 
to create m igency (W) in our oiace of business in 
Berlin ?£7 7. I’ntar rfon L inder. 78 , in order to provide 
systematic cooperation within the I. 0 , in the current 
development of military economy, «vd particularly to 
assure central treatment of all questions of military 
economy, military policy and military technique. 

From now on, all correspondence - even about matters 
■till in the balance - with the ft»ich Ministry of *ar 

.,the Navy Office.. the ftelch Mr Ministry..;.., 

and, for military economic questions, with the fteich 
Ministry fbr Fconocy also, is to be addressed ex¬ 
clusively to the 7eralttlungstelle. 

The liaison agency is re -^7 to give my informa¬ 
tion about *nd =-lco arrangements in military * 
economic «id military policy questions, which 
are port of its sphere of work. 

With the establishment of the Venal ttlungsstelle W, Farten syn¬ 
chronized all its activities with the military plans of the Gorman 
High Ccanand. The extent to which the defendants cosnitted their 
entire organization to military purposes is set forth in a report pre¬ 
pared by the defendant Krauch in December 1935. The report states, in 
part:

or. the stockpiling of natural rubber. The army representatives in¬ 
dicated thet: "the production of synthetic rubber is no longer a 
question of foreign exchange, but has beease a question of m ili tary 

policy.The requirements of the 3ehrsacht will. ...be docisivo." 

It w’s decided that additional tests would be ardo, and that during 
the summer Hitler rould be shown trticles aado of synthetic rubber. 

The report on this conference in January notes that the peacetime 
requirements of the German army were "150 to 250 tons per month". But 
in September, Ferben committed itself to the construction of a factory 
with o capacity of 1, COO tons per month. This occurred an tho result 
of a conference between tho dofereient Ter Me or and Vilhelm Kcppltr, 
Hitler's personal economic advisor. Tor Koer's report on this mooting 
states in partt 

Keppler considers the immediate construction of a 
large installation ncccss'ry. Through tho fast progress 
in motorising tho Arm-, it will bo necessary to deal 
with the problem of synthetic rubber most emphatically. 

This was f demand made by the Fuehrer, as well as by 

tho military authorities, von Bloaberg and Leisc. 

After a long discussion the following proccduro is in- 
. tended: 

(1) The I. G. erects a factory, probably at 
Picstcritx, with capacity of 3)0 to 250 
tons of rubber per month and plannod for 
an expansion to 1,000 tons per month. 

(2) The installation must be made as fast 

cs possible. The stated time of orcction 
• of one ytf.r given without obligation will 

be shortened if possible. 

(L) Peppier engages himself to negotiate with 
the millta^ authorities and to obtain a 
guarantee for disposal for several y~ars 
at a fixed price. 

(6) The construction is to be started immed¬ 
iately, cs soon as the anticipated dis¬ 
posal guarantees from the military author¬ 
ities aro available. 

Subsequently, •'•cpplcr discussed the matter with Hitler, end then 
with the Reich Finance ’.'inister, in order to obtain for Farben tho 
necessary security to justify construction of the fa.ctory, which in 
fact was built the following year, “cpplcr 's letter to Ter tccr's 
deputy, written after his conferences with Hitler and the Finance llinis- 
tcr, included the following: 
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- - is you know, the Fuehrer is igrcatly interested in 
speeding up the construction of the installation 
33 such as possible. I, therefore, &V you to 
cany on with your pi wining work as before pod to 
start building as soon as an agreeoent between us 
concerning the main questions is reached. This 
is also in accordance with the suggestion of your 
Dr. Ter Jteer, in *ny case. 

The year 1935 also witnessed the developoent of very close 
relations between Farben, through Carl *osch wid the defendant Krauch, 
»rd Hera -Tin Coe ring, through General Erh»rdt Milch «nd other high of¬ 
ficials of the Feich *ir Ministry. Ullch -nd » party of his subord¬ 
inates visited the Farben plants on the upper 'bine in July 1935, °nd 
upon his return to Berlin, wrote to french, in part ~s followsi 

.I would like to thank vou specially for the 

friendly reception you grve us at Opp-*u. 0.1 
participants wore deaoly impressed by the inforr.— 
tlv* talks »rjd demonstrations given then there. 

I, sysolf, have is-ediatcly info rood General 
Goering, who Is also particularly interested in 
questions of this n-ture. »s soon as he has 
finished his surrer v-cation, he plana to ask 
vou to cone for a leisurely visit to Karinh«ll 
in the Schorfheid, in ordtr th-t he, too, c-n 
discuss with ycu the long-r-ngo viewpoints. 

Krauch acknowledged this letter equally cordially, expressing 
pie-sure that Milch's visit had furnished the "opportunity to dis¬ 
cuss all questions pertaining to Oersan aviation." » few months 
later, C»rl Bosch and Krmch, with other Farben officials, returned 
the visit -s Ullch's guests at the »lr Wnlstry. Tho Farben thrnk- 
you note for this occasion stated th*t Bosch h«d made a report to 
the Central Ccersittee of the Farben Vorst-nd in which he "emphasised 
how strongly tho many new things which we wore privileged to see on 
our visit to 7cu impressed him."* The more significant results of 
these state visits and politenesses were manifested the following 
y«»r.

uiadoa after the event is t far core con»n human attribute than 
true foresight. In the retrospect of 191*7, end with the information 
contained in these and other documents, it stoas that any intelligent 
nan should have realized, free the vary nooent of Hitler's sdisuro of 
po^er, thr.t the Third Reich eu boadod inevitably toward r*j.

Jr broak out. And there is such ovidonco to suggest that tho latost yoar

In M'xeh 1936, the third Reich put its snail but burgooning mili-

tary strength to practical uco for tho first tine, when Uunncn troops 
occupied tho de-ilitarised -ona of the Rhino lend. This did not chango 
*' ■ lho territorial boundarius of ths .’-oioh, but it altered tho Military 

situation vary funkjentnlly, a;d it vos tho firsTtino since 1918 that 
Canaan troops, on Oonaar. initiative, -6 uvarchwd to sottlo an inter¬ 
national pcliticc .1 lssuo by forco. 

But at,- j* events, 1 j3s sensationally described in the nciwspaotrs, 
waro probably of .uct deeper significance. HJalmor Schacht, aa Anistor 
of fconodcs end Plenipotentiary Gcnaral for har Sconory, had been the 
loading figure in organizing tho Canaan econc ny for war. Many docuaonts 
testify to to* energy and deamination with .diich Schacht had carried 
out this task. But, as the International Military Tribunal fourvd: 1

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Schacht, by April 1936, began to lose his influence as the 
central figure in the G^rnan rearaaaent effort when Goering 
was appointed Coordinator for Raw Materials and foreign 
axchtngo. Oooring advocated a greatly expanded program for 
v ~° production of synthetic raw -atcrials which was opposed 
by Schacht on the ground that tho resulting financial strain 
aight involvo inflation. The. influonco of Sehacht suffered 
further »hon, on 16 Octctoor 1936, Goering was appointed 
Plenipotentiary for the Pour Year Flan with the task of 
putting "the entire economy in a state of readiness for 
war" within four .-cars. Schacht had opposed the announce- 
oant of this plan end the appointment of Soaring to head 
it, and it is clear that Hitler's action represented a 
decision that Schacht's ocor.oaic policies voro too consurv- 
a'vive for the drastic rccrcaswnt : olicy which Hitlor wanted 
to put into effect.

Schacht went on leave of absence from the inistry of 3conarcl.cs 
on 5 September 1937; rnd resigned as Vinist«r of Economics 
and as Henipctor.ttary Gonoral for ..ar aconosy on 16 Novom- 
ber 1937. 


Vho importance cf the issuos involved In this clash betuoon Goering 
and Schacht can hardly be overst-toc. The International Military Tribu¬ 
nal found that* 1 

3chneht, as oarly as 1936, oogan to advocate a limitation 
of the rcarwnent program for financial reasons. Had tho 
policioa advocated by him boon put into effect, Oomarry 
would not havo boon FToparcd lor a general European war. 

as between Gocrins and Schacht, and on the issuos at stako botwoon 
the:s, wiuru was no ouostion v.ore F.xben stood. Despite Schacht's posi¬ 
tion as Plenipotentiary General for liar Economy, the contacts batwoon 
Farbon and Schacht had ooan conspicuously fow. On th. other hand, 
Farten's relationships with Coding's Air linistry and nith his Deputy, 
Milch, began immediately tftj tho saisure of powor, and steadily grow 
closer. For years Farban had been staking its futuru on synthetic 
products, particularly gcaoliru and rubber, and lowing, ebullient, 
optinistic, and oxtravagant, was tho greet protaganist of "a greatly 
expanded progr,e for tho production of synthetic raw mterials which 
was opposed by Schacht." 2 

It was no coincidence that Faiboc's contract of 1933 for synth atic 
gasoline was arranged through the Air ?3nistry after discussions with

Ittlch, It w»s no coincidence th=t, when the s-rx oroblem presented 
itaiif in the ease of synthetic rubber in 1935, Farben did not go t© 
Sehsefct who, whatever hia fpults, was no fool, md whose shrewdness 
was acknowledged »teng industrialists -rsd financiers not only in Cora any 
but internationally. Instead, they went to Reppler, a fly-by-night Nazi 
economist with little practical experience, who had Hitler's ear at the 
tine, but who soon drifted off into sh*dy diplomatic naneuverings. And, 
finally, it was no coincidence that the negotiations for the synthetic 
rubber contract in 1935 *«« contemporaneous with the exchange of visits 
between F.rben end the Air Ministry upon which Go©ring, through Milch, 
exoressed himself so benevolently. 

In his new capacity as Coordinator for Rn lhterl>ls -nd Foreign Ex¬ 
change, Ooering called • meeting, on 26 M»y 1936 , of his Drincipal ad¬ 
visors on rmr sate rials questions. The defendwit Schmitz -ttendod this 
oeeting, together with iwprescnt-tives of the Ministries of Her »nd »ir, 
and other high goverrcrent officials. Supply questions vit-1 to "A-F*ll" 
(the code n*me for "Caso of War") wero discussed. Ooering espheslted 
that, or.ce at war, Genaany would bo cut off from *11 oil iaports; that 
since a mechanized »ngr «nd nrvy was dependent upon oil, the wagi-jg of 
wpr hinged ontirely cn the solution of the oil problem. Ooering also 
declared that "rubber Is our weakest point." Eveiy subject, including 
oil end rubber, w.-s discussed at the meeting in the light of military re¬ 
quirements for waging war. 

Cn 8 Sootocher 1936, *t the Nazi Party rally in Humberg, Hitler 
announced the establishment of the Four Tear PI «n rod the appointment of 
Ooering as the Plenlootenti*ry in charge, with the ta*k of putting "the 
entire economy in 9 state of readiness for W'r" in four years. * The 
Office of the Four Ye»r Plan x-s charged with working out complete pro¬ 
grams for the devclooDent of plant capacity in all fields vital to war 
mobilization, including chemicals, rubber, gasoline, and explosives. In 
a memorandum to Goering explaining the objectives of the Four Terr Plan, • 
Hitler stated that the fin’l solution of Oerm-ny's problem l*y in the 
acquisition of new territories; that such acquisition was the task of

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"the political labors hip”; that in order for "the political leadership" 
to exercise its responsibilities, the Gcrmtn econosy had to be mobilised 
for the.purpose of nakii^ Gsraany self-sufficient in critical war 
materials. 

It was the voico of Hit lor but tho task of Farben. For the first 
six months period, froa October 1936 to May 1937, the projects of tho 
Four Year Flan envisaged investments of nearly one billion Reichsmarks, 
chiefly in power, mineral oils, iron and othercetala, textiles, chemicals, 
and explosives. 1 Approximately two-thirds of this entireamount was to 
bo uswd for I. 0. Partonindustrio products. Prom these figures, it is 
easy to seo how lrxgo a a taka Firboo had in the Four Year Plan, which 
Qoering,cvor Schacht*s objections, p-rsuadod Hitler to adopt. It is

equally easy to see how couple to ly coendent Hitler and Oouring woro on 
Farben in the rxcouplish^nt of tho Pour Yuor Flan.

Shortly after tho estr.bli8twi.nt of the Office of the Four Year 
Plan, and with full realisation of tho nature rnd purposes of that 
Offico, as is appar-nt froo tho aforogoing speeches and meetings, Carl 
Bosch rococuor.dcd to Gee ring that ho retain tho dofondant Krauch to 
udviso in tho pl--xnini end control of the chemical sector of tho rearma¬ 
ment program. Krauch vaa appointed Chi of of tho apartment for ftosoarch 
oral Divulop-ant in tho Offico of tho Four Ye-r Plan, tho.depr.rt^ont 
rosponsibio for making Gomai^ solf-auffici«nt for war. 

Truly, titore waa no longer cny doubt; Qumany win hiding for whr »t 
errs »xdnso€od. In boc«6i>er 1936, in Hitler's presonco, Ooering mada 
a speech in tho Prousserhaus in Garlin in which ha explained to a largo 
audionco of govarre-nnt officials and industrialists the airs of tho 
Four lo-'X Plan. Bosch and tru, dofondants Krauch and von Schnitslor woro 
present. Goring cado claar tho intention and decision of the Kasi 
• govarnaent to wage wars "Tho bat lie which we are approaching demands a 
coljssal aoaauro of productive ability. No linit on the rearoaraont can 
bo visualised. Tho only alt-mativo in this case is victory or destruc¬ 
tion. If no win, business will bo sufficiently compensated." Ho ended 
- - ^

SyrfcoIdeally enough, Parbcn's first plant for the large scale 
production of synthetic rubber- vas built in 1936 at Schkopau. Tho annual 
capacity was seventy thousand tons, and the total investment over four 
hundred million oarka. 

Security requirements, already stringent, were drawn even tighter, 
Parbcn plant mnogers had to obtain prior approval for all visits by 
foreigners wishing to inspect anything pertaining to “armament i-.nu- 
facturo." How clearly these security requirements foroshadewed war is 
lUustratod by a dirocUve issued by Vonaittlungss tolls H in Docwbor 
1936, relating to vex eatcrials, explosives, chemical warfare notorial, 
fuels and lubricants of spocial typos, end other strategic products. 

Tho direct!vo stat-xl:

Fran then on, they were to submit nonthly reports pertaining to oconnaic, 
political and Military i-att_rs. All reports "and in tore 3 tine inforoa- 
tion" received froi abroad were River, to the fehn»irtschaftssthb (Military 
sconcsics Staff), the OXl./Abuehr (Intelligence Division of the i/ahmacht), . 
and the Auslands Organization (the foreign branch of the KSDAF). These 
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reports incladad political caaaentaries covering the ccmpooitiou of new 
governments, the'effects of the Proclaimed List and the British Black 
List,, political reactions mi thin the respective countries to current 
events, pro-Axis and anti-Axia propaganda, the purpose of special 
diplomatic nicsions, and changes with respect to diplomatic represen¬ 
tatives. .fetters of rdlitary interest contained in these reports 
included additions to the wrehant navies in various Latin American 
countries, reporting of ship movements, statistics of Ponnage in ports, 
construction of now highways end bridges, and ahip**»nts of war Materials 
to the United States and Great Britain. 

1936 wm indeed a fateful 2®ar. According to the defendant von

7ho 
Verdttlungsstello H '-as the channol between rarben and the Mnistrlos 
of iicr and isconceics fer tho prsparation of mobilization pl;ms at P-ubon 
plants, "or orvtplo, the defendant "uohne conducted so-cailed "tactical 
exercises" at his Lcverkusan plant, folloning which tho Vorrlttlungs- 
stello \l wrote hla: 

In connection with the tactical exercises, we had alrtady 
discussed with 70 U the formulation of plans for Iovorkusor. 
which ara fc-ing co-rancod. In pra.-'^rttion for this, wo 
should very ,-uch like to rccuivo a list in which tho in¬ 
dividual dopart-tnts nf Lovarkusen are listed and clearly 
designated.

The Yom-.ttlurgsstolla u cootinaod throughout the year to coordinate 
the plans for conversion of the various plants to a war economy. These 
plans covered such questions as which processus and products, useful 
cn3y ir. ccecotiae, could be dispensed with under the stress of war, 
which would have to be rapidly expanded, and how to meet the problems 
presented by drafting employees into military service. By tho middle of 
the year, tho majority cf the Farbcr. plants had been fully advised by 
the Veraittlunssstolle rf as to the nature and aims of the mobilization 
tasks to bo carried out. Arrangements were under way to furnish tho 
plants Tilth the necessary porsomvsl and materials to carry out tho 
Bobilization plans. 

The mobilization of tho German cccnoey was syabolited by a ritual 
which gave tho principal Uorncn industrialists seai-dlitary status, 
though they woro no uniform. In March, various high ranking Farbon 
officials ware inforvud by lot ter that tho Roichs minis ter for War und 
Coccandor-ir-Chiof ol tho Arrod Forces (von Blomborg) had ordorod that* 

....a luodership corps for dlltcry economy be set up 
immediately. Taw rar economy leaders shall be responsible 
collaborators of tho .ohmaebt in preparing and carrying 
out the mobilization of the .-x.*a*ont industry and ir. tho 
conduct of war.

The documents h^ve shown their greet success in winning the support

of Goering tni other high officials, rod the enviable position they 
attained through the decline of Schpcht'a power end the rdoptlon of 
the Four Tesr Plro. 

But it nuat not be overlooked thrt, on Betters not cleerly covered 
by the pl.-tforn, there were aroy ahrdes of opinion in the N»*i party. 
This was true roong both the leaders rod the rrok-rod-file. The party 
had won mroy recruits free those who had no use for capitalists rod big 
corporators. *rong this so-oalled "radical wing" of the party tho 
torrs "capitalist" rod "Jew" were often coupled. »nd the Nasi p»rty 
press often g-ve oxprossien - sooetlrea very emphatically.- to such 
views. 

This Nasi fora of rotl-capltallsa was a continuing source of con¬ 
cern to the defendrots. It was not vovy prevalent roong the non with 
•hon they had chiefly dealt, such m Ooering, Hilch, rod the Wehmroht 
officers. But new situ*tlons arose, beginning in 1938, as the result 
of territorial exp-nsion. There were valu*ble che'mical rod other 
properties in the countries rbout to be occupied, rod Farben had its 
own orivate war to wage for the acquisition of those properties and

the aggrandise cent of the rarben enpire. Freer the owners of these con¬ 
cerns, Farben had little to fear, but it was bound to face coirpetition 
and oooosition fron other powers in Gen*any. Voices were bound to be 
heard in opposition to the "clairs" of big corporations'like Farben, 
and on behalf of state ownership, or of other claimants. In this

A. 1938 

As the course of conquest unfolds, so will the 

Farben to reet these new probleas. In 1938, 
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beecou acutely conscious of the need for "acceptance" of Farben, despite 
its else and wealth, on a broader basis within the Nasi party. On 31 
July, an article on Farben appeared in the official Nazi organ, the 
7oelkischer =eobachter . It wm written by Dr. Frits Nonnenbruch, the 
chief editor, and its contents illustrated, at one and the sane time, 
the vital role of Farben in the German war econory, and the overtones 
of hostility in certain party elrclos whieh Farben was seeking to oven- 
core. It read, in part: 

Chemistry, in these years, is exerting an influenoe 
on national production to an extent which, in spite 
of the importance which the chemical industry already 
had previously, could not have been foreseen. What 
the chemical industry is today is evident from the 
fact that it, above all, has succeeded in securing 
national independence with regard to raw materials, 
an accomplishment which, previously, had frequently 
been considered impossible. One of the piers of 
the bridge across this "impossible" is I. 0. Farben. 

One could Judge this enterprise as one wished and 
in s manner which fortrerly was perhaps Justified; 
now this enterprise is a bastion in Germany's 
struggle for independence with regard to raw rater- 
isle. 

It is sufficient to quote the terra synthetic gasoline 
and synthetic rubber. The value of these two processes 
•lone to Oonaan national econor*y cannot be expressed 
in terra of monoy, any more than the price of a glass 
of water to s person who needs this water urgently 
for the preservation of his life. The fact that we 
have synthetic gasoline and synthetic rubber not only 
enriches our production, but it is more, it is a con¬ 
tribution to the safeguarding of our liberty. Syn¬ 
thetic gasoline and synthetic rubber are not the only 
products the I. G. Farben has given us, following 
the supoly in former years of synthetic nitrogen to 
the German nation by the plants of this enterprise. 


It is important, however, that I. 0. Farben, had it not 
been the major combine that it is, would not have been 
able to develop Its chemical processes. What could we 
have done during the World War without artificial 
nitrogen? What would we do now without synthetic 
gasoline and synthetic rubber? And how restricted 
would be our hopes if we had not positive knowledge 
of new synthetic processes which will follow? Those 
achievements confirm the necessity of major combines. 

Even rore interesting is the letter under cover of which a copy of 
this article was forwarded to the defendant von Schnitzlor. In the 
letter, the author consented that: -It Is the first tine that, dut of 
this political atmosphere, the fundjnental question of the rights of 
largo combines such as I, G. Farben has bees dealt with in such a 
positive manner,* The writer further coasted that the article was 
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written "after Dr. Noanenbruch had rial ted Leverkusen" and "after per¬ 
sonal relations between hia and syself had been improved et every 
available opportunity." The writer of the letter was chief of the 
press section of Farben's NI 7 office, «nd an immediate subordinate 
of the defendant Ilgner. The defendants were resourceful men.

1. Invasion snd Occupation of Austria 

On 12 Varch, 1939, Gerrwiy invaded Austria. This novo as 
the International Military Tribunal found, 1 a "premeditated aggressive 
step", but its timing was not planned in advance. On the contrary it 
was precipitated, unexpectedly even to Hitler, by Schusnlgg’a announco- 
roer.t on 9 March of a plebiscite on the question of * us trim independ¬ 
ence. 

For years Farben had coveted - sod coveted la vein - Austria's 
biggest cheric-1 enterprise, tho gunpowder factory Sfcodrwerke-Wetsler 
».G., the majority Interest in which was finaly held by one of Austria's 
principal banks, the Oesterreichisohe Kreditanstelt. Parten had con¬ 
tacted the general nanitger of Skod awe rke-*c tiler A,0., Mr. Pollek, and 
had also sounded out the leading r.?n of rreditmetelt. But in spite 
of the pressure under wnich Austria was l-.vine after the aurder of 
OollfUs, and in spite of the fact that fellak was a Jsw and had eood 
reason to be apprehensive, all the altearls F--rben had Bade to acquire 
the Skodawerke-JTetzler ».0. met with failure, is late as February, 

1939, Poliak wrote to a Farben Vorstand neober that "for reasons which 
ere beyond our influence, it is net possible to relinquish our stand¬ 
point that tho Frodit-anstalt unconditionally mist keep 51* of the shares 

(of Skod.-werke-Setzler ».0.) in ito strict control.. 0 

A month later, the invasion of Austria presented Farben with its 
golden opportunity. Goerlng promptly g-ve directions for the extension 
of the Four Tear Plan to Austria, sad Farben equslly prooptly expressed 
its willingness to "participate in the reconstruction of Austria" and 
"placed its cooperation at the disposal of the authorities". As early 
as 9 April, Farben had prepared recocuendations entitled the "New Order 
of the M?Jor Chenical Industries of Austria", which was signed by the

whole of the Austrian cheaical industry." 

ait Farben's tactics were ouch sore varied and far less delectable/ 
Whatever appealed to the Nazi nind was shanelessly used as an inducement 
In its reports to the Carman government, Far ben repeatedly pointed to the 
fact that there wore cany Jews in the Austrian cheaicaQ who idiould 
bo replaced by people of Aryan lineage, particularly by Farben people. 

At a mooting of Farben's Conaorcial Co-Uttee in Juno 1938 it was agreed 
that* "In order to safeguard uniforn Farben interests, all non-Aryans 
employed by the Austrian organisations, in accordance with the diroctivoa 
issuod by Oeheimrat Sc'rLts, should bo given loavo .f absenoe, i.o., 
should bo disnlarta at the earliest possible date. L'.kowiao, tho bo»- 
bora of Aufs±cht*rat and Von/altungsrat, insofar as they aro non-Aryans, 
«ro to bo asked to giro up thoir oaadntss." And in tho "New Ordor" 
report of Kaofligor and Kuglor, anti-Soaitiso was noatly coupled with 
tho faUlior appoal to tho necessities of the Four loar Flan, and tho 
two woro advanced as the reasons wly Farben's proposals should bo brought 
''to a speedy conclusion": 

a) The leading officials - it is true - have boon in tho rooan- 
tiao replaced by Aryans. Tho equally necessary reorganization 
of porsonnol in subordinate positions can bu completed appro¬ 
priately and with a long-range view only when a clear picture 
of tho futuro situation exists. 

c) Tha groundwork should be laid immediately to prepare as¬ 
signments to to carried out by the cheaical industry of 
Austria within tha fraoewor!: of the Four Tear Plan. 

tty such tctics, and after intervention by a number of Farben 
directors, including the defendants Ilgncr, Kuglcr, Haofligor, and 
Gattinoau -.nth Nazi bigwigs such as Scyss-Inquart and Kopplcr, Farben 
carried the day. Farben's contacts with the Nazi loaders in Austria. 



w»s greatly aided by the fpct that F*rt>en had given * timely retainer 
to ■ notorious Austrian U»zl, Dr. Xeubeeher, who was personally appoint- 
ed W-yor of Vlenn* by Ooerlng soon .fter the "inschluss" and who proved 
ext re rely helpful to F«rben's Austrian activities. Poliak, the Jewish 
nwager of the Slcod-rrerke-Settler, called in the Farben representative 
in Vienna -nd surrendered his desk. The Ereditanstslt hawed to force. 
The Skodnwerke became p-rt of the F-rben erclre. 

This acquisition wrs but one step In F.rben's subjugation of 
Austrl-'s ehe-dcel industry. Others were to follow In which similar 
t-ctics were employed. The full story of Farben's Industrial plwider 
In Austria will be set forth when the prosecution presents it evidenoe 
wider Count Two of the Indictment. 

But while the acts which we have Just described constitute n 
seo-r-te orine under Count Two of the Indictment, they are equally 
criminal under Count One, and the charges with respect to plundor and 
spoliation -re lncorpor-ted In Count Or* by virtu# of p-r-gr-ph 8 J 1 of 
the Indictment. These wets were m intrinsic p-rt of tho invasion of 
‘ustrl*, «nd the Invasion clerrly constituted a -crirt -gainst pe-ce" 
within the Manlng of Control Council Law No. 10 . And the occupation 
of Austria, including the conversion of »ustri*n Industry In conformity 
with the needs of the Four Te.-r Plm, was p-rt of Oere.-ny's preparation 
for the aggressive wars which were to be linefeed In the nerr future.

1938 witnessed *n intensified developeent of the industrial 
aobiliz-tion el-ns which had been prep-red -t -11 F»rben plants the 
previous ye»r. In IC-y 193?, ■ conference of -11 P-rben's wrr pint 
n*n-gors w»s called by the Veralttloigsstello K to perfect the mobiliza¬ 
tion plana *nd to discuss personnel problems which would .-rise "in c-se 
of mobilization" -nd the c-lllng of -11 able-bodied men in the Third 
feich for adlltery service. The minutes of this conference were distribu¬ 
ted to the ar-y offici-la and heads of dr-ft bo-rds In the various rdl- 
it»ry districts. Throughout the entire year, in every important com-

In the soccer of 1936, with the Invasion of Czechoslovakia 
lr;dnent, ?*rben took the Initiative la reorganizing the chemical 
program outlined by the Pour Tert Plea In lino with the requirements ~ 

for wjging w»n Goertng took wMures to speed up the program for

chemical warfare »nd explosives after th* defendant Krauch had pointed 
out to him that the flgdtes being relied on by Coe ring in preparation 
for r»r were inedfrect, *nd the dwiger of making war plana on en in¬ 
accurate bald. On 12 July 1933, Kr»uch -nd flooring worked out the 
so-called H K'rtn Hall Plan" (*lso called the "Kr»uch Plan"), which 
contained a new program for chemical warfare agents (poison g*s), ex¬ 
plosives, rubber -nd g-sollne. The administrative basis of the plan 
had been prepared by the defendant imbros n few days prior thereto. 
Thereafter, Xrauch was appointed by Ooerlng as Plenipotentiary Oeneral 
of the Four Te-r Plan for Special Questions cf Cheralo*l Production, and 
was vested with the administrative powers suggested by *mbros. With 
the assistance of key technical men of Farben, Krauch prepared speoisl 
mobilization plans for the chemical industry, including an allocation 
and priority system for lebor and building mete rials. 

In the summer of 1938, F*rben's war ectivlties became almost 
frenzied. Additional "War Deliveries Contracts" were concluded with 
the Wehrn»cht. All of these contracts specified the amount and terms 
of deliveries which would be undertaken by Parben "in the event of 
mobilization". The problem of storage facilities for future deliveries 
w.*s investigated by Vereittlungsstelle W. The Airy Ordnance Offico 
ordered the Vermlttlungsstelle to Increase production cepeoity at the 
Wolfen plant "to the greatest capacity possible at the present time." 
Leverkusen shipped out numerous c*ses of w»r gases. 

In July, with the International situation growing tenser, tho 
Reich Air itlnlstry became alarmed because Farben's output of tetraethyl 
le»d, essential In the manufacture of high octane aviation gaollne, 
was not being produced In sufficient quantities for war purposes. 

F.trben was producing sufficient tetraethyl lead for Germany's peace 
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needs and was expanding its plant to ceet war requirements, but the 
danger of irredi«te ear was thought great enough so that the Mr Minis¬ 
try urgently requested F»rben to obtain fron abroad end store five 
hundred tons of tetraethyl le»d to tide the Luftwaffe over until Far- 
ben's plant could cake up the deficiency. 

* Mater of the F»rben Technical Cceaittee, Vueller-Cunradl, 
immediately got in touch with the London representative of the Ethyl 
Export Corporation, <ui »ierlc*n concern. Farben arranged to "borrow" 
five hundred tons of tetr--ethyl lead, and agreed to return it to tho 
Ethyl Export Corporation by the end of 1939. The loan was secured by 
the deposit of approximately one million dollars ns collateral. Farben 
expl»inod to the Ethyl Export Corporation that: 

The addition of tetraethyl le*d to automobile gasoline 
deoends on a sufficient reserve of totraothyl lead in 
Germany. 

Having secured the le»d by this misrepresentation, Farben, of course, 
f-iled to return it -t the end of 1939, *nd the collater-l was forfeited. 

»lth the -noroach of the fcmlch crisis, matters reached such a 
pitch that it was impossible for Farben officials, or lndoed any other 
responsible officials or industrialists, to believe that the e no mo us 
production of »ra-ments, reaching unbelievable proportions In 1938, 
could have »ny other meaning but that the Third fetch intended to 
wage war. It was quite lepossible to believe that such enomous a nr— 
cents were for defensive purposes. fared!ately prior to the toinleh 
conference of September 1938, and in order to prevent the seisure of 
r arben's foreigh assets, special procedures wore worked out by FaHoen, 
in consultation with government officials, authorising Farben to 
camouflage or "cloak" its foreign assets through transfers to neutral 
trustees. 

3. Invasion and Occupation of the Sudetenland 
During the seizure of Austria, it w»s Germany's policy to quiet 
the understandable fears of Czechoslovakia with soothing words. Goering 
and other Nazi officials repeatedly assured the Czech representatives 
that their country had no reason to be apprehensive. But late In 
M’rch, Conrad Henlcin, leader of the Sudeten Gera-n party in Czecho¬ 
slovakia, met with Hitler in ferlin, and thereafter conferences between 







Hitler and his oilitaiy leaders calcinated, late in May, in a secret 
order to prepare for dlitiay action against the Czechs by 1 October, 
1938, As the International Military Tribunal foind: 1 "These facts 
deoonstrate that the invasion cf Czechoslovakia had been planned in de¬ 
tail Ion- before the Munich conference." 

Farben w»s keenly alive to the prospect of annexation of the 
Sudetinland, and immediately "tackled the problen of wh*t would happen 
if Sudeteu-Czechoslov.ki", »nd therewith the plants »ussig, Falkenau, 

»nd possibly 3rusch»u, should be incorporated into Germany". The 
fussig and Falkenau plants, both located In the Sudetenl«nd, belonged 
to the largest chemical concern in Czechoslovakia, the Prager Vereln, 

. which wes in sharp competition with Parben, particularly in southeastern 
Europe, 's e-rly as 2 *pril, the defond«t Hrefliger sounded out 
, F®ppl«r with respaot to acquiring the *ussig plant, and reported: 
"Evidently he is very much interested in the idea". 

On 23 May 1938, four months before the invasion of Czechoslovakia, 
and one week before Hitler's secret order to prepare for military 
action, e conference took piece at Farben's Berlin W 7 office, attend¬ 
ed by the defend»nt Kugler. The conferees discussed the elimination of 
the only two persons of non-'ry»n dcacont in Farben's sales agencies in 
f Prague, and ths disriss*l of Czech nationals from executive positione. 
The meeting decided th»t: 

Our aia should be to prevent authorized sellers of 
i, I* 0. products abroad froa having to bo in *ny w.»y 

dependent upon Jewish banks, since we would other¬ 
wise be branded with the stigna of cooperating 
with Jewish fires. Furthermore, such conditions 
of ownership could possibly deprive us of the 
liberty of directing our agencies at will, as our 
experience in 'uatri- had shown, if such Jewish 
b-nks should core under the direction of trustees 
appointed b7 the Government (Korniss»rs)." 

The ceeting also deened it expedient: "to begin irrodlately and with 

the greatest possible speed to eeploy Sudeten Geraens for the purpose 

of tr-inlng then with I. G. in order to build up reserves to be eo- 

ployed later in Czechoslovakia." 

In July-1933, a report on the cbecicai industries of Czechoslovakia

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prepared for the Cosrerclel Coarlttce of F»rben, »nd thereafter 
Prrben initiated discussions with the interested Genarn authorities 
-nd recoxrended thit its representatives be appointed commissars to 
t-ke over the operation and ara*gesent of the cbenic»l industries of 
the Sudetenl^nd ->nd integrate their production to the Four Tear Plan. 

The more German pressure *g»inst Czechoslov»ki» increased, the more 
urgent bec-me F«rben's attempts to convince the Government that as 
soon =s the Sudetenland wre -nnexed by Oereany, it was Ferben which 
should manege the plants. Cta 23 September, 1938, the defendant Kuehne 
was pleased to learn free T»r tfeer -nd von Schnitzler "the pleasant 
news th’t you have succeeded in making the coroetont authorities 
■ccreciate our Interest in 'usslg, and that you have already suggested 
coccissars to tho authorities, vit. Dr. burster and Kugler." 

»g-in, on 29 September, 1938, the day th-t the Munich P-ct was 
signed, the defendant ven Schnitsler reported on a meeting with Kepplor: 
"The negotirtions h-ve been successful insofar -s ell parties acknow¬ 
ledge th't a« soon »s the Gere-n Sudetenl-nd comes under Oeman Juris¬ 
diction, all the works situated in this zone and belonging to the 
Aussig Union, irrespective of the future eettlenent of recounts with 
the he>d office in Prague, oust be m-naged by trustees 'for account 
of whom it may concern'." The defendant Kugler (together with * 

Sudeten Geram engineer) was appointed "commissar for the maintenance 
of the plants". Tht next d-y tho defendant Schmitz »drod Hitler that 
he was 'Vrofour.dly impressod by the return of Sudoten-Gormany to tho 
Reich’, which you, Vy Fuehrer, have Achieved", and that Farben "puts 
in amount of half a .Allion reichsrcrhs tX your disposal for use in the 
Sudeten-Goraan territory*. On 1 Cetobar, German troops entered tho 
Sudotenland. On 3 October, Falkanau was occupied, and on 9 October, 

Aussig. After various forms cf duress had. been applied by German officials, 
at the instigation of Farten, to force the Preger Verein, against its 
will, to “sell 1 ' its Sudeten pl*r.ts, formal "negotiations" started at a 
sicting in Sorlin in Kovesbcr at which the defendants Schmitz, von 
Schnitsler, Ilgner, Kuefcna, and Kugler were present. A series of con¬ 
ferences culminated in a moating in December at which the defendant 
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von Schaitalar presided.. Be told the representatives of the Pragar 
Varein that ho knew that they were trying to sabotage the doal and that 
bo-was; therefore, going to report to tho G*raan government that bocauso 
of tho attitude of the Pragar Voroin, social peace in the Sudeten aroa 
was being nonacod, that arrest coaid be expected at any moment, and that 
the responsibility *>uld fall upon the frager Vcreln. The representatives 
of tho frager Voroin thereupon sought advice froa the Cxochoelovakian 
government and were advised to do the host they could. Tho next day tho 
agrocr-ont for tho sale of the property was signed. 

The defendants had good reason to conduct these "nogotiotiona^ with 
arrogant confidence. Hit lor had boor.ablo to prevail at Munich on tho 
basis of solemn public assurancos that, after the Sudoton problem was 
solvedt 1 “Thera will bo no core territorial problem fer Germany in 
Europe...,I will bo no lcngor int^rostod in the Cxtch St'.to, and as far 
as I or. concerned I will guarantee it. We don't rant any Ctcchs". Thoso 
assurancos prompted Chamber Jain's hope for “peaco in our tlsc". 

But tho dofondants know b-ttur and every responsible official in 
Germany knew bOtt.r. On 21 October, another sccrot diroctivo free Hitlor 
to the arred forcos specified, cs ono of tho tasks for which tho Wohr- 
aacht oust bo pared, tho “liquidation of the remainder of Crochoslo- 
Vakia.' 1 2 O*o week oarlior. Geo ring called a conforonco of important 
govcrimont officials, at which .tho defendant Krauch was presont. Oocring 
announced that Hitlor had ordored him “to carry out i gigantic program 
ccncarcd to which previous achievoaonts are insignificant". Ho stated 
that within tho shortest possiblo time “tho Air Force is to bo increased 
fivo fold", that naval aroaoont should bo expoditad, and that "tho Kray 
should procure largo amounts of defensive weapons at tho fastest rato, 
particularly heavy oraillory pieces and heavy tanks". The nctos of this 
conferenco also state*

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"ho Sudetecland to* to be exploited with ell aeans. General 
Held Marshal Goerlag count* upon willing econcnlc collabora¬ 
tion by the Slovak*. Czechs and Slovaks would forn Oeroan 
doalnlons. Shay sust be exploited to the utmost...; Searches 
for oil and ore cost be conducted In Slovakia by Stato 
Secretary Heppler. 

The defendant Krauch cay tell ue that he did not believe **at he 
heard. But the brow-beating of the Czech businestaon by the defendants, 
which occurred during those sase weeks, Is a core reliable guide to the 
Far ben attitude. And by March of the following year, the narch of 
events saply confiraed Goerlag's words. 

As the decisive year of 1939 began, BJalnar Schacht cade a last 
bid to revive his Influence in the Third Belch. He had been replaced 
by Goerlog as the central figure in the arsaaeut effort In 1937, and In 
that year had resigned botl. froo his position as Mlnlstor of Sconomics 
and as Plenipotentiary General for Yar Bconosy. But he had stayed on 
as president of the Relchsbank, which continued to function as the 
financial agent of the Belch in floating loans to finance Goering's 
arrscant program. At the end of 1938, with the Belch treasury nearly 
eepty, Schacht seised upon the Issue presented by the fiscal crisis, 
and in January 1939, both orally and in a report signed by the dlreatoro 
of the Pelchsbank, he urged a drastic curtallaent of araaaent expendi¬ 
tures in order to balance the budget and prevent Inflation. Hitler's 
answer was to disslss Schacht as president of the Relchsbank. Schacht 
retained the eepty title of Relchsalnlster without Portfolio until 
1943, but he had lost all influence with the Basis, and ceassd to play 
any effective part in governaent affairs. 

In fact, events were coving rapidly in the opposite direction. In 
the aiddle of March 1939, broken by Goering's threat to destroy Prague 
free the air, the Czech president signed the agrecaont for the occupa¬ 
tion of Soheeia and Moravia by German troops. Those two provinces 
becaae a protectorate of the Belch, and Slovakia a ninor ■satellite" 
power. The conquest of all of Czechoslovakia opened up now fields of 
industrial plunder for Farben, which were proaptly exploited by the 
defendants. 

Farben's nobilization for war was by now virtually coopletc. A 

report written to the defendant von Enierlea in Juno 1939 and circulated

to meet of the defendants wadi "While three or four years ego, only 
isolated sections within 1^ G. were engaged on work concerning Wehr- 
n»cht problems, -«t present there is experiment'll work in progress in 
•Incst all o»Jor I. G. pl«r.ta, which is being carried on either directly 
at the order of the Yetamaebt or in which the Wehrnacht is taking an 
active part either due to the particular nature of the problems in ques¬ 
tion or through providing experts to participate in tho work." In 
February, 1939, Wehreacht officers from the Orinoco Office mode an ex¬ 
tended Inspection tour of Parben's explosives plants. A new production 
pl-n for explosives, known re the "Papid Plan", was develooed, so that 
the more important explosives products were given production priority, 

-nd other changes were Bade to meet the needs of the emergency. The 
eaoa month, • gener-1 conference of the mobilisation c-n-gers of the 
larger Parben plants wre caUed, and in the spring the final oobilita- 
tlon plans were approved by the teich Economic Group for Chemistry. 

In Kerch, the dofendant vcn Enierlea end hia Legal Committee re- 

coamonded th*t drastic xereures be t-ken to plan the camouflage of 

Parben's foreign holdings in order tj protect them from seizure by the 

enesy. These measures not only served the interests of Parben, but 

enabled its foreign empire to promote the government's foreign activities. 

The Committee's report, which was circulated to the defendants von 

Schnitzler, Ter Veor, *yl others, st-tedi 

......the risk of seisure of the s<4es organisations 

in the event of w-r is minimised If tho holders of 
sh-res or similar interests are neutrals residing in 
neutral countries. Such • distribution of holdings 
of shares or other interests has the further advantage 
of forestalling any conflicts troubling the conscience 
of an enemy national who will inevit-bly be caught be¬ 
tween hie patriotic feelings and his loyalty to I. 0 . 
a further advantage is that the neutral, in erse of 
war, generally retains his freedom of movement, while 
enemy nationals are frequently called into the service 
of their country, in various capacities, and, there¬ 
fore, can no longer take care of business matters. 

Nevertheless, it is obvicus th*t transfers of shares 
or similar interests in our sales companies to neutrals 
residing in neutral countries cannot be h-ndled 
uniformly in all cases and without consideration of 
other aspects. To auntion Just two of these, an 
accuxulition of such shareholdings in the few countries 
thst will presumably remain neutral would arouse suspi¬ 
cion, and the number of trustworthy persons who can be 
considered as suitable holders of such shares or 
sinll-r interests is limited. In eddition, it is 
necessary that protective measures to be taken by 1 . 0 . 
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for the eventuality of war should not substantially intorfore with the 
conduct of business in nerval tines. For a variety of reasons, it is of 
the greatest Importance for the normal conduct cf business that the 
officials headi n c the agent firms who are particularly well qualified 
ti serve as cloaks, should bo citizons of the countries wherein they 
reside. 

1. Tho Invasion and Occupation cf Poland 

On 23 May 1939, Hitler called a noting of the leaders of tho 

iehmacht. (Coring was present as Cat-ander-in-Chief cf tho Luftwaffe, 

and tho group alac includod Uilch and other high ranking officers frai 

the Luftwaffo and Air Ministry, with which Parben had dealt so closely. 

They heard Hitler say, among other things 1 

A mass . f 80 , 000 ,(XX) people have solved the ideological problems. 
So, too, must tho economic problem be solved....This is impossi¬ 
ble without inv-sion of foreign states or attacks upon foroign 
property.... .Further successes cannot be obtained without tho 
shedaing -f blood, Danzig is not tho subject of the dieputo 
at all. It is a quosticn of expanding our living spoco in the 
Scat and of securing our fowl supplios, of a settlement of tho 

Baltic problem.The population of non-Goman areas will 

porfera no ailitary sorvico, but will bo available as a source 
of labor....Th«,ro is, th-roforo, no cpvstion of sparing Poland, 
and wo are loft with tho docision to attack Poland at tho first 
suitable opportunity, tfo cannot expect a repetition of tho 
Czechoelovakian affair. Thcro will be war.... 

Hitler's docision can hardly have cocao as a surprise to aiy of thoso 
prosont. The occupation of Austria, the Sudotonland crisis, and the 
breach of tho Munich Agreement by tho occupation-of B chord a and Moravia, 
were fresh in their minds. Time after tiao Hitler had proclaimed Germany'3 

peaceful intontiens, and Just as often Gemary's acts had boliod thoso 

% 

protestations. 

Nor woro tho conferees the only cixjs who know what terrible evonts 
were in tho offing. Tho fronziod paco of tho Geraan armament effort, 
the events of the rocont months, ard tho widely publicized objectives of 
the Nazi party redo the futuro only tco clear. If one may concede room 
for doubt boforo 1939, after the tfehraacht's ontry into Prague no ono 
could longer doubt that the Third Reich was ready for war. Tho tension 
which lay over Europe became nearly intolerable, and Germany was in a 
constant condition of orcrgcncy mobilization. Industrial mobilization 
had been planned down to the last detail. During the summer, incidents 
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b *c« 40 "cee^tf alone tiic Garmn-Poliah bcrder, and riote "broke out" 
in Dansig. These echoes of the Sudotanlarei crisis were well understood 
by intelligent, influential, and well infonud o?n such as the defendants. 
They knew that Garraay weald attack Polad, if that unhappy country re¬ 
fused to give in without a struggle. 

The defendant frcuch was at Gearing's right hand, and sovural others 
wero working closely with Krauch. Wnny of tha dofondants were in key 
positions in the govarreeat or tho sed-eff lcial Econctdc Group Chord cal 
Industi7, All Wjcr Fasten projoets and pc Holes within the armament 
effort had been epprovod Ln motings of tho Vorstand. It eeons superfluous 
to action particular Bootings at which high government officials informed 
Farton that war was bound tc. ccaej certainly ratty of those defendants know 
tho truth far hotter than those who prasuaed tc -.diispor a Into secrets in 
their oars. But it is perhaps worth motioning that, ln July 1939, tho 
dofondajit von SchxxLtzlor conferred in 3orlin, as was his monthly custom, 
with a high official of tho ?*doh Scenemies Ministry named Ungeulttor. 
Ungewittur, spooking '<n behalf of tho Four loir Plan, told von Schnitzlor 
that Hitler was doterdnod to inv.vio Poland and that, in view of tho 
guarantees which had boon oxtoedod tc Poland by England and Franco, 

Ooir.ajv trust bo prepared for an attack „n its western frontier. Ux^owittor 
had also cado sidlar statements to othors ar.ong tho dofondants, such os 
Tor Uuor, Wurstcr, ard Arbr.s. 

On 2 August, Ungcwittor, as Reich Cvcaissi oner for Chords try, gavo 
Farben tho alert signal for war. Through tho Vordttlungsstello W, In¬ 
structions roro given as follows* 

The basic principles should bo tr.at the raw and auxiliary 
notarial* nocossory for tho oxocution of tho nebilizetion 
orcora issuod to you.....will bo bold in stcck by you for a 
certain period. In agrocaent with the Reich L'inistry of 
Sccmrdcs, I accordingly direct you tc ctcckpilo that amount 
cf tho ran ard auxiliary materials indicatod by you as necos- 
sary fer the execution of tho mobilisation order, which would 
cow the ruquirewnts for throo months....It is incusfcont 
upon y.u to register as priority transports tho quantities of 
these raterials required for the first four weeks from tho 
beginning of mobilization with tho military economic dopartmont 
concomed.,... Please inf cm aa as soon as possible that tho 
dircctivos issuod to you for stockpiling havo been carried out. * 
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Tfce Y oral tt longs stalls V lnnedietely passed these instructions to 

the Jar ben plepts, end Ve* soon able to infora Ungevitter that they 

FBte prepared] The tine had cone for putting into effoot the "clonk- 

laF - plena for Isrben** foreign assets which the defendant von 

Snierien had devised. Is this progrer, known exons the defendants 

r.s "tanning" (cmouflage) , was put into offset, Parbcn explained to 

the ?.eich Klelster of Zconocics: 

Ve declare thet vc shall have unrestricted influence upon 
the foreign cosprnies, even after the carrying out of the 
□eesuree riced ot, rnd that we are preparing and in a posi¬ 
tion to Insure that all foroign values on hand will be 
delivtrsd'tc the Reichsbank aither directly by way of the 
export proceeds, or vie Stockholm as indicated in our 
proposal.... Vs declare, ooroover, that the decieivo real 
influence ve ehrll have on the forelfn sales conpaniee, 
even after the carrying out of the new roqpiresents, will 
be sufficient in every respect to mover the roquireoonts, 
of the Oarnan governmental and party authorities with regard 
to personnel and political questions. Ve shall always be 
able to eliulnrte fron our srloe business those Individuals 
who are unsuitable or suspect beaause of their political 
position end to insure that no conflicts arise botween tho 
staff of our foreign economic sales organization end the 
general 0 »rraa viewpoint rad xovernaent and economic polloy. 

But, as we have seen before. It Is froa the defendants' jxocd for 
power and plunder that we derive ih« clearest evidence of tholr know¬ 
ledge and intontione. Vhlle von Hunletedt end von Bock woro deploy¬ 
ing tho Qerran legions on the Polish frontier in accordance with their 
plan of attack, ?erb«n was carefully surveying the Polish checical 
industries In anticipation of the benefits to bo derlvod fron conquest. 
Op 23 July 1930 , r cccprehonsive ropert va* prepared ucdor tho direc¬ 
tion of the defendant Ilcner, which was ontitlod "The Host Inportsnt 

cKvUicrl Pl-nts in Poland", and which sot forth a detailed description 

a* 

of the physical structure of these pleats, tho products they 
nonufactured, their adaptability to the Oeraan war econo ay, rnd the 
neses of tholr owners rnd directors. 

On 28 Au-ust, the Yerrittlunssstelle V notified the Parbon ’plo“te 
that it could, for the tine being, be reached day and night by 
telephone end teletype. That day or the next, the defendant Schneider, 
head of Sparta 2 , called a seating of the department chiefs of the 
Leuna plant and inforsed then that tho order for the sobllization of 
the plants bed boen riven. Schneider closed the discussion with the 


words: “Zhis is war." 
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Os 1 Sept ester 1939, the Vehraacht invaded Poland. As the Inter* 


national Military Tribunal found, the war initiated by Oernaay 

egeinst Poland' "was =ost plainly rm aggressive war which was to 

i * * 

develop in due coarse into c war which actraced almost the whole 
world and resulted in the eosnieeion of countless crinee, both 
against the laws and due toss of wex, and again et huspnity." 

On the day of the Polish invasion, the facous Sersan steel nagnate, 

-ritx lessen, who had been one of Hitler's earliest supporters 
anon; the industrialists, fled fros Oersany, end, as a oaobor of tho 
Eelchstrg, directed that his vote be cast against the declaration of 
war. One veefc cf ter the declaration of war, von Schnitxlcr and 
others ar:on; the defendants started to carry out their pro&rao for 
ths selxurt of the Polish ehecieal Industries for Parben's benefit., 

. --*-2, v The Vrr Yoers ’ ' 

Parben's plans for wax had been so carefully laid that tho actual 
outbreak of war ere r ted no najor problecs. By a tologrnn fron tho 
7ernittlun estello V teat at the orders of the Hoich Sconony Ministry, 
all Parbon pl/cta were orderod "to switch at once to the production 
outlined in tho aoMllxetlon program." 

Tho war which Parben had done so such to naido possible had 
finally cone to pass, and Parben continued to function as a vital 
source of or.teri.-ls and weapons for ths Oeronn oilitrry nachins. Sow 
ond enoroous pirate were conttrueted for tho production of nitrogen, 
cethanol, cad synthetic fuels. Two buaa rubber plaats had been 
built boforo the war, and two core were added in 19^1 of which one 
wps 1 boated outside the Heich at Auschwitz, and of which we will 
hear auch aoro shortly. In anticipation of tho possibility that 
poison ;ra would be used again, Parbsn built sevoral large installa¬ 
tions for its production. It is interesting to note thnt Parben 
went to jreat lengths to conceal Its poison gas activities by the 
foraation of subsidiary corporations with unreueellag naaos such as 
■luranil* and ■Anorgana", end the contracts with the M 0 hmecht for

poison gas production rare nr.do in the mass of such durny subsidia¬ 
ries. 

Farben, in short, having planned, prapered, end initiated in- 

• 

vasions and aggressive wars, proceeded to devote all its energies to 
the waring of war. FitMn Gomany, it was the arsenal of tho Third 
Reich. In the occupied countries, it was heavily engage in its 
pl-lns for industrial spoliation which will bo outlined under Count 
Two of tho Indictrunt, Both vithin tiw Roich and in tho occupiod 
territories, it was heavily involved in tbo nurderous slavo labor 
progran of the Third Reich, as 'ill bo sot forth under Count Threo 
of tho ImUctaont. 

But tho evidence unior Count One doos net clnso with tho yoar 
193?. Two years elapsed boforo tho tide of wnr roaohol tho wostom 
herdsphore, and during ttoso years Parbon continued to bo an onorgotic 
an:’. rosourcefrl pert nor of tho ifaxi eovonvwnt in tho fields of 
propaganda and intoUfroncc, end \rxa partioolarly effoctivo in doloying 
tho aming of tho western countries to root tho Oeman nonaoo. 
r ' Farben's foreign intolliconce activities woro conducted chiefly 
through its foreign representatives-, u.idor the aegis of tho defend¬ 
ant Qgner and the Berlin ?W 7 offioe, and with tho oooporation of tho 
Bayer Sales Agencies under tho defendant Mnm. Tho lnforaation notworK 
wlicli Ilgnor had built up proved sufficiently valuablo so that in nany 
casos Farben's agonts (tho oo-caliod Verbindungaraonnar) worn taken 
into tho intelligence divisions of the . ohraacht (OKV/Abwohr) and of 

tho S3 (Sicherhoitsiicnst). In Brasil, Foru, Chile, Vonoxuola, 

% * 

Zqvador, Mexico, and generally throughout Latin Africa, Farboa 
rorrasentativos wore the nninsprings of tho local branchos of tho 
Nasi party, fumishod propaganda sorvicos, anJ wore a constant 
source of valuablo informtion. 

In addition, Farbon assisted the Ooiran intelligonco sorvicos by 
placing on its payroll, and sanding abroad under its auspicos, the 
regular officers and ager.ts of trto intelligence cervices. This do vice 
was frequently resorted to in tea Balkan countries, Trukey, Spain, and 
fbrtugal.

Far nore iaocrtant than these intelligence activities was 
’artoen'a deliberate use of international cartel and syndicate arrange¬ 
ments to delude businessmen in other countries and thereby delay 
foreign research in connection with technical problems of strategic 
significance in t^e field of araaaents. Activities of this type 
wsre o*“ orrticular iaoortance in the United States, which was the 
aost highly industrialised «nd ootentielly no»erful country in the world, 
’txamoles of p arb#n's us-' of cartels tnd trade agreements for aggressive 
nurceses aay be found in several fiolds. out the most significant 
lnstanco was ’arben's agreoaont with the Standard Oil Co.ao*ny of 
N'ew J*rse7. 

n 

^arben'a contractual histor* with Standard Oil is an excellent 
illustration of tho manner in drich »arben, in close coopsration with 
the Nasi govemaent, utilised in to national eirtel arrangements in 
the intorcsta of th«- German war econoay. In 1929, shortly after Parbon 
had dovoiooed its processes for the manufacture of synthetic fuels, 
an agreement wca concluded batween Parbon and tho SUndard Oil, tho 
ganeral ooroort of which wea that throughout the ontlr* world, 
including tho United StaUs, Standard Oil recognised Parbon*a priority 
In tho "cheoical" business and that, exccot within Germany, Parbon 
recognised Standard Oil'a priority in tho-oil- bueincaa. New "chemical" 
orocossra diacovired by Standard Oil were to be tumod over to Farban 
unloss ther boro a cioso relation to the "oil" business, and Parbon 
entered into a rociorocal obligation with resooct to dovolopmants 
rclatod to the "oil or natural grs" business, excoot within Germany. 

In 1930, ^arben and Standard Oil ontnred Into a furthor agroo- 
•»nt, the ouroosc of which wp* stated to bo "tho desire end intontion 
of the parties to develop rnd exoloit thoir now chemical processes 
Jointly oira basis of couality (50-50)". p or this ourposa, e Jolntly- 
o»ncd corporation called Jasco was set up to tost and dovclopnow pro¬ 
cesses turned ovr to it by either Standard or Farbcn. 

3 oth oertics to th*. agr:eacnt roalisod that there was considorablo 
overlap b tween the oil and chemical fields and that borderline cases 
would constantly arisa. The nature of tho "treaty" between Ferbon and 
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Standard Oil was well sirmrited in a letter written in 1936 by Frank 

A. Hcward, president of the Standard Oil DsvelopAsnt Company: 

The I.G. cay bo said to be our general partner in the chemical 
business as to developed at s arising doriiu the period beginning 
in 1929 and expiring in 19b7. The desire and intention of both 
parties is to avoid ccopetin:; with one another and by t lies a means 
to pemtt their technical organisations to cooperate whole¬ 
heartedly to their aitual advantage. 

1 . The assumption is thet tha IX. are coin- to stay out of tha 
oil business proper, and w e arc -oing to stay out of the cheaical 
business insofar as that his no bearing on the oil business. 

'Jo have llvod un’jr too IX. relationship for about one-half of 
the total term, cor3id.rin- toa fact that the relationship actually 
ba?an about two yorrs fcoforo tha contracts were actually oxocutod. 
Tho cheaical side of the arrenveaent his been satisfactory to both 
sidos end profitabje to us at loast t'.xrough this period. The 
arrangen»nt is one wlUch nocosscrily requires real r.-ood will on 
both sides. Tho personnel of the 1.0. with whan we shall hnvo 
to deal in tills rospoct has changod sooewhat lurin' this ten-year 
piriort, but there is no indication that the new executives will 
not be able and willin'- to work with us in thu sauo spirit of 
good wiU in which the oarlior group worked. 

Despire tho gen oral lanugo of the Jasco agroeaept, however, it 

apparently waa agreed on both sides that tho dovolopaent of synt’netio 

rubber processes fell within its Urns, and that new developments in 

the synthetic rubber field should bo turned over to Jasco. A letter of 

f*r. Howard's written in 19U> states: 

The Buna synthotic rubbor develowvnt (to tho extont tho product 
was made xrca oil and natural gas row natorialo) ran rocognizod 
oy both pertios cs couin» within tho field of this corpoxv-tion. 

As Mr. Howard put it, tha arrangooonts between Fcrbcn end Standard 

OH were such os to raquiro -real good will on both sidos *. But the 

subsequent history oi the prrtiee' actions under tho contract may best 

be suixarized by statin': that ono or tho parties was entirely trust- 

**orthy, and porhrps too trusting* whoreas tho other uzs not to be 

trustori at all. The 3tandard Oil Company obsorved toe agreement aeticu- 

* 

lously and, a3 iir. toward's letter shows, was impressed tdth the "spirit 
of good will" on the part of Farben. Farben, on the contrary, through¬ 
out the period of tho agrccasnt, behaved with calculated deceitfblness, 
and its every move was nade in consultation with the Nazi goverrraant 

and was diracted to strengthen Germany's technical position and slcr* 

• 

•dcirn research in tho United States. As early as !larch 193U', Farben 
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instructed its subsidiary in Hew lork, Cbesnyco, which was negotiating 
with the Du Pont Coapa ay on nitrogen nattafra, not to indicate to Du {’ont 
that the !Jazi government night interest itself in the international 
interchange of technological processes, the letter states that: "We 
=ust not allow foreign industry to gain the impression that, in this 
respect, we are free to negotiate". And in 1935, a memorandum of a 
conference between Farben representatives and TT e hrnacht officials 
stated: 

• • 

The 1.0. is bound by contract to an extensive exchange of 
experience with Standard. This position seems untinable as 
far as developmental work which is being carried out for the 
Raich Air Ministry is concerned. 

In July, 1937, another such conference took place. Tho necessity 
was stressed of keeping Farben processes for the production of fuels 
and airplane gasoline secret cxcopt to tho extent already known by 
foreigners and authorised by tho T/ohraacht. The test agroed upon was 
whothor there was iaaediato danger that foreigners would doyclope tho 
process in tho near future without bonofit of tho Far bon "know-how. 1 
It was also agrood that falso impressions wuro to bo givon by Far bon to 
ita foreign partners such as Standard Oil as to tho scale of exporimonta 
being conducted ty Farben. 

Far bon's cartel policy is stated bluntly in a oooorandua which tho 

dofondant Buctofisch wrote in January, 19li0. After roc 1 ting that "in 

tho fiold of mineral oils" thoro wore agreements for tho exchange of 

technical oxporionco between Far ban and Standard Oil, it stated: 

This exchange of experiences which tho companies of tho noutral 
countrios handlo still in tho usual fora and which is transmitted 
to us by .ray of Holland and Italy respectively, gives us, on tho 
ono hand, insight into tho development work and into tho intentions 
of the companies and their respective countries with regard to 
production, and informs us simultaneously on the progress of the 
technical development in tho fiold of oils. In theso reports on 
oxpcrioncos, blueprints and technical details of tho various 
experiences are given. Tho contractual obligation states that wo, 
too, have to coammicatc abroad within the contractual limitations 
of our experiences in tho field of oils. Up to non, wo handlod 
this exchange of cxporio:'ccs in such a way that wo have given only 
reports which, after consultation with the OK? and tho R17M,'seemed 
to ua unobjectionable and contained only such technical data as 
concerned known facts or such things as were technically outdated 
by tho latest progress. By handline the agrcc.xnts in this way wo 
succeeded, viewed as a whole, in obtaining an advantage for German 
economy. 
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To keep up tfto contact with the neutral countries and their oil 
companies respectively, we considor it expedient to continue 
this exchange of experiences in the indicated fora whereby it 
must remain decisive for us that under no circumstances experi¬ 
ences of military or defense-political importance got- in this 
way abroad. In ell doubtful cases, consultation with the com¬ 
petent agencies of the Hoich must, therefore, be tekon-up under 
ell circumstances. 


On this memorandum appears a handwritten note reeding: "Agreed. 
Director, Dr. Buetcfisch, is responsible that nothing of military or 
defense-political importance gets abroad". This note was initialed by 
Hermann Coo ring. 

The abovo description of Farben's tactics in the field of oil Is 
equally valid for synthetic rubber. In 193? began a long course of nego¬ 
tiations between Farben and Standard with respect to Parben's making avail¬ 
able, for coacorical development in the United States, the patents and, 
what w-s much core important, tho "know-how" for the manufacture of buna 
rubber. Whether or not th^re wrs a technical breach of the Jaaco agroo- 
ment by Farbon is quite irrelevant. Tho significant fact is that Farbon's 
carefully plann. d conduct ; cs such as to lead Standard Oil and tho big 
American rubber companies to believe that they would got tho know-how 
from Farben, and thereby discourage independent research in America. 

Farben did not ettaapt to conceal tho fact that tho Roich government 
might not look with favor on a. turning over of Farben's buna procossca, 
but it succeeded in conveying the impression that Farben itself was only 
too willing to oblige, and thrt it would surely socurc government approval 
in the near future. Impressed with Farbon's protostations of eood will, 
the Standard Oil Company turned over to Farben their own butyl (copolymer) 
rubber process. On 15 !'*rch 1938, threo days after the occupation of 
Austrie, STr. Howard wrote: 

At ay meeting with the I. G. gentlemen in Berlin on tho Buna 
question, it developed that very rapid stridos were being 
nude in all phases of the Buna development.Certain diffi¬ 

culties still exist which prevent bur I. G. friends from giving 
us full technical information and proceeding in the normal 
cannor dth the commercial development in the United States. 

It is to be hoped thrt these difficulties will be surmounted 
in the near future. 

• 

In view of the very genuine spirit of cooperation which Dr. Ter 
!ieer displayed, I ec convinced that it is not only the right 
thing to do, but the best thing frees every standpoint to pass 
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oa to thorn full Information on the copolymer pt this tlmo. 

I do not bell ere wo hare anything to lote by thin which lo 
comparable with the possible boneflt to all of our lntoreste. 

^hreo day* lator, a conference v« hold at the Belch Economics 

Ministry which*r.a attoadod^ oa behalf on Farbeai but the defendant 

•or ^cer* A anoraadus of thle confer once state* In parts 

Conforoncos which, up to now, had the eole object of 
eaelcg tho ainde of African Intereeted parties, and poeelbly to 
prevent an laltlatlro on tholr own part within tho fraao 6f 
’outadlono rubber, wore held with Standard, Goodrich, and 
Goodyear. Vo arc under tho Impression that ono cannot ettn 
thlnge In the U.S.A. such longer without taking the rlek 
of being faced all of a euddon by an unpleasant eltuation, 
and lost wo be unable to reap tho full value of our work and 
our righto....?ho American ? ater.t W dooe not nako licone- 
aandatory. It would nevertholono be conceivable that beceueo 
of the extraordinarily great importance of the rubber problon 
for the U.S.A. and becauso tendencloe for restoring 
nllltary power are vory strong'there too, coneld©rln$ the 
deeroaso In unemployment, etc., a bill for a corresponding 
law night bo submitted to Washington. * 0 , therefore, troat 
the license requests of tho Aeerlean fink In e dilatory way 
so as not to push thon Into taking unpleasant measures. 

The conference then dleeussed the poselblllty of delaying' further 
developments In tho United States by aalntalnlng soorocy. It wae 
polntod out that Independent development In tho Unitod Statoe had 
advanced so far that It would bo Impossible to acconplloh this rosult, 
and th-t a great doal sight bo obtains* In negotiating with tho door leant 
by way of lmprovod tr*do relatione botwoon tho U.S. and for many. Tho 
government offlclale indicated that they aifht eoneldor approving tho 
Initiation of negotiations in tho USA for.tho fall of 1938, provldod 
such negotiations would In no way affoet tho construction of Farbon'e 
buna plants alro-dy underway. And In °ctobor 1938, tho Belch Ministry 
of Economics did In fact give peralssion for tho utilisation of Farbon's 
buna patents and tochnlcal information abroad, subject to tho condition 
that the govorreont's consent wcul havo to bo obtain©* beforo tho 
final consummation of ar^ such arrangor.ont. 

The following month, tho defendant “or h oor pad* a visit to 

the United States, and on 28 Bovoabcr 1938, ho discussed commercial 

exploitation of buna rubber In tho Unitod Statoe with tho E*ccutivo 

Committee of tho Standard Oil Company and, subsequently with the big 

American rubber companies. 3ut T«r K oor did not enter into any 

final contractual errangoaents, and In tho 
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spring of 1939, negotiations along this line case to an end. As Tor 

i . 

User succinctly put it in a letter to the defendant Krauch in January, 

1912: r -I shoild like to state that, except for the license agreement 
concluded with our ally, Italy, processes and experiences on the produc¬ 
tion of butadiene and the manufacture of buna S and N were .*tver made 
available abroad." 

After the outbreak of the war in September, 1939, the Farbeii mask 
was laid aside. Mr. Howard cane to Holland and conferred with the Farben 
representatives at Die Hague late in September. As a result of this con¬ 
ference, Farben transferred its interest in Jasco to the Standard Oil 
Cccpany and transferred the taana patents to Jasco, but the vital "know¬ 
how* necessary for speedy exploitation of the patents was not transferred. 

A letter to the defendant von Knieriea on 28 September stated! 

Dr. Ter Mecr thinks it is necessary to point out specifically 
that there will be no exchange of experience with rcapcct to buna. 

The assignaont of the buna patents theeaclves involved no more than 
baro specifications. Without knowledge of tho accompanying Fatten procoases, 
thdy were of little scientific value. The only reason th*t Farben assigned 
the patents to Jasco in 19U0 was to prevent cntcy countries froa seizing 
then, and to safeguard them in the event of war botwwon Co many and tho 
United States. Farben's notes on the conference at The Hague with Mr. 

Howard state that; 

In a later discussion Howard inquired whether, in the present 
circumstances, we would bo able to transmit to tho United 
States experiences for tho production of buna. li e himself 
considered this unlikely since in the event cf war, the United 
otates would be dependent upon the imoortation of crude rubber. 

*e have promised Howard to answer this inquiry. Howard him¬ 
self anticipated a refusal to transmit technical experience, 
in any event, he has not conditioned the readjustment of Jasco 
upon our furnishing experience for buna. 

From 1939 on, it was quite impossible to obtain further technical 
information from Germany on the buna process. In October, Mr. Howard 
stated in a letter; 

Of all tho synthetic rubber developments in the world, only tho 
Buna-S development of the I. 0. is, up to this moment, demonstrated 
to be a possible immediate reliance for production of synthetic 
rubber of quality suitable for automobile tires, at a price, and 



la quantities! Which Would be practicial. Vo havo not 
eoaplete tochnieai infora*t ion on th© 3una-3 nannfacturo 
ia thio country, and dttnot obt»in any aorc iftfornatlon 
fro= c-arsany. V e havo eoaplete control of the patontg, 
hovovcrj and with tho patents end the information «o 
already hare, it would he possible to produco tho Buna-S 
product in the U.5. A ainintss of two years Would ho 
roouirod, however, to cceplete and get into oporatlon 
the first large plant.... 

All offorts to obtain technical infornatlon from Farbon met 

with poir.tblank refusal, Thus, in April 1940, it was suggested to Mr. 

Howard that ha try to discover "just what nullifying agents and pro- 

notors tho X. 0. used in eaking buna". Eoward conferred with tho 

defendants ter *oor and von *nlcrieo at Basel, Switterland, in Hay 

1940, and endoevored to so euro this information, but was lnfornod by 

tho F.rbon represontatlvos that: 

It -as, however, not ablo to Infora Josco what 
asulsiforg aro used. ?ho dosignatlon of tho 
emulsifiers used by I, 0. aaounted to tho traneaittal 
of know-h<v which it was not in a position to givo.... 

In other words, F*rbon »nd Sail government, in continuous con¬ 
sultation, utiUsod Barbon's cartol rrragneaonte, such as tho ono 
with Standard Oil, as a tool of C or can foreign policy. Tho objective 
was to secure tho aaxiaus eaouat of technical infornatlon for 
Oersany in ordor to promts C„r carry's war of fort, and to withhold, 
to far an posslblo, any infornatlon of nllltary value nnd thoroby 
weaken tho military potential of otfaor countries. * 

A nost enllghtonlng description of Tarbon'o policy is 
contained in a aosorandua subalttod by Farbon scientists to the 
defondant von Znioriea in May 1944. An article by Mr. B. T, Haslaa 
of tho Standard On Corpany had appeared in tho PcToloun Tino, 
foy 35 Deeenbor 1943, which stated, among other things, that "tho 
secrete brought to Aoerlea froa C-ortaanr fifteen years ago by 
American scientists havo been turnod into aighty weapoce against 
Oeraary". T^o Farbon aosorandua of 1944 is a studiod technical answor 
tg the Hatiaa artldo. *hotbor the Haalaa artlele or tho T^rben 
acaoranduc is roarer to the truth is quite irrolovant. ?ho signifi¬ 
cant point, abundantly supported by tho documents wo have quoted, is that 
throughout the Into thirtloe and the oarly part of tho war, F^bon and 
tho Ha«l governsent ucdortook to use tho agreese-t with Standard Oji nf 

en instrusont of aggressive war, J n tho Farbon aeaorandua of 1944 
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sot forth, among other things, that: 


The conditions in the Buna field arc inch that wo never gave kQch- 
nieal information to the Americans, nor did technical cooperation 
in tho Buna field take place. On tho basis of tho contractual 
agreements, the Americans had only the right to roach a technical 
cooperation with I.G. at stzM undetermined date. Even tho agroa- 
Eent reached in September 1939 and mentioned fcy Mr. Hanlaa did not give 
tho Aot-ricana ary technical information, but only that which was 
contractually their due, i.c., a share in tho patent possession. 

} nr cover, at that time a different division of tho patent posses¬ 
sion was decided upon, which seemed to be in tho interest of both - 
partners. Tho Americans did net at that time recoivc anything 
important to war ooonasy, besides, they could have procured tho' 
patents without our agreements in wartime, for during wjr a Stato 
will never be kept free production by enery patents. 

A further fact must be taken into account, which for obyious ncasons 
did pot appear in Haslam's article. As a consequence of our con¬ 
tracts with the Acerioans, no received free tl»n above and beyond 
tlsa agreement aany very valuable contributions for the synthesis 
and improvement of motor fuels and lubrication ails, which Just now 
during the war are aost useful to us, and we also received other 
advantages froca thorn. 

Prinarily, the following nay be aentiemed: 

(1) Above all, improvement of fuels through the addition of Idad- 
tctraottyl and the manufacture of this produet. It need not~Be 
ospeoially mentioned thit without lead-tetraethyl the present 
method of warfare wjuld be unt-’Ank ab le. The faot that since ftho 
boginning of the war we could produce land-tetraethyl is on tiroly 
due to the circumstances th.it shortly before tho Aasrioans had 
presented us with tho production plants complete with axperinontal 
knowlodge. Thus the difficult work of dovolopoont (ono noed tnly 
reofiU tho poisonous property of load-totrcaUgrl, which caused 
many doaths in the USA) was spared us, since we could toko up tho 
manufacture of this product together with all tho oxporionce that 
tho Americans had gathored over long years. 

In succory, as was found in an official American govomxasnt study

of German's uso of international cartels: 

Germany used tho cartel do vie o as a sodium for strengthening Oor- 
mny's position to sake war and, in turn, to weakon tho dofonsivo 
position of its potential cncuias. 

And tho idontical attitude was revealed in a uraornndua which was pro- 
par od by Farbon's Legal Coaaittoo in February 19bl, which looked forward 
to Germany's uso of cartels after a Gcrnan victory had boon achieved, 
and stated: 

Tho essential task of tho international chemical, cartels after 
tho war will bo to support tho German leadership in a European 
oconoqy coaposed of ono largo territorial and economic unit 
(Grossrauawirtschoft). Thoso cartola....will be particularly 
suitablo to subjugate recalcitrant manufacturers and to cocibino 
all forces against the oversees competition

»t the conclusion of a recital Of Much facts- and deems as are coo- 
p re bended in Count One of the Indictment, sad looking beck over the 
last fifteen years, the word "why" forces itself into the mind. Why 
did the defend site help Hitler to Power? Why did Krupp won Bohlen tell 
Hitler in 1933 that the Nazi region was in line with the wishes of Ger¬ 
man industry, m3 why did Carl Bosch tell the Du Pont officials in 
July of that year that "industry oust support the present government"? 
Why did Freuch and Schsitz and Schnltzler md Ter M?er and the other 
leading defendants swing their empire solidly into line with Hitler and 
Ooering, and keep it in line even after the future oecaoe so clear to 
then? There are those who will say th»t it was all done for money, and 
no doubt the profit motive played its part. But It is hard to believe 
that greed alone could drive men to the decisions which these men took. 
Surely there were other purposes, some of whioh were even more deeply 
rooted. 

Surveying the entire history of the gigantic and protein enterprise 

which these men md their predecessors controlled, it is hard to avoid 

the conclusion that these ten sere governed by the same unquenohable 

thirst for power that for years has gripped and distorted the minds of 

the military caste and many other leading Germans. The words of tho 

doceased Carl Thrisberg are not, of course, binding upon these defend- 

mts, but Duisberg must have been a powerful influence on the so men, 

and what he said illuminates the ethos of the enterorise to which they 

dedicated their lives. Prom Duisberg's speeches to the Belch »ssociation 

of German Industry, from 1925 to 1930, we have selected a few excerpts: 

Be united, united, united! This should be the uninterrupted cell 
to the parties in the big house, the Rilchsteg, as well as in the 
snail one, the Landtag. Wo hope that our words of today will work, 
and will find the strong nan — for he is always necessary for wc 
Germans, as we have seen in tho case of Bismarck.(1925) 

Gentlemen.'. Tou nay believe me when I say that nobody willingly 
admits the weakness of his country. let nevertheless I consider 
myself duty bound to tell everyone at all times, et borne and abroad: 

lot us admit it, war is impossible for Germany. We ?re disarmed. 

But back to deeds. Gentlemen! Oermmy was made great and mighty 
by her deeds in peace . The whole world knew her, and the whole 
world mot core to know her again. We must reconstruct on the 
basis of existing conditions, ha_rd as this is. let us get rid of 
the very German "if". Let us work! (1925) 
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If Germ*? is ag*ln to be gfcet* ell classes of our people must 
coae to the realisation that leaders (Fuehrer) are necessary who 
can act without concern for tfe caprices of the nesses.....It is 
to be honed th«t there will be found in Gertecy the necessity 
number of audr-personelities, who will be the leaders of their 
nation. Only then will she rise from deepest misery to her fo*w»r 
greatness. (1926) 

One thing is certain: So natter what the decision any be, we will 
not be spared heary payments since our fatherland's lack of night 
Bakes ell resistance appear hopeless. Here, too, the words of the 
great Prussian King are true: -Policy without night is a concert 
without instruaents". (1928) 

The revolution put in the place of the constitutional form of govern¬ 
ment, with its permanent representative character, in which a well- 
trained *»d expert officialdom attempted to solve the problem of 
the State fron t»* point of view of the conren good, a people's 
State characterised by an eephatic party rule. 

While previously for the most the part the economy experienced 
strictly objective treatment of its affairs, and thus had no occa¬ 
sion to undertake active intervention in politics itself, this 
circumstance was greatly changed after the upheaval. The final 
decision In economic natters was, as in all codere democracies of 
th# world. Disced In the hands of the aasses, which were neither 
expert nor able to become expert in economic matters, and further¬ 
more are not prepared to bear the responsibility for those decisions 
whose results they meet at first hand. The overwhelming and deter¬ 
mining influence of worker masses organised in unions, mostly with 
a socialistic and class war ideology, drive economic decision 
which are to be made by the State or its organs out of the sphere 

of objective Judgment onto the political platform.I an more 

than ever convinced that business must cownenco with £1 its power 
to make- its influence felt in those circles which belong to German 
enterprise, namely in the great creation and regrouping of the 
modern working cltleenshlp with a positive attitude towards the 
State. It is necessary to fight through active political work 
for the realisation and consideration of economic necessities in 
political decisions. (1930) 

These words were spoken before most of us had even beard of Hitler. 

It is certainly not in Hitler's style, but, alr»st without exception, the 
thoughts are exceedingly parallel to those of Hitler's speech to the 
industrialists three years later. Hitler was the "strong man" who 
would take ecor.amic affairs out of "the hands of the masses", restore 
Germany's "might", and rid her of the ah ace of "admitting" that "war is 
impossible for Gemaoy". 

Nearly a decode after the last of the above paragraphs was written 
by Duisberg, in »oril 1939, the defendant Krauch submitted a "work report" 
as "the Plenipotent !317 Ceneri of Ifinister President General Fieldmarshal 
Ocering for Social Questions of Chemical Production". Bohemia end 
iforavia had Just been conquered by threats and occupied by armed force; 
the Sudetenland *d Austria had passed into recent history. German "might" 
had been restored; war was not only possible for Germany, but all of Europe 
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lay shuddering under the Gera® terrdh * Fuehrer totally lacking In 
"concert! for the caprices of the masses" or for the principles of 
coscon decency and hiaanity had arisen and the "worker masses" no 
longer had the slightest voice in the solution of "economic matters". 
The conclusion to Krsuch's report is nothing more than the logical ex¬ 
tension of the Ideas which Duisberg had given voice to a decade earlier^ 
Fraueh is less philosophical, but terribly practical: 

When on 30 June 1938, the objective of the increased production 
in the spheres of work discussed here were given by the Field 
Marshal, it seemed as if the political leadership could determine 
independently the rising and extent of the political revolution 
in Europe and could avoid a rupture with a group of powers under 
the leadership of Great Britain. Since March of this ye»r, there 
is no longer any doubt that this hypothesis does not exist jny- 
more. The economic war against the anti-komlntem powers under 
the leadership of Great Britain, FTanse, and the USA, which has 
already been conducted secretly for s'long time, has now been 
finally openedj as tie* passes, it will become more and more 
severe. 

At Wllhelashaven, the Fuehrer expressed his dote ml nation not ta 
rem*n passive ir. view of this policy of encirclement which for 
the time being is economic and political but 1 * aiming ultimately 
at military Isolation. 

I ma of the opinion that from this decision the necessary conclu¬ 
sions will have to be drawn without delay for the economic sphere 
of the chemical industry as well. The following is a general 
outline:

We will let ana «>re year go by. It is June 19li0j Poland, Norway, 
Belgium, end the Netherlands bare been conquered and occupied. * It is a 
few weeks after Dunkirk, md Prance la about to capitulate. At about 
this time, the defendant ron Schnitrier susraosed a seeting of the Farben 
Commercial C omit tee to agree upon the principles underlying what the 
defend sits called the 'New Order - (Neuordnung) for the chemical industry. 
Early in August, Farben presented this document to the Itelch Iflnister of 
Economies. The report explained that a "major economic sphere" would 
soon be shaped in Europe which: 

will, upon conclusion of the war, have the task of organising the 
exchange of goods with other a«Jor spheres in competitive markets — 
a task which includes asre particularly the recovery and securing 
of world respect for the German chemical Industry. 

The immediate objective of the "Now Order - was to Integrate European 
production with the German war machine. The long range objective was 
the incorporation of the chealcal industry of Europe, Including Oreat 
Britain, within the framework of German hegemony, «nd ultimately Farbcn's 
domination of the chemical industry of the world. The "New Order" was 
a careful plan for the use of Farben's economic weapons, cartels, in¬ 
vestments and technical achievements to combat tbo last remaining 
challenge to its supremacy, the Wsstem Hemisphere. 

While Great Britain was not covered in detail in the "New Order", 
the Commercial Committee decided at a meeting on 12 November 19l0, 
attended by the defendants von Schnitsler, Haefliger, Ilgner, Kuohne, 
ven Knieriea, Eugler, Uann, Ter Jteer, and Oster th»t, in anticipation of 
the conquest of Great Britain, immediate attention must be given to that 
country. They agreed: 


that the various sales combines and other offices concerned should 
work out the matter sufficiently in advance so that I. G. can express 
a comprehensive attitude as quickly as possible at the proper time. 

The lists of the chemical industries of Great Britain now being 
prepared in the Economic ffesearch Department (VCWI) should be given 
to Dr. Ter Sfeer and Dr. von Schnitsler for their opinion before 
being passed on. 

The "New Order" was not hastily prepared; it was a complete exposi¬ 
tion of projects which Farben had developed since World War I aid hoped te 
accomplish through German aggrandisement. The "New Order" contains 
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thousands of pages of specific prdgf^-W for the ebesio*l industries of 
Europej including Orest Britain. These detailed plans outlined the 
existing structure of the chemical industries of the European countries 
and set forth their future organisation and direction. In many in¬ 
stances Farben planned to liquidate completely chemical companies and 
oreduction in certain countries. Baking those countries wholly depend^ 
ent upon the fetch and thereby securing Gemany's military supremacy. 

It was, in sunary, , plan for the ear-shalling of the chemical 
industry of the continent of Europe; including Great Britain, to wage 
war against the world. It is a plan for the realisation of the ideas 
of Duisberg and the predictions of Krauch. »e need seek rib farther for 
the motlre in this case, it is *11 written down in these documents, 
ihey are written in the dispassionate language of science and core* re©, 
but between the lines the smouldering hat* and boundleaa ambition is 
easily discemable. These men w«,ted to make the world their own, and 
they were prepared to soash it if they could not here their way. 



COUNT no i PLUNDER Kid SPOLIATION 
Thf charges under Count Two of the indictment are based upon 
familiar and well-established principle of intematicnaL-crimi-'ial law, 
which are embodied in the Hague Conventions and other authoritative 
sources. Article II of Control Council Law No. 10 prescribes, under the 
definition of war crimes, the "plunder of public or private property", and 
in the definition of crimes against hunanity it recognises the criminality 
of inhumane acts and other offenses committed against civilian populations. 


Germany's invasions are* agrsssive 


were destined to lead, and 


in fact resulted in, the complete ruin of national economy in the occu¬ 
pied countries. The Nasi government left no doubt about its ultimate 
goal, and the German industrialists, outstanding among them these de¬ 
fendants, furthered this policy and used it for their own ends. The 
sufferings connected with the war were thereby deliberately and criml- 
n*'ly aggravated. Wholesale starvation of the population multiplied the 
nunber of casualties brought about by warfare. The International 
Military Tribunal, susaing up its findings on plunder and spoliation, 
said in its declsiont 1 

The evidence In this case has established that the territories 
occupied by Germany mre exploited for the Oenaan war sffort 
in the most ruthless way, without consideration of the local 
econoay, and in consequence of a deliberate design and policy. 

There was, in truth, a systematic "plunder of private and 
public property", which eas criminal under Article 6 (b) of 
the Charter. 

In the planning and execution of these crimes, Farben played an 
important part. In approaching its special role in dealing with the 
chemical industry of the occupied countries, we will do well to under¬ 
line again its w»ry.n<e.y, its capacity to adjust itself to prevailing 
circumstances and to determine upon a skillful course which was satis¬ 
factory to the Nazi authorities and, at the same tine, kept Farben in a 
position to hold and to expand its private industrial empire. The course 
of events shows that the Farben leaders knew when to strike at once and 
ruthlessly, as in the case of Poland, as well as when to wait until the

•• in the case of Jrance. Eowever, In each case wo will find Jarben 
prepared with a thorough analysis of the political, econoolc. and military 
situation and of the pereonalitle. involved, with a stiff of experts 
ready for all eventual It lee. with cooperative Sac in in high places who 
could properly be approached at the propitious accent, and with dummies 
and liaison officers who could make approaches on its behalf when rlrben 
itself, for the accent, desired to resain in the background. Xo moral 
or legal considerations of any kind were allowed to enter the picture. 

In Jarbon'a Bind the purpose of both war and plunder was to enrich 
Jarben and to extend the Geroan dcainion and its own ej pereat nundus . 
Germany's aggressive wars were not supported sal participated in by 
Jarben Just to stand idly * *hea the distribution of the spoils was 
sade. 

In outlining the evidence under Count One of the indictment, we 
have already described, in tuasary fashion. Jarben's solsure ond exploi¬ 
tation of the chemical industries of Austria and Csschoslovakia. Theoo 
acts were part and parcel of the invasion and occupation of Austria and 
Czechoslovakia and. as such, fall within the acbit of Couni Cho. The 
same acts constituted war crises and crises against htearity, as is 
charged and set forth in Count Two. . 

Jor brevity's sake, we will confine ouridives at this Uso to a 
brief suneexy of the evidence in connection with plmijr ond spoliation 
in three other countries: Poland, Jrance. and the Soviet Union. As is 
sot forth in the indictment, Jsrben'e criminal activities under Count 
Tw were by no seans confined to these three countriee; Norway, Greece, 
and Yugoslavia, asong others, were equally ite victins. But the evidence 
with respect to these other cwintries say await its actual presentation 
during the trial. 

A. Poland 

Poland had barely been subjugated when the German Belch created 
the 'legal" basis for taking -title- to her public and private property 

by issuing, to this effect, a ausber of decrees. 5be -authority" of 

% 

German agencies to "sequester* Polish property under these decrees had 

virtually no Units.- Poland was called, by both the Sazl legislature 
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and Parben officials, the "former Polish State*. As to Its property, 
the German Decree Concerning Sequestration of January 16, 1940, following 
other decrees similar in scope, enacted: 

The entire property of the forcer Polish State, tangible or 
intangible (together with all appurtenances), including all 
claiss, participations, rights, and interests of any kind 
whatsoever, is put tinder seauestratlon. 

And a codes* second paragraph provided: 

Property so sequestrated is hereby seized. 

Another decree, dated Septeaber 17, 1940, repeating and supplooentlng 
othor otoiler decrees, dealt with Polish Property in the Incorporated 
Territory (so-called Warthegau). It provided for the "seauestratlon" of 
property, and enacted: 

Sequestrated property eay be confiscated by the competent 
agency for the benefit of the Oersan Reich if the public 
welfare, particularly the defense of the Reich or the 
strengthening of Oercanisa, so recuiros. 

The agency referred to in decrees of this kind was tho Ka'.n Trustee 
Office East (Eaupttreuhandstelle Ost). Tho general policy ord.»- eLioh 
this agency operated was described by the notorious Hans frank, the 
Governor General of Poland, in the following words: 

• On tho 15th of Septeaber 1939, I recelvod lnel-lesions to 
take over the adninietratlon of the Occupied Z.i«torn Terri¬ 
tories..., accocpanied b7 special orders to exploit this 
field ruthlessly as a war territory and a land of booty, to 
turn it, so to speak, into a heap of ruins fr*t> tho point of 
view of econcelc, social, cultural,•and polltloot structure.... 

These practices flagrantly violated all k.icvn strnu-rds under the 
lava and custocs of vur Halting the peraiseible use of the resourceo of 
occupied countries. In this undisguised pillage. Farben was a full- 
fledged partner. Ve have already eentioned that in July 1939, two months 
before the outbreak of war, the defendant Ilgner's Berlin W 7 offico 
prepared a comprehensive report entitled: "The Most Important Chemical 
Plants in Poland", which forced the basis for Farben's plundering actlvi- 
ties in Polend. 

The three outstanding Polish enterprises in the chemical field were

taovn as -Santa", near Led*, and - ¥ola" and "Vlnnlca", both situated 
near Varsav, All three produced dyestuffs and other chesicals, and 
Sonita manufactured explosives as veil. Boruta and Vola were old, well- 
establlshed flrns, and all three vere aesbers of the International dye¬ 
stuffs cartel. 

Iren before Lodz, let along Varsav, ves conquered, the defendant 
▼on Schnltrler on Septeaber 7, 1939, only six days after the attack'on 
Poland, called a Farben director named Schvab.and asked him to prepare to 
taka charge of the Polish dyestuff factories which, in all probability, 
•ould fall into Genian hands. The sacs day he requested Far ben's Berlin 
office to contact the Belch Ministry of Bconooice. The defendant Haef- 
liger at once visited the Ministry, informed it about the Polish factories, 
and asked for Farben's trusteeship. On Septeaber 14. 1939, the defendant 
▼on Schnitsler, together with Schwab, called on Dr. Mulort of the 
Ministry of Bconoolcs. and urged that Farben, and Farben alone, would be 
a proper -trustee- of Borutn. Vole and Vlnnlca. Ke argued that Boruta 
was aost Inportant to the war effort since 66 % of Farben's production of 
aniline dyestuffs and their lntereellates was being produced by Farben's 
western plants which were exposed to enoay air attacks; he also stressod 
that the Vola factory was owned by Jews, and that it should be closed, 
"since the plant has no iaportanee to speak of as an independent enter¬ 
prise". Operation of Boruta, however, should be continued on the largest 
possible scale. 


On September 21, 1939, the two Farben directors, Schwab and Schoonor, 
were elected trustees, their appolnteent providing that: "the enter¬ 
prises have to be adapted to the requlrenents of the Gernan war economy, 
end Gersan exports to neutral countries". All this was Just a first 
step. What Farven was aiaing at was the actual ownership of Boruta. 

In Hoveaber 1939, the defendant Vurster cade an Inspection trip 
through conquered Poland. His ccaprehensi-re report, addressed to the 

a 

defendant Buergln, deals with ten Polish factories, a:ong then Boruta, 
Vola, and Vlnnlca. In cost cases, the author reached the conclusion that 
the equipcent and Installations should be diocantlod and brought to 



Gernan Farben plants without delay. Lust for plunder wont so far that 
the aero fact of a factory's existence sufficed Cor coveting It, evon If

not yet known to Parben by care or otherwise. At & meeting of 
Parben'e Commercial Coeaittee in October 1939, it was stated that a 
Parbea lawyer cased Delssmanc: 

On hie way back to Warsaw, will call at Poenaa on the chief 
of the ciril administration, in order to clarify the appoint- 
sent of a tnietee for the 'biggest chemical industrial plant" 
located there - which plant ie involve* is not yet known. 

To obtain their objectives in Poland, Farben had to win over the 
SS men who had descened like a plague on the wretched country. An SS 
colonel naaed Eichenhauer. »*o was a member of the Sitrogen Syndicate 
headed by the defendant Oeter and thereby known to the Tartan people, 
received a "particularly friendly" invitation froo Parben and was 
inatrunental in introducing the defendant von Schnitsler to SS-Brigade- 
fuehrer Oreifelt, of the Main Trustee Office East. After discussing 
the situation with Oreifelt, von Schnitsler thanked his waroly "for his 
benevolence" and Indicated that "if difficulties should arise. Parbon, 
with confidence, would apply to his." Oreifelt woe a particularly 
unsavory character, whose lootings in Poland totaled near!}- a billion 
oarke, and who subsequently played an iaportant part in the k: dnapplng . 
of Polish children to be brought up aa Basis under specie'. SI tutelago. 
With Oreifelt's assistance Parben got its way. Boruta, v’.th all its 
covables and incobles, supplies, plants, preelees, and buildings, was 
trensferrsd to a corporation organised by Parben. Xvory'iinj was taken 
over with one exception: 

Subsistence allowances, annuities and similar payments for 
which Bcruta is responsible according to earlier contracts 
with esployees or other agreements dating from Polish tines, 
especially payments out of the sb-cailed savings fund, will 
not be taken ever by the purchaser. The purchaser is, how- * 
ever, prepared to pay out any annuities or other Bums which 
say be due to persons of German race. 

Contrary to the maxim of ancient Rome, Parbcn's motto wao "combine 

and rule". In each conouered caintry, Parben endeavored to amalgamate 

the more valuable segments of its chemical industries into a single 

large combine, docinated by Parben, and to close down the rest altogothor. 

In Poland, Parben recommended that Vola and Vinnica should be stripped 

of such equijeent as could be used for the German war effort, for 
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removal to either Bonita or Farbon plants in Germany. The factories 
thonselvos should thereafter lie idlo. Tho Nazi authorities agreed. 
Winnica's installations and machinery were dismantled and part of 
them shipped to Ludwigshafcn, and ports of Wola woro also transferred 
to Farbon plants in Germany. 

The defondant Burster, in his report to Farben in November 1939, 
stressed the fact that the owners of Wola wore throe "gentlemen" (tho “ 
quotation marks are Burster's) named Szpilfogel, Goldfisch, and 
Augenblick, all three of whoa wore Jewish. So far, wo have talked 
about spoliation in terms of factories and as chinos, but wo must not 
ovorlook the fact that thoso facto rios wore owned and opera tod by human 
boings. Whet happoned to Hr. Szpilfogel whin Farbon closed down his 
factory, and how was ho treatod? 

»£r. Szpllfogol has boon desorlbod by a Farbon director asr "a 
man of calibro who, for tho first tiao, introduced napthal dyostuffs in 
Poland. He was, no doubt, a highly rospoctod personality". Soon after 
tho copturo of Warsaw, the two Farbon "trustees", Schwab and Schoonor, 
oalled on him and sequestered all his cjyostuffs. Thoy also info mod him 
that hia houso in Warsaw and his country ostatos st Wola and Otwock woro 
included in tho sequestration, and from now on woro undor tho control of 
Farbon. Thoy confisoatod his automebilos and forbado him to uso anything 
in any of his housoa. 

Schwab and Schoonor forced Sxpilfogol to njvo, with his family, 
into a small apartment in ono of his own houses and pay a monthly rent 
to Farbon. For a short tisc, thoy allowed hia a trifling allowanco from 
tho Wola properties, but eventually oven this was stopped. 

In 19U0, tho Gormans established tho infamous TTarsaw ghotto, and 

in Novonbor Szpllfogol and his family woro forced to movo to tho ghotto. 

Sapilfogol, through tho international dyostuffs cartel of which his firm 

had boon a member, was personally acquainted with tho defendant von 

Schnitzlor and othor Farbon officials. In January, 19U1, from tho ghotto 

ha sent a despairing letter to von Schnitzlor, in part as follows: 

Your kindness, with which I an familiar, encourages mo to 
contact you with the request that I be permitted to move 
with ay family to an appropriate apartment at my residence 
and place of birth, Wola, near Peprikau, and to obtain 
permission to work in tho industrial plant Wola, of which 
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I c= a part cwner, in order to be cblo to exist. As cy son 
is ill in a hospital, I x<espeltfully roqucst that it bo 
rands red possibla for hia to deceive regular monthly payaonts 
on his credit account with tha chard del factory Kola. The 
saao for sy daughter Hanna, who has a substantial credit with 
tho cheaical factory Wole. Hoping that you, dear sir, will 
confora to ny wishes,.. 


The defondant von Schnitzler referred Szpilfogel's plea to Schwab, 
consenting* 


Dr. U. Szpilfogol has sent no tha onclosed lotter detod 
16 January. I an Bonding you tho original toxt. It goes 
without saying that nothing can bo done from hero in this 
natter. What you can do in your capacity os t mo too of 
■Yola, I don't know. This constitutes n part of tho duties 
which fall to you as a result of your appointment as trustee. 

I oust thoroforo loava it entirely to you to do what you ooo 
fit in this aattorj I refrain free tsking any position on ray 
part. You will bo good enough to advisa Dr. Szpilfogol diroctly 
of your decision. ~ith kind regards, and Roll Hitler, 

(signed) Schnitzlor 

Szpilfogol nover received rny answer to his loiter. Ho reaolnod in 
tho ghotto until thi ond of July 19U2. In tho noantino, tho Oi naans had 
bogun tha liquidation of th> Java in tho ghetto; thqy would order tho 
inhabitants of housos or blocks to csooablc in tho street, vhoro thoy 
woro loaded into trucks and carried off to Troblinko, or ono of tho 
other oxtomirwtion caaps. Szpilfogel's turn cmro in July 19li2, but ho 
managed to slip eway and hid hiasolf. By the kindness and courago of 
his feraer conciergo, ho ultiratoly escaped fron the ghetto and survived 
tho 0:man occupation. His son, his son-in-law, his sister, two of his 
brothers with their entire families, and all four of his wife's brothers 
and s is tors, woro Burdened in tha ghotto. 


B • Tho Soviet Union 


One of tho "guiding Principles for 3conoeic Operations in tho 
Newly Occupied Sestern Territories 3 , pro.-nilgat.ed ss soon os tho attack 
on tho Soviet Union started, provided th'.t "in accordance with tho command 
given by tho Fuehrer all sea3urcs cro to be taken which aro nocc3scry to 
bring about tho imodiato and highest possibla exploitation of tho torri- 
torios in favor of Gcraany". The regulations of tho Hagoo Convention of 
190?, to which Gerneny was a part, were oponly disregarded "since tha 
U.S.S.R. is to bo considered dissolved". Soviet rosourcos woro to bo 
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exploited oat ruthlessly oven "if nany pillions of people arc starved 

to do3th”. 

The defendants wore active n=bors of, and partlr-ipants in, the 

• * * 

plan to strip Russia of her resources on a scale unprecendcntcd in 
nodarn history. Far ben accepted as a natter of course that the Geras n 
Reich is "successor to foraar Soviot State property", and'it directed 
its offarts froa tha very start towards sharing the spoils to the groatost 
possible extent. This ala was. not easily attained. The Nasi govemnwnt 
to s resolved, at least in the beginning, to reserve the spoils for SS and 
cercbat veterans. Contrary to the case of Poland, thoroforc, it did not 
give the "trusteeship" of Russian enterprises to GonMn industrialists) 
instead, it organized so-called "Monopoly" or "East" corporations which 
wore charged with "protecting" the Russian plants. Farbon, thoroforc, 
tried to gat as big a share in those «onopoly corporations os possiblo, 
and to placo ita ooploycos in key positions. 

i * 

Of course, more pcitlcipetion in tho "Monopoly" corporations was not 

satisfactory to Farbon. At least in its own field, particularly in tho 

fiold of synthotlc rubber, Farbon wanted ta bocono the oxclusiva castor. 

That tha "dissolved" Soviot %ion was to bo entirely oxcludod fro* its own 

buna factorios, its supplios, and installations, ras a forogono conclusion. 

Circular letters wore sent by tho dofenant Aebros to tho Farbcn oaployooa 

who wara soloctod to oxploit tho Russian buna plants. Tho first circular 

latter, of July 1, 19lil, saidi 

It is intended th-st, when your assigmont for Russia comos 
about, a cocnissicn consisting of riulfT, Biodcnkonf and 
eysolf, will go to Russia; thoro to establish ritb you tho 
quostion of using Russian plants for tha production of 
cortain types of buna or their prInary products, in ordor 
to utllizo also tho Russian production for our purposes as 
soon as possiblo. 

Farbon cnploycos who, vostod with official authority cs "Sondor- 
fUohror" (special leaders) were to teko over tho Russian buna plants 
first temporarily and then "dofinitoly", wore appointed by Arabros. 

Such was Farbon's zeal and precipitancy that thoir ocissories oven 
surpassed the speed of the Gera-on Art^y. Farbon* s orployoo Eilors 
reported on the failure of a nission. Ho had to return froa Voronesh 
"not having accomplished anything) it was inpossible for him to approach 



_ . —%i»e • tfaetoiy at-Voronesh since that plant had not yet fallen to the 
Germans". Farbon prepared lists of all Russian plants for buna. 


plastics, and dyos, including plants in Georgia, Armenia, and West¬ 
ern Siberia. Farben Director Borgwardt sont these lists, on January 
lb, 19b2, to tho selected Farben representatives, saying: 


I adviso you to be on the alert when the places sot forth in 
tho enclosure are occupied by Geraan troops, so that we oea 
than contact, at coco, the German authorities having jurisdiction. 


In Octobor \''jl» at a confercnoe with Dr. Ungowitter, it was agroed ' 

that "protection" of the Russian buna plants would bo transferred by tho 

Reich to Farben. It was more difficult to gat a proonptivo right to 

tho effect that, if tho Goman government should docide to soli tho plants, 

Farbon would have the first refusal. But in Docantor 19bl, the Rolch 

Ministry of Econonics agroed in principle to Farben*s proonptivo right. 

The nain difficulty was Farben'a request for the exclusive right of using 

Russian processes and know-how within Gomary. In this rospoct tho 

government was stubborn. Farbon, hoimvor, was not oasily disoouragod. 

Though usually diplooatic in its official intorcourso with tho Noti 

authorities, Farbon usod blunt language in a letter to tho Roioh Ministry 

of Econonics, signod by tho dofondent Aabros, sotting forth tho objections 

to tho Roich's invasion of ?arbon*s doaoin: 

As you woll know, Farbon startod to dovolop tho manufacturing 
of buna at a vory considorablo axponso of. labor and nonoy, and 
at tho risk of private funds, in providing additional facilitios 
for tho manufacture of buna, to such an oxtont ttet tho total 
amount of rubbor requested by tho Goman army and Oonnan ocononio 
demands during the war could ba supplied by the company. In view 
of tho scrvicos so rendered by Farbon to tho Roich, wo do not think 
it fair for tho Roich to now go into competition with Farbon in . 
Gomany over tho utilisation of manufacturing procossos takon 
from Soviet Russia, ospocially since theso procossos could not 
bo of any uso to the Roich unless Farbon exports aro made avail¬ 
able to tho Roich. 

In this lottor Farbon, with all clarity, rovoalod tho trumps it hold. 

By taking tto initiative and risking its own-funds, it had rondorod 
iaseasurable service to tho German war machine, and it could afford to 
remain adamant since the Nazi government was completely dopondent on 
Farben*s cooperation. As Albert Spoor explained in a lottor to H immle r 
in July 19Ul*s 
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I do, hcwsvor, regret that in the course of the Four Tear 
Plan, no eccpetitive fire to the I. G. Farben concern was 
established, as in the care of tho Horaann Gooring Worta*^ 
Thia would have boon easily possiblo at the tino when the 
numerous now plants of the Four Toar Plan wore established. 
Nowadays, wo dopond entirely upon the work of I. G. Farben 
for chemical progress. 


C. Franoo 

In 19U0, envisaging the defeat of France, Farben's plans for 
onlarging its aapiro wont boyond preparations for reaping the spoils 
of each individual aggression. We havo already doscribod tho "New 
Ordor" for tho choaical industry, which Farben developed between Juno 
and August, 19U0. 

. Tho "New Order" document embodied Farbon's plans with rospeot to tho 

French chonioal industry. The throe principal French ontorprisos in tho 
dyostuffs fiold — Kuhlxonn, St. Clair du Rhone, and St. Denis — wore to 
be consolidated. The snailer French factories wore to bo closod down. A 

• new conbino of the largo fires was to bo foraad, which was la tor on called 
"Francolor". 

Tho Go naan spoliation in tho Host difforod from tho Eastom schotio 

• 

in tho methods used but not in tho ultimate goal. What both tho Nasi 
government and Farbon alnod at was occploto subjugation of French industry 
and tho widest possiblo uso of its fbdlitios for tho Goman war nachlno. 
In tha oaso of Franco, tho protonso of an orderly procoduro was to bo 
obsorvod, since tho official catchword was "collaboration". 

* Tho identity of purposo, however, doarly appears from official 
Oorman ordors not destined for publication abroad. Under tho hocding 
"Systematic Exploitation of tho Soon any of the Occupied Wostom Terri¬ 
tories for tho Goman War Economy", Gog ring docrood, on August 6, I 9 J 1 O 1 

It is a nacossity of high political iaportanoo that tho 
capacities and raw materials in tho occupied Wes tom 
Territories shall be employed systematically and to tho 
extent in order to holp tho Gorman war production and to 
% raise tho war potential for tho fulfilment of tho demands 

to bo rsado in tho interest of further warfaro. Tho High 
Command of tho Araod Forces (OKn) and tho Reich Minister 
for Woapais and Ascunition havo already publishod tho 
directives necessary in this connection. 

As far as Goman industry is concomod, its groed, oven before Franco had 

signod tho Armistice, was such that Goo ring, on Juno 20, 191*0, doused it 

necessary to ordor: 
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The andoavor of the Goman Industry to toko over now enter¬ 
prises in the occupied territory, aust bo rojoctod in the 
sharpest nanner. 

But when it ms decided to plunder under the cloak of ^collaboration", 
Goman industry' was invited - end gladly accepted tho invitation - to 
play its part. Defendant burster reported on "voiy interesting" directives 
given by Linistcrialdiroktor Schlottarar, "one of tho coat conpetonl por- 
sonalitios in tto Reich Ministry of Econonics", before tho Council of tho 
Roichagruppo Industrie, cocording to ^tiich Schlottorcr was strongly in 
favor of German industry penotrating tho industry of Franco and othor 
occupied countrloa: 

You cay have any arount you dosire....The osaontial thing for 
us is that you do penotrato, and that, in this nay, no aooure 
our influonco in tho countries involved. 

In subjugoting tho French o h wdoal industry. Far bon cotod in closost 

cooporation with, but by no means under tlw loadorshi? :f, tho Kazi 

govarnaont. Tho initi'tivo ms Farton»o. Farbon draftod tho plan to 

olioincto Fronch caopotition onco and for all, to bocoreo castor in tho 

Froneh heuso, to prohibit Fror.ch exports, and, dosplto ell that, to nrdn- 

tain the protonso of a voluntary oontract with actual rights and dutioa. 

Tho Kazi govomnont had favorably rooaivod Farbon'a "Now Ordoi* plan, 

and frsa thon on gave its support but no instructions. As dafondant 

Kuglor put it, Farbon regarded iwgoti-.tions idth tho Fronchi 

. . 3 matter which caiccmod Farbon, and in which tho support 

of tho Ooracn govorrrant ms certainly dosirod, but in which wo 
r.oodcd noithcr directives nor edvico from tha govoriwont. 

Parbon's schcao, briofly, ms to show "historically * 1 that its pro¬ 
doc 033 or firm wore unfairly donajod by both tha Troaty of Vorsaillos and 
tho attitudo takon by tho French chonioal industry. Those da no go 3 should 
now bo fully repaired. Obviously, Fartxn felt that there "reason" night 
not sound too convincing to tho French, and accordingly it docidcd to put 
than in such o position that they had no alternative but to accept. One 
dovico ms to delay tho discussions so urgently asked far by the French 
and to uso tho intoria pariod to "starve out" the French choaical industry. 
After the araistica, it becano a vital necessity for tho Fronch nation 
and its industry that the occupied part could export to tho unoccupied 
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part, and import from it in turn, Sxports and imports of this Idnd 
depended on licenses to be granted or rejected by the German JtUitipy 
Governor in France* FQrfccn was able to arrange that such liccnsos 
would bo refused, fy such devices Farben hoped to make the French more 
pliable or, as the defendants at that tine cynically called it, “ripe 
for negotiations", 

♦ 

When this stage of “ripeness" seemed tote reached, the defendants 
von Serai taler. Ter Ifcer, and Kuglor not the French industrialists at 
Wiosbadon on November 21, 191*0. The stenographic report of tho meoting 
shows that the French were treated in the most ruthless way, and that 
they were faced with tho alternative of cithor accepting Farbon's dictate 
or not surviving at all. The French did what they could under tho Circum¬ 
stances. They protracted negotiations, they applied to thoir government 
for support, and they tried to contact do fondant von Schnitxlcr person¬ 
ally in order to obtain oaaior terms. It was all in vain. Thoir main 
objection was to Farbon's 51$ participation in and consoqucnt control 
of tho now combine. But tho pressure exorcised by Far ben was such that 
tho French government itself finally advised tho industrialists to give 
in. Ono jr-tr after tha Wiesbaden mooting, the Francolor agroonont was 
signed under wtdeh tho French chemical industry lost its indcpcndonco 
and became a su'oeidiary of Pnrbon. Torrorixod though thoy wore, tho 
French industrialists insisted upon insorting a preamble to tho Francolor 
agreement by which thoy made it clear that thoy did not sign the agroo- 
moat of thoir own volition. 

As to tho results, tho defendant Ter door could proudly report: 

Ir. tho field of dyestuffs and auxiliary products, tho French 
'/ill bo confined, under tic contract, to the French market, and 
, to exports to Belgium and Spain; by that thoy are olimnatod as 
coupetiters in tho dycstu.Ci'3 field in all other markets. 

Or, a; tho defendant von Sclriitxlor put it in his lot tor to tho French 

Government, the “basic fundamental idea" was that “in principlo, no 

export of Francolor is allowed to take place." In return, Francolor 

was Granted docisiva assistance by giving it, in tho fiold of 
intonediatos, orders for tho German arny requirements. 

Tihtlo the defendants von Schnitzlor, Ter !fccr, Kuglor and others

wore busy subjugating the French dyestuffs industry, tho defendant Mann, 
haad of Fgrben's jharcacoutical sales dopartaont, coveted the French 
pharaacoutical csnblno, knocn as "Rhone-Poulenc". 

In this instance, it was the Basso thoao with different variations. 

Ono transparent dorico and credo throat after another ms used. Ko “Trill 
not burden tho Tribun-1 at this tiao with the do tails of tho "negotiations". 
Ultimately Hhoeo-Poulanc was f-rcod to conduct a substantial part of its 
mr lasting through a sales ccenany in which Farbon, in its own naus, hold 
a h9% interest, and a French r^ninoe of Farbon held another 2%, which 
gare Farbon control. In this ir.stanoo, as in tho others rtiich will bo- 
shown by the ovidonoo ‘under Count Two of tho indictaont, Farbon sras both 
versatilo and ruthless in achieving its criminal ends. 





uuoar i/oun', *nroe ot toe indictment, the defendants are charged with 
crr-.os which arc recognized as such not only under international lair, but 
by the ordinary ponal laws of all civilised nations. The -feguo and Geneva 
Conventions contain numerous applicable provisions with respect to the 
treatment of prisoners of war and the civilian population of occupied 
countries. The i-finitions of '•war criws- and -crimes against humanity*'’ 
in Article II of Control Council Law Ho* 10, specifically presoribo 
"murder, ill troatacnt or deportation to slave labor or for any other 
purposo, of civilian populations from occupied territories, Border or 
ill treatment of prisoner* of wax* and -extoraination, enslavement, 
deportation, imprisonment-' and •'other inhuame acts oooeitted against 
any civilian pojwlation, or persecution on poUtical, racial, or 
relish grounds." The ovidenoo undsr this Count relates primarily to 
the use and abuso of pid.sci.crs of war, tho enslavement and deportation to 
slave labor and mistreatment of taiy thousands of civilians in tho 
countries occupied by .QorMxgr, tho conducting of atrocious uvodioal expori- 
asnts upon onslavod porsons without their consent, and the extermination 
of slave workors who had bocn usod up'and wero no longer of valuo as 
laborers. 


Tno slave labor program of the Third loich was tho revolting off¬ 
spring of the aggressive wars which it planned and wagod. It was dosienud 
to koop the German war aachino rolling at tho frightful oeponso of the 
froodna and lives of millions of persons. They tyranny and brutality of 
?!azi conquest was fait by thoo rot only in their own homelands of Franco, 
Belgium, £>lland, Russia, Poland, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, and olsowhero. 
Hundreds of thousands suffered tho additional misery of bring torn loose 
from hones and faailios a:* slipped to Germany into slavery and more than 
often to a niscrable and ^roeaturo death. 

The story of the slave labor program was unfoldod boforo tho Intor- 
rational Jllitary Tribunal, and ite Judeoont established its essential 
facts and deep criadnality beyond question. In tho judgment, it is stated:

.......the conscription of labor was accomplishjd in many oases by 

drastic and violent methods. The "sistakos and blunders" rare on 
a vary large scale. iSanhunts took place in the streets, at notion 
picturo tousae, oven at churchesi and at night in privato houses. 
aomos rare sometimes burnt down, and the f am l ies takon as hostagos, 
practices tddoh '"ere described by the defendant Rosenberg as having 
their origin "in the blackest periods of the slave trade". The 
nethods used in obtai n ing foroorf labor fron the Ukraine appear from 
an order issued to fifty offices which statod: "It will not bo 

possible always to refrain froa using force.when searching 

villages, especia ll y when it has boon neoessary to burn down a 
village, the whole population will be put at the disposal of the 

Coradssionor by force..As a rulo, no more children will be 

shot......If ue limit harsh coasuros through the above order for 

the time being, it is only done for the following reason. 

The cost important thing is the recruitment of workers." 

Frit* Sauckel, Hitler's labor Plenipotentiary, stated that "out of 

the five million workers who arrived in C c rrany, not even 200,000 came 

voluntarily". The degrading manner in idiich tho enslavod victims wore 

troatod is well opitosdtod to* Sauckol's instructions of 20 April 19U2i 

All the men ait be fed, sheltered and treated’in such a way as 
to exploit then to tho highest possible extent, at tho lowest 
oonccivablo dogree of expenditure.

And Mnnlor, in his notorious speech at Posen in October, 19b3, saidi 

1 Whether ton thousand Russian faafllos fall down from exhaustion 
while digging an anti-tank ditch interests mo only insofar as 

tho anti-tank ditch for Germany is finished.T'o must roalizo 

that we have six or so von million foreigners in Germany.....Thoy 
are none of them dangerousso long as we take sercro moasuroe at 
the sorest trifles. 

roe defendants, through tho instrumentality of Farbon and othonrlso, 
not only knowingly participated in tho enploymont of foreign slavo labor, 
but were aggrossive in itsproourooont. For example, Sauckel, who assumed 

• e 

offloe in Parch, 19li^ said! 

I had considerable difficulty when I assumed office in putting 
a atop to .did recruiting air* the uitf jrstandablo iivdepcndent 
measures taken by indivi<^ual large industries or individual 
large plants such as I. 0 . Pcrbon to recruit foreign workers. 

As early ft3 .optenber, 19*.0 numerous foreigners and prisoners of 

0 

war had alroatfcr been enslaved in '.!» ' arbon plants. At Ludwigshafen, for 
exaruplo, of the 10,000 additional orkers taken on during the first yoar 
of the war, 5,000 were foreigners end prisoners of war. At Don-agon s ^ 

special regulations had already been issued governing tho "conduct" of 
the Polish civilian workers. 

Sight months prior to Sauckd's raaark about "wild recruiting",

Farbon* s policy had been stated by the defendant Schmitz, the chairman of 

tha-d^rstandi. 
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The TTorks =ust direct thdr effort* to obtaining tho required 
workers; through foreign -workers end prisoners of war, tho 
roquiremat could in general t» cov-rod. 

Again on 3C Hay 10:2, threo month* After Svackel took office, Schnsltz said:

7r.o shortage of Markers, particularly the skilled workers, had * 
to bo mado up for ty working leng hours, tho eapleyaent of worain, 
icroigners and prisoners of war, 

Ferben's motto was -production at any cost". Schsitz's order that 
tho T'orks aist endeavor to obtain the required workers acang foreigners 
tras csgres3ively pirsued. Farbcn representatives wore sont into all 
occupied countries to procure workers. A 8 late as March l?Ji3, tho Reich 
fconooic Minister ms writing Forben for suggestions. 3v*n in this slavu 
traffic, ?*rben lived up to Its traditional reputation for leadership. 

The defendant Kracch, as General Plenipotentiary for Special Quostior 
of Chcaical Production in tho Four Year Plan, ms the highest authority 
for pc a sing on allocations of labor for the dudoal Industry, including 
foreign labor, concentration casp labor, and prisoners of \mr. Krauch, 
with the aid of the other defendants, ,-roparod thj organization and 
details of tho plans of tho chcrlcal indue try for war mobilisation. These 
plaa included provision for the procurement and exploitation of corr>- 
polsoxy labor of alj types. 

Ch tho policy level, the Farbcn Vorstand "dolegatod" overall 

responsibility for tho wolf are of its laborers in ell its plants to tho 

dofendant Christian Schneider as Chief of Plant Leaders. In f orzailatlng 

policy decisions, Schnoider consulted with thu various plant leaders 

end reported to tho Vorstand. Hot a single case has boon found in which 

the Vovetend disagreed with Schneider's recoca-ndations. 

In tho countries of Western Europe, an effort was cade to koop up 

• 

tho pretenso of voluntary rccruitamt, tlirough tho subterfuge of having 
n person selected for work in Qcraany sign a cent met. Persons who refuse 
to sign wore forced to ease to Germany anyhow through tho knowledge that 
their ration cards ould be taken *rey, or that they rrould bo denied work 
in their homeland or, if they ran ffray, tiiat reprisals would be token 
against nanbors of their families. Those who cast-, whether or not they 
signed contracts, wore in effect slaves in tho Farbcn plants. They wore 
not free to change jobs nor cculd tgo hoa. when t.Vy pleased, they 



did not hava fToodas. of novoaent, and if thoy escaped or did not return 
frtxz leave they trora reported by "arbr.-.i to aw Gostepo, which hunted 
then dean and returned tKa to the Tgrbsn plants. 

A rfacographed circular letter dated 9 August 19^3, fron the 
Defendant Sraueh addressed to all pitot Construction and building officoa, 
outlines a-asurcs to Wing bach ft-ertdh markers i/ho had been recruited and 
who feed escaped. Another exanpio is a letter iron the Military Coaeandcr 
ir. ?-rie to Eynaedt-hobel, advising that a worker who had broken his 
contract a,id hed not returned to tx pleat had bean arrested and trans¬ 
ferred by "special transport" -to the labor offico. These are camples of 
the so-called "voluntary" vaployrynxt of western workers.

In tho noontime, 
negotiations with tho SS for labor supply froa tho oonp rero prooooding 
aoro than satisfactorily. Tho defendant Ouerrfald, the Director and

The defendants Antoros, Puetafiaoh and Paerrfald vero present; Anbros_ 

acted as aester of cercccnios cal ccancntcd that: "By reason of m; 

order of tho Heichsfuohrc^SS, far-reaching support is being furnished 

during tho buildir.3 poriod by the concentration cnap of Auschwitz. Tho 

camp cormander, Sturnhannfuohrcr Kooas, has alroa:fcr started proparations 

for tho utiliration of his laborers". Anbros forwarded to tho defendants 

Tor "eer various rotes on these neotings with a lottor stating: 

Our r.cwfriondship »dth tho SS shows gratifying effoots. On tho 
occasion of a aupror given for us, at which the eomandant of 
the concentration care c.s our host, we ostablishod all roer.suros 
concerning the uso of tho really excellent organization of tho 
concentration canp for t:* benefit of too bona plant. 

Iator on, final or hiasclf visited tho Fcrben plant at Ausohwitz and 

gevo a special ordor to Hooss to anke ton thousand imr.toa available and 

to giro Farbor, priority over all other industrial organizations in tho 

region. Construction of the plant procoodod, ianporod by the lack of . 

accoraodatiors and facilitioe in tho region and the low work output of 

tho starved and terrorized insr.tos of the ooap. The SS horded them» 

to and fren tho plant, and F.-rbon paid the SS for their -services", in 

Cote bar 19U, at a nooting attended by tho dafondants Anbros nnd 

• 

Buotofisch, lAi*>rrfeld reported that: "under present conditions, tho 
utilisation of prisoners tan not bo increasod. Tho fencing-in of the 
plant croa has boon started ani its completion is tho prerequisite for 
increasod utilization of prisoners......The prisonors arrive too Into 

at the construction site and they arc qoir* back too early. In case of 
fog, :uardine to«n crises difficulty, fho work output cnour.ts to about 
two roters of soil novel per ran per day." 

Farben«s souse of efficiency was outraged, and it decided to build 
its own concentration caap close to the plant sito to house tho innates 
assigned to its construction. Farben, through tho Technical Conaittoe 
and tho Yorstanl, approved approximately 5,000,000 Seichscxirks for the 
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construction of the Concentration Camp Monowitz - Farben's -'.n concen¬ 
tration cans built on its own factory grounds. In the true tradition 
of concentretion camns, Monowitz «as surrounded with electrically chargud 
barbed wires, watch towers, SS guards, etc. The inmates living at 
Concentration Cane Uonowitz worked solely for Paroen in the construction 
and ooeration of I.G. Auschwitz, me saving of tine lost in tronspo?tation 
of im»tes to end fro* work «?s a good investment. 

The sienificance of these events can be batter aooreciated after 
a brief glance at the Auschwitz concentration caao itself during thia 
oeriod. Auschwitz was no longer Just another concentration canp whore 
victims were starved and abused. It h.-d become a very soecial type of 
ca*D. In June 1941, about two months after the "founding” of the Farben 
Auschwitz buns «L-nfc, Firnler himself directed the camp coaaander, Koeas, 
to cocnonce the extermination of Uie Jews confined at Auschwitz. In 
August 1941, the use of a lethal gas known as Tyclon 9 was tried oxoer- 
Laentaliy on a group of iluaslen officer# at -uschwitz; tho method proved 
highly successful and Hoass proceeded to exploit it. this decision mado 
Koess faoous as the most monstrous mass murdorer in history. Special 
gas chambers were erected at Slrkenau and a sorlos of creaetorio woro 
cor. at rue tad to take care of the coroaea. Hooss hiaself estimated that 
at least 2,500,000 Auschwitz inmates were executed in the gas chambers 
and exterminated in tha erometoria, and that another half million in¬ 
mates diod from starvation or disosse. Ko added that the total of three 
million rcorosented about 70 or 00 oerccnt of all the oorsons who came to 
Auschwitz, »nd that the r^aaindcr wore nicked oub and usod as slave 
workers for tho industries located noar tho cano. Other estimates of tho 
total d-aths at fuscrr«it* run as hi-h as four million persons; it is 
cloar th*t tho rate of oxterai nation during tha years 1941 to 1944 was, 
betweon 75,000 and !100,000 persons every month. 

•*o will soare tho Tribune 1 at this tiaa further details about tha 
tortures and murders which were in progress at the Auschwitz camp while 
the Farban bun- plant was bting built. The defendant Ducrrfeld was at 
tho construction site throughout most of this period, he reoorted regularly. 
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to his superiors Anbroa and aictcfisch, and a number of the defendants 
visited the laacte r itz project or. many or several occasions, lhat was 
goinc on at the caap was a cccaon topic of conversation jm Auschwitz 
and at the factory* was well-known tc everyone in the vicinity, and 
could net help casing into tho Imoelcdgo of any nan «f normal perception 
who visited tho place. Quite apart fron the extermination program, tfeo 
physical appearance of the innates was ghastly beyond belief. Among tho 
thousands of persons who were brought to Auschwitz to work as construction 
labor on the Farbon plant was a group of about twelve hundred British 
prisoners, who were hold at a snail prisoner-of-war camp n-cr tho Ausch¬ 
witz plant. Soveral of those British soldiers will toll the Tribunal, 

H duo 'course, what they saw and learned at Auschwitz, and from their 
testimony and other ovidcnco it will clearly appoar that tho story of 
Auschwitz, as wo now know it, was known to nany, if not all, of these 
defendants raich earlier, and that tho sights and odors of Auschwitz 
were readily perceptible at tho Fnrbcn plant. 

As the tens of thousands of unfortunato Am of Norway, Holland, 
tomgary, Franco, Poland and Grcceo wore horded into Auschwitz, aero than 
sixty pu-ccnt woro dotcrtdiwd to bo unfit for work and wore "selected" f«r 
imediato gassing. Froo tho remaining forty percent, the b-st labor was 
6 ivon to 1.0. Auschwitz. In spito of the caroftil "selection", tho lifo 
span of an ircito coming to I.C. F.-rbon Auschwitz was apprexinatoly 
tbroc months. A group of Norwegians, oach weighing between 160 and 1*0 
pounds, wore assigned to I.G. Auschwitz in 19h2. AfU.r six weeks only 
10 ? of this group woro still alive. Tho rest of thorn had died of ex- 
hausticn and tho onus that remained alive weighed less than 90 pounds. 

In two Deaths all wore dead. 

Inmat js who had never porformed any hard physical labor wore forcod 
to carry in double ti*> hundred pound ccrcnt sacks and when they broke 
dc-.ni, they wore beaten or kicked fcy ta p es and I.G. foremen. Those who 
could no longer gut up were luft lying on tho ground where they fell, 
ar.d only in the evening after the working day was finished, wore their 
follow workers permitted to carry thorn hack to lfcncwitz. Knny of tlioso 
being carried wore no longer alive, but oven corpses had to be returned 
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for roll call* Such darth caravans were a daily sight at I.o. Auschwit*. 

The mortality was cxtrmoly high. Froa tho evidoneo, it can bo 
astisetod conservatively that Farben»s concentration camp I tons'lltc and 
Farbon*s buna plant togeth or took tho lives of 25,000 persons. Tho 
appalling significance, of this fl^uro can only be understood when it is 
teor.-n that ?arben»s xsoloyasnt of insetes never exeoedod 10,000 and the 
average nos soar.rhero between 5,0CO and 7,000. in othor words, Parben 
iraaates died at tha rate of we than 1005 «ch year.

S3 fid not have tho "arbon problem of turning out tho most work at tho 
least cost, and Fnrton turned tho repost doro on tho grounds that 1.0. 
Auschrrits did not have spaco in ibnoxits for sick inoat:s, but only ft>r 
h *°ltJv or.,8 who were able to work. Later two additional wards uoro 
installed, but those insro comloUly inadoquato sinco by thon there wero 
10,000 innate* at .‘bnowits. Because of Fcrbon's policy the hospital wards 
in Jionorit* vero usod only to treat thoso invitee who could bo curod and 
nado fit for work again vory quickly,

In addition to the tapes and foresen and guards provided by the SS, 

Farbon had its cm espionage system i.ithin the c cx> for. those inretos

who cridn't coeply with ell the rules. Tboso who violated the rulas, such 
as being caught sue tin:-; or waxrtLne their hands Airing working hours, "are 
reported to the SS for appropriate purxishnent. This punishment often con¬ 
sisted, of beatings up to twenty-five double strokes. Full punishment was 
rarely given since in most cases the vietde collapsed boforo the full 

twenty-five strokes -.-ero ccroletod. Tho r-rben mnagenont received re-

ports showing the number of irsntos iwrkiny ct the cajp, tho number of

insetes being transported to concentration cer.p .'.us cirri, tz, tho number 
of inmates confined in tho hospital wards in Kooowitz, end tho mraber of 
inmates to bo fad daily. 

A hospital book froa tho SI records at tbo 10 nc*ritz concentration 
ecu? contains c rooord of '.'onearitc incites who sore cloarod thrcujh tho 
Parban hospital at .‘bnonlta brin; tho ;o*r 19li3. According to thoso 
records, 15,000 incites at tho b no-rite concentration camp ontorod tho 
Farbon hospital Juring this year. Tho book shows tho naao of each inaato, 
tho date ho ontorod and tho date ho dopertod - dead or alive. Thoso who 
died in tho hospital arc identified by n cross in tho column haadod 
"remcrirs". 750 petients dlod in 11 months of 1913. Thoso who troro 
diopetchod’frop tho hospital to Auschwitz or Birkonau era identified by 
tho -fords Tech Auschwitz" end "naoh Birtanau". This meant death by oxtor- 
nrinetion in practically every case* "Bach Ausctwrits" maant that they wore 
sent to tho main oenp at Ausciiritz booauso they rwro unfit to work at tho 
buna factory, it being notorious that any such iroctcs returned to Ausch¬ 
witz would be sent in c >.«0 course to tho gt* chambers. "Bach birkonau" 
scant, that th-» i-retes v.oro sent -Iroctly to the gas cheaters. Over 
2,500 lncatos wore dispatched free tho hospital for extermination. 

The true nearing of the foregoing figures can not be fully appreciated 
unless it is realised that cnly tho healthiest and strongest of tho mill¬ 
ions that passed through Auschwitz -era accepted at 3ioixrrits and that tho 



vast majority of "eoloctions" for oxteraliiatloa were not made at the 
hospital but at tho gate* of the plant and in the barracksi Thoso 
latter selections weeded out those no longer fit to work, so that 
only those who had an oxcollent chance for a quick recovory were 
even permitted to got Into the hospital. 

The s-ne general attitude was displayed by Ferbon towards its 

• m • 

own foreign sl*vo laborers. In the mlnutos of the mooting of officials 
of 1.0. Anachwlts, tho labor situation is described as follows: "Tho 
Croats allocated seem adequate....Polish forced laborers wero 
utilised only a few days a week, therefore. Judgment not poeolblo... 
Ukraninn vooen vary qualified for lifting of earth...." Tarbon'o ap¬ 
proach to the problem of sickness among its workers reveals its 
fundamental concopt of the workers as aero tools. Even in the case 
of British prisoners of war, who were treated far bettor than any 
others, Parben's attitudo was arbitrary and rigorous. Parbon 
laid down the rulo that only 3* of tho total strength wero pornittod 
to be sick. Parbon doctors regularly visited tho British prieonor 
of war camp to roviow the doclelone nade by tho British canp doctor 
rs to tteee who woro unfit to work. In porfUnctory examinations averag¬ 
ing less than 30 soconds per nan, they would deddo that non who woro 
already doclarcd unfit by tho British physician, were in fact fit. 

To onforee its order to work, Farben would bring Vehraacht squads to 
the British caa\ lino up thoec whoa tho P.rbon doctor had doclarod 
fit, In eluding many who were still confined to bod, and march them 
off to work un-'or arned guard. 

V„ think that any further description at this tino would bo 
unnecessary, and any effort at emphasis would be stperfluous. 
facts will be only too plain. In conclusion, we neod only ronlnd tho 
Tribunal that in July 1943, when thee* things had been going on for 
over two years, tho dofondant Erauch snatched at Hieoior'o hint 
that tho SS eight "aid the expansion of another oynthotic factory... 
in a sinilar way as was done at Auscbwltx, by making available inmates" 
of Hinoler's carps. Ttos who wore "grateful" for tho sponsorship and 
assistance of Hiaalor are fortunate that they ore called to account 
in a court of law* thoir "sponsor" wot nccustccod to use vory different

m the field Of scientific roacarchj Farbcn's dcsiros for docdnance 
and control slewed the same disregard fer human life and huaan valuta 
as in other fields. Dith the ad-.-ent of Jorld ’tar II, Far ben recognised 
the c^oct opportunity of expanding the use of chemicals in tho tresetaent 
of disease. She masses of Russian prisoners of ''ar, and countlocs in¬ 
nate d of Basi concentration carps., r:cro available as human subjects for 
e^riruntation rrith various Farbcn chouioals* It was not particularly 
important to Peroen that any of thoir drugs had not pravioucly boon 
tested and that othors waro only in the lnboratoiy sti£o. Tho supply 
of victims was endless. 

In the field of phamac .u tic ole, the defendant Hoerloin had over¬ 
all supervision and control is - til as final responsibility. All act- 
ivitiss of tha Farbon plants invclvin^ tharnacoutlcala -..ore unddr his 
control, and it ms Ko-rloin W.-.o v.portud to tho Vorstond. Apert from 
this, Ho-.rloin uas charged -fit!, diraet responsibility for tho rhamneou- 
ticals Dcparfcrwr.t of 1.0. f-rbtn, Lrr.rhuacn. Thu production of pliar-

?or tho prosont, so will confino ourselves to illustrations takon 
frea the field of typhus experiments in tho Suchonwald Concentration 
Gasp. Following tho Invasion of Russia ir. 19ll, typhus beoatu a sorioua 
ti'joat to the 'fohr®acht, Tho uso of t,-phus vaccines was ono of the 
primary methods in mooting that threat. H*ndloscr, Chiof of tho A r ay 
Ifcdical Inspectorate and later C!dof of tho Medical Services of tho 
Vfchrnacht, ’/roto in M 0 vucber 19Ul to Conti, tho S 0 crotary of Stato for 
Health, suggesting that tho production of typhus vaccines bo placed in 

tho hands of the largo sclau pharmaceutical industries, Farbon was

propared to answer this call by tho production of vaccines and thora- 
poutic drugs. Farbon was already producing, in its Bohrlng 'forks at 
Jiirburg, the so-called Cox-Haagon-Cildomeiator typhus vaccine which was 
producod from ogg yolks. Tho protective qualities of this vaccine, how¬ 
ever, ’/ore not rogardod as having been sufficiently prqvpd and it was 
; thoroforo considered rvecossary, before increasing production, to estab¬ 

lish its efficacy. On 2 9 Ifoccaher 19iil, a conforonco was held in 
connection ’dth this problem in wliich JUndloser, Conti, and Uragowsky, 
of tho Y V 'jL one Institute of tho .Taffer. S3, participated. At this con- * 
fcrcnco it was decided that tho Spiros vaccine from egg yolks was to 
bo tested on human boings to deterruno its officaoy. On tho same date, 
another conference was hold which ciocussod tho sarc problem. This 
conference was attended ty officials of tho Roich Ministry of Interior 
and the Army Medical Inspectorate and by Zahn, Neumann, and Dr. Derail tz 
cf ?arbon«s 3ehring 'forks. Tho minute 3 of this conference stato that*

As a result of these conferences, tho mrdcrous typhus ward at 
the Euohccnld concentration caap was sot up under the direction of 

lirascsjsiy, of the rh-gicno Instituto of tho TTaffon SS, and his subordinate

Dr. Ding Who actua ll y porforaed tho experiments there. On January 6, 

15U2 tho cxpuriajnts began with the vaccination of 135 concentration 
cann innate* with four difforunt vaccines, two of which -.roru producod 
ty tho Behring Works of P a rbsn. E a rly in March l?h2, all of thcao 
persons, plus an additional ten insatos wlvo had not boon previously 
protected by vaccination, wore artifically infected with a vinilont 
typhus virus. Thu exporlaintal scrios zra.a concluded in April 19h2 
'ith five deaths, two of i/Sdch waro from tho groups vaccina tod with tho 


Ecbring vaccines. A report on this experimental scrios was sent to 
Dr. Dttnnit* of tho Behring Works li^rturg, among others. 

Fasten continued to use the facilltioa available at Buchomrald 
for further criainal cxp-rirojnta to tost other drugs. In Soptonbor 19U2, 
tho da fondants Koarloin and Liut-jnschlaogor wore urging Urugowsky to 
tost the therapeutic cffoct of Preparation 3582 "Akridin" and tfcntha- 
lyno Dluo « typhus. In January 19L3, li7 innatos woro artifically 
infected, UO of whoa worn to bo treated with akrldin and menthalyno 
blue after tho inception of tho disoaso, and seven of whom woro to bo 
used es oontrols without any treatment. This oxpiriaont was rogardod 
as a failuro because t-vj virus used for artifical infection had booosw 
attenuated and did not causa typical typhus anong tho oxporiaintal sub¬ 
jects. In snito of tliat, ono of the subjects diod. 

In ordar to p-rforn thu exp^ri»_nt3 requested by Farbon, Ding 
applied a sure Method of artifical infection try nv>ans of tho intraven¬ 
ous injection of typhus-ir.foctod frosh blood. Tiiis rrctbod of infection 
'•as lighly successful and in April 19u3, experioants were again performed 
with akridin and rutcnol which wore made available by Farbon. Of tliirty- 
nine locates used as expvrkKntal subjects, twenty-one diod. It is 
significant to note that before this experiment was finally executed, 

Dr, Ding conforrod with the defendant lautenschlaogor and Drs. Yfcbor 
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and Fussgaongcr at I.G. Far bon Hocchst. I.G. Farban Hocchst ro- 

coivcd a full report on these expertaents.

Not only was Farben fully appraised of what was going on at 
aiehcrtrrald, bit ovary division of Farter, which had any intorost.-ras 
informed of tha activities and the experiences of other divisions of 
Farben. The close coordination and integration of information in tho 
giant Farben firs is nowhere bettor illustrated than in tho pharmaceu¬ 
tical field, ’.that happened at 1»G» Farben Hocchst was isaodiatoly trans¬ 
mitted to 1.0. Farban ELberfold, I.G, Farben Marburg, and I.G. Farben 
Icvcrlcuson; oiailarly, tho experiences of I.G. Farben Leverkusen wont 
tho rounds via letters and intcroffico memoranda to tho remainder of tho 
Farben empire. 

Tho prosecution will shew beyond any reasonable doubt that tho 
responsible officials of I.Q. Farben, particularly tho defendants Hoer- 
loin and Lautonschlaogcr wlio roro directly in charge of pharmaceuticals 
for I.G. Farben, consistently promoted and encouraged tho testing of 
Farter, chemicals on tho holploss viottaa of concentration camps although 
fully aware of tho conditions under vdiich theso experiments wore being 
performed. 

Tho prosecution is cognisant of tha fact that it is p-rraissiblo to 

oxpcrinu'.t on human beings undor circumstances trtiich aro neither illegal 

nor ixcoral. But tha coo ftindaacntal requirexaint without w1d,ch all such 

cxperiajnts become not only illegal but completely unjustifiable and 

inexcusable is tho requiroaint that thcro be consent on the pert of tho 

persons upon whom tho -xperiamts arc to bo p-rfonaod. This principle

has been dearly enunciated in tho Judgnent of Military Tribunal I in 
the radical caso rccjntly concluded in this court room.

Wo hava concluded the outlino of tho evidence which tho prosocution 
will offer under tho several counts of tho indictaont, and I havo only a 
few noro words by way of conclusion. Each of thoao do fondants is chargod 
with criminal responsibility for tho crinos chargod In the indictaant be¬ 
cause of his individual participation in such crises. If any of tho defen¬ 
dants are to bo found guilty, it suat bo because, in tho words of tho Judg- 
aont which was rendered on August 19, I 9 I 47 , by Military Tribunal Ii "Tho 
a vi denco has aha to boyond a reasonable doubt that such defendant, without 
regard to nationality or tho capacity in which ho nctod, participated as a 
principal in, accessory to, ordorod, abottod, took a consenting port in, 
or was connoctod with plans or ontorprisos involving tho conaission of 

(tho crisas).which arc tho subject nattor of theso counts. Ifedor no 

othor drcucatanoo say ho bo conviotod." 

Tho dofandants woro all responsible and highly placod officials of 
tho I. 0. Farbenindustrio. But tho corporato ontity, tho legal porson, 

I. 0. Parben, did not conait eriaos. It was ooroly tho instruoontality 
of tho aon who guided and directed it. In doto mining who woro tho non 
who furnished this guidanco and direction, wo arc drivon inevitably to 
tho cacbora of tho Vorstand and to othor loading officials of tho corpora¬ 
tion. 

In outlining thp ovidonco today, wo kero ropoatodly dlroctod tho 
Tribunal's cfctc ntion to doewaants or othor ovidonco to bo offorod, from 
which the direct participation of pa-ticular defendants in tho ontlro 
conplcx of criainel acts is to bj asoortainod. In tho courso of tho 
trial, thoso and othor docuaants will give the Tribunal araplc basis for 
doto mining tho scope of direct activity by oach dofondant, and tho prin¬ 
cipal fields in which oach of thee took initiative and exercised direct 
nanageBcnt. 

But, over and abovo tho responsibility of oach defendant in his own 
primary sphere of activity, the ovor-ell responsibility of tho twenty 
defendants who arc webers of the Vorstand is inescapable. No doubt tho 
Tribunal will wish furtbor discussion of this point after tho ovidonco has 

boon taken, and when tho docuaonts which establish tho responsibility of 
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*aj Vorstand aid sheer chat action it took hove been spread upon the 
record. ?or the acoant, vo sock only to raaind tho Tribunal that too 
• ctabrrs of too Vorstand were too axuxrs of the actual n-nH ^ board* 
too agency ciurgvd -.rith responsibility for da termination of policy and 
tho nrnageuant of too concern, and toic agency which in fact did axko 
policy and which in fact did nansgo too concern. The Vorstand -.ras cen- 
.:cscd of individuals who saw, heard, p l a nn ed, and acted. Although as a 
natter of administrative operation, individualsacnbers were dolegatod 
broad authority in designated fields, toy care required ty tho ty-lnuo 
to subnit all important natters ceding within their o-.m spher-s to tho 
entire Vorstand for decision. The evidence clearly . .stoblishos that this 
practice was folio.xd as a natter of course, and although there nos an 
area of discretion which authorised an individual Vorstani ncnbor to 
act on ills own responsibility where uiv.onqy required, tot utaber never¬ 
theless was required to r-port at to; n;.it session of to. full Vorstand 
about tho natter in which ho took independent action.

Such of tho dofeadanto, with to possible enooption of 
tho four uiio were not Vorstand aabers, we s in such a position that ho 
either knaw what F-jrban was doing at Zouna, Sitterfold, Berlin, Ausclnritz, 
end clac'.'.iero, or, if he had no actual Isxwlcdgu of so&j particular activ¬ 
ity, again in the words of “ilitarj* Tribunal No. 1, "occupying the position 
that ha did, tho duty rested upon hin to oako sooa adequate investigation". 
Oua can not accept tho prerogatives of authority without shouldering 
responsibility. 
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The four defendants who were not Vers tan A ambers wore named in 
th_ indictment because they played a particularly crucial role in tho 
crimes charged in tho indictment. The defendant Duarrfcld, as Director 
and Construction Hanger of tho Auschritt plant, is heavily implicated 
in tho use and abuse of slave labor, in spoliation activities in Poland, 
and consequently in the umging of aggressive war. The dofcndant-C.att- 
in.au './as, among oth-r things; tho conduit through which other Far ben 
officials wore placod in appropriate contact with important Hoioh and 
liasi party lcadors to facilitate tho execution of the criianal pro’raja. 

For six crucial years, ho directed PaTbcnla Political-Econondo Policy 
Department, which was officially charged with maintaining liaison with 
the Acich and Party agencies and played an important rolo in Fttrbon's 
{reparations for ocgrcssivp war, Aft/'r 1938 , as manager of ono of 
Pcrban«3 largest explosive plants in occupied tarritory, ho participated 
in the procurement and abase of slave labor .and in spoliation aotivitios. 
Tho dofoi'.dant von dor 1 ijytto, apart from hio .memborship in tho S3, an 
organisation declared criminal by tho International Military Tribunal, 
vao implicated in tho same unmoral activities ns Gattino.au, Tho dofen- 
doat Xujlor was ono of Partin's most export nguita in tho planning and 
ccnsurmation of spoliation in nua:rous oocupi.d countries, rod thus 
played a major rolo in tho waging of aggressive war and in tho unlawful 
plundering of occupied territories, Tho participation of these four 
dofondanta in the activities described in tho indietmont is so direct 
S 3 to rcqulro no further elaboration. 

I have ocphasiiod tho responsibility of tho defendants as offioials 
of I.G, ?arb:.n ocausu tho greater part of tho crimes charged in tho 
indie tixnt woro coroittcd by tho defendants in the exorcise of their •• 
functions os Fftrten officiala. rut the defendants oro not charged only 
os Farben officials, and thoy arc responsible: for their actions in what¬ 
ever capacity 3’*ch action was tchcn 15* thorn. Most of the defendants hold 
highly responsible governmental or quasi-’ovorrjicntal positions, Tho 
outstanding example, bit by no r-ans tho only coe, is the dofondant Krauch,

Tale preliminary brief is submitted at the reoueet of 
the Tribunal, as an Intermediate brief at the close of the 
prosecution's case-ln-chlef. The purpose Is to lndloate, In 
a general way, the theory of the prosecution, with appropriate 
references to the evidence which. In Its opinion, supports 
that theory. It Is not Intended as a final brief which the 
prosecution will submit at tae conclusion of the case, which 
brief necessarily will contpln a nore detailed analysis of 
both the law and the facte. 

No special attempt will be made at this time, to 
particularize the activities with which each of the Individual 
defendants are concerned. The discussion of the evldonce 
primarily rel-tlng to the activities of the "Instrumentality 
of F-rbcn* will, we believe, sufficiently portray the 
evidentiary picture to enable the Tribunal to ascertain 
whother the evidence supper ts the legal theory herein set 
forth. Our dleoueslon of the "General Theories of Respon¬ 
sibility" in Part VI will indicate why we bellove for presont 
purposes, e detailed analysis of the activities of each of 
the individual defendants, Is not necessary. 

The preliminary brief of the prosecution will be divided 
Into seven sections, namely, Introduction; Part I - Pl-nnlng, 
Preparing, Initiation and Waging of Wars of Aggression and 
Invasions of Other Countries; Part II - Plunder and Spoliation; 
Port III - Slavery nnd Mass Murder; Port IV - Membership In 
the S3; Part V - Conspiracy; and Part VI - General Theories 
of Responsibility.

In tint 
connection, It should be noted that the allegstlono contained 
In Count II relating to plunder and spoliation of proporty, 
and the allegations contained in Count III relating to slnve 
labor and mass murder, are specifically Incorporated Into 
t Count I as constituting activities vhlch were on Integral 

P^rt of the planning, preparation, Initiation and waging 
of wqrs of aggression and invasion of othor countries. 

Count II sets forth the activities which, It Is charged, 
constitute the conaleelon of 4rr Crimes nnd Crimes against 
Humanity, particularly as they relate to tho plunder of publlo 
-nd private property, exploitation, spoliation, and other 
offonooe against property in countries "nd territories which 
came undor the belligerent occupation of Germany In tho couroo 
of Invasions and aggrcoslve ware. 

Count III sets forth tho activities which, It is chnrged 
constitute tho commission of War Crlnoe and Crimes against 
Humanity, particularly -s they relate to the enslavement and 
deport-tlon to sieve labor of civilian populations of countries 
and territories under the belligerent occupation and control 
of Germany, enslavement of concentration oaup Inmates, use 
of prisoners of war, and mistreatment and murder of enslaved 
persons. 

Count IV sets forth the charges relating to membership

Count V sets forth the activities which, It Is charged, 
constitute the crlmo of a conspiracy to commit Crimes against 
the Peace.

The Judgement of Millt nry Tribunal III in the cose of 
1*j- AltBio^tteE, et d 1 (the Justice Case), t&lch was

In the course of 
this opinion, Millt-ry Tribunal III stated: 

•Frank recognition of tho following facte Is essen¬ 
tial. The Jurisdictional enactments of the Control 
Council, tho fora of the Indietment, and the Judicial 
procedure prescribed for this Tribunal are not governed 
by tnc familiar rules of Anorlcan crlnlnal law and 
procedure. This Tribunal, although coaposcd of Auerlean 
Judges schooled In the system and rulco of tho common 
law. Is sitting by vlrtuo of international authority and 
can onrry with it only the broad principles of Justico 
and fair play which underlie all civilized conoepto 
of law end procedure." (Tr. p. 10648)* 

Nor Is tho International character of this Tribunal 

affected in any way by the feet that its proceedings aro 

taking place In Germany. The opinion of Military Tribunal 

No. Ill in this regard states: 

•The fact that Control Council Law Ko. 10 on its 
face Is Halted to the punishment of Ocraan criminals 
docs not transform thlo Tribunal Into a Gormen court. 

The fact that the Four Powers bTv exorcising supreme 
legislative authority in governing Germany and for the 
punlshnont of German criminals doos not mean that tho 
Jurisdiction of thlo Tribunal rests In the slightest 
degreo upon any German law, prerogative, or sovereignity. 
We sit ap a Tribunal drawing Its 60 lc power and 
Jurisdiction from the will and command of the Four 
occupying powers." (Tr. p. 10620).

A reference to the intern-tlcnpl agreements which gave 
rise to the creation of these International Military Tribunals 
to try major wr.r criminals will indicate the‘purpose of Its 
creation. 

Oj; 30 October 1943, President Roosevelt Joined with 
Prime Minister Churchill and Prealer Stalin in publishing a 
etr.tc-:ent at Moscow th*t thoajwho were responsible for or 
took o consenting part In atrocities, massacres or executions 
would bo sent back to the countries in which their deeds were 
done In order that they alght be Judged and punished according 
to the laws of the liberated countrloe and of free governments 
established therein, except with respect to those German 
criminals whoce offensee had no particular geographical 
localization and who would be punished by Joint dcolslon of 
the Govcrnncnto of the Allies. At Yalta, on 7 February 1945, 
the Allied chiefs again stated their dotcrmln-tlon to bring 
all war criminals to Juetlco ond swift punishment. 

On 2 Key 1945 by Executive Order 9547, President Truman 
appointed Mr. Juetlco Robert H. Jackson ns the Representative 
of the United States ond Its Chief of Counsel for tho prepar¬ 
ation and prosecution of the cocc against oojor Axis war 
orlmlnnlc. Acting In such representative capacity, Mr. Justlco 
Jackron conferred with representatives of tho United Kingdom, 
the Provisional Government of the French.Republic, and the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. Theso conferences led 
to the adoption of the London Agreement of 8 August 1945, 
signed by Mr. Justice Jock6on for the United States; M.Frnncolx 
de Menthen for Frrncc; Sir Hartley Shcwcro66 for Britain; and 
General R. Rudenko for the Soviet Unlcn. Provision was made 
for other nrtlone to Join the Agreement, ond ultimately 23 
Governments adhered to It. 

This agreement established the International Military 
Tribunal, the constitution, Jurisdiction, ond functions of 





which were set out In the Charter appended to ond incorporated 
pa n pert of the Agreement. The Intemationnl Military 
Tribunal w»s to consist of four ncabers, each with on alternntp, 
appointed by each of the original signatory powers. The 
Tribunal was given power to try and punish najor war criminals 
who.committed crimes against peaco, war crimes, or crimes 
against humanity os defined in tin. Charter. 

The Moscow Conference of 30 October 1943 also set up tho 
Europonn Advisory Commission to draft surrender terms and to 
dor.l with other Betters pertaining to enemy states. Cortoln 
agreements of tho Commission wore node public to tho form 
of declarations and proclnaations issuod after the uncon¬ 
ditional surrender of Germany signed at Rholns on 7 May 1945 
by Jodi, and at Berlin on 8 Kay 1945 by Froldcborg, Koltcl 
•»nd Stumpf on behalf of the German High Command. Thooo agreed 
declarations, founded on the previous ogrccocnto of the 
European Advisory Commission, constitute the lcg-1 basis for 
the qundrlprrtlto occupation govonjaont of Gormnr.y. 

The declaration of 5 June 1945 by the Allied Represent¬ 
atives of the United Stntcl, United Kingdom, Union of Sovlot 
Socialist Republics, and tho Provisloncl Oovernmont of France, 
reg"rdlng the defeat of Germany n.Lo clear to the world that 
Germany had, by her unconditional surrender, forfeited all 
authority and powers to the victorious nations. Tho first 
paragraph of this declaration states: 

"The German armed forces on land, at sea ond in the 
r.lr h-ve been completely defeated and have surrendered 
unconditionally, and Germany, which bears responslblity 
for the war. Is no longer capable of resisting the will 
of the victorious powers. The unconditional surrender 
of Gern«ny has thereby been effected, and Germany has 
become subject to such requirements re may now or 
hereafter be imposed upon her." The declaration further 

S ovldes: "The Governments of the United States of 
erica, the Union ofSoviet Socialist Republics and 
the United Kingdom, and he Provisional Government of 
the French Republic, hereby assume authority with 
respect to Germany, including pH the movers possessed 
by the German government ..." 






Eie statement of 5 June 1945 of the governments of the 

■ 

United States, United Kingdom, Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics, and the Provisional Government of France, on 
conirol machinery In Germany conferred supreme authority In 
Germany on the four commanders In chief. Individually in their 
respective zones of occupation, and collectively In matters 
affecting Germany as a whole. The first two paragraphs of this 
statement provide: 

■1. In the period when Germany is carrying out the 
basic requirements of unconditional surrender, supreme 
authority In Germany will be exercised, on Instructions 
from their Governments, by the British, United States, 

Soviet and French Commanders In Chief, each In hio own 
zone of occupation and plso Jointly, In matters affecting 
Germany ns a whole. The four Commanders In Chief will ; 
together constitute tho Control Council. Each Commander 
In Chief will be assisted by « Political Advisor." 

■2. The Control Council, whose decisions shall bo 
unanimous, will ensure opproprlatc uniformity of action 
by the Commanders In Chief In their respective zonos of 
occup-tlon and will re-ch agreed decisions on the chief 
questions affecting Germany os a wholo," 

Control Council Proclamation No.l of 30 August 1945 

proclaimed the official creation of the Control Council for 

Germany rnd redoflnod Its powers. Articles I and II of this 

Proclamation provide as follows: 

"As announced on 5 June 1945, supremo authority with 
respect to Germany has boon assumed by the Governments 
of the United Stotes of Anorlca, the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, tho United Kingdom, and tho 
Provisional Government of tho French Republic." 

"Ir. virtue of tho supreme authority and powers 
thus assumed by tho four Governments the Control Council 
has been established and supremo authority In matters 
affecting Gerr^y as a whole has been conferred upon tho 
Control Council.* 

In order to give effect to tho terms of tho Moscow 
Declaration of 30 October 1943, rnd the London Agreement of 
8 August 1945, -»nd the Charter appended thereto, and In order 
to establish a uniform basis In Germany for the prosecution

Intorn-tlonal Military Tribunal, the Control Council for 
Germany, on 20 December 1945, pursuant to its supreme 
authority In Germany, enacted Control Council Law No. 10.

■Hie Moscow Declaration of 30 October 1943 and the London 
Agreement of 8 August 1845 wore declared integral parts of 
Control Council Law No. 10, (Art I) and the acta'described 
as criminal in the Law, (Art II), were almost, although not 
entirely identical to those set out in the London Agreement. 
The Law provided that eooh occupying power, within its Zone 
of Oocuppticn, could arrest persons suspected of having 
committed a crime, report to the Legal Directorate of the 
Control Council the names of suspected criminals, and bring to 
trial before an appropriate tribunal, such persons arrdsted 
and not delivered to another authority for trial (Art. III). 
Provision was aade for the trial of Germans in German oourts 
for offenses committed against Germans and stateless porsons 
(Art III, Sec Id). Any property declared forfeited was 
required to be delivered to tho Control Council (Art. II, 

Sec. 3). The Zone Commanders wort to determine for their 
respective rones the tribunals and rules of proetduro in and 
undor which persons charged with offensos under tho Lnw would 
be tried (Art. Ill, Sec 2). 

For tho purpose of implementing Control Council Lnw No. 

10 in tho United States Zone of Occupation, the Military 
Governor, on 18 October 1946, promulgated Military Government 
Ordinance No. 7. The Ordinance was amended on 17 February 1947 
by Military Government Ordinance No. 11. On 11 April 1947 
Regulation No. 1 was issued pursuant to Military Government' 
Ordinance No. 7, as so pmended. Military Government 
Ordinance No. 7 provides for the establishment of Military 
Tribunals within the United States Zcnc of Occupation with 
power to try and punish persons charged with offenses 
recognized as crimes in Article II of Control Council Law 
No. 10, including conspiracies to commit any 6uch crimes. 

In this connection, it would be well to recall tho opinion 
of the International Military Tribunal stating (Vol 1, page 218) 
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■The Jurisdiction of tiie Tribunal la defined In the 
Agreement and Charter, and the crises coming within the 
Jurisdiction of the Tribunal, for which there shall be 
individual responsibility, are set out In-Article 6. 

The law of the Charter Is decisive, and binding upon the 
Tribunal. 1 

■The salting of the Charter was the exercise of the 
sovereign legislative power by the countries to which the 
German Reich unconditionally surrendered; end the undoubted 
right of these countries to legislate for the occupied 
territories has been recognized by the civilized world. 

The Charter Is not an arbitrary oxerclse of power on the 
part of the victorious nations, but In the view of the 
Tribunal, os will be shown, it Is the expression of 
International law existing at the time of Its creation; 
and to that extent is Itself o contribution to International 
low." 

■The Signatory Powers created this Tribunal, defined 
the low It woe to administer, and oado regulations for tho 
proper conduct of the trial. In doing so, thoy have dono 
together whet my one of then night have done singly; for 
. It Is not to be doubted that any nation has the right thus 

' to Bet up special courts to adnlnletcr law. With regard 

to the constitution of the court, all that tho dofondonts 
arc entitled to ask is to rcoclvc o fair trial on tho 
foots and low." 

Plainly Control Council Law Ho. 10 rests upon tho oxcrolso 
of tho "sovereign legislative powor 1 of the countries to which 
the Gcmnn Reich unconditionally surrendered (Judgment of 
Hllltry Tribunal III, Tr. page 10623). 

But ■entirely aside from its character as substantive 
legislation. Control Council Law Ko. 10 togethor with Ordnanoo 
No. 7, provides procedural moans previously lacking for the 
" enforcement within Germany of ocrtnln rules of International 

< low whloh exist through the civilized world, Independently of 

/ f any new substantive legislation. International Low Is not tho 
product of Statute. Its contents Is not static. The abscnco 
from the world of nny governmental body authorized to enact 
substantive rules of International Law has not prevented the 
progressive development of th->t law. As the manner of tho 
English Common Low It ha.6 grown to meet the exlgenolos of 


changing conditions. 1 (Judgment of military Tribunal No. Ill, 
page 10624). 
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In thst judgment, tho Military Tribunal called attention 
to the fact thati 

■It is important to distinguish botveen the rules 
of Coanon International Law which are of universal and sup¬ 
erior authority on the one hand arid the provisions for 
enforcencnt of those rules which are by no neons universal 
on the other" (opinion Supra P-10623). 

After stating tho problen In that fashion, the Tribunal 
concluded: 

"Notwithstanding the par-mount authority of the 
substantive rules of Coonon Intern'*tionel L«w the doctrirjos 
of national sovereignty have been preserved through tho 
control of enforcencnt machinery. •*• In Oernqny, an 
international tody (the Control Council) has assunod and 
exorcised the power to establish Judicial m*>chlnory for 
the punlehoent of those wno have violated the rules of 
the coonon international law, a power which no inter¬ 
national authority without oonsont oould assume or 
oxorclso within a State having a notional rovernuont 
presently in tho exercise of its soverclgn'powers." 

(Page 10630). 

The lnportancc of Allied declarations which precodod the 
enactnent of Control Council Law Ko. 10 is stated by military 
Tribunal No. Ill os follows: 

■Whether it (Control Council Law No. 10) bo 
- considered co^.lflontlon or substantivo legislation. 

no person who Knowingly committed the acts made punlsh- 
oblo by Control Council Low No. 10 con assort that ho did 
not know that ho would be brought to occount for his 
acts. Notice of Intent to punish was rcpoatcdly glvon 
by the only noans available In International affairs, 
naaoly, the eoloan warning of the governments pf tho 
States at war with Germany. Not only were the defendants 
warned of swift rotrifcutlon by tho oxpress doolaratlon 
of the Alllos at Moscow of 30 October 1943, but long prior 
to the Second World War the principle of personal 
responsibility has been recognized."

Article X of Military Gorernoent Ordinance # 7 , under which this 


Tribunal is established, provides that: 

■The deterninatlons of the International Military Tribunal in the 
Judgment in Case #1 that invasions, aggressive acts and regressive 
wars, crises, atrocities or lnhucane acts were planned or occurred, 
shall be binding on the tribunals establishment hereunder and shall 
not be questioned except insofar as participation therein or know¬ 
ledge thereof of any particular person cay be concerned. Statementa 
of the International Military Tribunal in the Judgnent in Case #1 
shall constitute proof of tb* facts stated, in the absence of sub¬ 
stantial new evidence to the contrary." 

The basic qusstions at issue under Count I, therefore, are tho 
extent to which the defendants participated in the preparation for and 
initiation of invasions and aggresslv# wars which were planned and which 
did occur and the state of Bind with which tho defendants so participated 

The necessary degree of connection with the crioe to establleh the 


guilt of the defendant* is to be deternlned by paragraph 2 of Artlclo II 
of Control Council Law #10, and in the light of recognised principles of 
crlnlaal law. Paragraph 2 sets forth that an individual shall bo found 
guilty of the crises defined in Law #10 if be was (a) a principal, or 
(b) an accessory, or if he (c) took a conoenticg part therein, or (d) 


was connected with plane and enterprises involving the coealsslon of the 
crime, or (e) was a ceuber of an organisation or group connected with the 
coecission of the crin*. 


A further provision of this paragraph, applicable only with rospoct 
to crises against peace, states that the holdero of high political civil 
or allitary positions in Gersany, cr of high positions in the financial, 
industrial or econesic life of Germny, are deesed to have conaitted 


such crimes. 











This provision, we believe, is not intended to attach criminal 
guilt automatically to all holders of high positions. It does require, 
however, that the fact that a person held such a position be taken into 
consideration together with all the other evidence in determining the 
extent of his knowledge and participation. 

In construing the provisions of Control Council law J1D relating 
to crinea against peace we mat take cognisance of the situation that 
existed prior to the enactment of this law and what the objective of the 
International comaunity was in defining this crime. An excellent and 
learned discussion on these questions is contained In the opinions of 
the following eninent authorities concerning the trial bofore the 
International Ittlitary Tribunal. 

The former Secretary of State and Secretary of Sar of tho United

States, the Honorable Henry L. Stinson, in an article, 'The Nuremberg 

• 0 

Trinlt Landmark in Law." 2$ Foreign Affairs, 179 (Jamary 19li7), makes 
these observational 

"International law is not a body of authoritative codee or 
statutes •, it is tho gradual o*>rossion, case by case, of tho 
“oral Judgments of tho civilised world. As such, it corresponds 
precisely to the coaaon law of Anglo-Aaorioan traditions. Yfe 
can understand tho law of Miroaborg only if we so© it fer what 
it is — a great new caso in tho book of international law, and 
not a formal enforcement of codifiod statutes. 


Tho attempt to moderate tho or.cessos of war without controlling 
war itself was doaaod to failure by the extraordinary scientific 
and industrial dovelopmmts of the nineteenth and twentieth 
centuries. By 1911i the ucrld had been intertwined into a single 
unit and weapons had been so far developed that a major war could 
shake tho whole structure of civilisation. Jto rules df varfare 
wero sufficient to limit the vast new destructive ponors of 
belligerents, and the First -orld 'A»r sade it clear that old 
notions ms t be abandonod; the world rust attack the problem at its 
root. This after 1913 repeated efforts wore made to eliminate 
aggressive war as a legal national undertaking. Thoso offorts 
reached their climax in the Kollogg-lriand Pact of 1926, in which 
63 nations, including C-omary, Japan and Italy, renounced aggressive 
warfare. This pact wasnot an isolated incidont of tho postwar era. 
During that poriod the »4iole world was at one in its opinion of 
aggressive war. In repeated resolutions in the League of Nations 
and elsewhere, aggression was roundly denounced as criminal. In the 
Judgment of the pooples of the world the once proud title of 
"conqueror" was replaced by the criminal epithet "aggressor". 

The progress made frcn 1918 to 1931 was halting and incomplete, but 
its direction was dear; the mandate tof peace was overwhelming. 

Most tragically, the peoples who had renounced war wero not 
sufficiently alert to their danger when in the following years the 




the ruling groups of throe groat rations, in wanton donial of 
every principle of peace and civilisation, launchod a conspiracy 
against the rest of the world. This it happened that in the ten 
years which began with the invasion of Manchuria the principles 
of the Kellogg Pact were steadily under attack, and only as the 
dangor cane slowly hone to each one of then individually, did the 
peace-loving nations take action against aggression. In early 191*5* 
as it became apparent that tbo long delayed victory was at hand, 
the question posed itself directly: Has thore been a war of 
aggression and are its leaders punishablo? There woro many then, as 
there are soae near, who argued that thero was no law for this 
offense, and they found thoir justification in tho foeblonoss and 
acquiescence of other nations in the oarly aggression of tho Axis. 
Other counsels prevailed, however, and by the Charter of tho 
Hireaborg Tribunal the responsible leaders of aggressive war woro 
subjected to trial and conviction on tho charge of crimes against 
peaco. 


Koro we coec to tho heart of the eattor. Able lawyers and honest 
non have cried out that this aggrossivo war was not a crime. They 
havo argued that tho Nuremberg defendants woro not properly fore¬ 
warned whan they made war that what thoy did was criminal. 

Now in one sonso tho concept of ex post facto law is a strango 
ono to apply hero, booauso this concept rolatos to a stato of mind 
on tho part of the defondants tjnt in this case was wholly nbsont. 
ihat concept is basod on the assumption that if tho dofondant had 
known that tho prbposod act was criminal ho would tavo rofrainod 
freo cocmittlng it. Nothing in tho attitudo of tho Nazi loadors 
corresponds to this assumption; thoir minds wore wholly untroublod 
by tho quostion of their guilt or innoconoo. Hot in thoir aggrossion 
only but in their whole philosophy, they oxcludod tho very conoopt 
Oi law. They doliboratoly pit thomolvos bolow suoh a concopt. To 
international law ~ ns to tho law of Go many — thoy paid only 
such rospeot aa thoy found politic, and in tbs ond thoy had smashod 
its 070ry rule. Thoir attitudo toward aggrossivo war was oxnotly . 
iiico thoir attitudo toward «urdai^—both woro usoftil irvatruajnts 
in a groat design* It is thoroforo ij&possiblo to jot any light on 
tho validity of this chargo of aggrossivo war by inspecting tho 
ftazi mind. Wo mat study rather tho minds of tho rost of tho vcrld, 
which is at onco a loss revolting and a more fruitful labor. 

Shat did tho rost of us think about aggrossivo war at tbo timo of 
tho Nasi attacks? This quostion is complex, but to that part of it 
which affects tho locality of tho Nuremberg trial wo can givo a 
3inplo answer. That w* considered aggrossivo war wickod is doar; 
that wo considered the loadors of an aggrossivo war wickod is 
oqually doar. Thoso opinions, in tho largo part formally ombodiod 
in the Kellogg Pact, aro the basis for tho law of JAiromborg. '*th 
the dotailed reasoning by which tho prosecution has supported tho • 
law sot forth in tha Charter of tho International Military Tribunal, 
no cannot horo concern oursdves. Tho proposition sustained by tho 
Tribunal is simple: if a man plans a gross ion when aggrossion has 


>iorr thi3 is a now judicial procoss, but it is not ox post facto 
law. It is tho enforcement of a moral judgment which dates back a 
generation, it is a growth in tho application of law that any 
student of our coaon law should rocognizo as natural and proper, 
for it is in just this manner that the cannon law grew up. Thoro

The charge of aggrossivo war is unsound, therefore, only if tho 
community of nations did not boliovo in 1939 that aggrossivo top 
*T 3 ^ offense. Itoroly to mice such a su^ostion, howovor, is to 
discard it. Aggression is an offonso, and wo all know it: wo have 
iaur.m it for a generation. It is aa offonso so doop and heinous 
- that wo cannot ondnro its repetition. 

Tho law made Effective by tho trial at Hurnborg is righteous law 
long ovordio. It is Just such eases as this one that tho law bo- 
eoeos moro noarly what !'x. Oisticc tolms called it: 'tho witness 
and axtomal deposit of our moral life.I" 

And in concluding his article, the loarnod author states: 

"A single landmark of Jiatioo and honor docs not rnako a world of 
poaco. Tho esi loaders are not tho only ones who havo ronounsod 
and doniod tho prindplos of western civilization. They arc uniquo 
ody in the dagroo and violence of thoir offonsos. In every nation 
wdeh ncquioscod oron for ft tiac in their offonso, thoro wore 
offondars. Tharo have boon still maro culpable offenders in nations 
which Joined boforo or aftor in tho brutal business of aggression. 
If vo claimed for fcirmburg that it was final Justice, or that only 
thoso criminals v.rc guilty, wo night voll bo criticized as being 
rwayod by vongoanco and not Justice Bat this is not tho claim. 

Tho Anorioan prosecutor has oxplicitly statod that ho looks uneasily 
and with great regrot upon certain brutalities that have occurred 
since tho onding of tho war. He spoaks for us all when ho says that 
thoro has bocn enough blood-lotting in *urop_. 9ut tho sins of 
others do not nr.ko tho fesl loaders loss guilty, and tho Importance 
of Hurocfcorg lios not in cry claim that by itself it cloars tho 
board, but rather in tho pattom it has sot. Tho four nations 
prosecuting, and tho 19 other subscribing to tho Charter of tho 
International :llitary Tribuml, havo firmly bound thomsolvos to 
tao principle that ajgrossivo war is a personal and punishablo 


I- is this principle upon 'liich wo aist henceforth roly for our 
logal protection against tho horrors of nr, Wo aist never 
forgot that under sodom conditions of 1 U_, scionco and technology, 
all war has bocoai groatly brutalized, and that no one who Joins 
lr. it, oven in salf-dofcr-so.. can csoapo baccudng also in a moasuro 
brutalized. Jfadorn war cannot bo limited in its destructive methods 
and in tho inevitable debasement of all participants. A fair 
scrutiny of tho last two Tfcrld r.-xs aakos cl oar tho s toady intonsi- 
^ tho inhuacnit y of tho woapons and methods employed by 
both tho aggressors and the visitors. In order to defeat'Japanese 
agp-ession, wq wero forced, as Adairal Himitz has statod, to cmnloy 
a technique of unrostrictod sutsaarino warfare not unliko that 
Ttaich o years ago was the proxiaato causo of our entry into "orld 
"^ r J". In th ° 1,80 of 3tratc 5 i o air power, the Allies took the lives 
of Hundreds of thousands of civilians in Germany, end in Japan tho 
destruction of civilian lifo wreaked by our 3-29's, even bofore 
the final blow of tho atomic 'x>abs, was at loast proportionately 
great. It is true that oar use of this destructive power, particu¬ 
larly of the a comic boab, was for the purpose of viJujin-r a quick 



victory over ogrossors, so as to al nl a i zo tho loss of life, not 
only of our troops but of tho civilian populations of our emend.os 
as wall, and that this purpose in tho oaso of Japan was clearly 
offoctod, But oven so, wo as well as our onoaios havo contributed 
to tho proof that tho control moral problem is war and not its 
ncthods, and that a continuance of tot will in all probability 
and with tho dosfcruotion of our civilization,*

International law is still linitod by international politics, and 
no must not pretend thet cxitbor can live and grow without tho 
other. EU.t in tho Judgment of Nureshorg there is affirmod tho* 
control principle of poaco —that tho man nho makes or plans to 
make aggrossivo'war is a criminal. A standard has boon roisod to 
which Americans, at least, mist repair; for it la only as this 
standard is accoptod, suj»ortod and onforsod that wo oan navo 

orarard to a world of law and poaco,"

Profossor Jos sup, writing on - The Crimj of Aggrorslon and tho 
Future of Intoraational Law", 6? Political Sclcnco ^i-rt.rly 1, k (191x7) 
states t 

"Tho two aspects of the yrccodont afforded by the trial of tho • 
war criminals which aro most important for the futuro aro, first, 
tho control of war by law and, aocond, tho application of inter¬ 
national law to tho individual. To appraiso tho importanoo oi 1 
thoso aspocts it is nocossary to recall tho situation which has 
oxlstod and which nay now bo improved. Tho attempt to dovolop an 
international criminal law which will servo as a dotorrent to 
war through tho imposition of pirdshaont upon individuals has boon 
dlscusscd-ofton before in academic hall and printod pago. It has 
also boon ably orguod in intarnational coinittooa. This is tho 
first moment in history whor. action upon such proposals is not only 
politically possible bit nocossary. It is »nocossary* booauso tho 
procodont will not stand still. If wo do not strengthen it and dovo 
it forward, it will slido backward. Inaction by tho whole sooioty • 
of nations from now on vculd constituto a repudiation of tho pro¬ 
codont with tho consoquonco that tho last state of tho world would 
bo worso than th_ first. It would constituto an assortion that 
aggrossivo rar Is not a crime and that tho Individual who is guilty

Tho advonoo mado in international law by tho trial of individuals 
for tho coaaission of crlrios against Poaco is stated by tho loarnod author 
in tho following terms: 

r Thoroos tho traditional international systaa pat the burden on 
tho state to rostrain tho individual, tho procodont of tho trial 
of tho war criminals suggests that pros sure in tho form of foar 
or pinisbmont should be pit upon individuals to restrain tho stoto." 


Conparo Wochslcr, The Issuos of tho .Vurnborp. Trial" , 62 Political 
Sclonco Quarterly U,T7: "The- greatest evil is ol 1 oourso tho 
initiation of war itself, Onco tho evil of war has boon procipitatod, 
nothing remains but tho fragilo effort, ccbodiod for tho most part 
in tho conventions, to limit tho cruolty by which it is conducted."

"Tho assumption of domestic socioty that punish^nt is a provontivo 
wonpon is not as irrelevant to international behavior as soao 
persons seem disposod to affirm. Insofar as the panelty olisdnatos 
a danger prosontod by tho particular individual hardly m objective 
of indifference to a military occupation — tho function is no 
loss plain in this situation than it is in municipal affairs. But 
tho dominant Justification of punishment, ©specially of tho 
punishment of death, is usually fat to bo the dotorronco of others; 
and hore it has boon assorted that tho Justification aist fail 
bocauso victory carries inan ity whether or not tho victor was 
tho aggroesor end uhatovor tho measures by which victory was attained. 


Tho argument has a do^roe of validity but it does not provo onough 
to provril.

In on address dolivorod 
in 1936, on "Tho Comaon Law in tho Unitod Statos", tho Into Chiof

"Tharo has boon littlo disposition to look at our own short¬ 
comings in failing through adaption of old skills and tho 
dovolopaont of nowconof, to roalixo noro noarly than wo havo 
tho ideal of a uidfiod syston of Judgo mrdo and statu to law 
vovon into a soonlcss wholo by tho process of adjudication. 

Tho rocopti >n >rhich tho courts havo accordod to statutos 
prosents a curioualy illogical chaptor in tho history of tho 
cosraon law. ffotwlthstending thoir gonius for tho generation of 
norr lair free that already established, tho connon law courts 
havo givon littlo roco~nition to statutes as starting points for 
Judicial lr.rcaakins cooparabio to Judicial decisions. They havo 
long rocognized tho supremacy of statutes over Judge-oado law, 
but it has boon tho supremacy of a cooaand to bo obeyed according 
to its lottor, to bo troatod as othonriso of littlo oonsoquonoo.

ithout attempting an all-inclusive "definition" of what is 
covered under Crimes against Peace in Control Council Law #10, it is submitted 
that under the principles of international law and the provisions of Control 
Council Law #10, Crimea against Peace comprehend at least the following:

he acted ccrcnits a crime against peace if he participates in furthering the 
military power of a country, knowing that.such military power will be uaod, 
or is being used, for the purpose of carrying out a national policy of 
aggrandisement to take from the peoples of other countries their land, 
their property, or their personal freedoms.

It is not necessary to dsfine precisely vhat conAitutes and »diat 
does not constitute corticioiticn in frrthoring a country's military power 
for tto purposes indicated. It is sufficient here to state that anyone who 
bears a substantial responsibility for conducting activities *dch are 
vital to furthering th> military r owo.' of a country "participates" within 
the meaning of this definition.

"This war did not just happen. It was planned and prepared for 
a long period of time and with no s*ll skill and cunning. -The world has 
perhaps never seen s*h a concentration and stimulation of 
any people as that *dch enabled Germany twenty years after it wis defeated.

Insofar as tto so-called doctrine of "superior orders" nay bo 
involved in tnis case, it is governed by .ar-graph 4(b) of Articlo II of 
Control Council Law J 10, which is substantially identical with Articlo 8 


of tho London Charter, and provides: 

"Tho fact that any person acted pursuant to tho ordor of his 
government or of a superior doos not froc himself froa re¬ 
sponsibility for a criax), but may to considered in mitigation." 

Tho principle of "superior orders" has boon meat froquontly appliod 
and interpreted in military cases. Tho IMT considered those ratters in tho 
casos of Koitol and Jodi, and it was hold that tho fact that thoy ware 
acting undor orders could not under tho circumstwcos ovon bo considered by 


way of mitigation, because of tho far-reaching and obviously cr i mi nal 
character of their acts. (Vol. I, Trial of tho Major -far Criminals, pps. 

291 and 325). 

If such military officers wore in no position to claim tho bonofits 


of "superior orders" oven by my of mitigation, it is obvious tho defendants 
in this case could oako no such claim. 


Any suggestion Uut the actions of those defendants woro undor 
"coorcion" or "duress" has been to 11 ensworvd from a legal standpoint by 
tho International Military Tribunal. Tho arguccnt that parsons living under 
a dictatorship are not responsible for participating in tho crimes of that 
dictatorship was disposed of by tto XtCT in tho following languago (page 226 
of tho opinion): 

"Tho arguojnt that such comzon planning cannot exist whoro thoro is 
complete dictatorship is unsound. A plan in tho oxocuticn of which 
a numtor of parsons participate is still a plan, even though 
coocoivod by only or» of thorn; and thoso who axocuto tho plan do not 
avoid responsibility by shewir* that thoy ectod under tto diroction 
of tho man who corcoivod it. Hitler could not mate aggressive war 
by himself. Ho ted to have tho cooperation of state soon, military 
loaders, diplomats, and business man. Hhon thoy, with knowledge 
of his aims, gavo him tboir cooperation, thoy made ttomsolvos 
parties to tto plan to had initiated. Thoy are not to to doomed 
innocent because Hitla- made use of ttom, if they know what they 
wore doing. That thoy wore assigned to their tasks by a dictator 
doos not absolve them tr cm responsibility for ttoir acts.

The definitive eolution (of Oerrany's econonlc situation) liee 
in an extension of our living space, l.e. in extension of the 
raw materials and fool baste of onr nation.

Searches for oil and ore have tc be conducted in 
Slovakia, notably by State Secretary Kcpplor." 

Tho dofondat Krauch who had been inforned by Goo ring on tho basic 

policy of tho Third Roich, recognized tho truo mnnor of Hitler's second

aggrocsion against Czechoslovakia, the occupation of Prague on 15 March 
1939. In his work report to tho General Council of the Four Year Plan of 
28 April 1939, the dofondant Krauch shows in his conclusion that ho had 
grasped tho roal significance of Hitler's and Georteg's foroign policy.

Two of tto most 
nodcr -nd offoctivo explosive\, hexogen md nitroponta, ware made from 
aothanol. (Exh. 616, surpa, cocpare tostixony of Mr. Elias, Tr. p 1375- 
1376; see also Chart of the Coraan Offico of Eccnoaic Planning, Exh. 591, 
NI-6239, Bk 35.) 

Farben produced all of tho aothanol in Goraany, (Exh. 615, supra) and 
froa 1932 to 1939 tho increase was 60QS and by 1943 it was 20CO* (Tr. p 
1377). In Fobru-ry 1939, tho xray Ordnance Offico prop.ared a report on tho

110, SI-6144, Bk 33, p 34, Tr. p 1091, compare tostim>ny 
of Mr. EUas, (Tr. p 1379). This wss in close collaboration with Dynanit 
A. G. and Aroy Ordnanco (Exh. Ill, MI-6498, Bk 33, P 38, Tr. P 1093). 

Toluol, (or toluono) tho important substance for TKT, was in short 
supply and Par bon produced oothanol syntbotlcally »d froa that producod 
synthotic toluol (Tr. p 1375). Tho production of synthotic toluol via 
ootharol was an o xponsive process (Tr. p 1376) and tho discovery of hoxogon 
alloviated tho *artago of toluol (Tr. p 1376, boo also Exh. 616, NI-10580, 

Bk 34, p 130) r--Hexogen has no substantial poacotiao uso (Tr. p 1379). 



It was because of synthetic gasoline that Hitler and Far ben 
first got together. This was in 1932 prior to Hitler'8_seisure of power. 
At that tine the defendants Buetefisch and Gattineau went to see Hitler 
and received froa hie assurances that Farben's synthetic oil program 
(which Farben had been considering abandoning) would receive his support. 
(Exh. 28, NI-8765, Bk 3, P 9; Exh. 29, HI-6637, 3k 3, P 16; Exh 31, 
HI-6765, Bk 3, P 1*7)- In the spring of 1933, after Hitler had seized 
power, he invited Carl Bosch, then Chairaan of the Farben Vorstand, to 
meet with hin and discuss the details of the progran which Buetefisch 
and Gattineau had outlined. (Exh. 59, HI- 6766 , Bk 3, P 127). The events 
which followed showed that both sides kept their part of the bargain. 

One of the first contracts of Farben with the Reich for produc¬ 
tion of strategic naterials in which the Reich guaranteed to Farben 
both the amount of sales and the price, was the gasoline agreeaent 
between Farben and the Raich ministry of Econ-vaica of lie December 1935 . 
(Foth. 92, HI-681, Bk 5 , P 9; Exh. 93, HI-319, 3k 5 , P 15 ). The agree¬ 
aent was submitted to Hitler hinself by the Reich Chancellory (Exh. 9 U, 
NI-320, Bk 5, P 16 ). Prior to thie contract, Farben's expenditures in 
the development of the hydrogenation process (over 1*00,000,000 Rk) 
resulted in an enornous net loaa for Farben. (Exh. 522, NI-^922, Bk 26 , 
p 69; Exh. 513, NI-9U77, Bk 26, p 30 ). The defendant Buetefisch stated 
in a speech dalivered in ltorch, 1936: 

■I do not forget the day of the year 1933 »h«n I could 
accept froa the Reich gorerraaent in Berlin the order now 
to proceed and expand with all possible anergy the 
production of gasoline, which for reason inherent in 
political aconoqy, could not be fully developed prior 
to the taking of power. Froa that day on we find our¬ 
selves in this invariebly great experience of expanding 
our industry in a aaesure heretofore unknown." (Exh. 

51i*, KI-6530, Bk 26, p 32). 

In spring 1933, Farben start id large scale production of syn¬ 
thetic gasoline in the Leuna Works (Exh. 5l*l, HI-631ii, Bk 27, p 15U; 

% * 

Exh. 51*2, HI-8318, Bk 27, p 157)*. 

* The large scale prodaction of synthetic fuel could not be Justified 
by purely economic reasons since, the investment cost of synthetic 
fuel and lubricant plants "is fron 10 to 30 tines as high as the 
investment cost to produce similar quantities of liquid fuels frem 
natural petroleaa." (Testimony of Ur. Elias, Tr. p 1351). 




On 11 Octet)ar 193k, a conference was held at tha Lama plant 
between General Bockalbarg, Chief of the Amy Ordnance Office, re¬ 
presenting tha Wahrnacht, and ?arban representatives, among then tha 
defendant* Krauch, Schneider, and Buetefisch, where measures for the 
A-Fall (case of war) were discussed. (Each. 517, MI-3975, Bk 26 , p 1*5). 
Farbin was ona of tha first co-founders of tha Brabag and supplied th is 
cccpany with its hydrogenation patent licenses. (Exh. 518, NI- 7669 , " 

3* 26, P 59, report on oil discussion, Ludwigshafen, 10 January 1935J 
Exh. 521, MI-7767, Bk 26 , p 80, license agraaaant Far bin and Brabag, 
June/August 1935.) 

Farben, starting in 1933 by conferring with the Luftwaffe, 
developed high-grade aviation gasoline for its military aircraft. (Exh. 
523, NI-5951, Bk 26 , p 9U} Exh. 521*, NI-9068, Bk 26 , p 100; Exh. 535, 
Nx-7822, Bk 27, p llli, Exh. 536, MI-7127, Bk 27, p 119). 

The nature of the fuels and lubricants produced differed frcn 
those used in peacetime. (Testimony of Ellas, Transcript p. 1362 - 136 !*; 
Exh. 516, MI-7295, Bk 26, p 37; Exh. 523, KI-5931, Bk 26, p 9k). 

The production of synthetic gasoline was subsidized by the 
Reich authorities by the grant of special tax reductions, etc. (Exh. 
525, NI-355, Bk 26, p 109; Exh. 526, NI-358, Bk 26, p 111; Exh. 527, 
NI-357, Bk 26, p 112). In May 1936 , Ooerlng emphasized in the presence 
of the defendant Schmitz that: 

"in the A-cas* (A-Fali) we would not under certain circum- 
stanc)a git 1 drop of oil fr<* abroad. With the thorough 
mobilization of Arsy and Navy, the whole program of conduct 
of war depends on this. Ail preparations must be made fti¬ 
the A-case so that the supply of the wartime arny is safe¬ 
st*-" (Exh. 1*00, MI-5380, Bk 19, p 1). 

Struss, in a lecture on the Four Year Plan delivered on 13 May 

1938, stated with regerd to the: 

"political significance of gasoline * * * Italy won the 
Abyssinian war by modern weapons and by building special 
highways. In aodem wars the consumption of gasoline 
for motorized troops, tanks, airplanes, is license." 

(Exh. 96, NI-8327, lecture of Dr. Struss, 13 May 1938.) 

A report of the Military Ecoocdc Staff of the OKW, which went 

to the defendant Krauch, summarized the importance of mineral oil and 

gasoline as follows: 

"mineral oil is Just as important for modem warfare as 
airplanes, armor, vehicles, ships, weapons and munitions." 






(Exh. 53S, M-7U71, 3k 27, P 126, report of Military 
Economic Staff, 30 January 1939). 

Farban's production of synthetic gasoline rose from 200 netric 
tons in 1935 to 22,000 setric tens in 1939 and than to 118,500 netric 
tons in 19U3- (Testimony of Elias, Transcript p 135U; Exh. 612, NI- 
10006, 3k 3U, p 115). 

TJhat Farban’s isportance to the war was, as respects synthetic 

gasoline is sat forth in the official report of the Eneqy Oil Cconittea 

for the Fuels and Lubricants Division of the Office of the Quarter- 

nast-dr General on Petroleta Facilities of Germany, as follows 1 

■The outstanding feature of Gerccny's oil ecenemy during 
the past tan years has been the spectacular development 
of har synthetic oil plants for the production of oil 
froa coal. This atteapt at complete oil anarchy, made 
without regard to cost or orthodox financial considera¬ 
tion, has no parallel elsewhere and is a striking 
oxanple of the character of the German master plan for 
world domination which called for the production within 
ha- -n* boundaries of all the resources essential to 
axiarn warfare." (Exh. 5e!*, NI-10507, Bk. 27, p. 162, 
report by the Enesy Oil Comittee, March, 191*5). 

(3) Synthetic Rubber 

On 15 August 1933, Farbm advised the Arty Ordnance Office of 
its readiness to take up again production of synthetic rubber on a largo 
scale if it received the support of the Reich. (Exh. 95, NI-8326, Bk. 5, 
p. 17). A seating followed in Knvjeber 1933, *t the Reioh Ministry of 
Economics between representatives of 1.0. Fa/ben, of the Amy Ordnance 
Office, and the Raich Ministry of Economics. (Exh. 51*5, NI-6930, Bk 28, 
p. 1). In 1931* and 1935 numerous conferences took place with the Ar^y 
Ordnarce‘Office and the representatives of other Reich agencies with 
the defendant Tar Meer playing cn active role (Exh. 95, supra). 

The Reich Minister of 7 ,or had decided in 1931* to earmark 
1,000,000 Reichsmarks for testa of synthetic rubber and the Wohrnacht 
agreed to taka orer the newly produced tires at the actual cost price. 
(Exh. 562, NI-7U72, Bk. 29, p. 1*). 

On U February 1936, 1.0. Farben draw up a draft of a contract 
for the construction of a buna factory with a capacity of 200 tone per 
nenth. (Exh. 95, supraj Exh. 51*7, MI-72U1, Bk. 28, p. 29). A conference 
took place cn 17 June 1936, under the chairmanship of jjr. Krouch with 
officials of the Raich *ar Ministry, Army Ordnance Offica, and the 
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Keppler's Bureau present, to extend the capacity of the first buna J 
factny to 1,000 t^na per acnth. (M>. 5W, HI-7625, Bk. 28, p. itf; 

Exh. 95, supra). The total peace requirements of the Army had previously 

been estimated at ab-nxfc 50 per month. (Exh. 95, supra.)

At the end of of 1936 Farben agreed to build a buna plont of 
a yearly capacity of 2i*,000 tons. In 1937 the project was extended to 
100,000 t«ns of buna. (Exh. 551*, HI-8833, Bk 28, p. 9**). This expan¬ 
sion of production capacity had to be subsidized by the Reich through 
loans, sales guar an teas, tax reductions, preferential treatment for 
storage -f supplies (Exh. 559, HI-7769), refund for experiaental costs 
(Exh. 55«, NI-63U3, to Goaring, 15 June 1937) and price guarantees. 

(Exh. 550, HI-882, o-ntract m buna with Reich, 20 September 1937). 

r»hen Schccht was in charge of finances in the government, he in¬ 
formed Farben that he «i unable to grant then a loan f<r the new Buna 
factory. The defendant Ter Hear thereupon suggested that a custom duty 
be imposed which would finance this construction.

T arben's contractual history with Standard Oil ia an excellent 
illustration of the manner in which Farben, in dose cooperation with the 
Nazi government, deliberately utilized international cartel arrangements 


as a military weapon to weaken other countries. In 1929, shortly aft* 
Farben had developed its processes for the manufacture of synthetic 
fuels, a series of agreements were concluded between Farben and the 


Standard Oil, the general purport of which was that throughout the 
entire world, including the United States, Standard Oil recognized 
Farben'a priority in the "chmlcal" business and that, except within 
Germany, Farben recognized Standard Oil's priority in tho "oil" business. 
Hew "Chemical" processes discovered by Standard Oil were to be turned 
over to Farben unless they bore a close relation to the "oil" business, 
and Farben entered into a reciprocal obligation with respect to develop¬ 
ments relatsd to the "oil or natural gas" business, except within Oox— 

•any. fExh. 942, NI-10550, Bk 1*2, p 1, Exh. 943, NI-10430, Bk 1*2, p 23).

In July 1937, a conference was held between Farben and the Mil¬ 
itary Staff, ths Ars^ Office and the Raichs Air Ministry concerning 
maintaining secrecy on the improvements of I.Q. processes for the produc- 
tion of actor fuels end lubricants. The necessity was stressed of keep¬ 
ing Farben processes for the production of fuels and airplane gasolino 
secret except to the extent already known by foreigners and authorized 
by the WahnMOht. The test agreed upon was whether there was any 
immediate danger that.foreigners would develop th» processes In the near 
future without the benefit of the Farben know-how, (Exh. 954, NI-1Q437, 
9k 42, p 121).

p. 1^2). I.G.Parbcn's agonta and employees in China participated frooly 
in oapionago nad propaganda activities there (Sx. 623. SI-11196,

Beginning In 1938 and with the approach of aach now aggression 
Farbon not only intensified lto activities in the fiolda already dls- 
caaaed, hut tocfc steps to protect its forolgn orplre and to expand It 
through plunder and slavery. The steps which Far hen torfc in further¬ 
ance of its own policy of aggrandixsoent also constituted an Integral 
and vital part of carrying out tho Bari policy of nggrnndl sonant, Thus 
tho protection of Farboa's foreign oaplro through tho caaouflaglng of 
its ossots abroad nade foreign currency available to tho Reich and onablod 
Gomeny to uso theso cloaked assets in furtherance of the war offort for 
tho purposo of acquiring strategic naterials abroad and for financing 
propaganda, Intelligence and osplonago activities throughout tho world. 

Tho activities of Farbon in plundering tho Biropoan continent and acquiring 
tho chcalcnl Industries of the Invaded countries not only expandod tho 
Farbon crpiro teit also was dono In furtherance of the govornnont progron 
of integrating those Industries Into the Goraan oconay and uslr« tho 
resources of tho conquered countries In waging oneh aggrosslon and preparing 
for tho next. Tho uso of slave labor by Farbon also has this doublo aspoct. 
It not only onablod Farbon to sroct now plants and oaks hugo profits, by 
Increasing production, but the vory oroctlon of such plants and tho 
lncroaso of such production constituted a vital part of tho preparation 
for and tho waging of aggressions. 

In July or August of 1938, tho legal division of Farbon sorlously 
considered what stops had to bo taken to eafoguard its assots abroad 
against tho coosoquoncos of war. (Tostiadny of Iucppor. Tr. p. 2907-2908; 
2929 ; 2xh. 1022, HI-i923, Bk 50, p. 17. Tr. p.2-£3). This w*s at tho tino 
whon "tho dark clouds of tho Sudoton crisis alroady nppoarod ovor tho 
horizon" (Tr. p. 2908). Thoro "was a general fooling of tho doriconlng of 
tho gonor^i political situation and the general talk not only was in FBrbcn, 
but li^ tto whole Geraan population, about tho possibility of war: tho kind 
°S war - that was not discussed." (Tr, p. 2906). Itocdlatoly aftor tho 

Geraan troops occupied Bohan la and Ho re via In Czechoslovakia, on March 15, 
1939, Farbon's legal concittee not on March 17 and nado specific 
rodocnondatlons as to tho legal steps necessary to canouflage Its assots 
abroad so as to prevent seizure in tho evont of war. (Exh. 1020, KI-2796,

(hxh. 1023, 31-5769. Bk 60. p. 25. Tr. p. 2432) and lnfornod the Belch 
Ministry of Econoslca that they proposed to safeguard their foreign organ¬ 
ization in the erect ^f political e«*lic.tlonB and to sorer I.O.'e 
connections with auc*i foreign organizations only "fron tho legal point 
of riow* (2rh.

A special feature of Farbcn's caaouflago actlrltles related to 
protecting It. asset. In tho U.S. in anticipate of tho U.S. entering tho 
war against Ocrcany. (2xh. 3328 . SI-6773. Bk 50. p. 49. Tr. p. 2440). 
Accordingly. Farben adrlsod the Oeroan govcrnnontal agencies of tholr 
Intention to transfer their lntoroets In tho Gonoral Anlllno nnd FI In 
Coupany, and pointed to the "political econoaic consideration" lnvolrod. 
(2xh. 1032. SI-5772, Bk 50. p. 61. Tr. p. 2443s 2zh. 1029. HI-57T0, Bk 6«. 
P- 51. Tr. p. 2440 ; 2xh. 1030. SI-5766. Bk 50. p. 54. Tr. p. 2441; 2rh. 
1031. SI-6771. 3k 50. Tr. p. 2443). In .coking approral of Its action. 
Farben pointed out to the gororaaent agencies that its actions should bo 
kept socrot and that It was taken "In rlow of tho possibility of war 
suddenly breaking out between Cemany and the O.S.", and that I.O.'e 
interest, night bo threatened.

Beginning with the invasion of Austria in March 1938, /nrbcva n*do 
representations to tho Goman authorities that it would tako ovor tho 
Chenier Industry of Austria and operate it "within tho -franowork of tho 
Tour Tear Plan". (E*. 1040. SI-4024. Bk. 51. p. 3). This wa> on April 9. 
1938. Also In April 1938, Jarben eoundod oat State Socrotaxy Ecpplor on 
what tho official attitude of tho Goman authorities would bo ns to Pnrbon 
taking oror tho enterprises In Sudoten Csechoslorckia (Zah. 1072. Si-3981, 
Bk 54, p. 1 to 2). The story of Thrben'a actiritloe In talcing oror tho 
chonlcal industries in Austria and Czechoslovakia and integrating tholr 
production with the war production prog ran of tho Roich is told In Part II. 

Tho dosiro for conquest md donlnanco on tho pert of Farbon is 
riridly sot forth in its plans for tho "Sew Ordor". Innedlntoly aftor tho 
fall of Franco in May 1940. Farbm set forth its blueprints for taking 
oror tho ch cal cal end pha mac out leal industries of Riropo and to control 
and doainato its production in the interests of (l) extending tho nilitaxy 
night of Gomany, and ( 3 ) of subjugating the oconoq> of tho oontlnont to 
tho Ocraon econos*. (2xh. 1051, KI-11252, Bk 51. p. 155). 

Tho now order was planned "not only in regard to tho countrios still 

at war with Oemary but also in regard to thoso countries which voro olllod 

with Goraony or which were still neutral." (Exh. 1049. SI-4897, Bk 51, 

p. 130). It was definitely directed at pitting a now Europo undor Goman 

leadership against tho countries of Sorth Anerlcn. (Exh: 1051, euprn.) 

By noctra:.i»;?g t^o' control of patents in Gomnny thoy intondod to 

control tho oconoegr of tho oontlnont. (Exh. 1050. HI-4695, Bk 51, pp 140 

149, Tr. p. 2471). Through Cartels and capital inrostnont control in othor 

countries, Farbon and Gersany intondod to Unit now production facilitlos 

(Exh. 1051, supra, p. 156, Tr. p. 2474); by a llconolng syston and cpoclal 

tariffs, to control tho flow of specialized good* between tho countriosj 

and ono of the jwrposce of ouch control wae to enable Go many "to dotornlne 

whothor eocret rcamaaent waa going on" (Exh. 1051, supra, p. 182, Tr. p. 

2480). VIth respect to France, they particularized in dotail tho kinds of 

plants end raw natorials %hlch should he United because thoy wero 

5 important for amaneat". - (Exh. 1051. supra , p. 183, Tr. p. 2481). 

•The secrot ptens for the distribution of the production under the Sow 
Ordor were destroyed by Farbon (Exh. 661, N1-9126. Tr. p. 1060-7). 
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J 1 sally, whllo waging war, Tarbcn Jolnei with the "tasks for tho 
drrolopnant of tho Sow Crdor In tho world with which Japan and Goroany 
aro faced* and assigned in January of 1945, tho Sydrogcnatian procoao 
to tho Jepsn Iq?erial Amy (Safa. 1055. SI-6525, Bk 51. ?r. p. 2489). 

Shut 7arbon attooptod and actually aocoqpllohod In taking ovor tho 
n hoalcal industry of Soropo Is act forth In Part II. It io tho position 
of tho prosecution that tho aotlvltloo of Portion In connection with both 
spoliation and slave labor constituted an Integral part of tho preparation 
for end waging of agresslrc wars end Invasions. accordingly, Port II and 
Part III of this brief, as well as Part I, aro to bo considered in 
connection with tho charge 'd* Crlnes against Pcaco. 
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Wo have reviewed the cvldenoe relation to the participation by theeo 
defendants in furthering the military power of Gcmaay aftor Hitler*a riao to 
power. The evidence ahowa that the actiritiaa for which thoso "defendants aro 
responsible were indiapenaahle to the waging of the war by Ocmany. Exoept 
for theao actiritlea there would have been no World War IX. The ronalnlng 
question la the state of aind with which the defendants engaged in these 
activities. 

In discussing this question we should take note that, as distin¬ 
guished fron aost crlninel cases in which the period of tlDe Involved is relative¬ 
ly short (soaotlaea a natter of hours or even nlnutes), in this case tho period 
involved is over 12 years. During this tine the defendants not only boro sub¬ 
stantial responsibility for activities vital to preparing Geraany for conquest, 
but with each succeeding step in the prograa of conquest they intensified their 
efforts while reaping the rewards and the spoils. 

• 

It seeds totally unnecessary to discuss at this point the stato of 
Sind of thoso defendants after 1 Septeaber 1939. That they knew after that 
date -that tho nllltary power which they were furthering was being uaod and 
would continue to be used to take fror the peoples of other eountrloe their 
land, their proporty, and thoir personal freedona eppoars to be beyond question. 
Accordingly we will concentrate our dlscueslon at this point on the period 
froa 1933 to 1939. In this conncotlon we should keep in Bind that tha period 
following tho conquest of Austria on 12 Maroh 1938. which oovore the oonquost 
of tho Sudotcnland, on 1 October 1938, anl Bohenla and Moravia on 15 March 1939, 
was a period of actual aggression as well as preparation for furthor aggressions. 

Tho evidence concerning tte aotlvltlce of these defendants fron 1933 
to 1939 taken alone without any consideration of the political events which 
evoryons knew vers occurlng in Oeraany luring that period establishes that 
the defendants knew that they wero preparing Germany for war which was Inevitable 
or at least highly probable. The question night then be asked whether the 
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defendant* could hare hollered the preparation for war web for defenalre or 
eggreaalre porpoaea. Bren if theae aetlrltlea were rlewed with >ut my refer¬ 
ence to the political create, It el difficult to eee how the dofendanta could 


h»re bellered the preparation waa for defenalre purpoeea. A country dealring 
rerely to defend ltaelf doea not deprlre lta people of peecetlse good# and 
pleaeurea orer a period of yeare In order to build up a war naehlno far exceed- 
lng that of lta neighbora.* And the efforta ta weaken cthor countrlea through 
the uao of International carte la and through propaganda. Intelligence and 
eaplonage actlrltlaa can hardly bo regarded under the clrcuastancce aa defonelm. 
ait, howorer thla aay be, all of theae actlrltlaa did not occur In a racuua. 

When rlewed In the light of the political erenta occuring during that period 
there can be no doubt as to the state of Bind ef these defendants. The erenta 
wo hare already rerlewed. taken together with the erenta occuring In Gomany 
during thla period, establish beyond a reasonable doubt that tfco defendants know 
that the sllltary sachlne they ware building up would be uaod for the purpose 
of carrying out a national policy of aggrandlscaent to tako fron tho pooploa 
of other countries thoir land, their property and their personal froedoaa. 

On tho baala of the evidence which hna been rorlowed up to thla 
point, the proaecutlon could rest end rerely aak that the Court wolgh this 
orldonce In the light of the facta that hare already baen deteralned by tho 
International Military Tribunal m to what oocurrod In Oeraany during thla 
aase period. Bowersr. we beliere that It would be helpful to high-light at 
this point certain errata which occurred during the period beginning with 
1932 and which hare a a pedal bearing on the »t«te of alnd with which tho 
defendants engaged In theee actlrltlaa.

The program of the Hail Party had been hammered into tho heads of 
the Germans again and again since the early 1920*s. This program was, as it 
stated 

"The political foundation of the BSDJP and. accordingly, the 
primary political lav of the State." 

The first three points of the program were: 


foint^i. We demand the unification of all Germans in the Greater 
Germany, on the basis of the right of self-determination of 
peoples. 

£2lnt_2. Ve demand equality of rights for the Gorman people in 
respect to the other nations; abrogation of the poseo treaties 
of Versailles and Saint Germain. 

£oint_2. Ve de mand land and territory for tho sustenance of our 
people, and the colonization of our surplus population. (Sxh. 

4. PS-1706, Program of the HSDAP. Bk 1, p 22). 

The meaning of these three points of the Pail program aro explained in 

the Judgment of the International Xilltary Tribunal (pp 175. 186-187) as follows 

"Tho demand for the unification of all Gormans in the Oreator 
Germany was to play a large part in tho events proceeding the 
seizure of Austria and Czochoslpvakla; the abrogation of tho 
Treaty of Versailles was to become a decisive motive in attempting 
to Justify the policy of the German Government; tho demand for 
lord was to bo tha Justification for tho acquisition of "livinc 
space" at the expense of other nations;■ 


"For the aggressive designs of the Xazl Oovcrnmont were not 
accidents arising out of the immediate political situation in 
Sirope and ths world; they were a deliberate and essential part 
of Nazi foreign policy." 

"From the beginning, the Rational Socialist movomont claimed that 
its objoct was to unite the German people in the consciousness 
of their mission and dostiny. based on inherent qualities of race, 
and under the guidance of tho Fuhrer.■ 

"For its achievement, two things waro deemed to bo essential;' 
the disruption of the Hxropean order as it had existed slnco tho * 
Treaty of Versailles, and tho creation of a Greater Germany 
beyond the frontiers of 1914. This nocossarlly involved tho 
•oixura of foreign torrltorioc. • 

"Wax was seen to be inevitable, or at the very least highly 
probable, if these purposes were to be accomplished." 

Those points were elaborated in Hitler's "Xoin Kaspf", the loading 

principles of which were not changed for about two decados. As the International 

Military Tribunal held (page 187): 
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■In Mein Xazpf Hitler tad mads this view quite plain. It must 
be remembered that Mein larpf was no more private diary 14 
which the eecret thought! of Hitler wore aet down. Ite contents 
were rather proclaimed from the house tope. It vaa need In the 
echoole and Universities and among the Hitler Youth, In tbo SS 
ard the SI* and among the German people generally, oven down to 
the presentation of an official copy to all newly-parrlod people. 

By the year 1945 over &j million copies had been circulated. 

The general contents were well known. Orer and over again Hitler 
asserted his belief In the necessity of force as the moans of 
solving lntcnatlonal probless, as In the following quotation: 

'The soil on which wo now live was not a gift bostowed by - 
Eeaven on our forefathers. They had to conquer It by risking 
their lives. So also In the future, our people will not 
obtain territory, and therewith the aoans of existence as 
a favor froa any other people, but will have to win It by 
the power of a trium ph a n t sword.' 

Xein Kaxpf contains =any such passages, and the extolling of 
forco as an instrument of foreign policy Is openly proclaimed." 

If there Is one reproach this criminal regime established In Germany 

In 1933 does not doserve It Is that of having concealed their true alas or 

having decolved anybody as to their creod that brutal force Is the guiding aid 

supheac principle of their entire policy. 

As to the Nazi claim for "Lebensraua", >oln Eaapf stated: 

■If this oarth really has space for all to llvo, then wo should 
be given the territory nocceaary for us to llvo." 

And also: 


"Accordingly the sole possibility of Germany to carry out a 
healthy territorial policy consisted In acquiring now territory 
in Europe itself"; 


"...oppressed countries aro led back into tho lap of a co=s»n 
Belch by a mighty sword and not by flaming protests. 

It Is tho task of the innor political lcedora of a peoplo 
to forge this iwrd; to safeguard the work of the smith and to 
seek comrades In arms in the task of the foreign policy." 

That the use of force would be necessary sad rosorted to also appears quite 

clearly from other pasaegos of "Mein laspf": 

“...wo. National Socialists, have to hold on steadily to our 
foreign political goals, namely, to sooure on this earth tho 
territory duo to the German people. And this action Is tho only 
one which will make bloody sacrifice before God end our Gorman 
posterity appear Justified." (Sxh. 5, PS-2760A. Sxcerpta from 
Hitler's "Mein Eanpf", Bk 1. p 25). 

Not only the ala for ■Lebensraua" was stressed in Hitler's "Itoin 
Ka=pf", but also Hitler's theory of dominating inferior races which led lator 
on to tho oxtoralnation of other races and nations. 





"End it not been possible for the: to make use of people of 
inferior race, the Aryans would never have been able to take 
the first steps towards their subsequent culture; Just as, 
without the help of certain suitable anlsals which they were 
ablo to tene. the technical achievements, which have now 
enabled then gradually to dispense with these sane animals, 
would never have been possible.*.... 

"The presence of inferior peoples constituted one of the noet 
essential prerequisites for the establishment of higher cultures." 
(Exh. 1496, ?S-2760B, Excerpts fron Hitler's "Hein Kaapf", 3k. 1, 
p. 29). 

Concerning the cormon knowledge in Germany of Hitler's program, the 

witness Paul Otto Scheldt said in his affidavit of 3 July 1947; 

■The above ard many other points of the Haxl platform wore 
continuously repreated by the party's propaganda machine. Nobody 
in Germany could possibly overlook then, whether he hed read 
"Mein Zampf" or not. They wore daily ard almost hourly pro¬ 
claim! la ipeeches, over the radio, in films; the nowapapors 
were full of them, the walls of the cities were plastered with 
posters extolling their virutes, and publications ranging fro* 
the one-paged leaflet being distributed from deor to door or 
on the street corners to the most elaborate volumes were in cir¬ 
culation. What ever doubt a person may have had during the time 
before the esisure of power with regard to the ultimate aims 
of the ISCAP or the methods by which it proposed to fulfill 
them, was dispelled by en Intelligent observation of the mothode 
of violence the pa~ty ir.ed originally in electioneering and 
subsequently in fortifying its dictatorial powera." (Bch. 10 , 

• HI-7765, Be 1. p 48). 
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The first acts of Hitler after he was appointed 

Chancellor on 30 January 1933 were enough to put any person 

In Germany, who might have had any lingering doubts that 

Hitler did r*ot mean what he said In Hein Kaapf and In the 

Nazi program, on notice thst he meant what he said and wa6 

determined to carry It out. The defendants In this Instance, 

as in most Instances, had special knowledge that this was 

true. . Th6 speech of Hltl6r at the famous meeting In Goerlng'e 

house on ?,0 February 1933, attended by von Schnltzler, showed 

oloarly that Hitlor vas determined to use force to carry out 

his program. (£xh. 37, D-203, Bk. 3, p. 64). After von 

8chnitzler had reported on this meeting to other Forben 

officials (Exh. 36, EC-439, 3k. 3, p. 62), Ferben contributed 

to Hitler's campaign the largest single contribution made by 

any of the firms represented at the meeting: RM 400,000. The 

payment was made on 27 February 1933. (Exh. 66, NI-391, Bk. 3, 

p. 112). The next day the Reichstag building was set on fire 

end Hitler and hie cabinet, using the fire as a pretext, 

promulgated a deoree suspending the constitutional guarantee 

of freedom. By this decree, certoln sections of the German 

constitution were Indefinitely suspended and 

"....restrictions on personal llborty, on the right of 
free expression of opinion, Including freodora of tho 
press, on the right of assembly and the right of 
association, and violations of the privacy of postal, 
telegraphic and telephonic communications, and warrants 
for house-searches, orders for confiscation as well as 
restrictions on property, are also permissible beyond 
the legal Holts otherwise prescribed." (Exh. 63, 

1390-P3, Bk. 3, p. 136). 

The decisive election was held with the constitutional 
guarantees in a state of suspension one week later; the 
Nazi party received seventeen million votes out of thirty 
nine million cast, and 288 Relchstpg seats out of a total of 
647. Still locking a majority, Hitler applied the "other 
methods" he had threatened to use In the speech which 




von Schnltzler had heard on the 20th of February. Opposition 
menberB In the Reichstag were taken Into “protective custody” 
and in their enforced absence the Reichstag on 24 March 1933 
passed the Enabling Act which gave Hitler full legislative 
power. Including the power to deviate from the constitution. 
(Exh. 65, 2001-PS, 3k. 3, p. 141). Thus perished democracy 
and liberty In Germany: The Third Reich had come to stay for 
twelve long and terrible years. In April 1933, Hermann 
Ooering founded the Gestapo. In that same month, the Reich 
Association of German Industry, of which Carl Dulsberg was 
a founder and Farben a member, submitted to Hitler a plan 
for the reorganization of German Industry according to the 
"Fuehrerprlnj.lp" or “leadership principled In July 1933, 
a law was posoed declaring the NSDAP to be the only political 
party, and making it criminal to maintain or form any other 
political party. Three days earlier, representatives of 
the DuPont Company of Dolaware met with Carl Bosch, thon 
ohalrmon of the Farben Vorstand, who told thorn that (Exh. 57, 
HI-9784, Bk. 3, p. 115): 

“Just now it is a question of Fasolsm and Bolshevism, 
and Industry must support the present government to 
prevent further chaos. In the beginning, Hitler did 
not consult industrial leaders, but In recent weeks 
he has shown hie etablllty by curbing the more extremo 
elements of the party and bringing the Industrial 
lenders Into consultation with him." 

What Ferbon regarded as •stability" and what is preforred to 

"chaos" more clearly emerged during the remainin'* months 

of 1933. The grip of tyranny grew tighter. The independence 

of the Judiciary was fatslly undermined, special political 

courts wore established, and the concentration camp made Its 

appearance. Jews were eliminated from the civil service and 

otherwise persecuted, the trade unions were strangled and 

the Hitler Youth was organized on military lines. Joseph 

Goebbels established the Ministry of Peoples 1 Enlightenment 

and Propaganda to insure distortion 9nd suppression of the 

truth. Within Goebbels 1 Ministry, Welther Funk established 



a "Publicity 3oord df the German Economy", on which the 
defendants von Schhitiler, .vinn end Gattlneau were pleased 
to serve. (See subdivision G, supra). Germany.withdrew from 
the International Disarmament Conference and from the Lecguo 
of Nations. Germany's foreign policy was "ratified" by a 
so-called "election" In November, 1933. At the same " 
■election", the defendant Scnmltz, as a Natl nominee, was 
elected to the Reichstag. (Exh. 315, NI-5029, Bk. 11, 
p. 130). 

On the political front, os we hove seen, Ferbon supported 
tfltlcr and the Natl Party wholeheartedly and energetically 
throughout these months, when concentration comps were bolng 
established and one tyrannical decree after another woe 
being Issued from Berlin. In April 1933, tho defendant 
Kuchno exhorted all his employees to participate In the 
May Day Rally stating that "the main Issue is that, on this 
day of all, Germany should stand behind Its government." 

(Exh. 82, NI-6960, 3k. 4, p. 79). In May a clroular was 
Issued to nil Farben plants stating that the management 
would "wclcomo suitable representation of National Socialist 
alms within the National Socialism factory cell organiza¬ 
tions. (Exh. 83, NI-1091, Bk . 3, p. 80). In June a Forbcn 
committee determined that It should be a matter of course 
In engaging new people to give preference to members of 
"scnl-mllltnry organizations" with obvious referenoe to 
the S3, SA and other uniformed gangs. (Exh. 84, NI-4884, 

3k. 4, p. 81). 

Hitler's viewpoint abroad paralleled Its outlook at 
home. So did Farben 1 s. Hitler's brutal dictatorship, and 
In particular tho rntl-Sealtlc outrages of the Third Reich, 
caused oubllc opinion to react violently In other countries, 
cspccl-lly In the United States. Spontaneous boycotts of 
German goods Injured Gorman trade. Some of Farben's foreign 
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agents cndcevorcd to persuade the Vorstnnd to use its 
Influence to eoften the anti-Jewish policies. In the 
Interests of Pnrbcn'e export trade. But Farben woe playing 
for bigger stokes, end its reaction to the American boycott 
was the launching of a vigorous and Insidious propaganda 
campaign which would have done oredlt to Gocbbels himself. 
They rctalnod a well-known public relations expert, Ivy- 
Lee, to devise methods for countering a boycott and 
organizing pro-German propaganda. Farben'e pharmaceutical 
Sales Combine, hepded by the defendant Mann, had extonslve 
connections In the United States, and at the end of 1933 It 


distributed •» circular letter to Its American representatives, 
which contained the following (Exh. 782, NI-10267, Bk. 44, 
p. 89): 


pre particularly desirous of dosorlblng to 
you in detail the aotusl conditions as they prevail 
under the new .National Socialistic Government In 
Germany; we wish to express the hope that this report 
will supply you with Important data, enabling you to 
continue to assist us In our struggle for the German 
£ 25gfrP*;ofl *c ask you expressly, In connection 

with your collaborators and your personnel, to make 
uec of these data, in our manner which appears 
appropriate to you, to the end that all co-workcre in 
our pharaaccutlcol business become familiar with these 
general, economic and political conceptions. 


altnln Germany, the Rolohstog fire gave the elgnol 
for the fight ag-lnst Communists ond Marxists, who, in 
;J* a ~ rr* ln * ent upon bringing Ocrmony again 

to the brink of the obyse. The Oovcrnocnt stepped in 
and cleaned the country with an Iron hand. Peace and 
quiet was established. 


Achievement, not connection and party membership, was 
the means of securing office; order ond honesty again 
became the guiding principles In German public life." 

On 20 January 1934, the Fuehrer principle was 

Introduced In labor. On 26 January, Hitler signed a non- 

aggression poet with Poland wnlca lulled this country Into 

security. On 27 February, Hitler directed the Rolch 

Minister of Economics to prepare "the organic structure of 
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the German Economy by reorganizing the economic group" 
which represented the various branches of German oconomic * 
nnd Industrial life. (Exh. 71, KI-lOO, 3k. 4, p. 77). On 
27 Noveobor, Bchapht, as the acting Minister of Economics, * 
Issued a decree, the practical effect of wnlch was to give 
the Rclchsgruppe Industrie (Reich Group Industry), govern¬ 
mental powers In the planning of German mobilization for 
war.* (Exh. 72. NI-10545, Bk. 4). 

In 1934 decisive rearmament measures were taken by the 
German government, measures which were summarized in * report 
submitted by Ministry of Economics titled, 'Progress of 
Work for Economic Mobilization'. The report begins: "With 
the foundation of the Reich Defense Council and of Its 
pern-raent commUtco, the Reich Ministry of Economics has 
been charged with the Job of economic preparation for war." 
(Exh. 716, EC-128, Bk. 38, p. 94) ( . This report resigned to 
Fnrben an Important role In Germany's coonomlc preparation 
for war-. It shows that Fnrben had willingly peoepted Its 
tasks within the elpborate program of stockpiling .strotcglo 
products, building shadow factories and transfer of production 
to strntcglcolly safe central Germany. (Exh. 716, supra). 


• These Economic Groups, on behalf of the German High 
Command prepared Germany's industrial mobilization plans 
In conjunction wltn the various Industries. In the 
Reich Grouo Industry, the defendant SCHMITZ was a member 
of the Engcrcr Bclrat (Advisory Council). The defendants 
SCHMITZ, VON SC.HNITZLcR and JAEHNE were members of the 
Grosser Bler«t (Greater Advisory Council). Farben was 
, represented on all of tfao Group's Important comnlttcos. 

In the Economic Group Chemical Industry, VOK SCHNITZLER 
was deputy chairman and member of the Engcrer Bclrat 
(Advisory Council). The defendant TER HEER vrs a member 
of the Praesldlua. The Group was subdivided into 
i "Fachgruppen (sub-groups), many of which were dlreotcd 

by Farben officials. Including the defendants, WURSTER, 
OSTER, VOK SCHNITZLER, AHBROS and others. (See Exh. 496 
through 509, Book 24).

By 1934, Farben had worked out detailed plane for 
defending their plants against air raids. I. 0. Farben 
engineers and such high wehrmscht officers as Generals Mlloh 
and Thonas Jointly planned and supervised the sir raid 
maneuvers. All the Important Farben plants engaged In those 
maneuvers which were called 'war games" (Krelgesplcle) .'•*» 

As before, Farben did not neglect the political aspects 
of the Karl program. In January 1934, the Bayer dlrcotors 
at Leverkusen approved o resolution to send propaganda mall 
to 16,000 physicians abroad Including the text of Hitler's 
apeoch to the Reichstag about the German people's readiness 
for ponce (Exh. 783, HI-8420, Bk. 44, p. 93).. On 27 February 
1934, at a meeting of the oorrd of Dlrcotore of Boyer at 
which the defendant hann presided, the following dircotlvc 
wa8 Issued: 

“It has to be demanded of our representatives and 
agents ebroed respectively that they refrain from any 
political activity against the German Reich. At the 
next possible opportunity the gcntlemon ore to be 
pledged accordingly.■ (Exh. 786, MI-8422, Bk. 44, p. 96). 


* In the words of o. Fsrbon official: "They were set up tho 
following wsy--o^ mop of a particular plant, an umplro 
marked the points where bombs of o certain weight were 
supposed to have been dropped by the attacking air foroc. 
The works Management wnich operated in on air raid shelter 
psccrt-lncd the imaginary damage done by the bombs and 
figured out vhrt length of time parte of the plant hod 
been put out of operation. The management Itself •'Iso 
ascertained within which period of time the d"mage could 
be repaired. 

“At the conclusion of each 'Plan-Splelc' It was discussed 
between the I. G. representatives and the military whloh 
measures could be t-’ken by I. 0 . to afford additional 
protection from the air to the particular plant. It was 
as a result of one of these dlacusslons that the gasoline 
production In the I. G. plant Lcuno was split up In 5 
or 6 different unlt6 which would work Independently of 
each other in case one of them wp6 hit by a bomb. As 
far as I remember I. 0. Farben spent er. amount of several 
million marks In order to o ffcct the necessary changes. 

"Such 'Plan-Splelc' were held In Lcuna, Ludwigehafen- 
Oppau and Leverkusen. They were *lw 0 y6 held In the 
presence of a number of high-ranking officers of the 
Luftwaffe, artillery and infantry and representatives of 
various authorities. 1 (Exh. 102, KI-8321, Bk. 5; p. 92).

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Military preparations In Geraany were intensified In 
1935. In March of that year Goerlng publicly announced that 
Geraany was building a allltary air force. During the sane 
month, coopulsory allltary service was Instituted at a peace¬ 
time strength of 500,000 nen. In Kay,- Hitler publicly 
renounced the disarmament clauses of the Versailles Treaty. 

The secret Reich Defense Law was passed defining in detail 
the powers and duties of the Chancellor and the other 
ministers should Geraany become Involved In war. Of this, 
the International Military Trlbunol said (IMT Judgment at 
p. 184): 

■It Is clear froa this law that by May of 1935, Hitler 
and his government hed arrived at the stage In the 
carrying out of their policies when it was necessary 
for thca to hove In existence the requisite machinery 
for the "dalnlstrotlon on* government of Oernnny In 
the event of their policy leading to war. At the same 
tine that this preparation of the German economy for 
war was being carried out, the German armtd forces 
themselves were preparing for a rebuilding of Germany's 
ormod strength.' 

1935 was the year that the Vcrmlttlungsstcllc W was 
established (see pp 15-18) because 'conferences and dlsousolons 
with various allltary offices and authorities In Berlin 
bocano more and more nuaerous and urgent. (Exh. 99, NI-2747, 
Book 5, p. 77). 

In July 1935 General Milch, State Scorctpry for Aviation, 
visited the I. G. Fsrbcn plants at Oppau rnd Ludwlgshefen. 

The visit brought General nllch and defendant Krouch close 
together. In his letter to Krauch of 23 July 1935, of which 
Kr«uch sent a copy to defendant Schmitt (Exh. 138, NI-4718, 

3k. 6, p. 16), Milch stated that he had 'Immediately Informed 
General Goerlng" of his vl6lt to Oppau and that Goerlng also 
"Is particularly Interested In questions of this nature." 

He announced Goerlng's plan to invite Krauch "for a leisurely 
visit to Knrinfaall, in order that he too C3n discuss with 
you the long-range viewpoints.' Krauch accepted. (Exh. 138, 
supro). He also suggested "the provisional appointment of 
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our (Farbcn's) Dr. Ritter as liaison officer to your C-Offlcc 
(Procurement Office In the Reich Air ministry).* 

Frrben, In 1935, had already acquired p corner on the 
gasoline end lubricating oil buelntes In G rmany. 
The defendants Ter neer end Acbros sought p similar foot¬ 
hold m synthetic rubber production. In January 1935, the 
Army Ordnance Office visited Parben'e Leverkusen plpnt In 
an effort to speed uo work on synthetic tires so th«t tho . 
military officials might decide whether to concentrate on 
the synthetic program and Its expansion or on the stockpiling 
of natural rubber. According to the Army Ordnanoe represen¬ 
tative, "the production of synthetic rubber Is ;.o longor o 
question of foreign exchange, but has become p qucetlon of 
military policy in which, though It Is dealt with In close 
contact with Hannosfahr, tho requirements of the Wchrmacht 
will, however, be decisive." (Exh. 54?, NX-7841, Bk. 28, 
p. 21). 

In 1935, with Hitler's renunciation of the Treaty 
of Versailles and the promulgation of the Reich Defense 
Law which the International Military Tribunal oaid marked 
the stage when Hitler considered it necessary to set up the 
requisite machinery for preparing Germany for war, Farbcn 
Intensified Its egp;p.£l yc6 production program. Numerous 
conferences were held at the Ministry of Economics on 
diglycol, other explosives ingredients pnd on explosives 
st«bllltere. (pp. 29, 31, supra.) 
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icy Intelligent aan In Germany aUt bare realised, from the v&ry 
acaant of Hitler’■ selture of power, that the Third Reich was headod Inevitably 
toward war; Many forewaw and warned. But, making every allowance for huaan 
credulity and indifference, the conclusion le Inescapable that, long before the 
attack on Poland and well In advance of the Austrian and Czechoslovakian* 
Invasions, all highly placed officials of the Third Belch, and Influential non 
who did business with then and had ccoess to off lei?’. Information and opinion, 
aist hare known that the Hazl program of sggrandizement would bo oarrlod out 
evon If It noant war, although they cay not have known just when or hew it would 
first break out. Ard there Is aich evidence to suggest that the latest year In 
which such a conclusion cust have forced Itself upon the minds of such Don Is 
the year 1936. 

In Kerch 1936, German troops occupied the domllltarlxsd tone of the 
Rhineland. This altered th« eilltary situation very fundamentally. It was tho 
first tlae since 1918 that Oersan troops, on Oornnn initiative, had aarchod to 
. settle an International political Issue by forco. 

1936 found BJalrar Sohacht. who had been the loading figure In organ¬ 
ising the German ocono^r for war, boginning to loso his influcnco bocause ho 
opposed tho enormous program for synthetics. As the Intcrnntlonal Xllltory 
Tribunal found: - 

Schacht, by April 1936, began to lose his influonco as tho contral 
figure In tho Gorman roarraaent effort whon Goorlng vr>a appolntod 
Coordinator for Raw Katerlals and Foreign El change. Go«rlng 
rdvocsted a greatly expanded prograc for the production of bynthotlo 
raw materials which wrs opposod by Schscht oa the ground that the 
resulting financial strain right involvo Inflation. Tho Influonco 
of Schacht suffer-d further when, on 16 October 1936. Ooerlng was 
appointed- Plenipotentiary for the Pour Tear Plan with tho task of 
putting "tho entire eeonozy In a stato of readiness for war" within 
four years. Schaoht had opposod the announcement of this plan and 
tho appointment of Ooerlng to head it, aid it la clear that Hitler's 
action represented a decision that Schacht*s oconooio pollcloo wore 
too conservative for the drastic rearmarant policy whloh Hitler 
wanted to put Into effect. 

After Goerlng'e appointment, Schacht end Goering'promptly bocaDO 
onbrolled in a series of disputes.... As a result of this dioputo 
and of a bitter argunont in which Hitler accused Schaoht of up- . . 
sotting his plans by hla financial methods, Schacht went on leave of 
absence froa the Ministry of Economics on 5 Septonber 1937, and 
resigned as Sinister of Economics aid as Plenipotentiary General 
for Var Economy on 16 November 1937.

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The Importance of the Issue involved In thla clash betwoon Qooring 


and Sehacht can hardly be overstated. The Interactional Military Tribunal found 
that** 

Sehacht, aa early aa 1936, began to advocate a linltatlon of tho 
rearmament progren for financial reasons. E*1 the policies 
advocated by hln been put Into effect, Germany would not have 
been prepared for a general Siropcan war. 

Aa between Ooerlng end Sehacht, and on the Issues at atake betwoen then, 
there waa no queatlon where 7arbon stood.. Deeplte Sehacht*a poaltlon aa Ploni- 
potent l'Vy General for Var Zc-.imy, the contra-.a between Tar bun ani Sehacht 
had boen conaplcuoualy fow. On the other hand, aa we have seen, Farbcn's 
relationships with Ooerlng's Air Ministry and with hla Deputy, Milch, began 
immediately after the seizure of power, and steadily grew closer. Fur yoart 
Farben bad boon etaklng lta future on eynthotlc products, particularly gasoline 
and rubber, and Goerlng was tho great protagonist of a 'greatly erpandod progran 
for tho production of synthetic raw materials which was opposed by Sehacht. 

At Goerlng 1 ■ crucial meeting, on 26 May 1936, attondod by tho dofondant 
Schmitz (ace p 19 supra), Ooerln#: emphasized that, onco nt war, Oormany would 
bo cut off fr .n all oil Imports; that since a mcchanlzod army aM navy waa 
deponiont on oil, tho waging of war hinged ontlroly on tho solution of tho oil 
problem. Ooerlng also declared that 'rubber la our weakest point'. Bvory 
subjeot, Including oil and rubber, waa discussed at the Meting in the light 
of ollltary rcq'ulrorente for waging war. Frrbon'e first plant for tho lorgo 
acala production,of eynthotlc rubber wae built In 1936 at Sohkopau. (Soo p 35, 

36 supra). 

The 7our Toar Plan announced In 1936 (soe pp. 19-25, eupra) wae the 
Tolce of Hitler but the task was Farben*s. Thereafter, there was no longer any 
doubt; Germany w*s heading for w*x at express train spood. In Docenber 1936 In 
Hitler's prosecco, Goerlng onto the speech in the Prcuaoonhaus in Borlln concern¬ 
ing the Four Tear Plan (s«c p 20, eupra), at which Botch and the dofendaate 
Krauch and von Schnltzler (who reported to Far bon) heard hla take clear tho 
Intention and declei-.c of the Baal government to wago war: 'If we win, buelnoeo 
will bo sufficiently compensated.■••• 'All that le lacking le the actual shooting.

Security requirement*, already stringent, ware drawn even tightor. 

How clearly these security requirement* foreahaioved war Is Illustrated by a 
directive issued by Veraittlungsstolle V in December 1936, relating te war 
■atarials, ezpleslves, cbealcal warfare material, fuels and lubricants of 
speeial type*, and other strategic prMucts. The directive stated: (Exh. 144, 

20-223, Bk 6. p 46) 

•The koepieg secret *f new act hods in the above sectioned fiolds 
is necessary in any out, if either cospletcly new, up to new un¬ 
known materials are pr educed, er if already-known product* can bo 
manufactured in considerably improved quality. Furthermore, a now 
method could be subject to secrecy if through it the eelfnsuffioiont 
military economic pewer ef a possible enc^r in case of war wore 
considerably improved: l.e. if an existing lack of raw material 
for the production of a war-important product in the country 
concoraod la removed by the now method*.■ 

Farben 1 a outpssta abroad became increasingly a network for propagarda 
and osplonago. In 1936, the defendant Ilgnt-r made an extended tour of lnspoo- 
tion of the Far bon organisation in Latin America, and re-organited the work of 
Tarbon'e Vorbicdungemaennor (llaleon non). From then on, they wore to submit 
monthly reporte plaining to eoonomlc. political and military aattore. (see 
■ubdlvlsion * 0 *. eupra). 

1936 was lndood a fateful year. According to the defondant von Schnlts- 
l°r 18. HI-6197, , 23. Bk 3, p 67). 

....with the increased tompo aftor 1936, the tfehraacht booamo 
the predominant faotor in the wtjols picture. Aftor 1934, a strong 
movement for investments in our plants for commodities of doclslve 
military Importance booamo more and more pronounood with the main \< 

objective of increasing the military potential of Oormany. At first 
autarchic principle* to mako Oerrany Independent-of lr^ortatlon 
from abroad were ono of tho loading objoctivos. Aftor 1936, tho 
movement took on an entirely military character and ailltnry roasons 
stood in the foreground. Eand-in-hand with this, the relatione 
between I.G. and the Vehrmscht becar.o core and sore intlnato and 
a continuous union between 1 . 0 . offlclale on tho ono elde and the 
•ohrmacht repreeentatlves on tho other eld© was the ooneoquonco 
of it. 
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For German Industry,. 1937 was the year of mobilization 


plans. The Veralttlungsstclle W vas the channel between 
Farben and the Klnl6trlcs of \*sr and Economics for the 
preparation of moblllzetion plena at Farben plants. In 
January, the defendant Kuehne conducted so-called "tactlonl 
exercises" or "war games" at his Leverkusen plant, following 
which the Vermlttlungsstelle ¥ wrote him: (£xh. 186, HI-4628, 
9k. 7, p.. 58):- 

■In connection with the tactical cxorolsos, we had 
already discussed with you the formulation of plans 
for Leverkusen which are being commenced. In 
preparation for this, wc should very ouch like to 
rooclve a list In which the Individual departments of 
Leverkusen arc listed and clearly designated. This 
list should differentiate between the following 
throe sections: 

(1) Plante which must be on a full production 
basis In A-Fall. 

(2) Plante (intermediates and final processing 
(which will only operate on a limited scale.. 

(3) Plants for which It c«n already be determined 
that they will not run during the war." 

By the middle of 1937 all of the Forbon plants had been 
fully advised by the Vcrnlttlungsstcllo VI as to the nature 
and "Ins of the mobilization tasks to be c«rrlcd out. 
Arrangements were under wsy to furnish the plants with the 
ncocssrry personnel and materials to carry out the mobili¬ 
zation plane. 

In torch 1937, various nigh ranking Farben officials 

were informed by letter that the Rclchsolnlstor for War 

and Conmandcr-in-Chlcf of the Armed Forces (von Blombcrg) 

h-d ordered that (Exh. 491, KI-4623, Bk. 22, p. 90): 

".....a leadership corps for military economy be sot 
up Immediately. The war economy leaders shall be 
responsible collaborators, of the '-Jchrmacht In 
preparing and carrying out the mobilization of the 
armament Industry and In the conduct of war. Their 
significance, their t^sks, and duties In connection 
with armament economy, places them In a position 
corresponding approximately to that of reserve 
officers on active duty." 




The defendants Krauch and 8chnltz were appointed War 
Econoay Leaders In 1938, and subsequently von Bchnltzlcr, 
Gajcwskl, Koerleln, Ter Xeer, Schneider, Ambroe, Suergln, 
3uctcflsch, Ilgner, Joehr.e, Lsutenschlacgcr, and WurGter 
were designated. (Bk. 11 ). 

In September 1937, Farben's reorganized Commercial 

Coonlttce reemphasized Farben's political outlook. The . 

committee agreed that (Exh. 363, NI-4959, 3k. 45, p. 9h 

“Under no circumstances should anybody be assigned to 
I. G. Farben agencies abroad who Is not a member of 
the German Labor Front «nd whose positive attitude 
to the new era has not been established beyond any 
doubt. Gentlemen who arc sent abroad should be mndo 
to realize that It Is their special duty to represent 
National Socialist Germany. 

■They arc p«rtlcularly reminded that as soon as they 
n rrlvc thoy arc to contact the local or regional 
group of Germans abroad and arc expeoted to attend 
regularly their meotlngs as well as those of the 
Labor Front.* 

In the suoaor of 1937, the defendant Krauch, with 

other high government officials, met In Ooerlng's offlco 

to discuss tho scarcity of iron and steel. Oocrlng stated 

(Exh. 432, NI-084, 3k. 20, p. 39): 

"At o time llko this, wc cannot export onc-thlrd of 

our total Iron production.The Four Year Plan will 

do its shore to create a foundation upon which 

preparation for war may be oooelereted.In the 

rrmod forces, thoso undertakings must receive first 
consideration which manufacture aotcrlols requiring a 
long period of construction. Warships by all moans 
must get their supply of Iron. Guns for battleships 

and other big guns fall In the same clcss.Tho 

export (of iron and steel) may lead cosily to the 
facilitation of tho armament of tho enemy. I am 
thinking for Instance, of heavy plotes vhioh ore 
neoded abroad by the «raaucnt Industry." 

The response, by a representative of the Iron »nd 

steel Industry, reflected the tense atmosphere of the 

meeting: 

"In regard to tho shipment of Iron to the so-c«*llcd 
enemy countries like England, France, Belgium, 

• Ruaolo, end Czechoslovakia', only six percent of 
our export goes thcro. That does not help the 
3rltlsh to keep up their armament." 
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Late In November, Hitler summoned hie forcigh ministers 
end the four chiefs of the armed servloe6 including Hermann 
Goerlng, the Commandor-in-Chlef of the Luftwaffe. Whpt was 
said ie set forth et length in the Judgment of the 
Internationol Military Tribunal,* Hitler announced his 
■lrrovocablo decision to solve the German space problem", 
and indicated that the first steps would be the conquest of 
Austria and Czechoslovakia. Thereafter as the International 
Military Tribunal found: "This decision to selse Austria 
and Czechoslovakia was discussed in some detail; the ootion 
was to be taken ns soon as a favorable opportunity presented 
itself." 

In 1938 Hitler purged the Army and his cabinet of all 
conservative elements ond assume^ direct and supremo leader¬ 
ship of the armed forces of Germany. German troops 
oocupicd Austria. German troops marohod into the Sudotcn- 
lond. In 1938 Fnrbcn accelerated its preparations for war 
to accoapony military developments (sec pp. 21-28, 30, 40, 

44, supra). In the summer of 1938, with the invasion of 
Czechoslovakia imminent, Goerlng intensified his economic 
measures in preparation for aggressive war. Krouch and 
other defendants took the initiative in reorganizing the 
chemical progrom outlined by the Four Year Plon in line 
with the requirements for waging war. (See pp. 21-25, supra). 

On 11 October 1938, Tor aeer writing to the Reich 
Ministry of Economics, referred to the fact that Buna III 
could not at that time be located in Upper Silesia, since 
that "area was considered as a troop deployment nren 
-gainst Czechoslovakia." (Exh. 563, NI-4717, Bk. 28, p. 11). 
On 14 October 1938, after Hitler had publicly declared

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"toot there will bo no core torrltoriel problems for 
Germany In Europe",• Goerlng announced In the presence of 
Krauoh that Hitler hod ordered hln "to carry out a gigantic 
program compared to which previous achievements arc 
Insignificant." (see p. 24, eupra). 

It was In 1938 that Forben arranged "to borrow" 500 . 
tons of tetraethyl lead from the Ethyl Export Corporation 
of the United States and misrepresented the purpose of the * 
■loan", (Exh. 732, NI-4922. Bit. 39, p. 93), and In 1938, * 

Farben Intensified the camouflage or cloaking of Its forolgn 
holdings to protect then from seizure In the coming war by 
enemy custodians, (sec subdivision K, supra). The defendant 
VON SCHNITZLER stoted: 


“Even without being directly Informed thot the 

K vcrnment Intended to wage war. It was Impossible 
r officials of I. 0 . or any other Industrialists 
to bellevt that the enormous production of ai*mrraents 
and preparation for war starting from tlu coming 
Into power of Hitler, accelerated in 1936 and 
reaching unbelievable proportions In 1938, could have 
any othor meaning but that Hitler and the Nazi govern¬ 
ment Intended to wags war come what may. In view of 
tho enormous concentration of military production 
and of the Intensive military preparation, no person 
of I. u or any other industrial lcador could bollove 
tnnt tale woe being done for defensive purposes, Uc 
of I. 0 were well aware of this fact, as were all 
German Industrialists, end on a commercial side 
shortly after thv Anschluss In 1938, I. G. Forben 

P~t*ct Its foreign assets in France 
and the Brltlsn aaplre." (Exh. 40, NI-5196, 3k. 1 
p. 54 ot 76). 


°n 12 March 1938, Germany Invaded Austria. This aovo 
w»s, «8 the International Military Tribunal found, a 
"orcmedltrted nggresslvo stop", but its timing was not 
planned in advance. On the contrary, It was precipitated, 
unexpectedly even to Hitler, by Schuschnlgg*s announcement 
on 9 March of a plebiscite on the Question of Austrian 
independence. Goerlng promptly gave directions for the 
extension of'the Four X.ar Plan to Auetrlo, and Forben 
equally promptly "placed its coopcrstion at the disposal 
of the authorities".

"the groundwork should he laid inaediately to prepare assignments 
to be carried cut by the chemical big industry of Austria, within * 
the framework of the Four Year Flan." (Zxh. IQbO, HI-iX)2b, Bk. 52, 
p. 26) 

These rec emendations were prepared by Farben iimediately following the in¬ 
vasion of Austria, and set forth in a letter signed by defendant Haefliger 
dated 9 April 1938, entitled "!fcw Order of the Major Chanical Inctaatrles of 
Austria". (Exh. IQbO supra). 

About the same tine, on 12 April 1938, defendant Buetefisoh discussed 
with the German Military Economy Inspection detailed "plans for hydrogena¬ 
tion and nitrogen plans of I.G. FarbeninAistrie in Austria". As Buetefisoh 
stated in his secret report: 'Free a military angle, only the neighborhood 
of Wolfseok can be considered." (Exh. 107b, MI-7133, Bk. 52, P. 28). 

In apit# of ita striking successes in occupi®8 Austria,. Farben felt 
that it should be prepared even better in the oase of Sudetenland. 

As early as April, 1938, Farben sounded out State Secrotary Keppler 
on what the official attitude of the Gorman authorities would be as to 
Farben taking over the enterprises In Sudeton Chechoslovakia. (Exh. 1072, 
Id-3981, Bk 5b, p 1-2). In my 1938, Farben's Comercial Condttoo, having 
roceived a report from its agent in Chechoslovakia as to the political 
situation in the ^udeten area, decided to «ploy "Sudeten Germans for the 
purpoeo of training them with 1 . 0 . in order to build up rose ryes to be em¬ 
ployed later in Czechoslovakia." (Exh. 833, NI-6221, Bk 5b, p 6, 8; Exh. 
1612, MI-6703, Bk b6; p 3U-a; see particularly testimony of Dr. Frank Fahle, 
Tr. p 2033). Present at the mooting of the Cowarcial Committee wore tho 
defendants Schmitz, von Schnitzler, Haefliger, Ilgner, Qattinoau and Kugler. 

Tho minutes of this conference on Czechoslovakia are very significant. 
They read in part as follows: (Exh. 833, supra) 

"Seebohz ^"Farben's representative in C*echoslovakia7 gave an intro- 
dootory report; he stated that after the incorporation of Austria 
in the Reich, tension had increased in the Sudeten-Geraan parts of 
tho oountry and that in a_l sectors of the population the political 
and industrial organizatisns were being reconstructed according to 
German pattern and to the tenets of National Socialism." 



■Cur ala should be to prevent-authar.iied- •filer* of I.G. producto 
abroad, frca barley to be in any way dependent upon Jewish faacko, 
since we would otherwise be branded with t$c aligns of coopera¬ 
ting with Jewish flrss. Purtheraore, such conditions of ownership 
could posaiblft-dsprive us of the liberty of directing our agencies 
at will, as our experience in Austria has shown,_ if such Jewish 
banka should cose under the direction of trusteos appointed by 
the Government (Kossissare)." 


■It seosed expedient to begin immediately end with the greatest 
possible spepd, to employ Suleten Germans for the purpose of • * 

training then with the 1 . 0 . in order to build up reatryes to be 
omployed later in Czechoslovakia." 

The witneee Prank-Pehlo (who called the aeetlng on 17 Xay and reported

to the Commercial Committee on 24 Xay) gives the following interesting explana-

tlon aftor he had been shown on the witness stand a copy of tho nlnutes of the

■Austria had been occupied and had becoc* part of Germany, I believe. Just 
two or three sonttaa ago. I believe that it had boon — I mean I don't 
like to talk ab'ut the way how it has been dons, but it was It bad to¬ 
cos® part of Gerxany, and I believs all the. Fswera-alao the Allied Powers 
had agrssd to this political change. The 1.0. had in Austria n lot of 
affiliations, enjes agencies, and so on. Vhen Hitler cade this orude 
attack, we ware severely attacked by the Kaxi regia* that more of less 
all of our agencies still employed Jewish poople, that tho Bombers of 
the boards of the different coepsnies ware Jewish, and when the dovelop" 
sent in Czechoslovakia started, everybody could see that Hitler planned 
to get the German part of Czechoslovakia back. As later on the facts 
* show, he got it back not in a nice way, I scan tho way he started it with 
an-abeolitoly Kaxi aothod, but it was dons in a way which follswed, whether 
rightly or wrongly, with the approval of England, the Unltod States, 

Prsncs and Ood knows all tho other nations. 

"Vo in the 1.0. had also soaa Imagination and read in tho papers tho 
atrocities again* Sudcten-Gersans. I asked Kr. Secbohs, 'What io tho 
truth about it?' E» said! 'There Is nothing about it', sol ho laughed. 

But knowing that Hitler had — I as sorry to say — success in his 
foreign policltal actions without being stopped by anybody — when he 
occupied the Rhineland, he was not stopped by Prsncs; when he occupied 
Austria, he wes not stopped by anybody — that he sight succeed without 
causing s way by regaining the Geraan port of Czechoslovakia. 

"Tho point of us in the 1.0. was to be in case such things happened, a 
little aorc careful, but in the case of Austria, in othir words, when 
Hitler succeeded, which he did, by getting part of^sechoslsvnkia in a 
peaceful way. not to find the I.G. -gain having done nothing. This 
resulted that we asked our represent'lives in Chechoslovakia, to glvo 
■one of our advertising to Geraane — Sudettn-Gerxan newspaper, not t» 

. continue to esploy the non-Aryan or Jewish lawyer, Dr. Penter, which 
wns — I have to say it — also soae window dressing, bec»u*o in fact 
Dr. Pantor function as our very good lawyer, continued to function, hut 
for window dreaaing. we exployed eo»' Sudetvn-Oeraan lawyer*. In tho 
sane way we had to sec that w« had not too many Rational Czechs in our 
cospllation has to he understood.■ 
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On 21 September 1938 the Toivtafld was advised by the CocDcrcial Con- 
alttoo of the detail* of the cheat ca! plant* in Czechoslovakia (Exh. 1043, 

SI-10725, Bk 51, p 115). On 22 Soptesher 1938, the defendant* Gejovaki,-. i 
Eoerloia. v. Znlerlen, Eruuch, ter Mecr, Schnoider, v. Schnltzlor, Vurster,' 
iabro*, Leutonsehlae^er. Zuohno, Buergln, lienor, and Oetor woro lnfomod 
that after haring talked the natter over with Schnitx, the Central Confiittoo 
pieced HM 100,000 at the disposal of the Sudeten Goman Free Corps, an 
auxiliary ailitary organization chariot with naintenance of disturbances 
and clashes (Exh. 834. 3k 46. SI-1315, p. 36; Exh. 1041, PS-388,Bk 61,p.55). 

On 23 Septoabnr 1938, tho defendant Euohno was ploasod to loam froa 
ter Mcor and von Schnitrier ’the ploasant news that you havo euccoodod in 

Baking tho coepotont authorities appreciate our intorost in Altai*, and that 
you havo already su**catcd cosalssar* to tho authorities, viz, Dr. Vurstor 
and Sutler." (Exh. 1044, SI-3721, Bk 52. p 116). Asain, on 29 Soptonbor 
1938, tho day that tho Xunich Pact was signed, tho defendant von Schnltzlor 
reported on a noetiru- with Eopplor: *Tho negotiations havo boon succoaaful 
insofar ne nil parties acknowledge that a* soon ns tho Ocraan Sudotonland 
cocoa undor Ooraan Jurisdiction, all tho woik situatod in this zono and 
bolon*ln* to tho Jussi* Union, lrreopectivo of the futuro eottloaont of 
accounts with tho head offico in Prn,pio, oust bo nana*od by trustoos 
'for accaint of whoa it my concern'.* The dofondant Zu*lor (to*othor with 
tho SudotcD-Ooraan cn^inoor) was appointed "ooaniasAr for tho oolntonnnoo 
of tho plants*. (Exh. 1045. HI-3722. Bk 52, P. 117). ‘ Tho next d«y tho 
dofondant Schnitz wired Sitlor that ho was lcproaaod by tho roturn of 
Sudoton-Goraany to tho Belch, 'which you, tv Fuohror. havo achiovod*. and 
that Parbon *puts an ancront of half a olllion Boichnarka at your disposal 
for uso in tho Sudoton-Ccman torritoxy*. (Exh. 1046, HI-2795, 3k 52, p.l22). 

In tho ciddlo of March 1939, broken by/ Goerin/i's throat to doatroy 
Prapio fron the air, tho Czech proeldcnt ei*nod tho a*rccaont for tho 
occupation of Bohcnia and MoraTia by Gernan troops. Tfcoso two provincos 
bocano tho protoctorato of tho Boich, and Slovrkia a nlnor sntollito powor. 

Parbon 1 s nobilizati'*n for war was by now virtually conploto. A roport 
writ ton to tho defendant von Knloriec in Juno 1939, and drculatod to no*t of 
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the dependents roads "Vhilo three or Poor years ago, only lsolatod sections v 
within I.O. were engaged on work concerning Wehrsacht prohleas, at present thore 
Is experimental work In progress In almost all major I.G. plants, which io boing 
cerrlod on either directly at the order oP the Vchrmacht or In which the Vohr- 
aacht Is taking an active part elthor due to the particular nature oP tho problono 
In question or through providing Experts to participate In tho work." (Exh. 

166, HI-4669, Bk 7, p l).» 

. On Kay 4. 1939, Dicckaan. an 1.0. Parben crployee in VerEdttlungsstollo 

W, transmitted a secret report to the Military Economy StePP containing detelled 
Information concerning the location and production capacity oP English stand-by' 
plants Por production oP primary nitrogen. The report also states that the 
total produfttlon capacity oP the plants described would bo enough to cover 
the entire requirements Por the production oP highly concentrated nitric acid, 
"evon should the BUI Ingham plant be put out of action" (Sxh. 922, Bk 49, HI- • 
7796, p 86; see also Sxh 923. Bk 49, VI-7965, p. 90). A copy oP this report 
was sent to the dependant Krauch (Exh. 922, supra, p 87). 

Tho Prensled pace oP the German armament ePPort, the events oP tho 

• • 
recent months, and the widely publicised objectives oP the Kasl party aado tho 

Puture only too clear. IP one may concede roon for doubt before 1939, aftor 
the Vshrmacht 1 s entry into Prague no ono oould longer doubt that tho Third 
Rolch was ready for war. Th^ tonsion which lay over Europe become noarly 
intolerable, and Goraany was In a constant conlitlon of emergency mobilisation. 
Industial mobilisation had been planned down to tho last detail. During tho 
summer, incidents began to "occur" along the German-Polish border,-and riots 
"broke out" In Danslg. These echoes of the Sudotonlaa! crisis wero well under¬ 
stood by intelligent. Influential, and well lnforrod men such as the defendants. 

As wc have seen (pp 24. 26) the defendant Krnuoh made clear that he 
understood in a report on tho Pour Tear Flan of 28 April 1939. The quotation 
from this report can bear repetition here: 


Two rmnths prior, the defendant von Knierlea and his Legal Committee had 
recorcended that drastic measures be taken to camouflage Fexbon'e foreign 
S^S 8 ln ord#r P^tect them Proa selsure by the oneny. (Exh. 1020, 
HI-2796, Bk 50, p 1)

The defendant Kraueh was Goerlng'e right hand, and several others 
were working closely with Irauch. Many of the defendants wore in key positions 
in the government or the seal-offlclal Eoononlc Group Chemical Industry. All 
najor Farben projects and policites within the arcanent offort had boon approved 
in nestings of the Torstani. It seeas superfluous to mention particular Dootlngs 
at which high government officials Inform*! Parbon that war was bound to coco; 
certainly many of these defendants know the truth far bettor than thoao who 
presuaed to whiopsr state secrete In their oars. But it ie perhaps worth 
contlonlng that, in July 1939, the defendant von Schnltslor conferred in Borlln, 
as wss his monthly custom, with Ungewlttor, the Belch Consieelonor for Choalelry. 
Ungevitter. speaking on behalf of the Four Tear Plan, told von Schnltslor that 
Hitler was determined to lnvedo Poloai end that. In vlow of tho guarantees which 
had been extended to Poland by fcgland and Prance, Oermany must bo prepared for 
an attack on ita western frontier. Ungowltter hod also mwlo einllar etatements 
to othore among the defendant#. each as t«r 14eor. Suretcr end Aabros. (Exh. 40, 
HI-5196, Bk 1, p. 54 at 74). 

Dnrlng the «-me month, July 1939, In which the defendant von Schnltslor 

■oy« he wee inforced of Hitler's intention# with respect to Poland, von 

Schnitzler attended a convention at Xiol of prominent foreign businessmen 

with For ben acting as host (Exh. 779. SI-826, Ek 44, p 59). This was an annual 

projeot sponsored to get acquaintel with the views of prominent foreign 
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businessmen, and in turn to pureuado the foreigners of the rlghtsousncss of 
the Goman program. At this conrentlon in July ef 1939, a report on It by a 
b'ari official indicates that e Tory one diacuaaed Goraany'a InTaalona of Bohemia 
ard Moravia. The roport etatca that thia eront "caused reactions abroad, the 
extant of which has so far not been realised by Dost of tho German participants. 
The Zfcgllah and French naturally expressed tba-selves very pslntedly on the 
subject. So body of courso wants a war ard hopes for peaoo are still being 
cherished, but they felt certain that in case of any further arbitrary pro¬ 
ceedings in Germany's foreign policy, war would be unavoidable." 

On 2 August, Ifcgewlttor, as Helch Commissioner for Chealstry, gavo 
Farben the alert signal for wer. Through f..a Veralttlungsatello W, instructions 
were given as follows: 

■The basic principles should be that the r»w and auxiliary materials 
necessary for the execution of tho aoblllzatlon ordore Issued to you 
....will be held in stock by you for a certain period. In agreement 
with tho Belch Ministry of Econosfcs, Z accordingly direct you to 
stockpile that amount of the raw wd auxiliary materials lnilostcd by 
you as neces/ary for the execution of the xobllixatlon order, which 
would cover the requirements for throe ronths... It ie incumbent 
upon you to register as priority transports the quantities of these 
materials required for the first four tfooke from the beginning of 
mobilisation with the military ooonomlc department ooncemed... 

Please Inform ms as soon as possible that the directives issued to you 
for stockpiling have boon carried out." (Exh. 742, HI-0364, Bk 40, 

P 21). 


The time had come for putting into effect the "docking" piano for 

• 

Pirbon's foreign assets which the defend'd von Enlerlem had dovleod. As this 
program, known among the defendants as "t among" (Caoouflego(, was put into 
offset, Parben explained to the Reich Minister of Economics on 12 August 1939 
(Exh. 1025, H1-7078, Bk 50, p 37)l 

"Wo declare that we shall have unrestricted influence upon tho foreign 
corpanise, even after the carrying out of tho measures aimed at. and 
that we arc preparing «nd in a position to insure that all foreign values 
on hand will be delivered to the Reichabeak either directly by way of 
the export proceeds, or via Stockholm as indicetod in our proposal... 

We declare, moreover, that the decisive real influence we shall have 
*r. the foreign sales corp-niee, even after tbs crxrylng out of tho now 
requirements, will be sufficient in evory respect to answer tho re¬ 
quirement of the German governmental and party anthorltleo with regard 
tv personnel and political questions. Wo shall always be ablo to 
eliminate from our sales business those individuals whs are unsuitable 
or suspect becpuso of their political position and to insure that no 
conflicts arise between the Staff of our foreign economics sales organi*a J 
tion and the general German viewpoint and government end oconoalc 
policy." 
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Khllo ron Knadetedt and Ton Bock were deploying the Oeroan leglone on 

the Pollch frontier In aoeordgnde with their plan of attack, Farben wao carofully 

surreylog the Polish chenlcal industries in anticipation of the benefits to 
• • 
be dorlvod fron conquest. Cn 28 July 1939, a conprehenslre report was prepared

unAer the direction of the defendant Ilgner, which was entitled "The Most In- 

port in t Chenlcal Plants In Poland", and which set forth a detailed description 
\ 

of the physical structure of these plants, tho products they sanufacturcd, 
their adaptability to the Oman war eoonozy, -ad the nanes of their owners 
and directors. (Exh. 1137, EI-9164, Bk 65, p 52\ Exh. 1135, SI-9161, Bk 65, 
p 60). 

On 28 August, the 7 eralttlungsotelle ¥ notified the Forbon planto 
that It could, for the tine being, bo reached day and night by tolephono and 
teletype, (p 18, supra). That dsy or the next, the defendant Schneider, head 
of Sparto I, called a ceetlng of the departnent Chiefs of tho Leuna plant and 
inforaed then that CLo order for tho aoblllsatlon of the plants had been glvon. 
Schnoldor closed the discussion with the'wonls: "This Is war.* (Exh. 261, 
SI-0235, Bk 9. p 104) One week after the aegrosslon against Poland tho dofon- 
dants started to carry out thslr progr-a previously-.planned for the'.eeisure of., 
the Polish ohoalcal industries. 


In our review of the evidence relating to the participation by tboae 
defendants In the evente which oocurred in Ooraany during tho period froa 1933 
on and the state of Bind with which they eo participated, it appears that ono 
basic fact reaalned the saae throughout the period. That Is ths fact that tho 
dofondants backod Hitlor and his prograx for twelve year# — whothor for love, 
•r for money, or to proteot their positions, or to protect Farbon. Although 
the sotive of these defendants In backing Hitler is not an essential part as 
such,uf the 'crises with which they are charged, it is rtry relevant in shod- 
dlng light on the state of alnd with which they engaged In preparing Ooraany 
for each aggression. 

Irueger, one of Farbefi'.s leading officials in tho Berlin KV 7 of floe, 
has testified on oroes exaaination by the defenee thrt the deeeasod Farbon 
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loader Batch and a few other Tarben officials wanted "to tarn their hacks to 

a 

Hational Socialism. hut I had to aae that If the majority of the management 
aald that, such an attitude would he a great risk, a risk to the life of 1.0. 
Farhen* (tr. p 2970). He aald further, "The fear of the coamleaar was very 
strong, as far as I.G.Farben was concerned and because of that people who did 
not sympathise with the movement within tha 1 . 0 . did not know of any hotter 
advice than to follow the strategy 0 f hunting with the great....scat InduetYlal- 
lats of these circles were anxlcus to bring their enterprises...into a Germany 
which had S&ria who were tamed, - so to speak, civilised* (Tr. p 2971). And 
on redirect examination, Krueger affirmed that the edopted policy was not 
merely one of "hunting with the great", hut of 'howlingwith the wolves- (Tr. p 
3016-3017). 

This attitude of the defendants did not undergo any basic change over 
a period of twelve ye-re. They never stopped howling with the wolves. They kept 
■hunting with the great" when freedom was destroyed in Germany and tho persecu¬ 
tion of the alleged "Inferior peoples" waa carried out: when one stop after 
another was taken to Implement Germany's foreign policy with force; whon Germany's 
growing military poweY was used In tho military reoccupation of the Hhlnoland; 
whon troops moved three tlmos within thirteen months to offoct Hnsl conquost in 
Austria ard CscchoSlovakia during 1930 and 1939; and when ono aggressive war 
after anothor was launched or/i waged by Oormany. To top it all, these defendants, 
as if to he second to cone In ratifying and supporting Hazl pollticea, took moro 
than their sharo of tho plunder and rore than their share of the "slaves". 

This policy of "hunting with tho great" and "howling with tho wolvoe" 
will probably tako on a sore dignified tone In the coureo of tho defense In this 
case. The crosa-exaainatlon of witnesses frloidly to the defenoo (formor 
employees of Jerboa who admitted certain facts In affidavits glvon to the pro¬ 
secution) has Indicated that we say find this policy dressed up as "exterior 
orders" or "coercion". It will be helpful, we believe, to discuss certain 
aspects of this "defense" briefly at this point, since it Is oosatimes offered 
as bearing on motive. 
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(IB hare already shown that the "defense" of euperior order* and 
coercion hae no legal Justification in a case of this type. The evidence in 


o 

this particular case rakes the-factual basis even less convincing than any 
possible leg-il -rguaent which night be advanced. Without spending too such 
tine discussing this "defense", we believe that it will be sufficient to acroly 
•hjw »hat l^t amounts to In the light of the facts. On the basis of the evidenco 
it would go something like this: 

Wo woro forced to help bring Hitler to pjver in 1933 and to help hin con¬ 
solidate his position in Gersany, and wo were forcod to support hin 
financially and otherwise during the succeeding 12 years while he wn# doe- 
troying freedon in Germany ary*, attezpting to destroy it throughout tho 
world. We were forced to take this action in Germany becauoe if we 
didn't rapport Zaaeien we were afraid we night hove Comunien. 1 

Once Hitler had cose to power in Germany with our help, we wero forced 
to uoe our power anft rcsourcee in preparing Germany for war. It lo* 
true that ?arben was lndlspens-ble to croating ani equipping the Natl 
war rachlno; 2 that FarVen hsd been a power in the world a generation 
before tho Nasls case; 3 that our world-wide Onpirs 4 5 wae necessary for 
c"Trying out ecor.oaic varfaro, fifth colu.sn activities, and propaganda 
and intelligence aothdtloe throughout the vorld^ — as woll ae for 
supplying tho necessary foreign exchange to the Sail govemasnt; 6 and, 
that our international relations with foreign countries were an indis- 
ponsnble weapon to tha Natl gorernaent in its efforts to weaken tho 
eeenoalc strength of tbs countrios which the Third Roich regardod as 
potential obetaeloe to carrying out ita aggressive policies. 7 It io 
true that we were so powerful that the Nail governsent was forcod to 
lot us hare our way in such things as choosing between Forben and the 
SS in tho developaent of particularly Important cheaical processes; 8 9 
and in deciding whether tho Reich Itself or Farben should be ontltlod 
to utilise the synthetic rubber canufsuturing processes of the Soviet 
Union.

Vhen ve took the Initiative It ■selling* the synthetic oil program and 
tho synthetic rubber prograr to the Sail government, the fact that Hitler 
"bought* these progress because he noeded oil and rubber to wage war 
Is not significant. Ve *ere only interested In bargaining with Hitler 
becaoso we wanted tc sake Gersany self-sufficient. Ve could not help 
It If Hitler used this self-sufficiency for war purposes. Once we had 
sade our bargain we were forced to carry It out even though It became 
clearer and clearer that we were heading for war. It is true that 
thereafter we took the leadership In sasy other important phases of pre¬ 
paring Gemany for war 10 but once hcvlcg gotten into the boat we were 
forced to eee to It that It didn't sink. 


Ve were forced to prepare Gemaiv for tho conquoet of ite neighbors; to reap 
ths spoils of each conqueot by aboorblng the ekenleal Industries of the 
conquered countries; and to use men, women, and children deported fron 
those countries and inmates of concentration carps in our factories 
(wo cennot be blesed for the fact that many of those people were forcod 
to work eo hard that they either died or were so exhausted that they 
were sent to the gas chambers). For once Germany hal startod 
tho war we had been forced to prepare her for, we were likewise forcod 
to see to It that she won the war. The chemical fsctorloe which we 
grabbed, (even though sometimes we had to fight government egoncloo 
to get then), were essontlal to the waging of war and tho slave laborers 
whoa we worked (sometimes to death), wese likewise essential to tho 
winning of the war. 

It is true that all of this reeulted in a world tragedy and In tho ruin 
of Germany 15 but Hitler should be biased for this and not ue. 

The Irony lo not chosen by the prosecution. It is inherent in any 
attorpted Justification of euch an intiaatu alliance with letdlng Kails and 
with the Kail policy. It le inherent in the conventional attompt to oito 
"coercion" whero lose active anl leas willing partnership would have meant a 
loee to the Forbcn fire and a lost of personal position and prestlgo. It le 
inherent In the atterpt to dony initiative in the face of ever increasing 
responsibilities and the evor Increasing rewards both to the concern and to its

Tho ontlre epollativo echo 5fl and all the Individual acta of apollation 
are, thoreforo, part of the planning and waging of wara of aggroaaion 
and lnvaaiona of other countrioa, and, conaoquently. within tho acopo 
of Art. II, 1(a). Sinco there aro, howevor. aoparato aubdiviaiona of 
Article II, oven If they are overlapping to a largo degroe, wo havo 
partly aeparatod apolletlcn In our pleading end proof for convonionco 
end orderly preeontation. Purthoraore, wo havo grouped the individual 
ecte of apollation according to the countrioa lnvolvod although wo 
alao dain one over-all crlno of apollation: tho apollation of tho 
continont of 3arope aa noro fully explained In pexegraph 9 , Infra . 

Vo propoao to deal firat with war crlnee (paragraph 2-13, 
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iofr*), and then to shew whjr these sets also constitute crises against 
hi s afllty (par. 13-14. Infra) . 



2. The definition of war eriros la Control Council La* Ho. 10, 

Art.11,1 (h), Includes "offeases against ... property constituting 
violations of the lews or custoss of war Including but not llnitod to ... 
plunder of public or private property." One of the principal codifications, 
though not the only ono, of "the lavs or custoss of wax" Is tho Annex to 
the Haguo Convention of 1907. If tho defendants have violated said "laws 
or custoss of war", as defined by the Hague Convention, they have also 
violated Control Council Law Ho.10. 

3. On this basis, the charges under Count II of tho Indlctmont 
concern the participation by tho defendants In a vast schono of plundering 
proporty in occupied torrltorios In order; to strengthen Gornany in 
waging her aggressive wars; to soouro her peroanont oconoolc donina.tion 
of the contlnont of Biropo; and to have tho Parbon aspire flourish thoroln. 
Apert fron this ovor-nll progrsa, tho execution of which severely violatos 
both tho spirit and lrsgusgo of the Hague Oonvontlon. wo havo noro speci¬ 
fically chsrgod tho violation of Individual provisions of tho Convention, 
aaong thos Art.46, par.2, Art.53, and Art.55 (Cocpare Indlctoont, par.119, 
and tr., pp.2490-93). 

4. In order to dcecribo orlnos against proporty In violation of 
tho lews and custoss of war, the words "plunder" and "pillago" havo boon 
conventionally usod (e.g., In the Annex to tho Eague Convontlon and 
Control Council Law Ho.10). Howovcr, as far as systasatlsod acts of 
dispossession ere concernod, tho word " spoliation" Is Doro approprlato In 
doscrlblng th 0 crloo. In this sons 0 , tho word has also boon used in the 
■Intor-Alliod Declaration against Acts of Dlspossoesion connittod in 
Territories under Sneay Occupation or Control" (Exhibit 1057, HI-11378, 
D.B.52). While speaking first of the "plundering by oneny Powers of tho 
torrltorios which have been overrun or brought under enocy control", thle 
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Declaration goes on to sey: 


■She systematic spoliation of occupied or controlled territory 
baa folloved innedietoly upon each freah eggressioa."(our 
enpheals) 

Dealing with the sene type of crises, the French decree besed on the 

Inter-Allied Declaration havo el so consistently used the word 

"spoliation", which word is identical in French and English. (Soo, 

e.g., the French "Ordinance of 12 Hovecber 1943 concerning the 

Sullity of Acts of Spoliation cosnitted by the Eneny or undor his 

Control"^). We have adopted the word "spoliation" in this sense. 

5. The offenao itself has a double aspect: it is generally 

a crino against the country concerned in that it disrupts its oco- 

nony, alienates its industry fron its inherent purpose, cakes it 

subservient to tho lntereet of the occupying power, and lntorforoa 
with the natural 

connection between the spoliated ln&istry and the local coonony- *s 
far as this uspoct is concerned, the content of tho owner or ownors 
or their representatives, even if genuine, does not affoct tho 
oriaiaal character of tho offonto. In other words: if thoro is a 
"fueling" or "collaborator" who willingly and unscrupulously parte 
with his property in favor of tho enony, thie is no excuse For in 
tho nodorn world international 1 *h which alrii^rotoctlng tho ordorly 
end independent functioning of the econonlc systes of tho occupiod 
country, cannot be thwarted Just boc«iso one or two or a group of 


ll "Ordinance da 12 Woveobre 1943 eur la Full it* dos Actoe do 

Spoliation sccosplie par 1'Xenoni ou sous eon ContrSlo", Journal 
Officiol do la Rbpublique Franpaiao 1943, psge 277. Tho flret 
paregreph of this Ordinance roads:

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persons belonging to tbe vanquished state ere treacherous end selfish 
enough to play the conqueror's gene. 

The other aspect of the crise. which Is present In the over¬ 
whelming group of cases before us. Is where the offeneo runs egainst 
tho rightful owner or owners by taking eway their property without 
any regard to their will (■confiscation") or by obtaining their 
"consent" by threats or pressure. In this latter cese, the restraint 
or coercion nay be exerted by direct throats against the owner or by 
exploiting the goneral atnosphero of intialdation created by tho 
presence of th« Araed Torces of tho conqueror or the attitudo of tho 
□llltary government, or by bending the ownor's will in any othor way, 
s.g., by depriving bin of raw naterials or other vital products noodod 
for tho survival of his enterprises. It nekos no difference, in those 
cases, whether the vanquished indicates any preference for one or tho 
other tgoncy of the occupying power bocauao he conaldors one of then 
as the "lessor evil”. 


Tho Oaotrine of Subjugation . 

6. The Kasl Covornaont divldod subjugatod territories into 
such countries or parts theroof which it "ennexod" to or ■Incorporated" 
into Oorneny, and such countrios or parts theroof which vero Just 
occupiod. In view of this distinction, it should bo stresood that 
the protection of the Ejgue Convention rpplios to all countrios 
occupied by virtuo of aggrossire act# or steps, i.o., in the caso of 
bolllgorent occupations by Iasi Oornany to all Invasions starting with 
and following upon tho occupation of Aistrla in Kerch 1938. Although 
the defense in tho case boforo tho I.M.T. placed groat stress upon tho 
allogod "doctrine of subjugation", tho l.K.T. did not find it to bo 
applicable in any caso. In fact. It indicated (p.254):* 


"In tho view of tho Tribunal it is unnecessary in this caso to 
decide whothor tho doctrine of subjugation, dppendont ao it la 



Indeed, if this doctrine wore toloreted where occupation is offoctod 






by aggression, this would be as Invitation to aggressors ani their 
accessories to teke the risk of aceorylishing subjugation by a shov 
of force in the hope that the weaker nations will not resist. Certain¬ 
ly it is the intent of international lew to have precisely the opposito 
effect. In this case the Tribunal will have to pass upon this point 
with respect to Austria and Czechoslovakia, of ccurso, tbd doctrine of 
•ubju^ation cannot possibly apply tx fkr-.s» tht spoil* ti/ro acts also 
constitute crincs against i ns a n ity (see Par.14. infra). 

Austria end Czechoslovakia. 

7. Prior to the Oernan invasion of Poland onl Soptenber 1939, 

the Nazi policy of achieving thoir territorial anbitions by the use or 

throat of force did not innediately provoke actual war. This dooa not 

take away froa tbs fact that tho invasions prior to 1 Soptenbor 1939 

wero rggrosslve acts. Vith rospoct to the occupation of Austria. tho 

International Military Tribunal held that 

"tho invasion of Austria was a preaeditated 
aggressive step' (p.193) 

and that tho country 

■was occupiod pursuant to a oonoon plan of 
aggrosslon" (p.318). 

Tho International Militexy Tribunal also found: 

"The netbode osployed to echlovo tho object 
were those of an aggressor. The ultinato factor 
was tho arnod night of Ocroeay ready to bo usod 
if any resistance was snoounterod.» (p.194). 

Vith rospoct to tho occupation of tho Sudetonlaad of Cscchoslovakia, 

It nay be argued that this was initially covcrod by tho Munich agrocnont. 

Hawcver, in thetftrds of tho International Military Tribunal: 

"Hitler never intended to adhere to the Munich 
egrocnent" (p.197). 

If tho Gornan Reich did not Intend, fron tho outsot, to bo bound by, 
or to liv 0 up to, tho Munich Pect, neither the Gcrcan Reich nor any of 
its citizens derived any right# or privilege# thorefron. Moreover, tho 
Nazi Govornaent had carofully plenned the nilitary occupation of tho 
Sudetcnland (as well as the rest of Czochoslovekia) independent of 
whether there would bo e preceding "egrocaont* (Judgnent of tho I.M.T., 
p.196). The ssao vicious attitude was adopted by Parben which had its 



plans concerning the Sudetaclani ready and had asked for the ppoint- 

sont of the defendants Wuratcr and Euglor as "coraissaxs" for tho 

Sudo toil end dyestuff pleats before there was e Munich agroenent (Seo 

discussion under “II. The Pacts". Infra) . When German} 

openly broke the Munich Pact by invading the balanco of Czechoslovakia 

on 15 March 1939, the Cornea nasquorado wes laid bare before all tho 

world. 

Tho X.M.T. did not feel it necessary to pdss squarely upon tho 

quostion as to whether the protection of the Hague Convention epplios 

to tho-occupation of iwatrie end the Sudetenlend, sinco with rospoct 

thereto the Indietoent did not ellego specific acts constituting war 

crinos (Soo laiictnent (pp.55-€6)and conpaxe l.M.T. Judgoent (p.254), 

quoted supra. p*4). There is no basis, howevor, for excluding tho 

protection of tho Kaguo Convention fron countries oceujled by an 

aggrossor. To prevent a foreign powor, noro particularly an aggressor, 

fron plundering a territory it belligerently occupios is the dletlnot 

purpose of the pertinent rules laid down in tho Hagu© Convention. 

Tho l.M.T. did stats that the doctrine of subjugation 

■was novor consiiorod to be applicable as long as thoro 
was an axny in the field attsepting to rostoro the 
occupied countries to their truo owners. Xn this case, 
theroforo, the doctrino could not apply to any territories 
occupiod ti tor Septsnbor 1, 1939." (p.254). 

Howevor, that tho l.M.T. did not pleco any nagic in tho dato 1 Soptonbor 

1939 (actual warfaxe) with roepoct to tho protoctlon of tho rulos of 

war le shown by its finding concerning Bo her la end Moravia (occupiod 

on 15 March 1939) s 

■Tho occupation of Boheoia end Moravia oust ... bo 
considered a nilitery occupation covered by tho ruloe 
of warfero. 1 

It clearly appears fro a this finding that, in the view of tho Inter¬ 
national Military Tribunal, actual warfare is not a proroquisito to 
bringing the &gue Convention into play..

0. Tho finding of the l.M.T. Just quoted (p-254) cloarly covers

9. As we have Indicated ( par.3. spoliation In its broader 

aspect consisted In the over-all progren, and its execution, to aasuro 

tho subsorvienco of the econoay of the conquered countries to Goroany. 

and to seize their Industries for this purpose Control Council Law 

Wo. 10, in Article II, Soctlon 2, defines the different cases In which 

a porson "la dccnod to have connittod a crins as defined in paragraph 1 

of this Article". Undor subdivision 2 (d) which applies to each of tho 

3 crlnos, uong then to war crinoe, it Is sufficient that tho porson 

"was connected with plus or ontorprises Involving (thoJr) ooBslasion". 

Even if wo eonatruo this subdivision In such way u to noan that an 

acconpllshed crloo is a prerequisite to Its application, oven then all of 
the 

so-called "Aisslu cue" is covered by this provision. As wo pointod 
out (per.l, lUETa), we have not only Individual ud soparato cuos of 
spoliation, but we also hav 0 ono ovor-all crloo of spoliation dlrootod 
against tho contlnont of Riropo. What we are confronted with horo Is. 

In tho language of tho International Military Tribunal (p.239), "e 
systematic plunder of public or private property" cerrlod through "in 
consoquonco of a deliborato design ud policy". This dollberato policy 
hu resulted In tho acconpllshed crloo of spoliation, u. c.g., in tho 
cues 3oruta, Polud; JYanoolor, France; Bhone-Poulcnc, Franco; end so 
on. The prerequisite, therefore (provided there is any such pro- 
roqulsito) to tho application of Art. II, 2 (d). Is prosont ovon if 
tho spoliatlvo planning In one individual country did not achlovo Its 
intended rosulte. In other words .tho ovor-all crloo of spoliation has 
boon conaltted, and whoever of these defendants "weo connoctod with 




pi pa 8 or enterprises involving its connission" is to be deened & war 
crinlnal under irt. II, 1 (b). This is another reason why our evidence 
shoving the spoliative schecing end planning in aiesia, even where it 
did not achieve its eins, is competent to establish our charge under 
Count II. This is in addition to the reesons given by the court in , 
its ruling of 7 Sovesber 1947 (possible bearing on the conspiracy charge 
tr-3483) and previously by the prosecution (boexing on notire, intent, 
assistance to Saxl spoliation generally, end state of nlnd of tho 
defendants in connection with Counts and II, tr., pp.2728-3730). 

10. In the ceso of Oissle vo have to deal exclusively with 
property of the State (This cay also be partly true in tho ceso of 
Poland.

11. In referring to the Hague Convention we ehould bear in nind 
that there are distinct Units to bo observed by a^y belligerent, 
eggrossor and victin of aggroe.ion alike. It 1. the violation of those 
Units which we shall have to deal with pricarily. Subjecting tho 
aggressor to the licit, set by the Hague Convention does not nean. 




however, that ha is also entitled to its privileges. As tho Inter¬ 
national Military Tribunal found, Germany's wars were the ware of an 


aggressor. Whore no war followed her invasions, as in the ease of 
Aistria and Czechoslovakia, the occupation, in the words of the I.M.T. 
constituted aggressive acts or aggressive steps. War waged by an 
aggressor was outlawed by the Eollogg-Briand Pact of 27 Aigust 1928 
to which 63 nations Including Gerrany were signatories. Art isle 1 of 
the Pact provides; 

"Tfca high contracting parties solemnly declare in the nano 
of their respective people that they condeon rocourse to 
war for tho solution of international controversies, and 
ronounce it as an lnstrunent of national policy in their 
relations with one another." 

Any belligorcnt which, thereafter, engaged in a war as on instrunont 
of national policy is. therefore, guilty of an illegal act, and would 
forfoit its status as a lawful belligerent. While the Kellogg-Brland 
Pact does not itself express what legal incidents flow fron its 
violation, its interpretation has been cade perfectly dear by tho 
authorities. Mr. Stinson, as Secretary of State, in a spoech boforo 
tho Council of foreign Eolations, on 8 iegust 1932 statod: 

■War botween nations was ronouncod by tho signatories of 
tho Briand-Kollogg Troaty. This ncans that it has hoc one 
illegal throughout practically tho ontiro world. It is 
no longer to bo tho eourco and subject of rights. It is 
no longor to be tho principle around which tho dutioe, tho 
conduct and tho righto of nations rovolvo. It is an 
illogal thing. Seroaftor, when two nations engago in 
araod conflict, sither one or both of thon rust bo wrong¬ 
doers — violators of the gonoral treaty. Wo no longor 
draw a circle about thee and troat then with tho punctilios 
of the duelist's code. Instoad, wc lenounco then as law¬ 
breakers." 

<Z5«lg> Affalrt. Special Supplocent. Vol.ll, Vo. 1.(1933) p.IY). 
Using pertly the sno words and particularly referring to tho aggroosor 
the International Military Tribunal hold: 

"After tho signing of the Fact, eny nation resorting to 
war es an instrunont of national policy breaks the Pact. 

In tho opinion of the Tribunal tho solonn ronunciation of 
wer as an instrunont of national policy necessarily 
involvoe the proposition that such a war is illegal in 
international lew; and that those who plen and wage such a 
war. with its inevitable end torrible consequences, are 
comitting a crlne in so doing. War for the solution of 
International controversies undertaken as an instrunont of 





national policy certainly includes & war of aggroaaion, and. 
auca e wer ia tberaforo outlawed by the Pact." (p.219) 

Sicca the aggreaaor ia "outlaved", it follows conclusively that he 

cannot benefit froa the "lava" of war- ?hia consequence resulting 

fron the violation of the Pact has also been atreaaed by the Harvard 

2eeeerch Convention on Sights and Xhtloe of Statea in Case of 

iggreoalon which waa drafted in October 1939, and v G s signed by 18 

distinguished inorican acholera in the field of international law. 

The Convention provldea, in part* 

1 ... en aggressor doea not have any of the rights which it 
would have if it were a belligerent 

and alaoi

That neena, in particular, that the aggressor as an "outlaw" is 
excluiod fron the advantages ml privilogea givon to a holligoront 
under tho Hague Convention. 


Crlnea against &iaenlty. 

12. Crlnea against amenity ero dofinod by w«y of illustrat¬ 
ion In Lew Ho. 10, irtlole IX, l(o). as foUowot 

■itrocltioa and offonaoa, Including but not linitod to 
nurdor, oxtorainetlon, cnelrrenont, deportation, inprioorv- 
aont, torture, rapo, or other inhunano acta connlttod 
against any civilian population, or proaccutlon on political, 
racial or religious grounds, whether or not in violation of 
the doaeatic laws of the countries whero perpetrated." 

The I.H.T. hell that the act 'constituting a w er crlae can, at tho a mo 

tine, bo a crine against Insanity (page 254). Other Hurnberg trlbunele 

noting undor Ordinance Ho.7 hare adopted this position. Vo quoto fron 

tho decision of Court Ho. II of 16 iprll 1947 (Milch case): 

"Our conclusion ia that the eano unlawful acta of violanco 
which constituted wax crises ... also constitute crinca 
egeinet fcuaanlty .... Having detemlnad tho defendant to 
bo guilty of war crlnea ... it follows, of noeeeeity,’ that 
ho is also guilty of tho separate offoneo of crinoa against 
hmanity ... and this Trltunel so detornlnee." 

13. In tho eaaas beforo ua, tho wer crine of spoliation was 
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insolubly concocted with persecution on political, racial or roligioua 
grounds. Vittait anticipating tl» factual eircusstancee (which will 
be sunnerlzed hereinafter), we can state hero that the governnontel 
acts end decrees which so reaiily lent thecsolves to the plans and 
enterprises of the defendants - eni which were not only used by then 
to tho full but partly eron prospted by then - wero alnost exclusively 
based on discrlainatlon against parts of the population or tho entire 
population of occupioi countries under e political, racial or re- / 
ligloue eapoct.^ 

14, A crine in ordor to be pinlshablo under Lew So.10 nust 
not necessarily have been cosaltted against tho population of oneny 
countries. Of course, as far as war crises are concerned, their 
cosnission against the population of oneny countries night be the 
rule. Article III, 1(d), howovor, provides that ovsn crlnes connlttod 
■against other persons of Goman cltisonshlp or nationality of state- 
loss persons" aro within its ecopo. Tbsro is no doubt, thoroforo, that 
crises against hicanlty could bo porpotratod sgalnst the population of 
countrios which, like kistria and CsochoSlovakia, were not ongagod in 
open warfare against tho aggrossor. Ezprossly to this offoct, ooo 
I.M.T. judgnent concerning Schirach's crises against iur.«nity In 
Justrla (p.318, bottoa). 


g/ Though wo do not roly on any ioclsions roadorod by Gornan courts, 
evon after tho downfall of Kasles, It nay bo worth noting that 
the ippollat# Division of a Goman court (Oborlandoogoricht 
Trolburg. Baden, 4 July 1946. HI-11202) has construoA crioos 
against bmanlty (Control Council Law Ko.10, 2, lc) as follows: 

"The steps taken against tho Jews constitute forced 
deportation which is sn lniusano act connlttod against a 
civilian population, and prosecution on racial grounds 
(Control Council Lew Ho.10, Art.2. 1 c). Tho seizure of 
the sovablos which, apart fron tho forced deportation, is 
to bo considered an Independent act, constitutes prosocution 
on racial grounds end, at the sane tiso. at loast indiroctly, 
en lnbisano act."

15. The International Killtary Tribunal 
found that It was the distinct purpose of the Nazi 
Government”to establish Germany’s domination over large 
parte of iiirope once and for all (pp.186-183). It also 
found that the occupied territories were systematically 
plundered In consequence of a deliberate design and 
policy (p.239). In view of these findings,only a Unite 
amount of evidence has been suboltted here to elucidate 
the Nazi scheme of plunder. 

(See particularly

The content of these announcements became general and 
common knowledge In Germany. Certainly thoro was no 
Ignorance of them by these defendants. The last but 
one document cited above, Exh.1173, bears handwritten 
remarks by Farbon lawyer Stein. The most outspoken 
scheme of plunder referring to Russia which was un¬ 
paralleled even In the Germany of the Nazis, appears 
from a report of Farben's own delegate for Russian 
questions, de Haas. 

(Exh.1175, N1-2996, D.B. 63, E.p.37, G.p.33) 
Defendant Hann who was particularly In charge of Russia 

(Exh.1564, NI—6088, D.B. 64, E.d. 20, G.p.19, and 

Exh,1.209, NI-6348, D.B. 64, E.p.38, G.p.64) 

saw to It that this report was distributed to each 
Individual member of the Vorstand and the Commercial 
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Committee (Sxh.1175). That the Industrial cities of 
Southern Russia were to be ruthlessly strip; ed and that 
all available machinery was to be shipped to Germany, 

Is emphasized In this report. (Exh.1175,D.B.63, E.p.42, 
G.p.37). Farben director Irueger has confirmed that,' 
though he no longer remembers the report Itself, the 
principles laid down therein were In accordance with the 
then Nazi policy as known to him. 

(Sxh.1870, HI-10728, D.B. 64, E.p.42, G.p.68). 

Far from being shocked by these Inhumane methods, 
Farben was only oonoerned about Its own participation In 
the spoils. The question of how far ai* when a 
’’reprivatizing" of tho Russian Industry would take place, 
and how big firms like Farben would then bo able to 
participate, is particularly stressed in many documents 
in evidence:

(d) It fought for pre-emptive rights In case Fjsslan

Exh. 1183, NI-4972, D.B. 63, E.p.62, G.p.58;

(e) and it sought to procure exclusive rights for the 

exploitation of Russian buna processes within Germany;

In tho Continental Oil Corporation, Farben held a 

sharo of only about 4#, but the defendants Bueteflsch and 

Krnuoh were members of the Supervisory Board, along with 

a cast of some.twenty of the most Important economic leaders 

of Karl Germany, including Funk. The Farben director Ernot 

Rudolf Fischer was a member of tho Board of Directors. 

Fischer received Goorlng's spoclal permission to "purchase 

tho existing partially damaged /'Russian oll7 plants as well 

as the areas in which the deposits /ot ol]7 woro situated, 

together with their Installations".

It should be noted that the I.K.T., when finding Funk guilty 

of committing war crimes and orlmes against humanity, 

emphasised the fact that he 

"participated In the economic exploitation of 
occuoied territories. He was President of the 
Continental Oil Company which was charged with 
tho exploitation of the oil resources of occupied 
territories in the East." (p.306) 

So great were Farben 1 s real and Initiative that It 

sent experts to Russia even before the factories to be 

selred had fallen Into German hands. 

(Exh.. 1189, NI-4960, D.B. 64,. E.p.12, G.p.ll). 
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Farben'a naln office In Frankfurt sent circular letters 
to its representatives asking then "to be on the alert" 
when places set forth in the letter were occupied by 
Geroan troops: such places including factories not only 
in Leningrad and Moscow, but also in Aserbeidshan, 
Ensachstan, and even Siberia. 

(2xh. 1187, KI-7468, D.B. 64, E.p. 6, G.p. 5). 

As early as 10 July 1941, l.e., less than three weeks 
after the assault on Russia started, defendant Ilgner 
instructed Dr. Glerllchs to work out "suggestions for the 
reorganisation of Russian enterprises under Geroan leader¬ 
ship". 

(Exh. 1176, HI-1334, D.B. 63, E.p.45, G.p.40). 
Significantly Ilgnor added: "on the pattern of Ausolg/ 
Falkenau". As we know froa other documents to bo dlscussod 
later in connection with Czechoslovakia, Auealg-Falkonau 
stood for bringing plants undor Farbcn domination by first 
appointing a Farbcn eaployoo as comnlssioncr and lator 
acquiring "title". 

Pp^andj. 

16. Aloost as ruthloss and unequivocal was 
the Nazi policy against Poland. 

(See, for example, the sequestration and confiscation 
decrees, in our exhibits 1125-1128, document numbers 
HI-4602, HI-4603, NX-4600, and NI-4601, all in 
D.B. 55, E.p. 1-21, G.p.1-31). 

These decrees were accessible to everybody in Germany and 

particularly known to these defendants. They were partly 

published in the Official German Law Gazette. Poland 

was referred to therein as "the former Polish State" 

and her citizens as "the nationals of the former Polish 

s 

State". The activity of the agency in charge of Polish 
spoliation, the Main Trustee Office East, was widely 
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known. It wae made the subject of a comprehensive article 
in the "Frankfurter Zeltung" of 82 February 1941, which In 
turn was oondensed from Goerlng'e magazine "Tho Four Year 
Plan". 

(Zxh. 1131, NI—3742, D.B. 55, S.p.27, O.p.39). 

Again, Farben not only fully cooperated but even outstrippei 
the German Army by coveting the Polish chemical plants 
before they had fallen Into German hands. We have shown 
that ae eerly as September 7/14, 1939, defendants von 
Schnitzlcr end Haefllgor and other Farben officials contact¬ 
ed tho Roloh Ministry of Economics; suggested that I.G. 
Farben be appointed trustee of the main dyestuff factories 
of Polend; pointed to the fact that one of tho factories 
(Boruta) was controlled by tho Polish 8tato and ttet 
another factory was owned by a Jewish family (Wola, ownod 
by Szpilfogel). 8chnltzlor came to Berlin personally In 
ordor to win over tho Ministry for his plan. 

(Sxh. 1138, K1-8457, D.B. 55, E.p.54, G.p.85 and 
Sxh. 1139, HI-2749, D.B. 55, Z.p.56, 0.p.87). 

Whon Wo Farben dlrootors were finally appointed (Sohuab 
and Schooner), tho Ministry made It clear that they wore 
trustoos of tho German Rolch. 

(Zxh. 1140, HI-1093, D.B. 55, E.p.60, G.p.94), 

Still, Farben went on considering them Its own representa¬ 
tives. See Szpilfogel 1 s affidavit, Exh. 1159, HI-10416, 

3.3 56, E.p.26a, G.p.60a, and his testimony, tr.pp.2632 
and 2551. Hote also Farben 1 s letter: 

"From the stocks of tho former Polish dyestuffs 
plants Wola Krzystoporska ... which has been 
closed down, and Is a ialnlstrated by Farben (sic!) 
as trustee , quite a sines of Droducts are aval- 
lable which wo may take over. 0 (emphasis ours) 

(Exh. 1157, HI-7371, D.B. 56, S.p.22, G.p.54). 
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tfe have shown that, from the outset, Farben felt 
that, as a aatter of course, the entire Polish Industry 
was to be subjugated to Germany in her aggressive wars - 
without any regard to the needs of the Polish population. 

A nost lnfornatlve report in this respect is defendant 
burster's letter to defendant Buergln of 23 November 1939, 
reporting on his inspection of eone chealcal industrial 
plants in Poland at the end of October 1939. 

(Exh. 1134, N1-1149, D.B. 55, E.p.34, G.p.54). 

In a report on each of about ten factorios, Wurster ro- 
comnends either closing down tho factory and dismantling 
its equipment and shipping it to Ooraany; or continuing 
operations on the spot in tho German interest. Ono typical 
suggestion (D.B.55, E.p.42, 0.p.69): 

“The plant is not well situated with regard to 
transport facilities. It is rccoamondod that 
dismantling should be speeded up and that tho 
apparatus should bo utilised In Germany as far 
as possible; tho stocks are, of course, likowlso 
to bo taken away immediately.“ 

Farben knew and oophaslsod that tho Polish dyostuf 
factory Boruta was virtually State-ownod, (Exh.1139,D.B.55, 
E.p.51, G.p.89). Note also Farben dlrcotor Xueppor on cross 
examination (tr.p.2919) and Farben director Eckort on croot 
examination (tr.p.3169). *hlle the Haguo Convention, In 
the case of real ostato publicly owned by the occupied 
country, strictly limits the occupying power to the usufruc 
(Annex, Art.55), Ferben on its own initiative tried to, 
and finally did, acquire title to the Boruta property 
including the real estate, thereby withdrawing this plant 
from lt6 rightful owner on a permanent basis.

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In the caee of the ’fola plant, von Schnitzler was 
acquainted with the founder and owner of the plant, 
Dr.S'zpllfogel. Schnitzler also knew that the owner was 
confined to the ghetto together with his entire family. 

(Exh. 1155, NI- 707, D.B. 56, E.p.19, G.p.5l). 
Untouched by the owner's fate, Farben was only Interested 
In acquiring - and, again, did acquire - parts of tho 
Wola equlpaent which were shipped to Farbon plantB In both 
Germany and Poland. 

(Exh. 1159.(quoted above), NI-10416.D.B.56, 

E.p.26a, G.p.60a; 

Exh. 1153, N1-8397, D.B. 56, E.o.15, G.p.47; 

Exh. 1154, NI-8378, D.B. 56, E.p.17, G.p.49; 

Exh. 1157, MI-7371, D.B. 56, E.p.22, G.o.54j and 
Exh. 1628, MI-12394,D.B. 56, E.p.25, G.p.59). 

Farbon also acquired cqulpnont of a third Polioh factory, 

(Exh. 1160, NI-8396, D.B. 56, E.p.27, O.p.61; . 

Exh. 1161, N1-8400, D.B. 56, S.p.29, 0.p.63; and 
Exh. 1626, N1-8398, D.B. 56, E.p.29a,G.p.63a). 

50/5 of the capital stock of Wlnnlca was ownod by tho Frcnc 

This was the subject of another act of spoliation, 

(Exh. 1163, NI-8394, D.B. 5 6, E.p.32, 0.p.67 and 
Exh. 1164, NI—6941, D.B. 56, E.p.35, 0.p.70). 

Finally, wo have shown that, In tho caso~ of tho Blytin pie 

Farben Just took away the equipment and thon billed ltsell 

by sending Itemized vouchers to the OKH. Tho vouchors 

gave tho name of the "debtor®, I.Q. Farbon, In print. 

(Exh. 1168, N1-6064, D.B. 56, E.p.89, O.p.129). 

Hcnco, this procedure of Just seizing equipment In Poland, 

and then billing Itself, had become a matter of routine 

for Farben. 

—, The evidence mentioned has not only established . 

the fact that the Nazi Government, In violation of tho 
laws and customs of war, confiscated virtually the entire 
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property of both the Polish State and its citizens, tut 
also that, In cany cases here Involved, Farben actively 
participated and even Incited the Government to action. 
The rights of the rightful owners were no matter of 
concern. They might have been deported, enslaved, conflnec 
to ghettos or concentration camps. It was only their 
property which counted, and In the seizure of this Farben 
played a cost active part. We may take up the rhetorical 
question put by Military Tribunal No.II In Its opinion 
and Judgment of 3 November 1947, In the so-oalled Pohl 
cr.se, on page 57 of the official English mimeographed 
copy: 

■ By what prooess of law or reason did the Reloh 
become entitled to 100 million Relchemerk worth 
of personal property owned by poreons whom they 
had enslaved and who died, even from natural 
causes, In their servitude? ... and when It Is 
organized and planned and carried out on a 100 
million Reichsmark scale, it becomes an aggravated 

t IP *6. a 

As to the "prooess of law or reason", Farben 
did not worry. Certainly some of the Farben dlrcctors 
in charge, among them Eckert and Kuepper, had their 
doubts. See the affidavit of Kuepper (Exh.1167, HI-0783, 
D.B. 56, E.p.87, O.p.125) and the affidavit of Eckert 
(Exh. 397, NI-7367, D.B. 56, E.p.84, 0.p.l2l), as woll 
as his cross examination (tr.p.317l). These officials 
discussed this question with other Farben people, among 
them von Schnltzler (Eckert's affidavit, Just olted). 

But in spite of that, "Farben took the Initiative In 
connection with the acquisition of the Polish enterprises 
(Eckert affidavit, Just cited), thereby making Itself 
a confederate in spoliation. 
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17. Again, In the case of Alsace-Lorraine the 


Nazi Government sequestrated French property.

Farben,again, was most anxious to get Its share. 

Farben particularly coveted a ohemlcal factory 

operated by the B SoclH6 des Prodults Chlmlques et iiatlAre 

Colornntes de Kulhouee" which. In turn, was owned by 

French chemical concerns, among then the Etabllesemonts 

Xuhlaann. Farben, at this time, negotiated with the Fronc. 

paront corporations, l.e., with the rightful owners, In 

order to conclude the "Francolor" doal (dlsoussed below). 


But it soemed easier to acquire the plant In Alsace from 
the German sequestrator. In faot, Farben first becamo the 
lessee of, and then acquired title to, that plant by Just 
dealing with the German Chief of Civil Administration In 
Alsace. 

(Sxh. 1217, NI-8483, D.B. 61, E.p.16, G.p.15, and 
Zxh. 1218, KI-8482, D.B. 61, E.p.23, G.p.3oJ. 


Exh. 1218 Just cited shows how closely tho confleoation 
of tho French plant by tho Nazi Government and Its acqui¬ 


sition through Farben were Inter-connected. The preamble 
of the contraot between Farben and the Chief of the Civil 
Administration In Alsaoo refers to the "prerequisite" of 
Carbon's purchase, l.e., the decree .of the Chief of the 
Civil Administration confiscating the plant for the Gormar 
fleich. This decree is attached to the oontract, and Is 
dated 23 June 1943, while Farben 1 s purchase contract is 
dated 14 July 1943. As it appears therefrom, the Nazi 
Government finally confiscated the plant In order to

15. The record ehowe that Farben also acquired 
oxygen and acetylene plants In Alsace and Lorraine which 
vrere seized by the Nazi Government. The evidence particular¬ 
ly shows Farben*s initiative. For example, note Mayer- 
•'egelin* s circular letter of 21 January 1941, whereunder 
Farben*s subsidiary was 

■taking steps in our ^Farben*s7 name to lease 
oxygen plants in Luxembourg, Lorraine, and Alsace. 

These are oxygen and acetylene plants, formerly 
in French or Jewish hands ... we aim at seourlng 
lease contracts with transfer of ownership at a 
later date.* 

(Sxfc. 1223, NI-8158, D.B. 61, E.p.39, G.p.59). 


Farben encountered cany difficulties in this case. As one 
of the Farben agents reported: 

• "the transfer arrangements for the Diedenhofen 

/- factory lr. accordance with the lease contract 

submitted are unfortunAto Insofar ao this lease 
contract effects the first transfor of a factory 
/ of Lorraine, to I.G. of all people, the biggest 

German concern."

3ut again, as the evidence has established, Farben was 

successful in leasing and acquiring tltlo to some of tho

• Lease contract concerning Diedenhofen plants.

The document cited above (Exh. 1235) again shows that the 

confiscation of said Schlltighelm plant perpetrated by the 

Nazi Government and the acquisition of the confiscated 

plant by Farben were virtually one and the same act.. The 

contract between the Chief of Civil Administration and 

Farben is dated January 7, 1944 (Book 62, E.p.24) which,of 

course, means that the drafts were made some time before 
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tnat date. The first paragraph of this contract (p.26) 
refers to "the attached order of the Chief of the Civil 
Administration In Alsace of 30 November 1943" according 
to which the plant was transferred to the German Reich. 

That means that, in order to transfer the French plant to 
Farben, the German Reich had to confiscate It first,Farben 
Immediately stepping in as the oonflocator *e successor In 
"title". Even after the Nazi Government, under a new decree, 
had blocked the acquisition of property In Lorraine by 
German firms (Exh.1215, NI-0209, D.B. 61, E.p.6, G.p.5), 
Farben made efforts to be exempted and to acqulro more 
plants. It went so far as to suggest that It would hold tho 
auditor personally responsible because, by delaying the 
audit of the plant Involved, he prevented Farben from ac¬ 


quiring title bofore blocking was offoctlve.

The comparatively simple way of 
the Germrn Reich confiscating property, and Farbon acquiring 
such confiscated property directly from the Reich, was not 
available here.

The truth, 
carefully concealed fron both Rhone-?oulenc and the French 
Governncnt, wp.s that Farben, froa the cutset, also acquired 
and paid for the 2 $ outwardly taken over by Faure-Beaullcu.

8. As statod in paragraph 84 (b) of tho indlotacnt, tho note 
and oonduot sot forth in Count III of the indiotnent, relating to 
slavory and mass murdor, woro oormittod as an integral part of tho 
planning, preparation, initiation, and waging of wars of 
aggrossion and invasions of other countries. In this ct nnootion, 
tho TOT in its Judpaent quoted the testimony of Hermann Goo ring 
as followst 


"tfo did use this labor for security reasons so that 
thoy would not bcativo in their own oountry raid 
work against us. On tho other hand, they terred 
to holp in the ocononlc war . Workers woro foroed 
to oerne to the lt r ioh. That is sernothing I hnvo 
not doniod." (p. 281 - our emphasis) 





The manpower of tho occupied countries was forcofully roqulrod to 

assist in the caging of aggressive war and in tho preparation of 

those aggressive wora which followed upon tho invasion of Poland. 

With respeot to prisoners of war, the IMT found: 

"Alliod prisoners of war wore also regarded as a 
possiblo sourco of labor. Pressuro was cxcroisod 
on non-cccnissionod officors to forco them to oon- 
8cnt to work, by transferring to disciplinary ccmps 
those *>o did not consont. Many of tho prisoners 
o f war w ero assigned to work directly related to 
military operations , in violation of Artiolo SI of 
the Genova Convention." (p. 246 - our emphasis) 

One of tho defendants in this cose, KRAUCH. was instrumental in tho 

origin of the Kasi policy of employing prisonors of war in tho 

armament industry in fir the ran co of the waging of war. Tho 

quotation below is taken from a letter of 20 Ootobor 1941, from 

Xirchncr (of KRAUCH*s office) to General Thoms, Chief of tho 

Offioo of Military Econony and Armament in tho High Cormand of 

the TTohrnaohti 

"During my visit. Professor KRAUCH developed an 
idea conecrning the cr.ploy ncht of Russian Port's 
iniho armament industry, far tho further dcvciop- 
nent ana, especially, tho cxcoution of whioh ho 
oonsldors you, doer Gonoral, to bo tho right 
nan." (our emphasis)

Hith rospoot to the rccruiteont of oonccntration oamp labor during 
tho war, tho IlfT stated. 

"Tho oonccntration eosps wort also used to inoreaso 
tho supply of labor. Conoontrntlon oamp oonaandors 
woro ordorod to work their prisonors to tho limits 
of their physical powor. During tho latter stagos 
of the war tho oonoentration cnnps wore so produotlvo 
in certain types of work that the Gostapo wns actually 
instruoted to arrest oortain olussos of laborers so 
that they oould bo used in this way." (p. 246). 

Even tho extermination of bran beings wns related to tho question 

of their utility to tho German war machine. As tho Dff statod in 

talking about "useless cators" in connection with the slavo labor 


program: 




"Tho viotiss wcfc not confined to German citiicno 
but included foreign labor, who were no longer 
able to work and woro therefore useless to tho 
German T7ar mnohinc." (p, 247). 

9. Tho entiro sIqto labor progran thus constituted part of 
tho waging of wars of aggression. Since slave labor was jaployod 
beforo tho initiation of all the wars of aggrossion (EJT, p. 212 
and p. 214), those aots wore also integral parts of tho preparation 
for further aggressive wars. For both reasons tho aots and conduot 
sot forth undor Count III of tho indictocnt fall within tho soopo 
of Artiolo II, pcrr.graph 1 (a) (Crinos against tho Poaoo) of 
Control Council Law So. 10. 


10 . Tho aots and conduct alleged under Count III arc also 
chnrgod as wnr orincs and oriacs against humanity (indiotaent, 
pare. 120) as definod in Artiolc II, Control Counoil Law No. 10. 
Artiolo II, para. 1 (b) covers war oriocs and para. 2 (o) oovors 


orimos against huaanity. Theso chargos lnvolvo cnslavooont and 
deportation to slavo labor of tho oivilian population of oountrios 
undor the bolllgorcnt occupation or othorwiso oontrollod by 
Gorar.ny; enslavement of concentration oenp inar.tcs; the uso of 
prisoners of war in war op or at ions; and mistreatment and nurdur 
of enslaved porsons. Thoso chargos are also in violation of 
tho laws and custoes of war as sot forth in international 
troatios, agrocecnts and assurances, including tho portinont 
provisions of tho Haguo Convontion of 1907 cni tho Gonova 
Convention of 1929 listed abovo undor "Legal Reforonoos." 

11. Tho provision of Control Counoil Low No. 10 on war orimos 
and crises against hioanity arc gcnorally similar to Artiolo 6 (b) 
and (o), rospootlvoly, of the Charter of the I1!T. Tho provisions 
of tho Chartor of tho EfT are mado integral parts of Control 
Council Law Ho. 10 (soo Artiolc I). In construing war crises, tho 
IJ3 relied cot only upon Article 6 (b) of the Chorter, but also 





tho codification of interantionol law found in vcrioul articles of 
the Hague Convention and tho Geneva Conrontion (pp. 243 and 253). 

12 . Criacs involving sieve labor woro found by the IMT to bo 
both wur criacs and orises against huaanity (p. 254). Tho 
attention of tho Tribunal is also drawn to tho finding of Tribunal 
Mo. II (Milch Caso) in its decision of 16 April 1947 which found 
tho defendant Miloh guilty of criacs by his participation in tho 
Hasi slave labor program 


"Our conclusion is that the soao unlawful acts 

of violence which constituted war oriaos. 

also constitutes orises agr.inst huwmity." 

Concerning tho crico of "involuntary servitude" and slavory, Tribunal 

Ho. II in Cass Ho. IV (Pohl Caso) stated tho following in its 

Judgement of 3 Movonbor 1947 t 

"Ho hevo witnessed a strnngo nnomly in this oaee. 
Defendants r.nd their witnesses hnvo bowed their 
hoods in profound shoes at tho ovidenoo of nass 
nurdor and wholesale oxtoraination, but as to tho 
cruel onslavcnont of wholo moos, thoy ovidonoo 
llttlo or no fooling of guilt or oulpnbility 
whatevor. 



"Slavory any exist ovon without torture. Slavos 
any bo well fod and well olothod and oonfortably 
housed, but thoy oro still slavos if without law¬ 
ful process thoy ore deprivod of thoir froodoo by 
forooful restraint. Ho night olininato nil 
proof of 111 -trootnont, overlap* tho starvation 


ponsntod labor - wouldstlll rcwnln . Thoro is 
no such thing as bcnovolcnt slavery. In¬ 
voluntary sorvitudo, ovon if tempered by h\r--ano 
troataont, is still slavory."

13. A decree dated 26 October 1939 Introduced compulsory 
labor in Occupied Poland:

Vith respect to the tine when foreign laborers were first deported 

under compulsion to Germany the IK? found: 

"By the middle of April 1940 compulsory deportation 
of laborers to Germany had been ordered in the 
Government General; and a similar procedure ws 
followed in other Fastern territories as they were 
occupied*, (p. 244). 

14. In speaking of the total nunbers of slave laborors Involved 
in Germany's slave labor progran, the IXT quoted a etoteoent of 
Sauckel, Germany's Plenipotentiary for Kanpower Utilization 

after March 1942: 

"Turing the first tv© years of the German occupation of 
Trance, Belgium, Holland, and Horway, however, an / 
atteept was cade to obtain tho necessary workere^dn a 
voluntary basis. How unsuccessful this was nay bo 
seen from the report of the meeting of the Central 
Planning Board on 1 Karch 1944. The representative of 
the Defendant Speer, ono Xoahrl, speaking of the situa¬ 
tion in France, said: 'IXirlng all this tiue a great 
nuobor of Fronchnen was rscruitod, and voluntarily went 
to Germany.' 

■He was in tor rap tod by the Defendant Sauckol: 'Sot only 
voluntary, some w4ro recruited forcibly.' 

■To which Zoohrl repllod: 'The calling up started aftor 
the recrultoent no longer yloldod enou^i results.' 

■To which the Defendant Sauckol replied: 'Out of tho 
five trillion workers who arrlvod in Germany, not ovon 
200,000 came voluntarily' ..." (p. 244). 

Tho DfT found that about five trillion persons woro doportod to 

Germany to aorve German Industry and agriculture (p. 243). 

15. Sauckel was appointed Plenipotentiary Gonoral for tho 
Utilization of Labor on 21 March 1942. On 7 Kay 1942 ho lssuod 
Scgulation Ho. 4 regarding the mobilization of labor. This 
regulation woo evon published in books by the Central HSDAP Pub¬ 
lishing Houso. It stated: 
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16, Naturally tha enployuont of noarly flvo nllllon porsons 
under condition* of Involuntary servitude mis bound to bo known 
by cvorybody in Gernnny. Tha fact that this troubled tho con- 
scionco of oaaj Gomans, and hancc that cany of thoa woro roluctant 
<* ’ to discuss openly this aodern slavery is boslda tho point. Zrnst 

Struss, Diroctor of Farben's ISA Office has said:

. ‘ • "I did not talk to anybody about tho fact that 

foroiipors wor* brought to Gemnny against thair 
will, but 1 was convinced thnt overybody know it. 

Everybody in Gornany know it slnco tho enpturo 
of Kiev, on tho beginning of 1942 . . .■

"I have also seen concentration canp lnnates at 
work in the following plants of tho I.G. Forben:

In general tho BctrlebsfUohror concerned nado 
reports to the 7orstand in regard to tho asslgn- 
nont nnd ccployncnt of concentration carp lnnates, 
although an official approval was not required for 
ertch Individual case."

A son's froodem is his nost 
precious possession — and tho gravamen of tho orino charged is 
involuntary sorvitudo uhioh denies this froedeo to non and 
inposos instead tho conditions of tho "slavo-ownor" or tho elavo- 
utilisor. In any such system tho knowing participant encourages 
and ratifios, for all prootioal purposes, all tho inhoront evils 
of the systen.

to ir.provo socewhat the conditions of tho enslaved, is at nost a 
natter of nitlgation, a mitigation whioh is of littlo noaning whoro 
one is a principal in tho involuntary sorvitudo of thousands upon 
thousands of human beings.

This 
Tribunal is required to take Judicial notice of the reoords and findings 
of these Tribunals. (Article IX of Ordnance So. 7). 

39. The International Military Tribunal cad# the following findings 
with respect to this program of nass exteraination: 

■A certain nueber of the concentration carps were 
equipped with gas chanbors for the wholesale destruction of 
tho inmates, and with furnaces for the burning of the bodies. 
Some of then were in fact used for the extermination of Jons 
as part of tho 'final solution' of the Jewish problon. Most 
of the non—Jewish inmates were used for labor, although tho 
conditions under which they worked Bade labor "nd death 
almost synonymous toms. Those inmates who beeaao ill and 
were unable to work were either destroyed in the gas chnnbors 
or sent to special infirmaries, where they wer* given 
entirely inadequate medical treatcent, wercc food if 
possible than tho workii^ inmates, and left to die." (Pago 
235 of the Judgment). • • • 'Part of the 'final solution' 
was tho gathering of Jews from all German-occupied Eu*c'X> 
in concentration camps. Their physical condition vv. the tost 
of life or death. All who were fit to work ware used ns 
slave laborers in the concentration carps; all who were not 
fit to work were destroyed in gas chambers and their bodies 
burnt. Certain concentration camps such as Treblinka and 
Auschwitz were set aside for this main purpose. With regard 
to Auschwitz, the Tribunal heard the evidence of Hoeso, tho 
commandant of tho carp from 1 Hay 1940 to 1 December 1943. 

He estimated that in the carp of Auschwitz alone in that 
tine 2 ,500, <'Cf> parsons were exterminated and that a further 
500.000 died from disease and starvation." (Pege 251 of the

4C. Military Tribunal III aade the followl:* determination ia Caso 
III (pp. 143-144): 

■Mb concur in the finding of the first Trlbinal in the 
case of United States, et el. vs. Goerirg, et al., concern¬ 
ing the use of concentration carps.

'Their original purpose vas to imprison without trial 
all those persons who were opposed to the Government, or 
who were in any way obnoxious to German authority. With 
the aid of a secret police force, this practice was widely 
extended, and in course of tine concentration carps became 
places of organized and systematic nurder, where Billions 
of people were destroyed. • • • 

'A certain number of the concentration caops were 
equipped with gns chambers for the wholesale destruction of 
the inmates, and with furnaces for the burning of the bodies.

'It is not our task to Germanise the East in the old 
sense, that Is, to teach the people there the German 
language and the German law, but to seo to it that only 
people of purely Germanic blood live in the East.

The evidence is overwhelming that the defendants knew that 
human beings were being exterainated in Aoschwitr and other concentra¬ 
tion camps and that they were beiig exterminated hy gassiig. The 
special sources of knowledge which these deferents had hy virtue of 
their positions are such that it seems alsost superfluous to dwell at 
any le^th on the extent to which the program of externination of the 
Jews and other persecuted people* war * natter of conuon knowledge. 

The Tribunal will take Judicial notice of the following facts: 

(a) Aa early as December, 1942, the United Nations issued 
a declaration calling attention to the fact that Hitler 
was carrying into effect hi* "oft-repeated intention to 
exterminate the Jewish people In Surope”. 

(b) Public Information in the United State* wa* *o wide¬ 
spread that naso neetings were held beginning in the early 
part of 1943 and Acerlean voluntary relief agencies 
undertook the public raising of funds and devising of a 
plan for the aid and assistance of those narked for 
externination. 

% 

(o) The Congress of the United States passed a Joint 
resolution condemning this program of externination and 
affirming that those qullty, directly or indirectly, for 
these crlninal acts would be held accountable. 

(d) International organisations were forned to atterpt to 
rescue the victlns and in January. 1944, tho President of 
tbo United States established a special cabinet connltteo, 
the War Hefugeo Board, to take all possible action to 
rescus tho vlet ins. 

(e) The Var Refugee Board, at well as agencies of other 
United Rations, took cany steps designed to bring hono to 
the Oercaa people t**t America and the world know of tho 
prograc of externination and to warn tho Oornan pooplo 
that it was tho firn intention of the governaont of the 
United States that tho participants In ouch a progrnn 
would be punished. 

(f) The government of the United States and the govornnents 
of cany of the othor United Nations did everything possible 
to caka certain that no German would be in n position to 
honestly say, "I did not know". The warnings to tho German 
people were directed through countless radio broadcasts, 
the dropping of leaflets from aircraft, and sicliar 
devices. Significant parts of nany statenents of loading 
figures throughout the world were constantly beamed in 
Gercan-langunge broadcasts to Germany and German-occupied 
areas of Sirope. 


' 44 . The extent to which ifcftt was going on in Germany became known 

to the outside world Is indicated by a report which the Var Befugoe 

Board cade public in early 1944, in which the conditions-at Auschwitz 

and the actual extermination by gassing in Auschwitz “or* set forth 

with meticulous detail. This report, which contained the statements 

of two inmates who escaped from Auschwitz, specifically nentionod that 

"a preparation in powder form out of tin cans labeled 'ZTKS/M for use 

against Termin'" was used in the extermination program. 

1759, for identification for purpose' 
of Judicial notice) 

45. Any suggestion that the responsible officials of Thrben with 
ita worldwide outposts engaging in propaganda, intelligence, and 
espionage activities did not know that a program of exterminating 
millions of people, which was being denounced by the whole outsido 
world, was being carried on in their backyard it hardly worthy of con¬ 
sideration. If Barbon officials knew in 1944 that 

"Standard Oil has been repeatedly and violently 
attacked in America because the cooperation 
botwcen Standard Oil and 1.0. Farbenlndustrlo 
A.O. allegedly worked out disadvantegoeuely for 
America" 

(Sxh. 994, supra) 

it iz inconceivable that they did not know that the American governnont, 
the American Congrese, the American press, end the American radio 
wore denouncing as one of the blackest of all orimee, the tsurder of 
cilliono of people Just outside the gates of their 500,000,000 HM 
plant i which depended upon the labor of the very inmates who were 
marked for extermination. 

46 The Tribunal's attention is alto drawn to that portion of the 
Judgment of Military Tribunal So. 2, Case So. 4 (Pohl Case) which 
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deals with the question of knowledge within Germany of the ext oral nation 
prcgraa (??• 30, 31). 


"A defense which has been alcost universally advanced 
is that all the criminal acts of the Belch were con¬ 
ducted under a cloak of secrecy which prevented the 
defendants froe knowing about then. Hitler'q famous 
secrecy order has been offered by nearly every defend¬ 
ant. It has been urged that there was strict censor¬ 
ship of the press, that listening to foreign broadcasts 
was prohibited, that concentration canp prisoners wore 
required upon their release to be sworn to secrocy an 
to events which they had observed or experienced, and 
that the Oerean people generally were kept in conploto 
ignorance of what was going on. All these facts are 
true. But in the very nature of things, it was lqpos- 
sible to naintain cccplete secrecy or anythin like it. 

It was impossible to keep hidden fron public view the 
huge transports which carried the slave laborers fron 
the last to the concentration camps. It was impossible 
to keep secret the public deaonstrations against tho 
Jews. Streicher's infanous 'Der Stuerner' had a cir¬ 
culation of 600,000 copies. Hienler spoke openly about 
'the final solution of the Jewish problon' at Pcoen, 

Cracow and Ket*. Vhen prisoners wero liberated fron 
concentration camps, it is inpossible to think that 
they naintained the conplete secrecy to which they wore 
bound. Soldiers returning on leave froe Poland, Buosia 
and the Ukraine cost have talked to son# extent. The 
pall of snoke free tb# creeatorla at Auschwitz could 
not bo kept hidden. In spite of docrees, foreign broad¬ 
casts were heard. The systematic curder of millions of 
husan beings, extending over five years, could not by 
reason of its very eagnitude bo kopt seoret.■ 

47. Finally, tho Tribunal's attention is drawn to the rccont 

dsoisica in the Justice Case, Tribunal Ko. 3, Case Ko. 3, whero the 

Court states (pp. 144, 145): 

*A large proportion of all of the Jews in Oemony wore 
transported to the Bait. Millions of persons dis¬ 
appeared froe Germany and the occupied territory without 
a trace. They were herded into concentration camps 
within and without Oerrany. Thousands of soldiers and 
neebers of the Gestapo and the SS suet have boon lnstru- 
eental in the processes of deportation, torture, and 
extermination. The sere task of disposal of mountainous 
piles of corpses (evidence of tfclch wo have seen), became 
a serious problec and the subject of disagreement between 
the various organizations involved. The thousands of \ 
Germans who took part in the atrocities rust have return-, 
cd froa time to tiae to their homes in the Reich. The 
atrocities were of a magnitude unprecedented in the 
history of the world. Are we to believe that no vhlspor 




reached the ears of the public or of those official# . 
who were cost concerned? • • • This Tribunal is not eo 
gullible as to beliere theee defendants eo etupld 
that they did not know what wae golx« on. One nan can 
keep a secret, $wo Ben cay, but thousands never.■ 

Special Sources £f_Isowledde_H a d_bx fielejjdsits. 

49, The defendants in this case had nany sources of knowledge about 
the extermination program which cost people in Germany did not have. 

In addition to ite vast network of intelligence sources throughout tho 
world, Farben had an investment of 600.CTO,000 EX in Auschwitz only a 
few dies froa the gas chashers where as cany as 25,000 human beingo 
per day were externlnated; and where the bodies of the victlcs were 
crecated in four lasenso crecatoria iron which cane "the etench of tho 
burning bodies." 

49. The gassing of huaan beings at the Auachwitz/Blrkenau 
concentration carps was a utter:of cocoon knowledge at 1.0. Auschwitz. 

50. Charles Joseph Coward, a British prisoner of war. otatod in 
an affidavit: 

"Sveryone to whoe I spoke gave the sane story—tho 
people in the city of Auschwitz, the SS non, concen¬ 
tration canp inmates, foreign workers—everyone said 
that thousands of people were being gassed and 
crocate.d at Auschwitz, and that the inmates who yorkod 
with us and who were unable to oontlnue working bocauso 
of their physical condition and were suddenly clesi^, 
had boon sent to the gas chambers.^.. All the carp know 
It. All the civilian population know it. I nixed with 
the civilian population at Auschwitz. I was at 
Auschwitz nearly every day. Tho population at Ausch¬ 
witz was fully aware that people were being gassod and 
burned. On one occasion they coeplained about tho 
stench of the burnir* bodies. Of course all of tho 
Farben people knew what was goiwt on. Eobody could 
live in Auschwitz and work in the plant, or even coco 
down to tho plant without knowiry: what was common 
knowledge to everybody. 

"3ven among the Farben oeployees to whon I spoke, a lot 
of then would adclt that they knew about the gassing.... 

I sure that Cuorrfold who was always around tho 
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cross-examination, Robert We. Ferris, another British

They iaforaed - as I said in sy affidavit - they 
inferred -is that Germany worked for the Jews fceforo

E. TOo defendantsjire c r im inall y responsible for these 
activities_p*irsuant to_tEe~provxsions of~ArticIe“ll of 
Control Courwil Law Ho. Io7 

191. The activities described above constitute Crimes against 
Hoaanity regardless of the nationality of the inaates (Sec. 1(c) of 
Article II of Control Council Law Ho. 10) and tar Crimes, except where 
such atrocities were committed on Geraan nationals (Sec. 1(b) of 
Article II). The defendants committed these crimes in that they 
were principles in, accessories to, ordered, abetted, took a con¬ 
senting part in, were connected with plans and enterprises involving, 
and were members of organizations or groups, including Farben, which 
were connected with, the cocnission of said crimes. 

192. The responsibility of the Vorstand for what happened in 
I.C. Auscfwritz is clear. As we have seen (page supra), Anbros, 
working with the approval of Erauch (the top mn in the government for 
labor allocation in the chemical industry as well as the Chairmen 

of the Farben Aufsichtarat and the Vorstand), selected the site of 
I.G. Auschwitz in contemplation of the use of the innate* of the 
Auschwitz concentration cacp for the construction of the Farben buna 
plant. Hiring the construction Hinds totaling 600,000,000 RJi we*e 
approved again and again by the Technical Committee pursuant to the 
authorization of the Vorstand. 

(Exh. 1416, MI-4182, &>ok 72, p. 36 ) 

Kost of the Vorstand members wore present at the numerous TEA fjeetinga 
at which funds were allocated. The meeting of October, 1942, for

In addition to the defendant Duerrfeld who lived at Auschwitz, 

Bietefisch, Anbros, Ter Jjeor, JCrauch, Schneider, Lautonschlaeger, 

and jaohne (whose son was employed at Auschwitz) visited Auschwitz 

on various occasions (soe pp. 52-53, supra). The fact that the 

defendants Krauch, Schoitz, Ter User, Anbros, Bietefisch, and Schneider 

played an especially important role in connection with I.C. Auschwitz 

does not in any way diminish the participation by ell defendants 

wiio were nenbers of fcho Vorstand in this project and docs not take 

away fron the fact that all of then mst have knen/n what was happening 

there. 

195. As we have reviewed the evidenco in connection with part HI 
of this brief, wo have seen that these defendants knew that human 
beings were being exterminated by the thousands in Auschritz and 
other concentration canps; that they either knew that the Cyclon 
B gas which they were oanufacturing and supplying was being used to 
carry out this program of extermination or as a n ini a u n "deliberately 
closed their eyes" to this fact; that they furnished their 
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pharmaceutical products to bo tested through forced experiments pud 
artificial infections on these helpless victims; that they chose a 
construction site for one of their largest pleats in contemplation of 
the use of the labor of these innate*; that they took the initiative in 
pressing for no re and core incates to speed up construction, demanding 
at the sane tine that they be healthy; that they worked then under 
conditions which were so inhioane that thousands of then died; that 
tho inaates used on the construction project and in their factory 
were sent to the gis chnabers when they were no longer fit to work;

Gestapo offlcos lnsldo of Germany wero given 

survoillnnco over slevo laborers and responsibility for ipprohcndlng 

those who woro nbsont fron thoir place of work. The Gestapo also 

had charge of tho so-callod wrk training carps. Although both German

and foroign workers could bo committed to those carps, thoy ployed 
a significant rolo in forcing foreign labor to work for tho Gorara 
war effort". (I.K.T. Jud^iont, pp. 266-7). The defendant SCHKZIIGa 
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vns lloin Plant Leader (Hauptbetriebafuehrer) with general responsibility 
for the "welfare" of all Jerboa's labor forces. In this position ho 
had broad knowledge of the activities of the SS and the Gestapo in 
the cr lnlr . nl slave labor program. As the defendant SCHKEI1ZR has 
stated: 


■If locates on the I.G. biilding site at Auschwits did not work

Introduction 

Count 5 of the lndictaont (par.l«6) charge* that: 

■ill the defendant*, acting through the instrunentality of 
TiHSZH and otherviee, with diver* other persons, during e 
period of year* preceding 8 Kay -945, participated a* 
leader*,organizer*, instigator* and accocplico* in the 
forculation and execution of a coecoc plan or conspiracy 
to coesit. or which involved the consiesios of Crines 
against Peace (including the acte constituting Var Crimes 
ard Crire* again*t Baran i ty. which woro cocaitted a* an 
integral part of such Crinee tgalnst Pe a ce) as dofinod by 
Control Council Law #10, and are individually reeponeiblo 
for thoir own acts and for all acta conoHtod by any 
persona in th» execution of such conaon plan or conspiracy. 

It is allogod (par.147) that tho acta end conduct aet forth in Counts 1, 2 
and 3 of tho indictnent forced a part of said Cocoon Plan or Conspiracy 
and tho allegations aado in said Count# aro incorporated in Count 6. It 
Is tho position of tho prosocution that the ovldenco wo have roviowed in 
Parts I, II and III of this brief establishes tho participation by the 
defendant* in tho cocson plan or conspiracy. 

It should be cade clear at the outsot that the prosocution is 
charging only a conspiracy to connit crlsos against peaco. Control 
Council Law #10 and Ordinance #7 spocificdly naJco a coaaon plan or cons¬ 
piracy to corxit or lass against poe.co a separate offonso. Ssotlon'l(a) of 
Articlo 2 of the Control Council Law providos: 

ir Each of tho following acts is rocognlsod as a cries: 

(a) Crises s/ ral nct Peace . Initiation of invasion# of other 
countries and wax* of aggression in violation )f international 
lew* and treatis*, Including but not lieitod to planning, pre¬ 
paration, initiation or waging a wax of aggreasion, or a. war 
in violation of international treatios, agrowasnts or assurances 
or_part i cipation in a fW, MfOaPr. 

llsfcsent of any of Ihe forcaolng. * (Dndarscordlng supplied) 

Although the natters charged in Counts 2 and 3. relating to 

spoliation and sieve labor, are recognised in Article 2 of tho Control 

Council Law a* being wer crinee and Cries* against hucanity, thoy al*o 

constitute, a* we have previously Indicated, an integral pert of crimes 

against peace to the extent that they wero in furtherance of the 

preparation for or waging of aggressive wars and invasions. Thoroforo, 

tho acts and conduct proved under Counts 3 and 3 ere paxt of tho proof to 





be considered In connection with determining whether or not tho totel acte 
and conduct of these defendants constitute participation In a coanon plan 
or conspiracy to cocolt crises against ponce.. 


In short, there is no charge of a separate substantive offense 
involving a. conspiracy to cocslt war crises er orlnes against insanity as 
such, but the conspiracy charge does roach to ante which are an integral 
part of crines against peace vhetfct? or not these ant# ero war crises or 
crincs against hinanity. .In this connection it should be noted that, as 
indicated in nueerous decisions relating to conspiracies (seo for ins¬ 
tance American Tobacco Corspar.y vs. United States cited st page 13 of Part I 
of tho brlof), it la not necorsary that every art which forns a part of a 
conspiracy bo in and of Itself unlawful. If such act foras part of the 
total ous of acts which are relied upon to prove the conspiracy, this Is 
sufficient. 



Tha indictnent was frawd on the theory that the changes la 
Ccunt I and the charges in the conspiracy count arc soparato and diotlnct 
crises, that ono is not aergsd in the other. 7ho theory of the prosocutlo n 
with respect to this natter is best indicatod in the decision of tho U.S. 
Suprocc Court in the case of Plnhertoa against the United States. 328 U.S. 
640 (1946). 

In that case the defendants woro indicted for violation of tho 
Intornal Povcnue Codo and the indictnent contained ton "substantive* counts 
end ono conspiracy count. Only a olnglo conspiracy was charged and provod 
and soco of tho overt acts charged in tho conspiracy count woro tho seco 
acts charged in tho "substentiv«" counts end the tria .1 court found that 
oach of tho "eubstentivo* offenses wero connlttsd pursuant to tho cons¬ 
piracy. Petitioner# contended in the U.S. Suprouo Court that tho 
"substantive" counts becaso cerged in the conspiracy ecunt end that only 
a single sontonce not exceeding tho naxlcun two year penalty providod by 
tho conspiracy statutes could be inposed- The court seid (page 642): 

"Or to stato the natter differently, they contond that oach of 
the substantive counts becaao a separate conspiracy count but, 
since only a single conspiracy was charged end provod, only; a 
single sentonce for conspiracy could be inposed. They roly 
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■In the Srnvcnan caso the Indictment charged no 
substantive offenso. Each of the several counto chargod 
b conspiracy to violate a different statute, ait only 
one conspiracy was proved. ¥e held that e single con¬ 
spiracy, charged under tho general conspiracy statute, 
however divorce its objects ray be, violates but e singlo 
statute end no penalty greeter then tho ca xlrur - provided 
for ono conspiracy say be imposed. That case is not 
apposite here* lor the offenses charged end proved vero 
not only a conspiracy hit suhstentivo offenses as veil." 

■Her can w 0 accept the proposition that the substantivo 
offenses wore cerged in the conspiracy. There are, of 
course, instances where a conspiracy charge cay not bo edded 
to the substantive ck*rgc. One is vhare tho egroecent of 
two persons is necessary for the completion of tho substantivo 
criso and there is no ingredient In tho conspiracy which is 
not present In the cosplotod crime. See U.S. vs let*, 271 
U.S. 354; Gebardi vs U.S., 207 U.S. 112 • • • ait those are 
exceptions of a United character. The eonaon law rulo that 
tbe subrt&ntivo offense, if a felony, was merged in tho 
conspiracy, has littlo vitality in this country. It has boon 
long and consistently recognised by the Swurt that tho 
coneission of the substantivo offense anl a conspiracy to 
coanlt it are separate wi dietlnct offeatos. 1 

yiUgfl-or.UtfJePagWy* 

3ection 1(a) of Article 2 of Control Courcil Law #10, proscribes 
as a erino asadnst peace "particlpation in a coscon plan or conspiracy for 
the acoocplishsor.t of acv of the feroA-oltw. ■ This is obviously not Halted 
to participation in tho Sazi conspiracy to corcit crlaes against psaco 
dotoreinod by tho International KUltnrjr Tribunal to have oslstod, but 
Includes participation in any cosnon plan or conspiracy to proparo Gornany 
for wars of aggression or invasions of other countries or .to wags such 
aggressions or Invasions. It covers participation in any concon plan or 
conspiracy to further the nil it ary povor of Gorsany, knowing that such 

s 

Dilltaxy power will bo usud or is being usod for the purpose of carrying 
out a national policy of agcTcndlzosant 1® take free the peoples of othor 
countrios their land, their property or their personal froodons. 

It is the position of tho prosecution that the ovldenco which 
has been introduced in thie case establishes both participation b7 those 
defendants in the Uaxl conepiracy, .end participation in what night be 
called tho Earben conspiracy, designed to further the Kazi conspiracy. 



The nature of this conspiracy is that those defendants over a 
period of yeafs, planned end eonaplred anong theaselves end with other 





persona to carry on the actiriti.es described in Parte I, II and III of this 
brief; said conspiracy being also in further race of the Kazi conspiracy to 
commit crises egalnat peace found by the I.H.f. 

These actiriiiee vero not Isolated acts of individual defendants 
Os the contrary, mch activities vero part of a plan and pro-ram which had 
its roots end took shape et seotings and conferences cf the defendants 
error a period of yearn — in the Yorstand; in the Technical Coaoittoo; In 
the Commercial Committee; in etner eoanittes and agencies of Farbon; in 
the exchange of correspondence, memoranda end reports; and through lees 
formal meetiage of the Binds of the defendants. 

B. P£iiicli»tion_in the. &&l_Oonsp.iracy.. 

The activities of these defendants described in Parts I. II and 
III of this brief also nade then oarties to the Ketl plan or conspiracy 
to commit Crises against Peace found b/ tho X.M.T. This is truo undor 
tho recognised principles of tho law of conspiracy as well ns undor tho 
thoory of tho Judgnent of thollntcrnational Uillta.y Tribunal. 

As wo have already pointed cut in tho Introduction, wo nust koop 
clearly in Bind that this Tribunal is applying international law and that 
wo should not approach natters arising in tho course of this trial so^ply 
fro= tho standpoint of any sitiglo Judicial tystsm. Intornationcl law 
with respoct to thcoo questions mat bo dorlvod and applied from a varloty 
of sources and legal systons. boaring constantly in mind that international 
law aust keep step with the noral code of tho civillxSd world. Doolsions 
of United States Ceirts are thorafore not conclusive but, doponding on 
the circunstancoo, they nay be very persuasive. 

A case which wo bollvvo is of special olgniflcanco is a case 
docidod by tho United States Supreme Court in 1943. 2iZP£t_S^as_Co._v_ 

319 U.S. 703. In this cneo, tho dofondnnt, a Drill order 
medical supply company was shown to have sold morphine sulphato, a 
narcotic drug, to r small town doctor through the mail in amounts ranging 
fron small purchases to an average of 5,000-6.000 half-grrc tablots por 



aonth is the letter pert of 1S39 (enough for 400 average doseo per dny)- 
All thlo waa done by nail ordora, and there we* no personal contact 
between tho cospany and the doctor. Through advertising, discount plans, 
and listings of large units (5,030 tablet units) the defendant pushed such 
quantity sales, despite warnings fros the Bureau of Narcotics. The 
defendant, the doctor end other* were convicted of conspiracy to violate 
the Haxison Narcotic Act. Defendant appealed claiming that the evidence 
showed at cost only legal sales to the doctor, accompanied by knowledgo 
he wae distributing goods illegally. She defendant cited a previoue U.S. 
Supreno Court Caao. United Stgta s v. y&lcoco. for tho propoaition that 
evldonco of legal sales with knowledge that they will be usod illegally 
is not sufficient to constitute the criae of conspiracy. 

The United States Supreao Court cfflrood tho conviotlon. It said 
that tho f*i C cone case "holds only that ono docs not become a party to a 
conspiracy by aiding and abetting it through sales of supplies or othor- 
wlse, unless he knows of the conspiracy. Tho Oove.-noont did not contoni 
in tho Felcono caoo that thero vas a conspiracy betweoa buy or and sellor 
alone.“ 

Tho court then proceeded to consldor too norits of tho sppoal 
in tho following language: 

"The concolitloe sold thoro /Falcono Cas p] wore artlclos 
of free coaoercu, sugar, cans, etc. They woro not res¬ 
tricted as to odo by ordor form, registration, or other 
requirenonts. Vhon they left tho eellore stock and 
pansod to the purchaser’s hands, thoy were in thoasolvoo 
restricted coscollties, incapable of further legal ueo 
except by cospllanco with rigid regulations, such as 
apply to aorphins sulphate. The difference le like that 
between toy pietole and hinting rifles and cachine gune. 

All articles of coccerce cay bo put to illegal ondo. Rit 
all do not havo inherently the sane aueceptlbillty to 
hareful and illegal uao. Nor, by the ease tokon, do all 
embody tho sane capacity, froa their very nature, for 
giving the toiler notice the buyor will ueo then unlaw¬ 
fully. Gangsters, not hintors or enall boys, ooopriso 
the normal private market for eachino guns. So drug 
ediicte furnish the nornal outlet for corphine which goto 
outside the reatricted channel* of legit lnato trade. 

■Thle difference is inportant for two purposes. One ia 
for asking certain that th« teller knows tho buyer 1 b 
intended illegal ueo. Tho other ie to show that by tho 
sale he intends to further, prooote and cooporato in it. 

This intent, whan given effect by ovort act. is the gist 
of conspiracy. Vhile it is not identical with cere 
knowledge that another purposos unlawful action, it is 






sot unrelated to eueh knowledge. Without tho knowledge, 
the intent cannot eriet. Doited States v. Fpjcone. supra. 

Purthemore, to establish the intent, the evidence of 
knowledge must be clear, not equivocal. IB in . This because 
chargee of conspiracy are cot to be made out by piling 
inference upon inference, thus fashioning what, in that cp.so, 
vae celled a dragnet to drew in ell robstemtivo.crimes. 

■The difference between eager, cans end other articles of 
ncznsl trade, on the one hand, end narcotic drugs, nanhino 
guns end such restricted cosnoditios. on tho other, arising 
froa the latter*e inherent capecity for hero enl fron tho 
vary fact they are restricted, oaken a dlfferonee in tho 
quantity of proof required to show know lodge that tho buyer 
will utilise the article unlawfully. Additional facts, such 
es quantity sales, high p-esrure sale* nothods. ehnornal 
increase* in tho elso of tho buyer's purchases, etc., which 
would he wholly Innocuous or not rorc than ground for sus¬ 
picion in relation to unrestricted goode nay furnish 
conclusive evidence, in respect to restricted orticloe, that 
tho seller kno**i the buyer has an illegal object and ontor- 
prise. Enowlodge, equivocal and uncertain as to one, becomes 
sure as to the other. So far as knowledge is tho foundation 
of intent, the latter thereby also beconos tbo moro socuro. 

■The difference in the coiaodUice has a farther bearing 
upon tho existence ard the proof of Intent. There nay bo 
c.'rsuoetcnces in which tho evidence of knowledge lo cloar, 
yet tho further stop of finding the roquired lntont cannot 
bo taken. Concsiedly, not every Instance of ealoe of 
restricted goods, hartful as are oplatoo. in which the 
seller knows tbo buyer Intends to use then unlawfully, will 
support a charge of conspiracy, lot this is not to oay that 
a soller of bans'll restricted goods has llcunso to soil in 
unlimited quantities, to otimulats euch salea by all tho 
htgb-proirure methods, legal if not alwtys appropriate, in 
tho silo of free commodities; and thereby brings about 
subversion of tho ordsrfsrns, which otharwiao would protoct 
h!s. and violation of the Act's othor restrictions. Such 
a view as sun an that the uarkot for opiates nay bo dovolopod 
as any othar narkot. hit this is not true. Hast advertising 
an 4 bargain-counter discounts wo not eppropriato to 
corsodities so surrounded with restrictions. Thoy do not 
errato new legal looan 1 and now classes of logltlmato patrons, 
as thoy do for sugar, tobecco and other froo commodities. 
Boyond narrow licit*. tbo normal legal rarkot for oplatoo 
is not capable of being extended by such aothods. Tho 
primary effect is rathor to Croats black nsrkots for dopo 
and to increase iUo A al decani and consunptlon. 

■When the ovldonco discloses ouch a system, working in 
prolonged cooparaiion with a physician's unlawful purpose 
to supply hie with his stock in trado for his illicit 
enterprise, there is no legal obatacla to finding that tho 
supplier not only knows and acquiesces, but Joins both nind an 
hand with hie to oake its accomplishment possible. Tho step 
from knowledge to intent and agreement nay be taken. Thoro 
is more than suspicion, more than knowlodgo, acquiescence, 
cerolossaose, iniifferonco, lack of concern. Thoro is 
inforaed and interested cooperation, stimulation, instigation. 
And thoro is also a 'steko in the venturo' which, even if 
it may not be essential, is not irrelevant to the question of 
conspiracy. Petitioner's stake here w e s in making tho 
profits which it knew could cono only from its encouragement 
of Tato's illicit operations. In euch a posture tho caso 
does not fall doubtfully outside either the shadowy border 





between lawful cooperation end criminal oeeoeiation or tbo 
r.o leas olueivo line which separatee conspiracy fron over¬ 
lapping forma of criminal cooperation. 




"Conapiraciea, in abort, can be committed by np.il end by 
nail-order houaea. Thia la true, notwithstanding tho overt 
act conalata solely of aelea, which but for their volume, 
f.-aquoney and prolonged rapetitior., coupled with tho aeller'a 
unlawful intent to further tho buyer'a project, would bo 
wholly lawful trnnaactiona.’ (pp 714-715) 

Although this United Statea Supreme Court deciaion la not binding 

on thia Court we boliora tho rationale of tho deciaion la convincing. 

Applying thia rationale to the facta in the inatent case, w 0 find that ell 

the baaic elements indicated in Direct Sales Co. v. Uni ted Stntoa end nany 

acre are preeent here. Thia ti* obejrvetlone of the United Stetea Supremo 

Court are not only appliaablo to tho ovidenco dlccuaaod in Parts I, IX and 

III of thia brief but auch ovidenco oetabllehee much noro then la required 

by tuch obaorvationa.

GENERAL THEORIES OF RESPONSIBILITY 
In Portal, II, III ond V of this brief we hove reviewed 
the evidence showing the extent raid nature of the participa¬ 
tion by these defendante, acting through the instrumentality 
of For ben and otherwise, in the crimes chnrgcd. The evldonce 
>61ch has been reviewed shove that in coot Instances thoso 
defendants participated in the activities Involved oe 
responsible offlcl-ls of Fnrbcn. In addition, we have soon 
how the defendants '*lso participated in sone of these 
ootivltics throug; the high polltlcrl, civil, or military 
positions *r.lch they held in Germany, other than as officials 
of Forben,particularly in the financial, industrial, ond 
economic life of Germany. In considering tho extent of 
participation of these defendants in these crimes nnd tho 
knowledge by those defendants of what they wore doing, 
certain b-sic general principles should be Kept in mind. 

It cay be noted horc that tho prosecution is not 
undertaking «t this point to submit individual brio fa on 
each dofcndnnt. Wo h*vo been requested to give our logal 
theory together with appropriate references to the evidonco, 
Wo have given our general theory with respect to oach count 
of the indictment in Parts I throygfc V of this brief. In 
this pert we propose to discuss certain basic gonerrl 
theories relating to the responsibility of these defendants.

Appendix "A* of the indietnent lists the high positions 
hold by ench of tho defendants in the financial, industrial, 
and economic life of Germany, Including their positions in 
Far-tn, and also the fcl»£ political, civil,ond military 
positions hold by each of the defendants in Germany.

As vc have already pointed out In Part I of this brief, 

It Is the contention of the prosecution that It woe not 
Intended that the holding of these high positions should 
attach crlalr.nl guilt for participation In crimes against 
peaoe autoo-tlcnlly to the holders. The fact that a defendant 
held these positions, however, should pursuant to Control 
Council Lav No. 10 be token Into consideration, together *•' .. 
with all tho other fecte, In determining the extent of his 
partlcloption In and knowledge of the criminal activities 
charged. 

Vie do not propose at this point to review the slgnifl- 

' canco of o-ch position held by «aOb defendant. It Is

sufficient to note here thrt these positions, listed In 
Appendix *A" of tho lndlctaont, enabled the defendants to 
p-rtlclp-tc In a substantial way In m-ny ootlvltles vital to 
preparing Germany for war and for the waging of war by 
Oorarny during 9 period of twelve long’years. 

B. £cao£rfihi?_la thfi Vo£6tnQd_ 

All of tho dofendsnts with tho oxceptlon of Duerrfold, 
Gattlncau, von dor Koyde, ond Kugler were ambers of tho 
Vorstpnd of Farben—the managing Boprd of Directors of 
Forbcn. Krauch was 0 member of tho Vorstnr.d until 1940 at 
which tine he become Chairman of tho Aufslchtsrct, Tho 
evidence vhlch ha6 bven introduced relating to the organi¬ 
zation end operation of Farben has established, we submit, 
th^t the responsible direction of the activities of Farbon 
was In the Vorstpnd. General policies were fixed by the 
Vorstpnd and no cotter of Importance In Farben could take 
place without the knowledge ond approval of the Vorstnnd. 

The evidence establishes that every person who wa.e a » 
member of the Vorstand of Forbcn bore o substantial 
responsibility for the «ctlvitles of that concern, either 
because he participated Initially In formulating the polloy 
or epproved or ra.tlflcd the activities In question. 
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The fact that any individual Torstand member may not have known of. 
ejao particular detail Involved in the carrying out of a program which ho 
had initiated, supported, or ap pr oved, la unimportant. It la eortainly 
not the position of the prosecution that, in a giant concern of this siso, 
any person could know all the detailed ramifications of the execution 
of all adopted polieiee. It nay be that en occasion a specific act was 
taken in the carrying out of a policy approved by the Vorstand which 
was not contemplated in the original program. But where, as hero, the 
execution of any specific program extends over a relatively long period 
of time, those who are responsible for initiating that program and for 
carrying It out cannot claim that they did not know what was happening 
during its oxccutlon. Although Farben was a giant concern, it was not a 
robot which ran by itsolf. It was dlreoted by men and its responsible 
dlreotors were the members of the Torstand. Those persons who woro 
legally charged with running, ami who did run, this concern, cannot 
oscape liability by any alleged failure to hare found out tho main 
consequences of the policies they set in motion or subsequently approved. 
Indeed, it would be an anoaolous situation, both in law and in faot, if 
anyone should claim that this concorn became a rrankonstoin of which.men 
were no longer the masters. The masters of this concorn were tho 
7oretand members. There could be mo other. 

The evidonce *Aich has been introduced relating to tho organization 
of Farben shows that as a matter of historical fact, the sanagomont 

of Farben by tho Torstand covers two periods; one, prior to 1938, and 

0 

the other, after. Tho reason for this division Is that in 1938 tho now 
German Stock Company Law mads changes in tho corporate structure. Prior 
to 1938 the Torstand consisted of 80 nerbors. It appointod a Working 
Coanittoe of 26 and delegated to that committee the management and 
responsibilities of the Torstand. This Working Coraitteo, for all 
practical purposes, was the Toretand and also constituted the rosponsiblo 
management of I. 0. Farben from 1925 to 1937. (2xh. 330, HI-5184, Book 12. 
Pago 91; Zxh. 333, HI-5186, Book 12. Pago 114: 2xh. 334, HI-5187, 

Book 12, Page 126). Tho Torstand after 1937 "was the sane as tho 
Working Committee bofore 1937". (2xh. 338, HI-6120, Book 12, Page 183). 



In 1938 >hen the new Oerr-en Joint Stock Company Low become 
effective, the size of the Vorstand was eubstrntlnlly reduced 
and the '-forking Committee was discontinued and lt6 members 
became ordinary Vorstand nenbers. (Exh. 330, HI-5184, supra, 
rt P? e 95). ilthln the Verstend n special Central Committee 
existed which confined Its activities to personnel matters, 
such as appointments to select positions of respcn'sibllty 
In the organization . Authority ovor questions governing 
financial, contributions was also exercised by the Central 
Committee of the Vorstand. (Zxh. 330, XI-5184, supra, at 
Pave 95). The membership In the Vorstand <*nd the Central 
Commlttoo from 1938 on Is listed In Exh. 330, supra at Page 96). 

The by-laws of the Vorstand, w.ilch wort promulgated by 
tho Aufslchtsrct pursuant to the Articles of Incorporation 
of Farbcr. (Exh. 337, HI-8934, Book 12, Page 177), provide 
that tho Vorstand is to conduct the buslnoss of tho company 
and the following obligations, anong others, wert Imposed 
upon every neeber of tho Vorstand; "to call attention to 
matters, tho knowlcd.c of *ilch Is of laportsnoe to the other 
nombers of the Vorstand", and when Vorstand members havo 
knowledge of "particularly Important matters which go beyond 
the framework of the ordinary business conducted, to report 
to the full Vorstand .for decision.■*In exceptional oases where 
lnnedl-te action by o Vorstand member was necessary, he was 
still reouirod at "the next session .of the full Vorstrnd" to 
report on the Independent action taken by him (Exh. 337, 
NI-8934, supra.) 

TECHNICAL COrtKITTEE_CF Tr* VORSTANDj TEA) 

The Internal administrative organization of the Vorstand 
^nd the manner of Its operation discloses that It.was designed 
*nd “s an actual fcot did keep the entire Vorstnd Informed 
of the Important problems of the concern ~nd the manner In 
which Its policies were being cr.rrlcd out, and on the basis 
of such Information nation was authorized or approved. 



Above the three main departments (Sparten), and the lest 
link In policy making between the plant 6 ond the Vorstand, 
was the Technical Committee of the Vorstand, commonly referred 
to os the "TEA". The Technical Committee was made up of the 
principal technical leaders of I. 0. Forben, Including the 
technical members of the Vorstand, the managers of the larger 
plants, pnd the leedlng engineers of the three Sparte. 

(Exh. 334, KI-51Q7, Book 12, Page 126). 

The defendent ter Keer wae chairman of the TEA from 1932 
until the German collapse. Ten of *he other eighteen Voretend 
members In the dock were TEA members for vcrylng periods of 
year8 ending with the German collapse. These are the 
defendants: Aabros, Buergln, Bueteflech, G Jevskl, Hoerlcln, 
Jachne, Kuehne, Loutenechlncgcr, Schncldor, and Wurster. 

Krauch was a TEA member fron 1929 until 1940, when he 
boerno Chairmen of the Aufelchterat. (Exh. 330, supro). 

The Technical Comal ttoc woe farmed Immediately of tor 
the merger In 1926. The original By-Laws ahow that from 
the boginning the TEA had Important functions. (Exh 342,* 
NI-7603, 3ook 12, Prgo 213). Its working field Included all 
technical and scientific questions, ee well ns other fiolds 
related to these questions. All crodlt appropriations 
for running or expanding Forben 1 s business were collected, 
consolidated, and examined in the TEA before c recommendation 
was made to the Voretnr.d. Each ye*r a. report had to be made 
before TEA on the projected plant expenditures for the next 
year for ecch plant, nuartcrly reports had to be made on the 
manpower situation In the plants, sociel welfaro, production 
performance ?s against capacity, and the future outlook. 

The meetings of the TEA preceded the Vorstand meetings 
and "most of the Vorstand members had been advised In 
advance of the more Important matters which were to cone 
before the Vorstand", particularly with respect to technical 
natters because "more than half of the Vorstand members were 


also members of the TEA" and guests from the commercial aide 
also participated In the TSA settings. The dcclalona 
previously t~ken in the TSA meetings "were never reversed 
or substantially amended by the Vorstand.■ (Exh. 330, KI-5184, 
supra, ot Page 97). It ves not even necessary to take a 
formal vote on any resolution of the Vorstrnd. (Exh. 330, 
HI-6184, suprr, at page 97). 

Under the jurisdiction of the TSA wps a series of 
technical sub-commissions msverable to It. The function of 
some of these comulselons arc descrlbod In Exhibit 374, 

K1-7318, 3ook 14, at Page 63. The decisions of the euh- 
coamlttccs (and soae of then dealt Kith commercial matters) 
were taker, to the TEA for approval and thon to the Vorstand. 
Since "all the meetings had been held laaodlntcly following 
each othor, the Impression of the persons reporting to the 

Vorstand w^s fresh, and It can ce said that the entire Vorstand

was voll Informed about «11 Important ortters." (Exh. 374, 
MI-7316, supra, at Page 64; oce transcript page 1633-1635). 

fi0^fiW_CMIIT£E_0E 2K* VOflSIAfiD_ (KA) 

On the commercial side of Farbcn we have the sales 
organizations dlreotod by and gathered togethor In four major 
"Soles Combines", each of which uas herded by a Vorstand 
aornber. Most of the ordinary functions of theso Sales Combines 
were sufficiently distinct so that little formal day-to-day 
coordination was neocssary x?s between them. However, 
fundamental questions of business management required a 
uniform policy between the Sales Combines, the herds of which 
were all members of, and hence directly responsible to, 
the Vorstand. To assist I. 3. F^rben lr. maintaining coor- 
dlnation In commercial matters, a Commercial Committee was 
formed after the merger In 1925. This original Commercial 
Committee declined In Importance and by 1933 was quite 
Inactive. Between 1933 and 1937 such coordination was almost 


entirely accomplished In Vorstand meetings or by separate 
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discussion between the Interested commercial Vorst-nd members. 
However, during the early Keel regime, the coordination of 
commercial policy cane to require more detailed consideration 
than the Vor6tond rs 3 group oould give it.T Hence the 
Commercial Committee of the Vorstrnd was reconstituted In 
August, 1937. Among the more important reasons for the 
reconstruction of the Commercial Committee were the problems 
of economic noblllzetlon, the Increasing regulations of an 
autarchic and rapidly arming St?tc, the coordination of FAR3ZH 
agents abroad; the ovoldance of conflicting positions to tho 
outside world by leading representatives of I. G. FAR3ZK, *nd 
other problems caused by the Intensified preparation for the 
war. (Zxh. 361, HI-653, Book 13, P. 102; Exh. 360, HI-5169, 
9uprn). Thereafter, the Commercial Conmlttot beenno one of 
the most lnportont policy forming groups In I. G. Fc.rbcn. 

Shore tho KA aenbers came to an agreement in their monthly 
meetings, such agreements were of course, binding. Such 
agreements were reportod to tho Vorstand for approval and 

0 m 

then executed. Tho KA, Just as the TEA, net generally tho 
day before the Vorstrnd and Its report and reconnonfia.tlons 
were mado to the Vorstrnd. Once tho Vorstand approved n 
polloy or r me-sure, In tho commercial field, the commercial 
Vorstand leaders were responsible for its cxeoution In tholr 
respective fields. 

From 1937 until the German collapse, five of the 
defendants W6rc mosbers of the Commercial Committee; the 
defendant SCKHITZLZ?., chairman, and tho defendants KAEFLIGZR, 
ILGHZE, MAKK, and OSTER. The defendant KUGLZB, a titular 
director and not - Vorstand aombor, was a nenber of the K.A. 
from 1940 until the collapse. The defendants SCHMITZ and 
KI.’IERII'i appear to h-*ve attended the za meetings quite 
regularly r6 guests, pnd quite frequently some of the lenders 
on the technical 6lde, such -6 the defendants ter HEER and 
GAJETJSXI were In attendance at . meetings. (Exh. 360, . 

NI—5169, Book 13, Page 82). 
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In the Technical and the Cocnerclnl Committee, "on 
natters relating to I. 3. business affairs on the fethnical, 
production, and commercial Bides vero thoroughly discussed 
so th-t the Vorstand members sitting on these committees 
were fully lnforaed about projects reculring Vorstrnd approval, 
when they were subeltted to the Vorstand sitting as s body. 

The Technical Committee rnd the Coaccrci-1 Coaalttee h-d no 
authority to arise decisions, only to dellberrte **r.d to 
roccoamcnd.■ (Exh. 338, SI-6120, Book 12, P^ge 181, Tr.P. 1694). 
"Only the Vorst**nd could finally Approve the expenditures of 
funds for any purposes including production." (Exh. 338, supra). 

The procedure before the Vorstrnd, the mnnnor in which 
reports woro subnltted by the TEA rnd the Coaaerolal Committee, 
ore described by defendant Tor Kecr In Exhibit 330, KI-5184, 
supra, at Page 97. Consideration of tho goncral policy and 
lnportnnt matters of tho management of the conpany was In 
nnny ca.OcS Initially given by the members of the TEA and the 
KA.. They then made recommendations to tho Vorstrnd for 
approval. "Responsibility and flnrl authority was always 
with tho Vorstrnd end particularly after 1935, tho Vorotend 
wao In oonplote control of E«nagemont and policy unking. 

The Vorstand n«do basic policy for <11 1.0. and pll activities 
at the plant or sales ooablne lcvol wrs In conformity with 
that policy." (Exh. 338, KI-6120, Sock 12, Page 181, -t 
Page 184.) 

Accordingly, It Is clear that any person who was a 
member of the Vorstand had the necessary degree of connection, 
both with respect to the act of participating and the extent 
of hie knowledge, with the activities carried on through the 
instrumentality of Fnrben, to be held crlalnr.lly responsible 
for '’ll of the activities reviewed In Parts I, II, end III of 
this brief. The fact that certain members of the Vorstand 
m«y have been given special authority or any h'vc assumed 





the leadership in certain specific fields of activity does 
not affect this criclnal responsibility of each member of the 
Vorstsnd. For as we have seen, the evidence shows that both 
under the requlrenents of the By-Laws and as a natter of actual 
practice, when a particular nenber of the Vorstand was 
administering r specialized field of activity, he was acting 

for the Vcrstcnd, reported regularly to the Vor stand on his 

activity, and his act vn6 either Initially authorized or approved 
or later rrtlfied by the Vorstond. The internal ndalnistratlve 
nnchlnery which tho Vorstand created, euch re the TEA and JCA and 
other conclttees, wer» all designed to pernlt ecrtaln ncabers 
of the Vorstand to assuae leadership In specialized fields 
while at the sene tine putting the Vorstand in a position of 
fornul&ting policy; approving or ratifying speciflo acts; and 
keeping lnforacd on all natters of importance taking place In 
the concern. 

Tho fact th-t a defendant was anc-Vecr of the Vorstond 
of Frr'oen Is of vital significance In two respects. In the 
first place, it noant that ho, as one of tho persons on the 
managing board of directors, substantially participated in the 
activities carried on through the lnstruncntallty of Forbcni i n 
the second plrce, It nonnt that he knew of any natter of any 
lnportance In the affairs of Fnrbtn, even though he mpy not 
have known (although he could have found out with the slightest 
Investigation) of aany details In connection with the a 

-dnlnistrrtlon of such Batters. 

Thus, for cxaaplc. In connection with the activities whloh 
h<-ve been dlscuesed In Part I of this brief, It is incon¬ 
ceivable that any uemb.r of the Vorstond did not know of the 

financial support given by Farben to tho Nazi Pcrty and Kazi 
organizations during « period tff twelve years. As we have 
seen, all Important contributions had to cc ratified by tho 
Central Coculttce of the Vorstond which reported to the Working 
Committee of tho Vorstond before 1938, and ofter 1938 to tho 
Voretand. Tlr>t he knew th-t these contributions were being made 
c.urlng this period and the general nature rnd mount of the 
Contributions, can hardly be questioned. 





Tie close cooperation between F-rben and the Wehrmacht 


from 1933 on, Including lt6 close liaison through the 
Vermlttlun^sstellc V in Berlin, 16 r*lso a matter which It la 
clear the Vorstand members were not only responsible for but 
knew about. The fact that Krauch played a leading role 
Initially In Vernittlungsstelle and that erch of the three 

offlees of the Vcrmlttlungestelle A were responsible to the 
respective Sprxrte herds — which Included Krauch, Schneider, 
Ter Heer, and Gajewski during the period involved — coca not 
lesson the responsibility of the members of the Vorstand for 
the activities carried on through this office. Insofar ns 
the mobilization plans were concerned, wc have seen not only 
th«*t the technical members of the Vorstand, such as Ter Hocr, 
Kuehnc, Jachno, Hoorlcln, and others participated actively, 
but also the cooaerci-1 members of the Vorstand, such ns 
von Schnltzler rnd Ilgncr. (see page 17, supra). Here again 
the fact that certain Individuals took active roles does ' 
not lessen the overall responsibility of all nembors of the 
Vorstand. 

This some principle applies to -11 of th6 activities 
mentioned In Part I of this brief. It is true that ocrtp.ln 
members of the Vorst-nd nnd some of the other four defendants 
had special responsibilities In certain fields, such -s 
Ter Mccr and Aabros In connection with the synthetic rubber 
program; Xr-uch -nd Bucteflsch in connection with the 
synthetic gasoline progr-m; H-cfliger lr. connection with 
light mctrls; Kreuch, Aabros, Buorgln, Grjevski, Schneider, 
burster, -nd Bucteflsch In connection with operation of the 
Four Year Plan; von Schnltzler, nnnn, Schnltz, Gattlncau, 
Iltncr and von dcr Heydo In connection with certain aspects 
of propaganda, Intelligence, and espionage; Schmitz, Ter Keer, 
von Knlcrlcm, Aabros, Buetcflsch, me Schneider In connection 
with certain phases of weakening other countries through use 
of lntcrn-tlonal agreements; von Schnltzler, Ter Heer, -nd 
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von Knlcrlcm, Ambros, Buetcflsch, and Schneider in connection 



von Knlcrlcm in connection with certain -sheets of c-raou- 
flnmlnm of foreign -seats in anticipation of war; and 
Schmitz, von Schnltzlcr, Ter Koer, Kwd, Ilrncr, Kuclcr, 
von Kn lor lea, and others in connection with the "Ktw Order". 
Tho fnot that thcs6 persons took these leading roles, however, 
docs not t-kc pvpy from the f-ct not only wn6 the Vorstmd 
responsible for nil of these activities) but that its 
□embers knew of -nd -pproved or ratified nil lmportont 
aspects of such activities. 

The same holds true whon we come to the activities 
described in Port II of this brlof. Ihus it is true- that 
Farben'e Commcrci-1 Committee lnitirlly discussed new policies 
in connection with plunder -nd spoliation; that the defendants 
Schmitz, von Knltrltm, von Schnltzlor, Ter heer, Buctcflsch, 
Haefllgor, limner, Kuehne, «rnn, and Oster, -6 veil ns 
3-ttlncau, von dcr Heyde, and Ku;lcr took an active port in 
these mootings; that Krnuch, von Schnltzlcr, von Knlerlom, 

Ter Mocr, Anbros, Buetcflsch, Ilgr.cr, M-nn, and Oster were 
especially rctlvc In connection with planning spoliation in 
Russir; that Kr-uch, Schmitz, 3uertfln, Hrcfli^cr, Ilgncr, 
rnd Oster were especially active lr. connection with’ spoliation 
in Horwry; that Schmitz, von Schnltzlcr, Tor Mecr, Anbros, 

Monn -'nd Kuglcr were especially active in the plunder of 
Franco; th-t Schmitz, von Schnltzlcr, Ter K^cr, Hncfligor, 
Il.ncr, Kuehne, -nd Xu ler played a leading role in Czecho¬ 
slovakia; that Buetcflsch, Hccfllger, Ilgn«r, Kuchno, 

Orttlncru, -nd von dcr Keyde were involved in Austria; -nd 
that J chnc w-s cspcci-lly -ctivc in Als. ccrLirrolne.. All 
of this -.-in docs not Unit th<. responsibility of -11 
mcabors of the Vjrstand nor diminish the f ct th-t the 
members of the Vorst-nd knew th-t F.rben was plundering the 
chccic-1 industries throughout Europe. 

A -.in, when we come to Part III, the s-mc prevails. It 
is true th-t th_ Tcchnic-1 Committee often recommended wholo 
pro>Taos involving sl-ve 1-bor to the Vorst-nd for -pprov-1; 
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th-t Individual dcfcnd-nts ht-ded soae of the Farbon plants 
-r.d coa'olnes usln? sl-ve labor, such -e .ureter «nd Ambros 
?t Ludwi"6hrfen, Lautcnschlaeger and Jrehno at I-ioechst,

dealt with coct:orcirl art tors) uero taken to tho 734 for approval and 
9 thon to tho Vorstand. Since all the rwotings had boon hold imnodintoly 

following or.ch other, "the impressions of tho persons reporting to tho 
Vorstand wore frost, end it could bo said that tho ontire Vorstand was 
well-inforoed about all important Bettors." (?3 372; soo Tr. pp. 1633 

to 1635). 

(17) Below the T 1- wore tho three Soart-r. or licin Groups, which 
wore established in 1929 to achieve greater efficiency in production and 
research, and greater coordination of tho individual plants. 3cch of 
thoso Sperto was headed by c loading Vorstand aonbor. Th- Jurisdiction 
of oach Sparte was primarily determined by products rather than by plants 
or the geographical location of plants. Hence, a nuabor of plants 
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producing several products foil under the technical supervision end 
direction of uere than one Spartc.

The defendant 
GaJorsJd nas Chief of Sperto III freo 1929 until 1945.

general coordination botreon couein-s of plants, grouped noro or loss

in 1929, the coordination of plents by works combines t.ndod to docroaso, 
insofar as cajor technical probi-ns ware concerned, iheir functions in 
tho field of -ddnia tret ion did not docroaso in importance. The defendant 
Ku-hne was Chief of the Cocbinc lower Rhino free 1933 to 1945. Tho 
defendant Lautcnschlco-or was Chief of tho Combine ilcin Valley from 
1930 to 1945, and tho defendant Joohno was Deputy Chiof ctf the Coobino 
lain Valley free 193C to 1945. 7t>w defendant Du».r.-in was Chief of the 
Works Coobino Central Gornany froo 1938 to 1945. Tho defendant l?uroter 
was Chief of the Ccrbino Uppor Rhino free 1940 to 1945. 

(19) Tne ar.jor plants koto usually under tho direction of a Vor- 
stend caster who had his crin offico at tho location of tho plant. In 
socw cases, bowover, core than 000 Vorstand nouber tree in chTge of 
different technical divisions within one plant; and in son* cases, a 
Vorstand cantor had direct supervision over acre than ono plant. flhoro 
tho local senagor of c plant ves not a Vorstand ccabc.r, ha received 
directions end guidance froo tho Sparte hoed, the head of the appropriate

The defendant Hoerldn 
was ir. charge of Slberfold (sere, phcrnrceuticals rnd vaccines; toxic 
substances). ;.t the Ausctadtx Plant, tho defendant Duorrfold ms tho 
Local Kenagor; tho defendant ,'jahros hed supervision of preparations for 
Bur.c production; r,nd the defendant Ductefisch had supervision over the 
preparations for production of sjnthstic fuols. Buotefisch had super¬ 
vision over tho Lounc Plant (synthetic gasoli.no end other products). At 
Ludvdgshafon tho defendant Acbres we in charge of or genic production 
(Buna and ether a-cducts) and the defondant Mrstor was in charge of 
inorganic production.

Xapcrtent 
Policy questions -. ere taker, up at Coevrurcid Coa_ittoo matings and tho 
decisions ropertc. to the Vcrstard for cpjrovrl. Fron 1937 to 1945, fivo 
of tho defendants w«ro j-.enfc^rs of tho Coax-rcinl Gosrittoe - the defendant 
von Schnitzler as Chcir. an, -nd the d fondants Krefligor, Ilgr.er, umn 
and Gator. (Tho defendant Xuglor, a titular cl rector end not e Vorstrnd 
neobor, was a uenber of tho K\ froa 1940 on). Tho defendants Schaits 
and von Knioricu attended the Iff. nee tings regularly at guests, end quito 
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fror^Mitly «a* of bfco load-rs on the technical side, particularly 
Tor Boar .-r.d GcJcweUi, rare in attendance at the KA actings. (PS 360). 
Lt tho werds of the defondont Krauch "in the 7ZJ. r.nd XA all natters 
relating to I. G. business affairs on the technical, production -nd co.>- 
norcial sides, rare thoroughly discussed, so that tho Vorstand nenbors 
sitting on theaa Cocdttoes rare fully inf onset about projects requiring 
Vorstand cprrovd, and then they wore transacted to tho Vorstand sitting 
r.s a body. Th« 7_ and X/. had no r uthority to ocko docisions, only to 
deliberate and rccccand. Horovon, the Vorstand usually acted upon thoir 
rococ^ndations." (?Z 33^). Tho idtness ron Holder statod: "The solos 
of the products of I. G. Farbcn, including salos to tho Reich Govuimcnt, 
iraro handled by tho Sales Cothines .... The heed of evory.sub-division of 
tho Salos Cccibino Choaicrla soiling r. special I. G. product kept in 
poroenont contact with the technicians of I. C. parben .ts ufacturing 
that product .... Just a« there was e close liaisen betrasn srlos conbinos 
and pl-nts, there e:'doted close liaison between Uie various plants and 
also between the various a-les conhirv.8 .... I. ern bo soon fron tho fore¬ 
going that, notwithstanding thj d-cvntraliz-tion alnryo enpha.sized by 
I. G., the iholo concern uorkod cc c bis well-coordinated unit" (affida¬ 
vit of von Holder, ?3 372). 

(21) It is clear, therefore, that rjyr person who was a aiocbor of 

tha Vorstand of Prrben had the necessary dogroo of connoction, both with 

respect to the act of participating and with respoct to the extent of 

his knowledge, with tho activities carried on through tho instruvent-lity 

of Frxben to be held cridnally responsible for such activities. Tto 

fact that r particular ocabor of the Vorstand :ay have taken tho loado; - 

ship in certain specific fields of activities docs not affoct the crininrl 

responsibility of all rftfeors of the Vorstand for such activities, ,'jid it 

should also be borne in nind that certain activities in and of themselves 

I 

my be wholly innocent. "Yet if they arc part of the sun of tho rets 
which are railed upon" (sc- American Tob acco Co. vs. U. S. 32C US 701, 
1946), those ho -vrticipctcd in such activities with knowledge of tho 
ova rail cr im i na l program cro equally as quilty as those who aay have 



rr'.icipatcc in certain other sets forainy part of tho prograa, which nets 
arc in tad of themselves criminal in nature, Tlw evidence shows that 
both under tho requirements of the by-laws of Farbon and ns a nottw of 

actual practice, vfcon e particular ncabor of tho Voratend was administer¬ 
ing c specialized field of activities, ha was acting for tho verstond, 
reported regularly to tJw Vorstand on his activities, end his act was 
either initially authorized, approved, or lat-r ratified by tho Vorstand. 

At thu same tins, the person in charge of the specialized field of activity, 
being a cccbor of the Tor stand hinself, was authorizing or giving his ap¬ 
proval or ratification to activities falling ithin tho specialized 
fields of other sectors of tho Vorstand. • . 

(22) Tho internal administrative nachinery which the Vorstano croatod, 
such as the ZEJ. and the YJ. and othor cocaittocs, wore all designed to 
permit certain Vorstand oanber a to assuno leadership in r. specialized 
field of CCtirity while at the saae tine . uttinj tho Vorstand in c. position 
of for Minting policy; approving or retiring specific acta; and keeping 

inf or. uxl or. all -- ttorc of import* nee in tho concern. 

(23) Tho defendant -on Xniurion, tho Cen-ral Counsel for Farbon, 
has testified that at the ^actings of the Farbon Vorstand c for.nl taking 
of votes did not occur with perhaps one exception; that undor tho practice 
of not tricing votes at tN. Vorstand • Actings, it was co .x>nly under steed 
that if dissent was not uxpressod thot a.-.our.tod to Vorstand cpjrovrl of 
the Dclicy or acli;r reported upon; that tho saavj situation was true 
generally with respect to u-otings of the TJ/.; that the Vorstand had tho 
responsibility for resolving differences of opinion which could bo set¬ 
tled according to tho by-laws of the Vorstand by formal voto if ivjcos- 
scry - tho majority deciding tho question and if tiso votes voro equal, 
tho President easting the dociding vote. (‘fr. pp 6714-6715). 

(24) Tho fact that a defendant was a ocafccr of tho Vorstand of 
Farbon is, accordingly, of vital significance in two respects. In tho 
first plcco, it ooant that he as one of tho persons on the body which 
governs Farbon activities, substantially participated in the activities 
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car. *.od cr. through the lnstrroantality of Farbcn. In the second place, 
it noant that ho hncu of any natter of any importance in tho affairs of 
Fcrboc eventhocgh ho cay not have known (although ho could have found 
out •«dth tho slightest investigation) of rvny details in connection 
with tho administration of such ^vtttors. 

(25) It is not ths position of tho prosecution, however, that 
coebership in tho Yorstand of Fcrben autonatlcrlly nakes a person 
responsible for tho criminal activities carriod on through Farbcn during 
tho pariod in thick ho was n noobor. azch defendant hero is being tried 
for his individual participation in the cri:xs char god. T* do not contend 
that Control Council Law Ro. 10 provides for vicarious criminal responsi¬ 
bility. Ws boliovo that tho ovidcnco which has boon introduced concent 
ing tho activities and organisation of Farbon ootaolisheo beyond a 
roasonrblo doubt that cr.ch of tho Yorstand dofondmta individually is 
guiltj- of tho crinas chrrged in Counts I, II, in, and V. ’*) beliovo 
that tho evidence proves Ixyond a reasonable doubt that each of tho 
Yorstand def-ndenta p-rfomed th« act end had tho strto of uind roqiirod 
to constitute individual guilt. Vo will not proceed to briefly analyse 
tho reasons wo contend that each Vorstand defendant is guilty on 

oach of those four Counts. 

C - COUNT I 

(26) The theory of tho prosecution as to tho tv Lure of tho act 
and state of ;dnd roquirod to hold a person guilty of c.Crino ngainst 
Peeca is sut forth in our Preliminary or endue Brief and core fully 
developed in our .'.ns-.vr of 5 January 19 1*8 to tho defense notion for a 
finding of not guilty on Count I end Count V. It is tho contention 
of tho prosecution thr.t tljo ^videnc, establishes beyond a re - sonnblo 
doubt that oach Vorstand dufond-nt pcrfor.ixl tho roquired act and had 
the required staU. of mind. 

(27) The evidence t.hich has been introduced during tho course of 

this trial conclusively establishes that dl of tho crirus charged in 

• • 

tho Indictment tioro cossdttod. This fact is clear beyond dispute. 
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•vo?T sentcnco in -he Indictnent with a few -minor oxcoptions has boon 
. ovaruha lnir g l y proven. The ret a i n i n g question is whoth&r or not the 
evidence has established sufficient connoction on the pert of oach of 
thoso defendants individually with these crirdncl activities ccrriod on 
through Farbor.. 

(2S) Tho crlnos conrdttod through the instrumentality of Far ben wore 
not the acts of a soulless, lifeless legal entity - of a charter and by¬ 
laws. They u;re in fact end in law tho cxi_dn~l -eta of individuals, tho 
acts of the responsible omefors who actually directed and controlled tho 
legal entity. '.lthou;h Farben was a giant concern, it was not a robot 
which ran by itself. It was directed by sen and its responsible directors 
woro tho noobers of tho Vorstand. Ko technical niceties of any "law of 
corporations", or clsis of lack of knowledge of this or that dotal 1 on tho 
pert of an individual Vorstand defendant can obscure tho docisivc fact 
that tho crises cored ttoc in tho naoo of I. C. Farbon koto tho crimes of 
thoao dofor.d-nts, who are I. 0 . Prrber. in fact. 

(29) It sre* bo contended that each defendant had certain spociftc 
responsibilities in specific fields and that -lthough tho over-nil progr.-n 
of Farbon during this period of years was doarly cri-dncl, yet tho 
individual participation by those defendants In their specialised field 
did not constitute sufficient participation in this criminal pro:rm. 

This contention is unto neb la. It is ncnittodly tru- that certain nenboro 
of the Vorstand played loading roL-s in cortein fields such as Tor lieor . 
and Ar..bros ir. connection with synthetic rubber; Krcuch and Buetofisch in 
connoction with the synthetic oil prograo; Ducrjln and li-.ofliger in con- 
noctior. with ligJjt note Is; Krcuch, Schuitz, Ter Uuur, Aebros, Buorgin, 
Qejouski, Schneider, burster end Buoteflsch in connection with tho . 
operation of tiv Four Tear Plan; von Schnitzlcr, Mann, Schultz, Gettinoau, 
Ilgnor and von dor H-ydo in connection with certain aspects ctf propaganda, 
intolligcnco and ospionego; Schsitz, Tir Itoor, von Kniorioc, /uabros, 
Buetofisch, Schneider and tlUrstcr in connection with certain phases cf 
stockpiling and weakening other countries through tho use of international 
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•’ rt a; von Schnitslor, Ter Hoar -nd von Sniorioa in connection with 
certain aspects of camouflage and protecting foroign'assots for uso in 
connection with the aggressive war; Kr-'uch, Ter liecr, l-urstor, Anbros. 
end Ho or loin in connection with cheated warfare agents; and Schnita, von 
Schnitslor, Tor I.ocr, lienn, limner, von Knierica and Kuoglor in connection 
rdth the "non order", etc. The fact that those persons played thoso 
loading roles in these particular fields, ho-.over, docs not' take rwy 
froa the feet that each and ovary nonbar of the Yoratend uas responsible 
for all of thoso activities end knew of and approv-d or rctlfiod all 
important csp,cts of such pxt±viti~s. 

(30) As no have soon, twelve of the defendants noro in the Vorstand 
of Fnrbon during th- whole twelve-ycax period fron 1933 to 1945 (except 
as Krauch uas Chatman of tho Aufdchtsrat free 1940 to 1945) • Tho 
othor sovor. dofondenU tie re all staters of tho Vorstand by April 1938 and 
Tioro appointed noOters b.ccuso of tho lo*ding roles which they had 
played in Farbon activities during tho preceding years, tto have, thoro-

fore, r. group of ninoteon individual* o, during the p-riod of tuolvo 
years, «ork-d together, at the sauo tloo playing loading roles in their 
own specialised fields, end through their joint efforts onabl-d Gorswny 
to carry out her aggressive program rfiich plunged the world into war. 

(31) Tho fact that oach defendant had a spodal rolo to perform 
incrocsos ratter than lessons the responsibility of oach defendant for 
tte overfall progrer.. For if it were not for tho activities enrriod on 
by ary particular dofundent, the thole program rdsht have failed. 

Krr-uch boccao tho loading figure in tho govomrjont in tho field of 
cheated production; and usod his position to furth-r the Far bon prograa 

of r.ggrcndizvcent .-.long with tho Hast profTO: of nggr.'nfiisotxnt. 

Sch.-.dts, as Jwad of. tho governing body of Farbon, had gcn-ral / 

supervision of tho activities of Ferten and top control of all natters of 
finance; his position with the Government fpe ,s tho Coedttoe of Sports 
of Gooring and oaohor of the Reichstag) aided him in seein- to it that 
Farbor, rr.de plenty of uoncy out of the business of nar. 





Von Schnitslor . as head of the Coaacrciel Concdttoo, cocrdi nr. tod 
Farben's business interests tdth tho Maxi preparations for egpu&sLc*.; 
and onco aggression had begun, sap to it that F*rbcn got rare than her 
ahero of tho spoils of conquest. 

Ter L*cor, as top technical ecn in Farbon, bears spocial respond i-ilit; 
for Farben's whole Production prograa; as roll as playing a spocial ro?o 
in Farben's OTnthotic rubber progran (including furthering dovolopr-nt 
within Germany and hrrporing development abroad). 

Gejovsld., ax head of Spar to m, pl^od a loading role in tho field 
of gunpowder and explosives; and go-rod the production of artifici -1 fibre, 
rayon, silk end photographic uetericls with tho requirements of war. 

Schnoldcr, who took over tho loadorship of Sparto I then Kr-uch 
ontored the Govumaent in 1936, had general sup-rvi si on over Farb-n's 
production of synthetic gnsoli/w, qynthotic nitrogen, and synthetic 
cothanol. 

Hoerloin, a full noebar of tho Varstand, tho Central Cocnittoo, ard 
tho TSn during tho whole period f ro:i 1933 to 19/,5, played a loading rolo 
in tho fiald of vaccines, tor.-, phaxnaoouticols, and poison gas. 

Von Knlorlo.;. a full aoefcor of tho Verst*nd durine th° 'hole period 
fron 1933 to 1945, vrs tho chi of counsol of Parbon. 

Anbros , played a loading rolo in the fields of synthetic rubber, 
gunpondor end oxplosivos; and wax tho chief technical can executing 
Farbon's production pro_ran for chodcal warfare agents. 

Buotofisch plcyod a leading rolo in tho development and production f 
synthetic gasoline, synthetic nitrogen and synthetic nothcnol. 

Buer<r-n played a loading role as a technical arn in the field of light 
ratals and other products vital for war. 

Haofligor was tho cococrcial arn who tool: a special interest in the 
field of light totals; and he wax the defend-nt who kept his Swiss 
citizenship so that he tould be able to act as "a neutral" in serving 
Farbon's interests when v~r cao. 

Ilrnar . together Tdth U-nn, proratod and directed th- propaganda, 
intelligence. arei espionage activities of Farber.. 
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was head of Far ben's li-ln Volley Coabine and shares 


responsibility with Jaehne for tho nanagcc^t and direction ei .-*.^-^1*5 
pain plant ct Hoochst, through which a niribcr of F'rbcn 1 s activities in 
the technical field (engineering protalccs, construction problems, air 
raid precautionary noasuros, etc.) wore coordinated; Lnuter.schlrc£»r 
specialized in the field of pharmcouticals, sore end vaccines. 

Jaohno vza Deputy Chi of of Far bon'a Main volley Cochin j and sharia 
responsibility with Lautonschlaogor for the ocnagomnt and direction of 
Hoechst; ho was Ferbon's chief engineer and hoed of T2HD. 

Kuohno . a full accbcr of the Vorstend and TU. during tho rholo period 
1933 to 1945, ’*=o Chief of tho '.ibrks Cccbinc loner Rhino and Plant Under 
ct Leverkusen; having diroct sup-rviaion over tho production of a. nurb-r 
of vital war products. 

ilann. r. comer del ncebor of the Vorstend during tho whole perlo! 
froa 1933 to 1945, had supervision over Farben's representatives end 
cgoncies in 75 countrios of tho vorld; playod a loading role in tho 
fiold of propaganda, intelligence end ospiorAgo. 

Os ter , a com-rdcl oecbor of tho Vorstmd during tho vholo period 
froo 1933 to 1945, specialised in tho fiold of nitrogen; end ea nan-ger 

of tho Hitrogon Syndicate coordinated Frrbon's intcrosts with tho progra n 
of tho Govorncant. 

f 7urstor was rosponsiblo (along with Aeferos) for production planning 
at tho Ludvdgshafon-Oppcu plants; and was tho chief technical nan in 
Farbon in the inorganic field. 


(32) Lech defendant porforr^d his role as part of carrying ou t tho 
overall pro.craa and knoidnyly authorized, aoyovod, ratified and con- 
firnod tho over-all program . 

(33) The activities for which tho Farbon Vorstand was responsible

were indcspenscblo tc, and playod n aajor role in, Gernenys preparation 
for aggression. Ind occh end every renber of tho Farbon Vorstend liner 
that those activities were in preparation for aggression. Tho fact that 
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each Vorstand defendant was knowingly further!a - tho Nazi policy of re¬ 
gression is clear as is the act of participation. 

(3L) Tho defendant Xuehne, writing to the defendant Schoitz in 

October 1941, described the achievcrxnts of the ixubers of th- Ferbun 

Voratend in one paragraph. Concluding his letter Jw stcUs; (?e 206 .-}. 

“At tho conclusion of his long lengtly staterx-nt, 
regarding which I hope 1 will once aorc bo able to 
r-*rt to you in person, Herr Funk said thu follow¬ 
ing: 'Ho felt compelled yet to refer to tho rosaries 
aado by Herr Plcigor end by no. naturally, coel, 
iron, guns end procororant of caterirls wore neces¬ 
sary for cagins vzr, and tho importance of the 
industries nuat not be undcroati.-r.tcd. However, 
one thine he cuat establish, without the oorr.-n I.q . 
and its achievements, it Mould not neve boon possibl e 
to wage this oar .

(35) In tho Proiininary JJonarandua Brief of tho Prosecution, ins r— 
viowod certain activities of tho so defendants during the period 1933 to 
1945 which, when telccn together vith tho ovents occurring in G-rnrny 
during this period, establish beyond a r-ncencblo doubt that the 
dofondants too:: that tho rilltary cr.c’iino they veto building up tould 
bo uaod for the purpeso of carrying out c national policy of aggrandizo- 
nont to ta!:o frea tlx oaoplos of other countries their land, their 
property, end their psrsonrl frood^. Sinco tlx closo of tho Prosecution'a 
caso-in-chief, c considerable racun* of additional ovidoice hr.s boon intro¬ 
duced, both by tho defense and by tho prosecution, \ftich reveals nore 
clearly than boforo tho ate to of dnd of these defendants. In tho Indi¬ 
vidual sections cf Part VI of this brlof, relating to certain specific 
activities of each defendant, ue till discuss sooc of tho highlights in 
tho ovidenco bearing cn the state of mind of these defendants. It cry 
bo helpful at this point to indicate v*ry briefly the nature of aorw of 
this ovidance. 

(36) The individual section of Part 71 relatin- to tho defendant 
Xrauch summarizes a considorcblo rowunt of evidence bearing on his state 
of rind as a result of tho knowledge which ho gained through his Govorr.-

evidence also establishes that these Vcrstand defendants took the initi¬ 
ative in obtaining such slave labor. Such slave labor obtainod on tho 
initiative of these defendants was ill-fod, ill-clothed, ill-housed, 
dstroetod, beaten, tortured and ordered. The conditions under which 
the slavo labor at I. G. Auschwitz worked ware so bad that, if it waro 
not for the cvornholcing nature of tho evidence, it would bo cloost un- 
believeable.

(49) In Part IV of this briof tho conditions at I. G. Auschwitz 
are described in sooo detail.

approvod, and ratified tho uso of such innatos, and took tho initiative 
in obtaining thoa. Tho Vorstand defendants continued to toko tho in¬ 
itiative in obtaining such imrtos, ovon after it cust hevo boon cloar 
to thoso defendants that such in.-r.tc* noro boL*v» used cs cachino tools 
and when worn out wore diacardod into tho gas chrsfcors.

(51) Tho ovidenco which has boon introduced ostablishos beyond any 
reasonable doubt that the Vorstand defendants participated in a con¬ 
spiracy to further the Keel policy cf e«yrandisonont to uso force in 
order to take cur.y froa tho people of other countries thoir lend, their 
property, end their personal freodoe. And in the words of the Suprouo 
Court of tho Unitod States in Direct Sales Co. vs. U. S .. 391 U.S. 703 
(1943), tho Vorstand defendants supplied tho Pari conspire tors with 
thoir "stoefc-in-trado" for ■thoir illicit enterprise", and by so doing 
Joined "both aiad and hand" to caJeo the ccccnplishjwnt possiblo. ith 
respect to these Vorstand defendants, "There is .aera than suspicion, 
rare than knowledge, acquiescence, carelessness, indifference, lack 

of concern. Thor- is inforrod and interested cooperation, atinulrtlon, 
instigation. And tho re is also a i stake in tho venturtf which oven if 
it nay not bo essential, is not irrelevant to the question of con¬ 
spiracy." (Dir-ct Aalos Co. vs. U. S., su-ira) 

(52) In tho lords of the International lilitary Tribunal (yol. 1,

Trial of the :>.Jor \fcr Criadnals, p. 226): "Hitlor could not mko ag¬ 
gressive war by hiaaolf. He had to have the cooperation of a tat os.ion, 
nilitary leaders, diplor.-ts, rod business non. "hon they, with knowlodgo 
of his alas, gave hin thoir cooperation, they nado thccsclvcs parties 
to tho plan ho had initiated.

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(1) We shall discuss In this part of the brief the 
role of the defendants, through the Instrumentality of 
Farben, In the economic mobillratlon of Germany for war 
and In the equipping of the Natl military machine to wage 
aggressive w*r. We refer to the discussion of this and 
related subjects In our Preliminary Memorandum Brief, 

Part I, at pp. 19-47, and shall undertake only to supplement 
that here. 

(2) The backbone In the preparation for war Is 
Industrial strength evidenced by the conversion of Its 
normal peacetime production and facilities to a war economy. 
That process of conversion does not take place overnight. 
What ve shall show Is how these defendants, through the 
Instrumentality of Farben, proceeded to equip the Natl 
military machine In fields where their production wac 
Indispensable to waging aggressive war. 

(3) We propose to show what were the main fields of 
production which was the lifeblood of the Karl military 
machine, and then we shall show that this lifeblood wao 
supplied by these defendants through the instrumentality 
of Farben. 

(4) The report of the U. S. Strateglo Boobing Survey 
(?Z 715), Us ted the most Important Industrial targets ns 
(1) the synthetic oil Industry, (2) the synthetic rubber 
Industry, and (3) the explosives Industry. 1 

1 The report states: "Synthetic oil, rubber, nitrogen 
and other Important chealcrl6 depended primarily on coal, 
air, and limestone, of which Germany hod ample supplies, 
and these simple raw materials were the foundation of n 
complex chemical Industry. • • * Germany's chemical Industry 
as a whole wn6 reasonably self-sufficient for war need6 In 
1939. The story of the Industry Is primarily the story of 
the I. G. Farben which controlled perhaps 85> of the entire 
industry. The I. G. Farben plants at Leunr, Ludvigshnfen, 
and Leverkusen were among the largest plants In the world. 
(PZ 715 r.t p. 13). 



(5) In discussing why the German synthetic oil Industry 
w?8 chosen as » torget of prlne Import,once, the report states: 

“It had more far-reaching effects than the mere 
loss of oil production. Bombing of the synthetic oil 
plants dealt a crippling blow to the munition and 
explosive Industries and severely affected the synthetic 
rubber industry." (at p. 4). 

(6) The report particularly refers to the Importance of 
Farben's Leuna plant and states: 

■Leunn not only was the largest hydrogenation 
plant In Germany, but w«s also of grert Importance 
because of Its production of nitrogen nnd other 
chemicals. It was the oost heavily protected plant 
in central Europe. The defenses were 6uch that the 
plant w«8 most difficult to hit. • • • Before the end 
of the w»r, Leuna was raided 22 tines—twice by the 
RAF and 20 times by the 8th Air Force. Due to the 
urgency of keeping this plant out of production, some 
of these missions were dispatched In difficult bombing 
weather. • • • A total of 6,552 tonbers attacked this 
target with 18,328 tone of bombs. The bottle of Leuna 
was one of the major battles of the war, and in spite 
of the severe losses, the bottle was won." (at p. 5).2 

(7) In discussing the Importance of synthetic rubber, 
the report stotes: 

■Before the war, Germany w«6 the third largest 
conouner of the world'• rubber, after the Unltod States 
and the United Kingdom. Germany's per crpltn 
consumption was roughly 1/4 os much ns that of the 
United States. In 1937 and 1938, Germany hod an overage 
annual consumption of 92,000 tons of natural rubbor re 
co-ipared with 600,000 used by the United States. * * * 
During the pre-war period synthetic rubber production 
increased from 1,100 tons in 1936 to 21,000 tons In 
1939. In order to stimulate the development of the 
synthetic rubber Industry, It was given substantial 
tariff protection. In addition, the I. G. Forbcn 
synthetic rubber development nt Leverkusen was 
directly subsidized. • * * 

"In substance, therefore, Germany started the 
war with practically no stockpile of cither natural 
or synthetic rubber; Imports during the war were 
negligible because of the blockade and from the start 
of tho war throughout, she was dependent upon only 
three large and one small synthetic plant for her 
requirements." (PE 715, at p. 8, 9).

2 Related to synthetic gasoline Is tetraethyl lend, of which 
the rcoort states that: "The major opportunity In the Allied 
air offensive against oil wps uncxplolted. Ethyl fluid Is on 
Indispensable constituent of high grade gasoline.

"Synthetic rubber production nevertheless suffered 
because of Its Integration with the synthetic oil 
plants. * • * Schkopau production whs hurt and eventually 
lost completely because Schkopau was dependent upon 
“ cun £« flve nlle ® for Its supply of hydrogen. 

ir.e 22 raids against synthetic oil at Leuna * * * 

-:ept the plant down to an overage of 9* of capacity 
p.nd as Leverkusen could not ship hydrogen to Schkopau, 
Scckop-'u could not make synthetic rubber. * • * Just 
as the major loss In the loportant chemical Industry 
resulted fron the bombing of synthetlo oil installations, 
tne loss In synthetic rubber production wes the by¬ 
product of the bocblng of synthetic oil.® (Supra, p. 9n, 

(9) In discussing the importance of the 0ernrui powder 
and explosives Industry as " target, the report Indicates the 
tcchnlcr .1 inter-relation of the hydrogenation processes used 
lr. Farbcn, which process was basic for synthetic oil, rubber, 
and explosives. Thus, the report (PS 616), states: 

"For a elerr appreciation of the effect of 
strategic boobing on the German powder and explosives 
Industry, knowledge of the Inter-relation of this 
Industry with, and the dependence upon, synthetlo 
eamor.lr (nitrogen), octhrjiol, and oil Industry Is 
necessary. * * * These 3 synthetic arnufncturcs were 
nil high pressure processes which required o source 
of large volumes of hydrogen of a high type of purity 
usins the srae type of cqulpacnt. • • • In certain 
plants It was planned when the synthetlo oil facilities 
wero installed, that they should be dependent in oart 
on hydrogen capacity installed previously for ammonia 
production, when full capacity ammonia operation was not 
required." (p. 2). (Soe also PZ 24). 

(10) The report (PZ 715) continues: 

"All the large units producing nltrogon and 90* of 
the methanol production were loe-ted in the synthetic 
oil plants. Leuna *nd Ludwigshafcn-Oppnu were the two 
most Important plants accounting for 60 * of nitrogen 
and 40;? of methanol.

(12) Whet was the planning and preparation that built this 
aachlr.e? Did these defendants know the purpose of their 
participation in this preparation? 

(15) We start with the fir 6 t detailed plans of economic 
mobilization for war In 1934; —the first blueprint of 
industrial preparation for war shown in this record. It is 
on official governmental report on "the progress of work for 
economic mobilization on 30 September 1934." (PE 716). It 
begins with the statement: 

"With the foundation of the Rolch Defense Council, 
and of Its permanent commlttoe, the Reich Klnistry of 
Economics had been charged with the mobilization of 
economic preparation for war. * • • The Importance of 
this task really ought not to require any further 
explanation. The terrible consequences In the lack of 
any economic war preparations In the (first) World War 
was still vividly remembered. * • * At first o uniform 
conception of the whole economic political situation 
was lacking: this only emerged gradually. • • • In the 
autumn of 1916, the lack of a thoroughly considered 
plan for preoaring the war economy made it 6 olf felt in 
a detrimental way. There are natural limitations to 
war economy. * * *

The Reich Ministry of Econoalcs is in charge of 
Industrial econony, with the exception of the production 
of military equipment proper, for which the uehraccht 
authorities are responsible. In case of emergency, 
this production naturally takes up the major part of the 
manufacture of finished industrial products; but as It 
is the task of the Reich minister of Economics to make 
available all raw materials end semi-finished products 
necessary for the production of military equipment, 
this t»Pk remelns large and Important enough. This 
division of tasks, because of the close connection 
between them, requires the personal end material 
collaboration between the responsible authorities on 
either side (Reich Ministry of Economics, Army Ordnanco, 
Rolch Air Ministry) . To have brought about this 
collaboration wrs pn important result of the work done 
during the first year. Its importance with regard to 
the smooth functioning of the measures prepared In 
case of eaergency cannot be overestimated. The technical 
«nd personal collaboration between the Ministry of 
Econoalcs and the Aray Ordnance Office was particularly 
close, especially in the excellent preparatory work of 
the Army Ordnance Office, In the sphere of r"* aptgriclg 
particularly . B 4(PS 716, supra, at p. 3, 4). 

(15) We shall now refer to some specific matters outlined 

in this errly economic mobilisation blueprint rnd show how in 

enoh succeeding coor.omlc mobilisation plan, these fieldo of 

aotlvlty wore intensified. The September, 1934, plan taking 

account of the foreign currency 6ltuntlon, proposed stock¬ 


piling.

Compare also PE 517 of the 
meeting in October, 1954, between krauch, Scnnelder, and 
3uetefisch, and General Bockclberg, Chief of Army Ordnance, 
where the details of the syntneses of hydrogenation at 
Leuna. are explained, lr. their relation to synthetic gasoline. 
The “needs of aviation are especially dealt with" ana it was 
agreed that “the special technical and technological work 
will be carried out in Ludwig6hafen and Leuna. * * * The 
directions of the I. G. will be followed as to the direction 
of the works. All the knowledge and experience of the 
corresponding experimental and manufacturing plants of I. G. 
will be utilized." (PE 517, supra, at p. 2, 3j. 
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(21) The next laportont stage of the cconoslc mobili¬ 
zation planning occurred In April, 1936, when Gotrlng w->s 
appointed Coordinator for Raw Materials end Foreign Exchange. 1

(22) On 26 Kny 1936, the defendant Schaltz, as a neraber 
of Ooering's Conalttee of Experts, attended a ncetlng In 
Geering 1 s Office In which the lnportancc of the production 
of synthetic gyeoline rnd rubber for tho "conduct of w?r° 
wqb discussed. (PE 400, pp. 16, 18). "Rubber", said Goerlng,

The noxt d-y, on 27 Kay 1936, Oocrlng lnforned tho Wnr 
Minister, the Minister of Econonlcs, tbs Flncnco Minister, 
rnd the Prcsldont of the Rolchsbnnk, auong others, th't ho 
"opposed ~ny financial imitation of war production, nnd nil 
norsuros «ro to be considered froa tho standpoint of an 
assured waging of war."

The next month, September, 1936, Hitler renounced the establish- 
aent of the Four Year Plan and the appointment of Gocrlng as 
Plenipotentiary General In charge. (IKT Judgment, Vol. I, 
p. 132; Compare PS 412). Yraucfc moved Into the Office of the 
Four Yc-r Pirn (Tr. 5075). 

(23) On 7 October 1936, the defendant Buctefiech attended 
a conference **lth ncabers of the R-'v Material Staff, In which 
the governaent oil program in relation to the Four Yc-'r Pirn 
v-6 discussed (PS 414).

In the field of gunpowder, explosives, and chemical warfare 
agents, the plan provided for "the utmost acceleration of all 
building projects In these sectors. Including the preliminary 
products. * * * The gunpowder and explosives plan can be 
achieved by the middle of 1941, the chemical warfare agents 
plan by the beginning of 1942." (p. 3). 34 

(39) Throe days after Krauch's new military economy 
production plan of 12 July 1938, commissions were given to 
Fnrben to c*rry out that plan in the chemical warfare agents 
and dlglycol field. Thus, on 15 July 1930, commissions were 
given to I. 8. for Immediate expansion of dlglycol production 
at Ludwigshnfcn, for Increase of production copoclty of 
dlglycol at ’Jolfen, to speed up construction of dlglycol at 
Schkopou, promotion and construction of dlglycol plants r.t 
Huels and Trostberg, assistance for Increased production of 
ethylene oxide, to Orgacid for expansion of Anmendorf with 
arrangements for deliveries of ethylene oxide from Scmfcopau, 
for additional rpparotus to Ludvigshefen for production of oxol, 
for construction of experimental apparatus at Ludwlgahafen 
for Intermediates of austord gas, for experimental stations 
relating to auetprd g«s at 8chkopau (PS 444, supre). The 
day “ftor these commissions were given to Farben, Oocrlng had 
a conference with the Army Ordnance concerning Krauch's new 
production plan of 12 July 1938, In the explosives and chemical 
warfare agents field (PS 445). The same day, he informed the 
High Command of the Jehrmacht of hie Intentions to appoint a 
General Plenipotentiary to carry out that program. Five days

In this planning, the defendant Amoros conferred with Krauch 
as is show by his letter of 27 June 1938 (PE 438), which 
preceded by three days the more specialized accelerated plans 
of June 30, 1538, for preliminary products In the field of 
gunpowder, explosives. r.nd chemical warfare egents. (FE 439, 
440).

(49) On 17 August 1939 o last look Is and nt the status 

of the explosives snd cheaical warfare Industry, ond r.ctual 

production of Individual plants Is checked, together vlth the 

plants supplying the lnternedlr.tcs needed for the production 

of the finished explosives and chealcol warfare agents. (PE 610). 

This report snd detailed conpllatlon shows the individual DAO 

"nd subsidiary plants producing cxoloslvcs, and the individual 

Frrbcn plants supplying the intcrnedlato products for the 

production of explosives nnd gunpowder. 

(60) Xrruch testified (PE 437, at p. 13) ns follows: 

"3. Didn't it bccoac apparent to you, first In 1935, 
when the Wehraocht exhibited great Interest In 
your buna, and 1-ter nftcr you nssuned your Job 
with the Four Year Plan in 1936, to Increase 
the chcnlonl c-pnclty of Ocrtanny, that the 
Mcxi Oovcrnncnt w»6 on the ro*d to wnr? 

A. I h-d the feeling that they were going to vnr, -s 
Dr. 3o8ch told no In June, 1S38, and that was 
when I went with the wrong figures of Locb to 
flooring, -nd said to hln, "We can't go to wnr 
because the figures arc nil wrong. Wc will lose 
the wnr on this basis.' 

3. When the wrong figure s which you eubnlttcd to

I rssuned that it has been brougnt out 
on ay examination that I avoided discussing with Ferben 
peoplo alas which affected other Industries because I 
w-s trying to preserve ay objectivity."

(56) The U. S. Strategic Boabing Survey (PE 715, nt p. 
4, 5, 13), states thnt froa the allltrry point of view, the 
synthetic gasoline industry of Germany was the prlac target, 
and pointed out that the interlocking of the hydrogenation 
processes between synthotlc gasoline, rubber, nnd the 
explosives intermediates, code the synthetic oil plants the 
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prln«ry objective. 46 

(57) The overall participation of the defendants In this 
program Is developed In the Prosecution*6 Preliminary 
HenorpJidun Brief, ?prt I, pp. 35-35. It Is necessary only to 
supplement that discussion. 

(58) Kr'-uch has stated (PS 13, p. 3): "It hod almost been 
decided to give up Lcuna In 1929 and 1930 in free of the 
enormous difficulties which had at that tine arisen with record 
to the gasoline nanuf•’Cture. ■ 

(59) The expenditures In the devclopacnt of the hydro¬ 
genation process were enoraous and resulted In substrntlnl 
net losses to Fsrben. (PE 522, 513, 31). The earliest • 
official report rpporrlng in the record dealing with ccononlc 
ooblllration for war (PE 716, cocparo Part II, A, pp. 4-8), 
states: 

■The extraordinary signlflc**nco of notor fuel 
supplies Is the result of the lncrc-slng motorization 
of the Wchrraacht, the growing lnportance of a German 
rlr forco, rlnost unlimited In Its futuro dcvcloDncnt. 

* • * Among all tho row arteriole under consideration, 
the motor fuel further aorc holds n distinctive 
position, because It needs to bt immediately avollable 
for the conduct of the war. • • • The supply of special 
gasoline for airplanes can at present only bo 
guaranteed by accumulated stores, but so fa r this has 
boon act with only negligible success. • • * So far 
tho increase lr. production rt Lcuna from hitherto 
100,000 tons to a tot-1 of 300,000 tons In the future 
h-.s actually been realized." 

(60) Other official government reports lndlcato tho 
nature of Farben's activity in the expansion of the synthotlc 
gasollno production. Thus, the Office of the Four Year Plan 
refers to this period In the following torus (PS 540, at p. 12 ):

At the end of this first building up period of the 
Gcrnrn fuel Industry, It oust bo noted with special 
recognition that the I. G. Farben had n great 6harc 
in t.-.o norltorlous work of speeding up this 
construction program.■ (p. 14). 

(61) Another report froa a Ocrnon official source, by 
Mrjor General Loob, in 1938, describes the laportoncc of ' 
synthetic g-.sollno In the military mobilization, nnd Farben 1 s 
part therein. (PE 534). Thus, the report states: 

"In the course of further dovolopacnt (of the 
mineral oil Industry), It soon sccncd lntolcr-blc 
that the motorization in the Wchrn«-cht nnd In the 
economy should contlnuo to depend on foreign countries 
to the some extent ns before. • • • Its Industrial 
solution presented so many difficulties thrt It could 
not have been achieved In the ordinary arnner by 
private Industry Itself within the period appropriate 
to the urgency of the problea nnd the vital national 
roqulrcncnts. * • • This exceptional significance ' 
nnde it nccoss-ry to allot to the alneral oil Industry 
a special place In the Four Yc*r Plan."47 

(62) Notwithstanding the foregoing, the Defense have 
Insisted that the expansion of the synthetic g-sollnc program 
followed normal Increases In pcacctlac activity, .and that 
normal commercial considerations were Involved with respect 
to Farben participation In this program. Thus, the defendant

13442-13446), shows for the year 1933 the cost of gasoline 
from abroad at 26 pfennigs a liter ns ognlnst a cost to 
produce syr.thotlc gosollne of 22 pfennigs. 

(63) Cross-examination developed the breakdown of these 
cost figures and indicated that exclusive of German t-xes, the 
cost In 1933 of gasoline from abroad was 6 pfennigs ognlnst tho 
cost to produce synthetic gasoline at Leuno of 22 pfennigs. 

(Tr. 13443-13446). 

(64) Hcthanol production rclotee to Improving the quality 
of synthetic gasoline, -8 well ri Its uses in explosives. 
(Compare PE 591, chart of Reich Office of Econonlc Development). 
The Defense espin, with respect to tho production of methanol, 
sought to indicate th-t the Increased production was part of 
the normal peacetime activities to s-tlsfy the Increased 
civilian demand for motorization, ond in support thereof, they 
submit tod charts and statistics (again by Dr. K-rtannn, 

Assistant Defense Counsel), showing that the v^st Increase In 
production of methanol was for "motor fuel". On cross- 
examination, the witness admitted that within that classifi¬ 
cation was also Included all methanol thot wont into the motor 
fuel used by the motorized dchraecht. (Tr. 13437-13442). 40 


48 C japarc PE 523 relating to conferences between Farbcn 
officials -nd Army Ordnance Office where It was stressed that 
production of synthetic gasoline, methanol, and lubricating 
oils and related products were urgently needed "for the 
motorization of the Wehrmacht." 
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(65) Xrauch's Office, In o report In January, 1939, 
stated: 


“For the conduct of modern war, mineral oil is 
equally ns lnportnnt as clrcrnft, tanks, 6hlpe, 
weapons, and '-mmunltlon. It oust, therefore, be t«ken 
Into account In connection with the total mobilization 

{ reparations exactly «s every other implement of war." 

PS 537).49 

(66) Or. April 29, Krnuch had prepared n survey of the 

planning in this sector, and the report submitted in connection 

therewith (PS 455, at p. 27) states: 

"As already pointed out, the mineral oil plan has 
to cover the full supply of aviation fuels for mobiliza¬ 
tion and oust already permit of stockpiling In times of 
peace. In nil other fields, the shortage will last evon 
longer, especially as to Diesel fuel rnd fuel oil. * * * 
The economic area of greater Germany is too small to 
satisfy tho military economic requirements as to mineral 
oil. and the newly and successfully taken up contact 
vitn Southeastern Europe shows us the only and hopeful 
possibility to lnsuro supplies for the mineral oil 
coor.omy completely for cany years by securing this aroa 
by means of the Wehrmacht. "50 

(67) It only remains to call attention to the f«ot thnt 

Farbcn's production of synthetic gasoline In 1932 v«e 

102,000 tons; In 1936, It was 332,000 tons; In 1938 It was 

380,000 tons; «nd In 1939, 400,000 tons. (PE 612). Its 

methanol production In 1932 was 13,700 tons, and it lncrcasod 

to 104,500 tons in 1937. (PE 612). 51 

(68) We need only to refer once more to the findings of 

the U. S. Strategic Bombing Survey to show how vital was 

Fprbcn participation In tho mobilization for aggressive war, 

through Its activity In the synthetic gasoline program.

(69) The activity of Farben In thle sector extends from 
1933 to the end of the war. The responsibility for Its notion 
is tbet of the entire Vorstnnd. There w«6 ppeclrl particlpr.tioi 
In particular phases of this field at parlous times by the 
defendants Krauch, Schmitz, Von Knicrien, Ter Hecr, Schneider, 
Bueteflsch, Jhehne, and Xuehne. The responsibility of these 
defendants rci"te to planning on the top level, planning nt 

the plnnt level, execution of the plans with respect to 
expansion of plnnt facilities and production, nnd stockpiling 
both nt the planning -nd executive lcvd. In the Individual 
briefs on the defend-nts, the particular role th»t each 
pl»yed in these spccl"l fields will be Indicated. 

C. 8 ?:CKSTIC FI'S3 SR 

(70) Tho U. 8. Strategic Bocbing Survey, in discussing 
the Importance of synthetic rubber as a nllltrry target, 
stated that Germany B was dependent upon only three largo 

and one snail synthetic plant for nor rcqulrcnonts.■ (PE 715, 
supra). These plants w«ro nil "nrben, who was tho only 
producer In Germany of synthetic rubber. (PE 658). Tho Gornan 
military Machine wns wholly dependent on Farbcn in this 
field. (PS 615). 

(71) The participation of Farbon In the economic 
Mobilization and preparation for war In this sector hnc been 
discussed in the Preliminary hccorandun Brief, Pnrt I, 

pp. 35-37. Starting In 1935 with a production of 8,000 tons, 
Fnrben ir.cronscd the production In 1937 to 3,500 tons, In 
1938 to 5,700 tons, and In 1939 to 22,000 tor.s. (PE 612). 52 

(72) On 26 Kay 1936, Schmitz attended a dec ting with 
Gocrlng's Committee of Experts where Gocrlnc stated: "Rubber 
Is our weakest point. * • • All preparations must be made for 
the A-Cjsc to safeguard the supply of the wartime .Army."

(80) Responsibility of the entire Varatnnd In this 
particular field Is plain. To the extent that Individual 
defendants participated additionally in any particular phase 
of this program, they will be Indicated In the Individual 
briefs of the defendants. 

S. EXPLOSIVES 

(81) In dealing with the subject of explosives, two fields 
of activities ore Involved, ( 1 ) the production of the lntor- 
nedinto products for explosives, ond ( 2 ) the production of 

the finished product. The Defense hnvo asserted that Farben 
did not n.onufncture gunpowder, explosives, or chemical warfare 
"gents, but only lntercedlate products, which nlso had n 
pcacctiuo use. Consequently, they argue, since they had no • 
knowledge of the extent of the production in the exploslvos 
and rol-tcd fields, they could not know the nature of the 
preparation for war. 60 The evidtnoo shows th-t Forbcn knew 
Its lntcrmcdi"to products went to tho explosives firms, 61 
and booQUSc of the control that It exercised over tho principal 
explosives producor, Dynnalt A.O., it knew of tho nature and 
extent of the production of gunoowdor and explosives for war.

subsidiary, Verwertcheaio, were sent to Fnrbcn officials, 

«oong whoa were Bosch, OnJewsXl, the TEA Office, nnd the 
Central Financing Office. (PE 2311, Tr. 13692). In the 

nudltor's report of DAG (for the year ending Dcceofccr 31, 1938), 
the individual plants of DAO were listed,(Tr. 13697), together 
with the particular exjloslvc that they were producing 
military explosives.

They all agree that 
a ”16018170 particiration by Farben in the aluminas development nay 
become the key factor in Farbcn's control of these water works. This 
stw would bo of far-reaching import for the development of the vholo 
light motel Industry field in which Farben is ontitled to leadership 
by reason of its pioneer work and financial sacrifices 1 . (P.E. 586,n.2; 
underscoring on the original). Hsving given more reasons why Farben's 
participation is urgently requirod in the Interest of Farben, tho 
letter concludes that, in the Servogian corporation to be organised, 
a Farbon participation of 55$ is ■reconaendod*. ^ those recomnondat- 
iona, defendant Krauch, on his own initiative, far cxceodcd his govorn- 
■eat assignment since, according to his stateaont on cross-examination, 
he "was cot charged officially. ... I did not havo technical sunor- 
vision in this mattsr. I merely had to adviso Kopoonborg whether tho 
process sug.t#stod ..." (Tr.5515). That Farbm should participate in 
tho project in tho way Just sot forth (quotation from ?. 2.586, srnra), 
was, therefore, Zrauch's own porsonjLl suggoetlon which ho mado in hio 
capacity as a board member of Farben, and mot on any government initiat¬ 
ive, lot aler.o pressuro. Tho same applies to tho sondor of the letter, 
defendant Siorgin. &c entire Farben Vorstand was. again, fully 
advised - this time by defendant Oiefliger and Ilgner's affiant Hoschol • 
of the German plan lr. Scrway.and more particular/ of tho Air Ministry's 

•) As far as the planned necnoalu z production in Sorvay Is concerned, 
defendants would not seta to assort pressuro. As to the initiative, 
their statements are contradictory. aicfligcr in his affidavit (P.S.20&. 
ooints to Farben; in his testimony (Tr.9438) he follows defendant 
Zrauch's version (Tr.54O0) that fcrsk %dro itself took tho initiatiro. 
Buergin, however, (Tr.84C6), and Ilgner's affiant Koschei (ilgnor Exh. 
196) escribe the Initiative to the Geman Air Ministry on vhese order 
Farben contacted Torsk Eydro. - ** to the over-all picture, the cea- 
te:;pcrar.eou8 document, P.S.12C0, is noteworthy whore Ilgnor remir.dod

Shl« one project 
mounted to epproxiaately 160 Billion Norwegian Eronors. "After a 
detailed discussion in which it vas esphasixed that 1.0. has considerable 
interest in gaining a fins footing in Norway, especially in view of the 
extensions planned in lnportant hydraulic works there, it was resc 1 rod 
to conduct further negotiations in such a way that we should follow 
up the Heroen project on the basis of a 51* I.^participation, with a 
49f, participation for Bars* $rdrc". Again, it should bo noted that 
this plan was not restricted to aagnetlun but embraced "the ontire 
construction progran" (P.Z. 1193, olnutes of Torstand aceting of S 
February 1941, signed by defondants Schaitt and Bruoggcsann). After 
the docision had, thus, been nade on principle, Jarben rled with the 
Reich agencies for as large a participation as possible (?.*. 1195); 
clalned econcsic leadership while the Reich wished to confine 7«rbon 
to technical adrlce without "recognising 1.3.'s econoalc control" (P.R. 
1195); and acted in such a way that it doserved the praise of flooring's 
cutstanding representative Dr. Koppeaberg who enphaslsed «7arbon's 
achieveacnts hitherto in the field of araasent production", and 
especially praised "the prooptltudo and speed with which 7arbon had 
always acted and constructed, without waiting for eontrects to bo oignod’ 
(P.S. 587). After the foundation wns laid for the light aotal corpor¬ 
ation, sad the share in It had been equally divided betweon I.0.7*rben, 
the Sornan Air Kinietry, end Norsk Hydro, defendant Ilgnor eont his 
■strictly confidential" letter of 15 September 1941 to all neabors 
of the Tarbcn 7crstand. Sellevirg "that tho noaent has coae to Include 
... the wishes and suggestions concerning tho entorerisos called into 
life by Goman industry which, at present, are csinly connected with 
electric power, tho production of light sctels, and ooal cining", ho 

attachos his 1'orvay neaoranduc which was to bocon* part of Parbon's 
New firdor Norway (?.S. 1191, p.29 sequ.). Utterly ignoring the 

requireaenta of Norwegian e cone ay, he enphasizes that the operation of 
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the light netal plants in Sorvay it of vital inportance to Gcrnany; 
that they depend on the *^ply of power at reasonable prices; that, 
therefore, 59 years 1 contracts should bo entered into- between tho 
light rsotal plants and toe Horvcgian electric eo^anies; and that such 
■power plants will be bound to offer their available power, in the first 
place, to tho light netal plants. ... If'nocossary, tho light netal 
plants will be entitled to take over control of the power plants thcc- 
solves". (?.S. 1191, p.31). *ho entire docanent is aost revealing, 

(11) All these steps - Irauch's and Buergin's rocon- 
nendations of 23 October 1940, the resolution passed by tho ?arbon Vor- 
■tand on 5 Jebruary 1941, and Ilgner's suggestions cf 15 September 1941 - 
clearly • robut the story of any ©svermont pressuro forcing Tnrbon 

to participate in this venturo. Whatever noasures JVxben took slnco 
tho Xorvogian light notal plan cano up, thoy wero certainly not the 
reaction of a reluctant •follow-travolor*. Bather they show tho 
oagernsss and Initiative of an enthusiastic supoortor. The Farbon 
officials, thorefero, can clain no oitigation for tholr participation. 

(12) Thoro is Just one group of so-c«llod dofonaos 
loft which nay deservo sonc eocnontj Shat y arbcn procurod a 1/3 part¬ 
icipation in tho light netal corporation for Xorsk $-dro itsolf (Ilgnor 
2th. 196, 197); that it treated the Board of Xorsk Hydro friendly and 
docontly (Ilgner Boc.Bock 12A, Ilgner Sxh. 197 p.13; Hgncr Exh.199, 
p.3C) • that, vhon tho light notal plant was boesbod out with a rosulting 
loss fer Xcrsk $rdro of nero than 50 nillion Borwcgiar. Zronors (Hgnor, 
3k.9659), It was Xarbon Mich urgod tho Xazi authorities to nakc good 
for the loss (Ilgner Doc.Beok 12 A, Ilgner Esh. 196, p.7 ; 197,p.l7 ; 

199,p.36; 2C4; 2C5; »6; 2l0,p.63); and, finally, that the oquipoent 
and nnebinery shippod to Xorsk %dro by the Scrrvm partners including 
Sarher., renained there so that Xorsk $rdro was noro thaa co^onsated for 
the damages it suffered (Tr. 9659j Ilgner Ech.197, Book XII A, pp.20/22),. 
Most of the material sutaitted in this connection was introduced nt 
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a tine when, according to the court calendar, the docment. vero beyond 
rebuttal and the affiant, beyond cre-^nination. But vo nay take 
then at their face-value; they prove nothing V vay of defense nor do 
they shew anything de.erving consideration in oitigation of the offense. 


Sor did Lettnctall, . In the course of this light octal vent-ore. a second 
goAl was attained; Her* Hydro had beccae an entemriao under Cornan 
"control- (oxprossien used by Paxbon at tho tioc; ?.S.ll99,p,3), with 


r«bcn the leading partner (13. infra). letting Honk Hydro participate 
in the light aotel corporation was Just a aeana to have Horak Hydro’s 


capital stock increased; and the increase of Its capital stock vna. 
in turn, a ccass of acquiring control (13. infra). Ttmo it la, thoro 
vna a participation of the Gcrr*n Hoich er it. agencio. in both Horak 
EydrcU capital atock and the light octal coloration. But oven thia 
carbon'considered a. a teeporaxy evil only in that it hoped for, and 
va« oven proalaod by tho Reich, a later "reprivatisation" to thioffect 
that 7axbon could acquire tho sharo of tho Rolch (Btefligor, P.S.2000, 
p.3 botton, ?r.9187; Ilgner, P.H.1209, p.3; .00 alee Naycr-Vogolln, 
P.2.1211). In tho last analysis, therefore, vhatover- Farbon had Jforsk 
Hydro acquiro, it acquired for itself. 

W £ Q£taont of Hbrsk Hydro', Board. On tho sttao baali 
->rben waa. of cour.e, lntore.tod in c.tabll.hlng or nalntaining 


friendly tern, with Horak Srdro’s Board. She loaxd nanbera wore conpot- 
ont and veil reputed, Her* Hydro it.clf now an cntcxprlao under Gornan 


"control", with tho expectancy of it. beconing another Parbon afflliato 
after tho wax. *koro was no reason, therefore, to antagonize tho 
local nanegenent, as long aa, in tho plight in which it found itself, 
it did not interfere with the light octal production and Parbon'a 
doslro to acquire a doninant role. 

< c ) iPdcsnlflcatlon after the plant, vara out . 

Any indeonification paid by tho Geroan Hoich to the light r.eta] corporat- 
ion was to Pax ben 1 a i-^ediato advantage. 0 M third belonged to Parbon 
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Itself, another one third to Horsk Hydro, the position of vhich ve 
have Just outlined. ?hc no re the German Hoi eh contributed to the 
daaaeos sustained by Iferdisk Lettoetsll, the hotter for Farben. In fact, 
however, no such peyaents were cade (Ilgncr D.B.HI As 2rh,196,p.7 : 
3xh.l97,p.l7; 3xh.210.p.63). 

(d) Gernaa cquiscant left with Forric Hydroi Vhilo it 
is not disputed that .Norsk Hydro 5 s loss in this light aotal projoct 
surpassed 5C nillion Sorwcgian Xroncrs (fc-,9659), Ilgncr asserts in 
'defense' that "the factories wore in Sorwey, and the Kortk ty-dro had 
tho control of then" (Tr.9659 soe also Ilgncr Eih.197, his &>ok XII A, 
PP.2G--22). Vo will not burden tho Tribunal with an analysis of tho 
cvidonco establishing that SorsJc Hydro lost considerably by tho wholo 
affair, *t is sufficient to point out that it is no dofonso to exploit¬ 
ation of a country and robbing of its peoplo to assert that tho exploitor 
and robber was caught in tho act and flod, leaving behind sono of tho 
loot and tone of his toels. 

(13) ?ho evidcnco has shown beyond any roasonablo doubt 
that tho Fronch stockholders in Sorsk Hydro wore deprived of their 
najority participation against thoir own will, and that, in consoquoncc, 
tho najority was takon over by a Oorman group, outstanding anong then 
I.G. Farbon. It has also boon shewn that, shifting tho najority sharo 
in Scrsk Sydro froa tho French to tho Gomans vrs ono of thd najor 
purposos of tho Gomans, anorg then I.G.Farbon, when they lncrcasod tho 
capital stock cf Sorsk Hydro and organised the now light nctal cor¬ 
poration, Sordisk Lottactall (soo Prolininary Hcnornndun Briof, Part II, 

Be.27). Most of those facts were adsittod by defendants in thoir 
atfttoncnts bofore tho trial started. Towards tho ond cf tho trial, 
however, they undortcok to deny ovorything, oven tho so factual eircua- 
stancos which, taken by thoasolvos, did not constituto a crino, e.g., 
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the feet that the Trench were holding a majority in Jforelc ^dro before 
the war (Ilgner Exh.197, Borfc XII A, p.12; ngner S*h.2l0, Book Xji i, 
p.61; alto Sr.9742; Otter, Tr.10749). They also deny that the increate 
of Jfcrsk Hydro 'a capital stock wt carried through without the 
approval of tho Trench (ilgner Sxh.210, Book XII 1, p.54; reforring to 
hit Exhibits 229, 230); that the ttept taken by the Geraans reeulted 
in a Goman or Geraan-controlled oejority (Ilgner Zxh. 199, 210; alto 
Tr.9624); and, finally, that there had been an intention on 
the Geraan tide to create such najorlty. A* to the last point, the 
defense feat Introduced Ilgner lb*.197, a sworn statement (questionnaire) 
by Julius Franz when he woe no longer exposed to crots-exanlnatlon. 

Franz was very bold and blunt in answering tho question as to whether 
the increase in Korek Hydro's capital stack was effected for the purpooe 
of trensferalng the alleged Trench najorlty into a ninorlty. "This 
supposition" he said "is,in ay opinion, co^lotely absurd" (Ilgner Sxh. 
197, Bock XII A, p.12 ; cottars Ilgner hinself on crose-exanination, 

Tr. 9646/7). 

Starting with the last nontioned point, wo can 
very briefly sussarise the evidence as follows; 

(a) She "absurd" idea to use tho lneroate in Norsk 

Hydro's capital ttoek for creating a Geraan najority first appears 
fron Sr.Eersten's aoto to defendant Ilgner of 18 March 1941, 
entitled; "increase of Capital Stock for Norsk tydro". Here ho says: 
"During the ccnferer.ce, both the Norwegian and Geraan parties ex¬ 
pressed their desire to Increase the influence of the Norwegian and 
Geman capital participation". (P.5.1333). It is put as follows 
in another necorar.dua by Dr.Xersten of 29 March 1941, entitled; 
■Collaboration of the Goman Industrial Groups in tho Sphere of 
Light Metals / Increase of Capital of tho Norsk Hydro";

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.. the final .purpose feels* to create, by further 
financial transactions. a Geman sa.lerlty i n Sorsk 
_(P.S.1^4, esc heals supplied). 

^hl* note, according to its distribution list, v a s sent, a.o., to 
defendants Xrauch, S=h3ltt, ter lieer, Buergin, Eaofligcr, C 8 tcr, 
and defeade.it llgner. She record does not show thpt any cf then, 
dcfondaat llgner included, expressed at the tiae his opinion as to 
the■absurdity" of inter-connecting the increase of capital stock 
in Terek Eyiro with creating a Geraan aajority. Quito to the con¬ 
trary; Ilgxser, with the knowledge and approval of the other dofond- 


ants naned, cooperated to the full - and did create such najority 
(infra, e). 

(b) that the French held the oajority when Ifcrld 

•*ir IT started, not only appears fron the Prosecution Exhibits 
Just quoted, but also fron Xlgner's Zxh. 226 which Is a Tarben 
letter to Sersk Hydro, signed Oierllchs and Xersten, of 3 July 1941, 
reporting on the conferor.ee between Signer and atboro with the 


Banqua de Paris et des Pays-Bas. It is stated therein; 

■In this connection the representatives of the Brr.^ue 
de Paris have infenicd us that 65$ of the capital 
of your company (• ISersk Hydre) is in tho possession 
of Prenchnen, a fact which is cf isportanee in connect¬ 
ion with tho distribution of the subscription rights, 
ns far as thoso sight possibly not be excrclsod or 
soli to the 3cman groco". (llgner Exh.226, B'ok XII A, 

P.94). 

See also the Joint statocent re; fcrsk $rdrs of 12 August 1945, 
signed llgner and Bechea (P.Z.1203, p.6), where the Trench sharo 
\xp to 1941 is Indicated as being 64 
(e) ^hat, as a result of the stops taken by tho 

Geraan group including Parben, the ITench had lost their najority 
ib favjr cf the Gernans, with Parben holding the lion's shore, is 
shown by P.S.1207. Eefer.dant llgner seeaingly disputes this fact. 
It appears, fcevover, fron his own affidavit (Ilgr.er Exh. 21C) that 
the only sajor difference between his conputation and the figures 
presented by the prosecution consists in his deducting the or 
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KJ* bald by I.G.Chesie (Ilgner 2xfc. 210, his Book XII A, p.51), 
while the prosecution, In conformity with contcsooraneous docunents,*) 
took I.G.Farben and I.G.Coanle together. Including 1.0. Chenie's 
9*. Ilgner alaself (In the coluan 1941/1945) has three lttc* which 
alone sun up to cere than 5C<, t.w. Farben 2l*J, Su* of Cornen 
Aviation 21*. and I.G.Cheaie 9-1. 

( d ) results froc the foregoing that the French stock¬ 

holders had built up the Serveglen Sersk gydro ccrporetlon at the 
beginning of the century; that they continually held the stock 
najerity in this enterprise up to the second «orld Var ; and that 
they were deprived of their cajorlty in connection with the increaso 
of Sorsk Hydro's stock capital whereby the cajority shlftod from 
the French to the Germans. Farben's leading part in those trans¬ 
actions has not been disputed (p.2.1201, 1203, 1204, 2000; Ilgner 
Sxfc. 196, 197, 211 ). Ike only defense interposed in this connection 
is tho alleged approval of the vtctln Itself, l.e., of the French 
stockholders, allegedly represented by the Eeaquo do Tarls et des 
Fays-Has. Ibis defense has been raised particularly by defendant 
Ilgnor who has also introduced, at the end of tho trial, about 75 
deeunonte In this connection, aaong then a ember ef affidavits 
including hia own. Since his affidavit (Ilgner 2xh.2lo) shewn tho 
affiant's lack ef veracity, this defenso shall bo dealt with In 
the brief on defendant Ilgner'• individual responsibility. In this 
general brief, we confine oursolves to Just cnphasialog tho follow¬ 
ing facts which toed no further content: 

( 1 ) that tho general zoetieg of &rsk “rdro's ctockboldars which 
approved of the increase In Forsk Srdro's capital stock and of 
Its participation In the planned Forwoglan light notal cor¬ 
poration (later styled Fcrdisk Lettnetall), was not attended by

(3) that, as late as 19 Sovenber 1942, l.e., almost 1* yews after tho 
fatal participation of Sorsk -$rdro in Fordlsk Lettaetall and 

tho increase in Sorsk hydro's capital stock wore passed upon by 
Sorsk $rdro's stockholders excluding tho French - that even at 
that tine the French stockholders were not yet sufficiently inform¬ 
ed "about the participation cf Twak Jfcrdro in i’ordisk Lottnetall ,, 
(Zrikson's letter to Ilgner. F.E. 2C21). 

As a footnote to this esooct of the spoliation in¬ 
volving both Sorway and the Fronch stockholders in Sorsk ty^o, a 
passing observation cay bo appropriate. Although the tactics used with 
rospect to the French stockholders were a little core subtle, than 
tho so used in the Franco lor and »hon*-?oulonc eases, Fwben played 
its cards in the gaao of financial participations, with tho assistance 
of the Bfcli authorities, quite as adaptly and as successfully. Tho 
stockholders of the occw>iod country fell to the role of subordinate 
ninority participants; Fwben clinbed to tho position of an Increased 
participant, with the expectancy of be coning tho dominant Btockholdor 
in tho event Oernacy won tho war, and the interests of tho fioich woro 
"reprivatised*. This was the old Farben gano of playing both onds 


against the ciddlo. Tho persons in tho niddlo wore the nationals of 
tho occupied countries whasc economic resources woro exploltod for tho 
Sasi axnod night, and whose stockholders were nerely askod to be 
ninor pawns in the service of the conqueror.

By the Traneolor egreeaent, Tarben subjugatod 
lcp«rt»nt parts of the eheelcal Industry of Trance, asong then her 
entire dyestuffs industry. In our ?rellslcary Heacrandua Brief (pp. 
36-42) we hare shewn, on the strength of the evidonce subaltted in 
our direct case, that the agreement was spoliatlve in its ehotirg, 
its scope, and the tanner of its execution. By the evidence subsitted 
in the defense case by both defense rnd prosecution, and by the ad- 
Bissions of individual defendants in their testioony before the court, 
the charges of the prosecution have been corroborated and borne out 
up to the last xinute detail. shall not redevelop, therefore, the 
over-all picture of the Traneolor •sollation, but refer to our 
Prollalnary Kstorandua arief (pp.36-42) in its entirety. Since, hovover, 
the defenses interposed by different defendants, sore particularly by 
von Schnitiler, ter Keer, Iugler, and Acbrrs, are partly identical 
cr overlapping, wo propose to deal with thea generally in this brlof, 
and later refer back to it in the individual briefs ooncornlng the 
said dofoadnnts.

The production of Franeolor vat widely need for the 
French dosestic narket, only negligible parts haring been shipped 
to Oerrseny for the Vehraacht (Aabros, Tr.8010, 80U, 8012 , 8014; 
Zuepper Sr. 6011, 6022; ter Xeer Sr. 13C06, 13039, 13C36, 13038, 
13039, 13166, 13215; ter Koer Erh. 247, 414; Icbros Erh. 172; 
ron Schnitzler Erh. 56, 71, 79, 86). 

ICost of these allegations are irrelevant as a 
natter of law. Ill of thes without exception, as a natter of fact, hare 
fcoen rebutted by ororwholnlng eridence. 

(16) Ooasent as to As "Historical* reasons. 

For its subjugation of the entire French dyostuffs 
industry and naay other cheaical sectors, Frrben adrar.ced at the tine, 
ar.d has been repeating now, one arguaent: that thero wore good 
"historical* reasons for such stop. They are basod on the fact that, aftor 
Oersany lo«t the first Kferld tor, tho French sequostrated affillatos 
of Farben's parent corporations in Franco.Sron in thoir plight after 
1940, tho French Industrialists pointed out that, if this wore a sound 
basis for taking away industries in other countries, the French could 
as well go back to the tine beforo 1871 and restore, in their fnTor, 
the conditions as they existed at that tine botveen Gerean and French 
industries (?.S. 1853; Euepper Tr.6031). Besides, it has been shown 
that one of the parent ccnparles of Franeolor, naaely St.Donis, had in 
to va7 profited by the sequestration of Frrben branches after 1918 (?.F. 
1653; Zuepper,Tr.6C3l). Farben was fully aware of this fact, and still 
extonded its "dale to leadership* to St.Eenis as well (p.Z.1051, p.14; 
F.2.1245, p.4). Furthersore, F f rben did not confine its claim for a 
cajority share in French industry to the field of dyestuffs, thoir intor- 
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mediates and auxiliary protects (compare lugler, 2r. 12702), but also 
extended If «te the srganio chemicals white happened to be produced 
in the parent companies-. See P.S. 1885; these are cinutes of a meet- 
la * held under ter KOcr'a chairmanship on 22 Key 1941. While tor 
J'mer held against these minutes that their author was -very you»\g- 
("r.13214)> h - ateltted that ’the Francolor agreement then was aaro 
extensive- (Q-.13041), i.e., eabraced nore than dyostuffs and their 
lnternediates. (See also Fraccolor Convention Itself, P.Z. 1255, 
Articles 19-20, and particularly the correspondence hotween defendants 
von Schnitsler and lugler, P.S. 2153. p.2 after Fo.6, and P.S. 2143, 
first paragraph; lugler «s attested explanation, Tr.12829/30). Tho 
se-called -historical' reasons are, therefore, Just a pretense (see 
nlso Kuepper, Tr. 6033). Apart therefrom, whatever happened after 
1919, was long since settled by comprehensive nutual agreements bet¬ 
ween Farbea and the French dyestuff factories, including Ztabllsoenents 
luhlrann and St. Clair-du-Rhone.

FArbon's belief 
of tho Osman superiority as It was expressed by defendant tor Kecr 
when ho quetod Mussolini's government as telling the Kcntccetlnl 
enterprisei -Ye will permit you to take over this firm only If you 
get tegother with the people in the world who understand something 
about tho dyestuffs business, and that is the Germans- (Tr.13047). 

(IF) Comment as to B: Pressure. 

(a) She sorest spot for these defendants is tho 
overwhelming press -ire tkay -used in order to forco the Franco lor 
agreement on the French industrialists. It is, therefore, this flold 
ir. which they tax our credulity cost. The prosecution has shown in 
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its direct case that It was these defendants, outstanding anon* 
tho= Tea Schnitiler, ter Ilcer, and Zugler, who took the Initiative 
esainat the French dyestuff industrialists* who conceived the 
tactics to he usod against then; who urged the Eaxi auti»ritieo, 
heth nilitary and civilian, to starve out the French dyestuff Industry 
hefere end after *ne£>tintIons" started; who particularly sa* to it 
that they were not allowed to resuse production, that they vero not 
allocated raw naterlals, and that they could not export to unoccupied 
Franco (see Frosecutien Exhibits listed in the FreliBinary Xemorandun 
Brief, p.38 se^u.). %at defendants and their vitnessos have said In 
their dofense (particularly defendant Euglor, ?r. 12691, 12816* 
see also tor Keer, a*. 1K10; and dofense vltnoss Zuepper, TT.S99P), 
i« so manifestly untrue and so cleerly rohuttod by tho docunonts boforo 
the court that ve do not propose to take thee up In any detail hors. 

A vory few of their cost conspicuous contradictions will bo dealt with 
in tho individual brlofs. Ve shall ronflco ourselves here to dis¬ 
cussing just three najor points.

ant tor User (7r.13057) as to who took tho lnitlntive In procrnstlnnting 
negotiations with tho French industrialists. 

(c) With the tremendous prossuro thus having boon 
provod boyond any doubt, it follows that the Fronch industrialists 
cannot, at the saao ties, haro entered Into tho contract voluntarily.

After this basis was laid, the adoquacy of tho "purely so-prlco subso- 
quontly fixed cannot influonco the issuo. Instead of elaborating 
on this basic principle of law, wo shall confine ourselves to quoting 
a statement which the presiding Judgo of this tribunal nado in.anothor 
connection:

That le why thoy were given Tarben shares which, in addition, they 



(a) *ho production of Trancolor It a collateral 
issuo only. Vhilo there wore opposing arnies in tho fiold, I.G.Farbon, 
with the holp of the Xasi nilitary authorities, brought the Trench 
industrialists into tho cost dosporate plight, and iaposod on then on 
agroeeent under which they had to surrender tho nejorlty share in thoir 
entire dyestuffs Interests and relatod industries. This constitutes 
ths act of spoliation which has boon charged In tho indlctnent. 

As tuning that, having achieved ite purpose, Tarben used franco lor,, 
its now subsidiary, for peaceful production or for any profitable 
business not connected with the war effort; it would not even oitigato 
tho criae.

(b) la order to confuse the issue, ?arben, during 
the trial, continually fought charges which we have not made. The 
prosecution has cot asserted that Francolor was called upon to produco, 
or did produce, gunpowder, explosives or chemical warfare agents, 
(jointless, therefore, the repoated denials of Anbros, Tr.8014, 6015, 
8C63; ter Keer, Or.13038, 13215). is a natter of fact, Tnrben had not 
the cenfidenco in the subjugated Trench for entrusting th«n with the

Vhat we did allego, and what 
wo have proved fully, Is the fact that, fron tho eutsot, tho ontiro 
Jrancolor production was subordinated to Goman interests (PS 1260, 
1907-1912, 2198); that it wet prldpally usod for diroot and indlroet 
Gcrnan Amy requirements (PS 1337, p.3); that eoae of its plants woro 
eonvortod "to a definite armament factory" (seo, with rospoct to 
St.Denis, PS 1909, p.4); and that P-rbon ltsolf suggestod to tho Hft*i 
military authorities the use to be nado of tho Jrancolor plants in 
furtherance of tho Gemrn war effort (PS 1907, 1909, 1910, 1911). By

Parbon's baeic dishonesty in doallng vith Rhono- 
Poulenc after tho collapse of Franco bocoaes oven nore conspicuous 
if vo consider Rkone-Poulonc's letter to B^yer of 5 February 1934 (Mann 
3xh.i82; eeo also Tr.10397/8). This is porhaps the nost notovorthy 
document in the Rhono-Poulenc case since it shows the oxeraplary fairnoss 
of Bhoac-Poulenc in handling Bayer's inventions and, vice versa, the 
uttor baselessness of Bpyer's attacks in 1940 against Hhone-Poulonc. 
These tactics which tended to win for Beyer the support of tho Ifczi 
ff»vernnoat against Hhane-Poulenc are best reflected in Mann's Zsh.IBB 



to win for Bayer the support of the Ifezi 
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which is/contesporaneous (keenest. Verner Schmitz here emphasises that, 
la -arben's report to the Sasi Kinistries concerning a patent lav to 
be imposed on Trance, the "infringements of Bhone-Poulenc where initation 
was concerned are rather too sharply stressed* (enphasis supplied). 
Schmitz's attempted explanation: Tr.13729. 

(24) Ko general orders of the Sail government. 

Sot only had the SBzi Government abstained fron 
giving any special orders concerning Rhone-Poulene: there were no 
general "orders* or "directives* either under which Parben could 
possibly feel that It had to act. The defense Introduced a directive 
by Geering (Xann Exh.195) of 2 August 1940. &it the official letter 
* of the Vatl goverosent accompanying this very directive emphasises 

that it does not cover France (Xann 2th.195). The prosecution, in its 
« turn, sutaltted Goerlng's preceding directive of 19 June 1940 (PE 1239) 

» where ho said: 

■The endeavor of the Oernan industry to take over 
enterprises in the occupied territory already now, 
w eust be opposed in the sharpest way. Travel of 

industrialists into the occupied territory oust not 
be permitted for the present*. 

Schlotterer to whose testimony tho defense refers in this connection 
(Xann Sxh.197) does not add anything, nor does defendant iann (Tr.10406), 

(25) ?»ctlcs.of intimidation.

On this basis, vs see in the right light the 
attitude teken by Kann and the other Vorstaod ncobers involved. They 
wished to inljtaldate Bhone-Poulonc, but they also wanted to appear 
as gentlemen and as the friends of the French flrn who were trying 
their best to protect it against their own governccnt. That is why 
Mann took shelter behind "orders" (?3 3393) and "assignments" (PE 1269) 
glvon hia by the Jfasi government which, he knew, were non-existent 
(Tr. 10421). That is why his note to Faure-3eaulieu which wee submitted 
to Shone-Foulenc (Tr. 10414) emphasised that Rhone-Poulenc was being 
contacted 
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■in agreesent vith the Zconosic Office, ?«ri«. Chief 
Kiniiterlaid!rigent Dr.Michel; for chealstry 2eferent 
Var Adairs! s‘ration Counsel It.Zolb ...■ (Mann 3xh.203), 

and that Feure-Beaulleu could also obtain passes for the unoccupied zone 

(Mann Sxh.203 and PS 1265). Peure-Beaulieu alao told Bfaone-Poulenc on 

Mann's behalf that a patent law on the Gercan nodel was to be inposed 

on Franco ty the Kasi govcreront (Mans 2*h.3)3, S>s.4 and 5): Aa a 

natter of fact, no such idea had been expressed by governsent authorities 

at the tine. It was Tarben, and Ferben alone, which urged the governeent 

to force such law upon the 7rench (Farben's Sew Ordor, PS 1051, p.17; 

Farber.'s letter to the Goman Hinistry of J\» tlce, Pi 1267. and, nest 

outspolun, PS 1268; the Ministry's answer, Mann 2xh.l84). In ordor to 

aaJco this throat sore effective, Hear, also indicated 

■it nay be axpocted that a totroaotlTO ruling will 
follow in the pcaco agreesent providing a cortain aaount 
of indeanlfication for those Gcrean firas who havo 
teen adversely affoctod by the French lnltrtions*. 

(Kann Sxh. 333). 

Again, the defonse has not producod any contesporanoous docuaent indicat¬ 
ing that the Goman goverreont had planned such stop. - feat Fauro- 
Beaullsu told tho French, according to his own note sent to Mann, bognr. 
ar.d or.dcd with the threat of tho cosing poaco tronty and "its 

iopcsitions" (PS 1264, Sos.l and 3). Farbon’s tactics aro charaetorizod

by tholr using the Svzl governaont as a bogy and by nsortlng that tho 
Uasi govorraent envisaged stringent masuros which, in fnct, Farbon 
Itself was eager to provoke. 

Rhone-Poulor.c prodsoly understood what Faure-Boauliou 
and Hana soant to inply (P3 1265). 

(26) Provious contracts ■gfaro g etod« J _ 

So handicap that there were contracts in existence 
between Rhonc-Ibulcnc and Bayer was easily overcone. Those contracts 
were Just tc be considered nil and void. The defense introduced Mann 
Sr.fa.275 and 276, thereby inplying that it was the policy of the Ka*i 
authorities to consider contracts between Gemans and enemy nationals 




avoided by the 
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var. Snowing the Bari gevernaont, we can say that this 
certainly wi in line with the Fail policy. Ifcit Farben did not wait 
for the Saai govcrraent to oxpress it. In fact, Kann Exh. 276 shows 
that the first directive issued by the govornsont was dated 14 
Dececber 1940. long beforo the Sazl authorities had voiced any 
opinion of their own, Farben itself, in the pharmaceutical part of 
its Hew Order report of July 1940, suggested that 3ayer's agreeaonts 
with Rhone-Poulcnc should bo "abrogrtod" on account of the war since 
tfaoy wore "concluded under political and oconoaic circumstances 
different fron those existing at present" (FE 1051, p.40). 

Since Beyer was cot e.ssurod of a "favorable" 
reaction on tho side of Rhjne-Foulenc, It urgod tho governoent to 
holp it, and to provide official pressure if such should bo noodod. 

As early as August 1940, Kann started to contact all branches of tho 
BftSl geverrxent, civil and nilitary alike, who could possibly havo 
Jurisdiction. Tho preasuro he was looking for was proolsod (PE 1241, 
p.8; PE 1363; PS 1886, p.l). Bayer had also properod a acoorandun 
suggesting that tho production of Rhono-Poulonc should bo directly 
influenced by tho ailitary governaont through a so-called "authorisation 
procodure", i.e., a kind of licensing systes, which proeoduro woo being 
usod so successfully in tho Frrncolor case, though tho Hazls woro 
roluctant to use this proeoduro again*t Rhono-Poulonc whoso plants //• 
woro locatod In tho unoccupied tono, Pprbon, in any ovont, suboittod 
its ncuorandus containing its suggestions to this effect.(Oonpare 
FE 1241, p.8). •) 

•) Kann, in his direct exaslnotion, strted thrt this aenoranduo was 
•undoubtedly the Vowi report, submitted as PS 1262, and which 
was probably submitted to Kr.'.Schcl in ordor to givo hia soao Idea 
about the firn of Hhone-Peulenc". (Tr.l04l0). 

Is fact, tho words used in the ninutes do not allow of any twietlng: 

"... In suite of this, for purposes of inforoation, Boltic 
(For Adn in is tret ion Counsel) was given tho text of tho Fprber. 
acaorandua which had been sent to Foef (Obcrloutnant in tho 
Office for Sconorsr and Armament) for the authorization procedure" .

They were 
drawn up for tho purpose of information of different 
departments within the fire., The transcript went to 
Xr.Maca, and also Prof.Hoerleln*. (Tr.13861). 

That means that Farbon's records of these negotiations wero certainly not/ 

"window-dressing* hut described their true courso (see also Kann 2 xh. 

319, last paragraph).

hhat Tarben wished to attain from Rhono-Poulenc was, 
indoed, of such character that Farbon could not dispense with using 


threats and tactics of Intimidation. Though Rj»ne-Foulenc had not 
infringed on any of Farben’t rights (see Kann 1 s admission, PS 1383); 
though there wore agreements in fores between Bayer and Rhor.e-Poulonc 


which wore strictly adherod to by Rhono-Poulenc (Tr.13734); though 
ths Kasl goverraoat had not exprossod any special lnterost of its own 
in this matter: 3*yor still vishod to subjugate Rhone-Poulenc, As to 
the individual stops taken b7 Bayer and tho result accomplished, we 

can refer to our Preliminary Memorandum Brief, pp.43-47. It wns shown 

• • 

there that Farben extracted 43 million Fronch Francs (seo also Mann 
Sch. 378) fron Bhono-Poulenc under tho excelled licenso agreement 
of 30 Doccmber 1940 (PS 1271), and that it forced upon Rhone-Foulone 
a Joint sales company in which ?arbon, by a fraudulent manoeuvre, ovon 
acquired the stock majority. Me shall confine ourselves hero to taking 


up the arguments advanced by Farben in dofonse. 


(29) Defenses interposed by Farben. 


She "defenses *nay bo briefly sixruirlxod a* follows: 
The so-called license agreement of 30 Dcccnbor 1940 
must be considered together with the two subsequent agreements of 


23 Kerch 1941 (PZ 1275) and 19 February-1942 (?S 1232); Tr. 10417, 
10423, 10660. As a whole, tfco tfcroo egreanontB were clearly 
reciprocal (Tr.lC660) and strongly benofited Rhone-Poulonc (Tr. 10423, 
10427; Xa-n 2xh. 23G, 237 , 239 , 251, 252, 255 , 25G). F*rbon waived 
lt« "biggest business In Prance which wa« tho Aeolrin business" 

(Tr.10423), aid p rcnocnccd completely’ Its 'Independent coruBrclal 
activity* In Prance (Xana Exh.252, Tr.10430). 

3. Particularly the second agreement of 28 Karch 1941 

contained Beyer's consideration for tho license agreement and Is tho 
"eoro* of the entire group of contracts between Bayer and Rhono- 
Fculonc (5r,104»; Kaan Xch.238). 

C. (a) Therapllx was chosen as Joint salos company 
at the spontaneous requoet of Rhone Poulenc itself (Mann 2th.256). 

(b) ?arbor, did not acquire a 5l£ participation In lhcrapllx but Just 
SOlf, as rgreed upon with Rhono~?pulono (lr. 10443; Mann Exh.262). 

(c) Thorapllx so auch bcsofltod from Baytr's participatlon that Its 
profits rose from 5 nlllion Francs In 1941 to 20 nlllion Francs In 
1943 (Tr. 10437 and Kann Sth.255). 

D. Rhor.o-Poulenc ltsolf enjoyed Parben's cooooratlon 
during the war, and reportedly nadc sta tenon to most oonolinontary 
to Farben (Mann 2xh. 219 , 238 , 257 , 297 , 298 , 299 , 300, 301, otc.). 

Ve propose to analyse briefly tho ncrlts of theso 
defenses and, to the extent necessary, tho cvldonco which has boon 
Introduced to substantiate then, ftjwovar, ono gonoral remark soens to 
bo appropriate beforo wc go into any dotall. The dofonso principally 
relic* on Vorner Sdriitx of whom defendant Naan introduced 11 affidavits 
(Xann 2rh. 154, 178, 185, 198, 2CO, 201, 211, 214, 238, 251, 279). Vorn. 
Schnlts was n close collaborator of defendant X*an in his Leverkusen 
office, and particularly In charge of tho Rbone-Poulenc natter. Tho 
cross-cxrnination has shown the unreliability of Schnlts*s affidavits 
which are utterly misleading oa all aajcr point b. Compare particularly 
Tr.13725/6 with Tr. 13865/6; also cojnarc Tr.13731 with Tr. 13733. 


See also Sr. 13723/9, 13864, 13857, 13872. 



Bayer clearly considered the license agreeneat 
as a condensation for past events. It was unilaterally working in 
layer’s favor, and not reciprocal. Bayer stated this in sc cany 
words in the contemporaneous doscriotion of the ■fundamental basis" 
underlying the agreement 'which Tartan views as comoensatlon for 
past events"; BfaoM-fbulMeU attempt *to chaa.:c It to an ordinary •- 
reciprocal agreement ... was rejected" (p2 2167; also soo Mann’s 
admission, Tr.10426). Tho character of the contract is host 
illustrated by the enthusiasc It net on the side of Dr.Mleholmd 
Dr. Zolb who represented the Haxi nilitary ©jvernnont in Tranco. 
Michel, it should be recalled, was the nan who had folt that tho 

■historic ehar.co of adjusting Trench economy to 
German requirements through appropriate intorferor.ee 
in the Trench economic system, must be utilisod 
completely and to the full". (PI 1241, p.5). 

Bow, this vory Kichol.and Xelb 

■congratulated us (Bayer) on the conclusion of this 
agreement which soened to be er.tremoly fovorable (sic 1) 
to them both a* to contents and to form, and which, 
as I (CTrats) wrs told, Is the first *» 06 ltivs con¬ 
clusion of this kind*. (Mann 2xh. 275). 

(b) Tho socond agreement (p2 1275) was noithor noant 

by 7rrben, nor understood by Rhono-Poulcnc, to have boon ontored 
into in consideration for the liccnso agreement. As Trrbon's 
lottor of 18 December 1940 (lirna 2th. 213, Xa nr. D.B.IT, p.90) shows, 
Bhcne-Pouleac had already yicldod to the license agreement when 
Tarhea again urged closer ■cooocration". Tar ben's suggestion wr.s 
again COuplod with Its request to acquire a capital participation 
in Bhor.e-Poulonc (Mann Sxh.213. Verner Schnits, H"nn 2^.233,50.2, 
and Tr.13723 is, thereforo, nisloading; also comparo Orobol, 

Tr. 11849, 11853). Again, reference was mnda to tho Goman jovorn- 
mont chorishing Tprben's ■sincere acd urgent wish to cooperate 
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=or« closed" (Xann 2xh.2l3, D.3.I7, p>9 0). The vary wording of 

the license agreement Itself makes it clear that, under dyer's 

then pjaj., the nev agreement vas to he Imposed on Shone-Poulene 

at the request of the Goman side, and not to he given it as 

compensation for tho license agreement. Art.14 of tho licor.se 

agreement (?SE71, p.4a) reeds: 

'The conclusion of the present agreement is without 
prejudice to the German demand concerning organirat¬ 
ional measures for the regulation of markets consid¬ 
ered by Germany to ho necessary*. 

Ihc *>rds, though diplomatically cloakod, are clear enough. They 

hccomo oven clearer when Brvyer's first draft is considered whoro 

this provision road, before It was replaxod by tho above vorsion: 

*?ho conclusion of the orosent agreement fcos not 
oiiainato tho fundamental Goman demand for economic 
interlocking*. (pS 2321 and (kobol's tostinony, Tr.11848). 

Kenr.'s main witness Vomer Schr.its docs not dory that tho "basic 
discussion concerning Agreement II* took olnco as lato as 25 
February 1941, that Is 2 months after the first agreement was ontorod 
into OCann 2Sch. 238). as atto-pted explanation on diroct examination 
(Tr.13723) Is rebutted by PS 1269 of which ho is tho author. Partic¬ 
ularly noteworthy la this connection is Orobol's testimony, Tr. * 
11855, as supplemented at Tr.11858. 

(c) As to tho alleged sacrifice Bayer made In waiving 

the saie of its producte in Franco under the Bayer cross, particularly 
with reference to Aspirin, It may suffice fcoro to rofer to ono sta.to- 
nont tv defendant lianni 

"The situation of thepharjacoutical business in Franco 
had alvpys been such that, oractlcally speaking, Goman 
products had no prospoct of sale. There war a fundamental 
reluctance to purchase (them) which, at the bottom, 
could naturally be traced back to the fact that 
Hhone-Poulenc itself shoved a very high levol of scientific 
performance and vas very capable as regards tho organisat¬ 
ion of its sales. I never considered business in Franco 
as interesting, but It *\s clear to me that, if wo wanted 
to sell our products in France at all on a larger scale, 
it would only be possiblo in conjunction with a French 
firm*. (PS 3D96, p.9; also Kann*s direct Tr.10391 
axd Juinn S-h.219). 
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It nay be noted ia this connection that pre-war attempts by 3rycr 
to reach an agreement vith another French fin (&>ussel) on tho sub¬ 
let of licenses and the manufacture of 3»yer products had no 
•access (Mann Sxh. 173). 

(31) Cement as to 3 5 Sscond rgrement tho 
*cora J of entlru C-~oua of contrr.cts. 

The second agreement cf 28 Xtfeh 1941 (PX 

1275) does not taka avey froc the spcliative character of the liconso 

agreement (P3 1271) »-hieh prtcodftd it or of the Thcrapllx Convention 

(P3 1282) by which it wr.s followed. The second contract of 28 March 

1941 is negligible in scope and results. Defendant Kana admitted in 

cross-examination (Tr.lC602) that, undor said ajyeccent, Bayer did not 

receive one siaglo product froa Rhona-Sbulcnc which it wre willing to 

take up, and that, consequently, no royalties whatsoever were oald 

by 3eycr to Bhone-Poulonc. Ha also admitted that, vice versa, Jthone- 

Peuleac did not take up more than three products of Bayer during tho 

3 years 1 period froa 1941 to 1944 (seo also Mann Sxh. 234, 251; Tr.10603). 

At tho time when tho socond agrosner.t was entered into, Kran hlnsolf 

did not fool or expross that he had thereby given a conpensetlor. to 

2 hone-?ouler.c for tho liconso egroenont iroosed on it shortly beforo. 

He roportod to the Comercial Garnittee on 18 March 1941 that this 

second agreenent 

■in view of P.‘orx>-?oulenc : e international crose- 
connections ... will probably havo aost favorable 
effects.* (FB 1622, p.7). 

(32) Con-.ont _as_tp. C;.. Thcr/felix ggrociontj. 

(a) la repoatcdly stating that Thoraplix was 

choson on the initiative of Bhonc-Poulcnc (?3 2093, p.6; 1383,p.4; 
Mann 2&.303), Farben is confusing the issue. She ovidonc- *>-s «how. 
that it was Tarbon which imposed a joint sales company on Hhono- 
Poulenc, and that Shonc-Foulenc finally accepted the idea, as tho 
■lessor evil" (p3 1275). After Hhone-Poulenc had yiolded to 
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Tar ben's argent request (Jerboa's nlcutes, p3 1269, speak of ?»r"ben's 
■inpleeeble denand") to organize a Joint sales cotyny, It nay well 
be that It was then Shone-Poulenc which picked just Therapllx, 

This has no bearing on any Issue before us. 

(b) The evidence has clearly established that Tarben, 
without the knowledge of Ehone-Poulenc, procured for Itself the 
decisive 2% in Therapllx which increased its official 49< share to 
a majority. Our Frellninexy Kenorandur. Brief called this "the 
elecont of deceit" which Is an additional feature in the Rhcne- 
Poulor.c caso. Since the contradictory statooents nado by dofendant 
K«ar. in this connection heavily reflect on his credibility, this 
question will be treatod in tho individual brief dealing with 
defondant Mann (Part 71 Rtinfra). 

(c) Whether or not the Therapllx business turnod out 
to be profitable is Irrelevant einco Parbon usod prossuro in ordor 
to acquire its oarticloation. If, after such pressure was success- 
fa lly used, Parban was lntereetod in furthering the onterprleo now 
partly its own, this has no bearing on the crlne of spoliation 
perpetrated at the tine of tho acquisition. In fact, hovevor, hore 
again tho figures presented by Parbcn are utterly r. is loading. Just 
one cxanlei Relying, as it seens, on Josef Sch-.lts's affidavit 
(Haas 2 xh.255), defendant Kann testified (Tr.10437)I 

■Cf course, the profit (of Therapllx) was in acoordanco 
with tho turn-over. It increased fro:: 5 nlllion bofere 
tho change (l.o., before Parbon acquired its particip¬ 
ation) up to 20 nlllion during tho years 1943 to 1944*. 

Roth Kenr. and Josef S c *nitt Just ©nit tho fret which is dcclslvo 

in this connection that in 1941 Therapllx had a capitalization of 

5 nlllion Trench Franca (so that, in that year, its p*oss profits 

anounted to 1004 of such easitalisatlon); but tha.t, bofore 1943, tho 

cepital stock had been increased fron 5 nlllion to 50 nlllion Francs. 

The entire mount of such Increase had been fully paid lr./ca.sh in 1942 

(Xrrr.3xh.258 , 261). If, .on tho basis of this 50 nlllion capitalization,

(33) Consent as to P; Rhono-Poulenc'e 

wholehearted cooperation. 

As far as the "friendliness* of Rhone- 
Poulenc's letters to Bayer is concerned, we should notoverlook 
the proTcrhial French politeness which caused the unharry Queen 
Karie Antoinette to say “Thank you, Sir* to her hnngnan. In this 
case, It certainly amounts to nothing, 'fe hr.ro shewn that it was 
Just a derice skillfully conceived by Frrhen leaders who thus hopod 
to parade as tho saviors of their French friends fron the (lnaglnary) 
encreachaents allegedly planned by the X*zi gorerieent against 
Hfcone-Poulenc. 

Defense affiants, anong them Vcrner Sshnltz 
and Grants froa the Leverkusen office, are now describing the 
■friendly spirit* of the negotiations and the advantage flowing 
fron the contracts to Rhone-Poulenc (Kann 2th.338 , 237 , 201). They 
have failed, hovever, to reconcile thoir affidavits with their con- 
tenporaneous statements under which Hhono-Poulonc had bo-ed to both 
the license agrecsent and the Theraplix contract only undor the 
aspect of the "lesser evil* (pz 1272 referring to the liconso 
agreement; PS 1276 referring to the Therapli* contract). She words 
“lesser evil* vere ueed by the affiants Verner Schnitz end Srantz 
at that tine. Significantly, It ie Hr. Brock rather than Tfernor 
Schnitz or Zrantz who is now consenting on the *lessor evil" passage, 
vainly attenpting to explain it away (Kann 3th.303). 

These reference! to the aspect of tho 


“looser evil" under which Rhone-Poulenc entered into the incricinated 
agreeneats, show the true spirit which aninnted Rhone-Poulenc r.t 
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tfce tine. 3ayer vae fully aware that only by its using the Seman 
g07crnscnt as a sword, ard by Its request to get a participation 
ir. 3fcone-Poulenc Itself or to control its sales, it forced Bhone- 
Poulene into subaission. Hhoao-Poulenc sado no secret about this 
situation in its letter of 18 January 1941 (PS 1274). This lottor, 
as J*urc-Bcaulieu adrieod Xann, replaced a draft drawn up by Hhono- 
?oulenc which was eren "aore bluntly worded" (PZ 2168). These 
contemporaneous docunonts leare no doubt as to the truo atooophero 
in which the "agreements" ripened.

(1) In Part III of the Prelirinary kenorandua a-lef, va discuesed 
generally the rolo of the defendant* la the slave labor program thoir 
jartlcioatlPn In steplying pol *oa ga* for &a*s ext era i nation a; their 
participation in criainal aedicel ejperirent*; and their participation 
in the infcunane nee and ni*treatcent of concentration ca^> innate* at 
I. 0. Jnechvit* and Fueretengrube. Since we are saklng the Prellnlnary 
Kesorandna Brief a part of thii Final Brief, we do not propoee to re¬ 
iterate what we said in the Prelicinary Keaorandua Brief. What M aaid 
generally about the role of Farben in the elave labor progran nood* 
no euppleaentation, except to the extent that the role of each individual 
defondant it developed further in Part 71 of thit Brief: and to the 
oxtont that certain defence* call for corrant. On the whole, the de¬ 
fense* raised by the individual defendant* will bo dealt with In Part

nary rsnarks, we will devote Part 17 to further developing the activities 
of Farben at I. 0. A&echwits; rxppleaentinc the analysis of ovidonco 
concerning applying poi*>n ga* for externinations; and devaluing furthej 
the charge of participation In crininal sedieal experioont*. 
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(2) The evidence introduced during the Defense case-in-chi of, 
tot- by the Defense and the Prosecution, has sorely served to fortify 
the proposition that the Farben Torstand was responsible for general 
e==loy=cat policy and the social welfare of its workers, ilot only did the 
Torstczd nave the responsibility for the welfare of its workers as n 
eatter of Law; the evidence establishes that this responsibility of tho 
7orstand was recognised and accepted by the 7orstand as a natter of fact. 
During the Defense Case- ia-Chief 4 the defendant Duergin stated on hi a 
exaninatlon: 


■The lav (for the Regulation of 7atl<*Nl Labor) 
that y«u continued cade the Torstand tfa# leedor 
of the enterprise in tho senso of this Law.* 

(Tr. p. WJ4) 

Ind the defendent Schneider stated os exnainotions 

•Ac »rding to the Low Regulating Kotlonal 
)<ab««r, in a stock corporation (Aklitngesoll- 
eehaft), the Vox »iand represented tbs posi¬ 
tion of the owner ood tho leador of the enter¬ 
prise. If he did not work in the plant it¬ 
self, for instance if be resided in another 
locality, the Tor stand had to delsgata a per¬ 
son as lsader of the enterprise. If the Tor- 
stand consisted of several persons, thsn it 
had to single out one aesber to exercise the 
function of the leader of tho enterprise. If 
the corporation consisted of soveral plants 
in different localities, then the Vorstand 
also had to sppoint one deputy fror aaong its 
ranks who would be the lsader of the entire 
enterprise. In Fsrben, that was the proon 
of tho Main Plant Leader." (Tr. p. 7393; P.2. 

1329). 

Defendant Schneider was the so-called sain or chief plant loador (Eaxpt- 

betriebsfuohrer) of Farbca. He was appointed to this position by tho 

Torstand, and sc the 7orstand's deputy he represented and roportod to it 
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os all social welfare setters. (P.3. 1329). Os croBs-exaaisatios, the 
defender.t Schneider testified thet it vac his duty to report to the Yor- 
stacd concerning decisions os "ieportant Questions of principle on

social natters": and thr.t he did not reserber any instance in which tho 
Tor stand disagreed with bin on the decisions which he had made (Tr. pp. 
7467 and 7468). 

(3) The Parhen Yorstand set the policy on the caployscnt of 

foreigners and prisoners of ver in the Parhen factories. The Anfslchterat 

ninutes of 11 July 1941 in point 3 of the agenda entitled, "X Report 3y 

the Voretand for tho Past Fiscal Year", reveals that defendant Schnitz 

Bade tho following statesenti 

•Tho factories hare to cake all efforts to 
get the necessary workers; by utilizing 
foreign workers and prisoners of ver the 
desand could he generally set." (P.Z. 1312). 

it tho tine of this seating Poland, CtochoSlovakia, Franco, 3elgiua, and 

tho Motherlands, aaong others, had been invadod and occupied by Goman 

troops. About throo weeks before this sooting, Oersany had Invadod 

Soviot territory. This seating vet 21 eonths after the wo11-known 

Goman Decree of 26 October 1939 introducing compulsory labor in Poland. 

In connection with tho ecploysent of poles, the defondant Schnoider 

statod: 

•After Poland vae occupiod. labor was rclonscd 
there and wee sent to Oersany." (Tr. p. 7469). 

She evidoaee shows that Parben had applied f«r Polish sale and fenalo 

workers prior to 14 Hay 1940 (P.2. 1899; Tr. p. 7469). Tho ovidenco also 

thaws that the second transport of Polish fcaale workers arrived at the 
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Tartien Volfen File plant, which was headed by the defendant Gajevski, 
prior to 18 June 1940 (P.Z. 19C0; Tr. p. 7469). 

(4) the niaites of another neeting of the Farben Aufsichtcrat held 

on 30 Kay 1942 «hov that the defendant Sennits in nia Tor stand report to 

the infaichtarat again aentioned the esploynent of fre-elgnera and prisonera 

of war. it that tiaa he stated: 

■The inch of workers, especially akillod labor, 
had to be compensated by lo iger working hours, 
and the etployaent of woacn, foreigners and 
prisoners of war." (P. Zx. 1313). 

Ihia meeting was a little core than two sonthe after the appointment of 
?ritx Sauckel as Plenipotentiary General for tho Utilisation of Labor. 

(P.2. 1290). The sooting followed by about three we*ks Sauckel's fenoue 
Perflation ITo. 4 on the recruitoent of foreign workers wheroln ho plainly 
stated that obligatory serrice and drafting must under all circuastnncos 
be rosorted to. (P.Z. 1301). iccordlng to the defendant Sehnoider's 
tostinony on cross-oxeaination, Farbor, began the eaploynent of Russian 
workors in 1941 or 1942 (Tr. pp. 7471, 7472). The witness Stress toetifie. 
that practically everybody In Gernany knew that Rusalan workors vero force* 
to cone to Oerrany after the battle of Kiev, which was in Sovcnbcr 1941. 
(p.2. 1318). In a contcnporanoous docucent introduced by tho Prosecution, 
It is shown that the first trnnenort of Russian civilians arrivod ct 
Zttdvigshafen, vhero tho defendant r.'iirttcr was pleat lender, prior to 27 
Kerch 1942. (P.2. 1338). s Ms was but a little saore than two noaths prior 
to the above discussod Aufsichtsrat c-eting of 30 Key 1942. 

(5) That the nitrites of the T2A and Yorstand do not Always revoal 
a detailed discussion of labor problens is explained by the evidonco, in¬ 
cluding the testiaony of B ose of the defendants. Actually, there was 
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little need for a full detailed discussion at this level becruse nost 
of the Torstand senders had already become faailiar with the detaila 
of a girts project or expenditure at a lower cocsittee level. Defendant 
Irtuch, for exaagle, stated In connection with the credits or e.vpcndi- 
tures for the housing of foreign workers: 

•Because the request had already been presented 
to end exaained by experts, it was in general 
little discussed and was apjrovod and forwarded 
to the Torstand. Because practically all nonbers 
of the Torstand were alrsady inforaed about the 
Batter, the approval of the crodit by the Torstand 
was an inforssi natter." (P.S. 133C) 

In this ease connection, the defendant Otjewski indicated on his exaaina- 
tion that such credits vers discussed only sunsorily in the T2A boenuse 
they had already been discussed before within the individual %>arton. 

(Tr. p. 8189). In exarple of Just »v*w thie worked in aotual practico lo 
shown by a credit roqueet for the Schkopau Buna plant for a new cncp to 
house 5C0 Hussion workers. The title of this docunent is "XTI tfclfaro". 

It was subaitted to tho defendant Schneider on 12 October 1942; to tho 
TSSO, which vas headed by the defendant Jaehne, on 2C/22 October 1942 
(the xenbers of the Til received cr^ies of thoTIKO nettings); end the 
request was approved by the Til on 28 October 1942. (P.2. 1320). Any 
Tor stand aesber who did not know the details or. this natter could, by 
turning to the aeabor next to hie. undoubtedly procure all the first-hand 
details. 

(6) -iith respect to the so-called "Sauckel action", tho Tor stand 
Dlnutes of 29 October 1942 show that the defendant Scbaitx roquosted tho 
defendant Kann to »peek to the Torstand concerning an asseably neoting 
of the Large Advisory Council of the Heich Oroxp Industry, on which occa¬ 
sion Gauleiter Sauckel hrd given an account of the labor allocation situa- 
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tion, the treatacnt of foreign workers, etc. (?.S. 13£2). A letter 
dated 6 ITovecber 1942 froc the defendant Schneider to defendants von 
Schnitzler and Kinn recites the suggestion ntdo in tho last netting 
of the 7orstand that Fronch labor should be obtriced for Farben within 
the frenework of the intensified Saickel Cacpaign froa those Trench 
fires in which Farben holds shares, or in which it has sono other interest! 
(P.Z. 1327). 


B. 

(7) The evidence proves beyond a reasonable dmbt thnt: 

(e) The defendants took the initiative in selecting tho 
Auschwitz site for the building of Farben's fourth Buna plsnt, with fill 
knowledge of the existence of the concentration casp Auschwitz sad in 
conte^lation of the use of the locates in the construction nnd o-orntloa 
of tho Bma plant. 

(b) The defendants took the Initiative la obtaining concen¬ 
tration ca=p lnr.atos for the construction and operation of the pleat 
and kept pressing for largar anchor# of healthy inantes during tho 
course of construction. 

(c) The conditions under which the slave laborers, 
particularly the concentration ennp inactee, worked end lived on tho 
Farben construction site and in the Tar bon factory, were infaxiano nnd 
resulted in the death of thousands of hucaa boings. 

(d) The inantes who were no longer fit to .work on tho 
Farben constructiosprojoct or in the Farben factory woro sont to the 

gas chanters; and the defendants 1 inhusane drivo for speed in construction 
and increased prodaetion at any cost resulted in tons of thousands of 
incatoa being oxtersiaatod because they wore regarded as being unfit 
for irork.

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(e) The defendants are criainally responsible for those 
activities pursuant to the provisions of Article 11 of Control Council 
Law So. 10.

(8) Because of the laclc of natural rutter in Gersany, the profiuc-

tioa of buna was vital to the Gwrtan war aachias. Farben was the sole / 
producer of buaa in Gerzacy, and the priaary responsibility for naintalning 
the necessary buna production was assured in particular by the defendants 
ZRACCE, S3 *3=3, and AKB08. (P.B. 1403; P.k. 142C; P.E. 1414). 

(9) The so-called directive to Parben, relied upon by the defense, 
(?.2. 14C8 supra), sho^s thet'regardless of who "ordered* the building 
of a fourth buna plant in Silesia, the fundamental responsibility for 
selecting the site for the fourth buna plant was with Tarbsn. Purthor- 
sore, the initiative for tho decision to build a fourth Buna plant in 
Auschwitz as quickly as possible caae free the defendant X2JD0H, and not 
fros any other govornaoat agency, lhe Ennneken letter otates: 


•Yith regard to the plant in Silesia, I 
rerjuest you lmdiateiy to undertake tho 
Initial negotiations for financing and

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(1C) After the decision was sado to build a fourth Buna plant 
Ashroc was given the assigneent of canvassing the Terloue possibilities 
in order to find a suitable site.

(11) Aaonj the sites considered by the defendant Antros w.n the 
place celled Hat twits, south-east of Breslau. This site had previously 
be-n considered asl adopted by Farben for a prrpoced third Buna plant. 

An a setter of fact actual construction at the Hettwits site had begun 
in April 194C and vas only stopped in July after the Fronch carpeign 
had dosed and after ?arben had Invested about « Billion Heichonarl:

(12) In selecting the Hattvits-slte it had manifestly boon nocos- 
eary to determine the availability of raw natcrial, neons of trausporta- 
tioa and supply of labor. The decisive lEportonco of the labor supply 
as a factor in choosl* the Hattwit* site vas illustrated imcistolenbly 
by the defendant Aabroe in hie direct exa&lnation, when he pointed out 
that although the vital raw raterlei such as coal, calciuc, and salt 


wore ICO kn, 8C ka and 3CC kr avoy respectively, he had Ignored thono 
tegfl^Yflatflgfla and nevertheless suggested Hatv'-ltr as the slto for the

and that when the Jews are evacuated, there will be suitable quarters to 
accoaodato building workers and later o n the factory staff. (?.S. 1410) 
(17) On 16 January 1941 Asbros held a neeting at Ludwigehafcn with 
other re'reier.tptives of Farben and also of the firs Sil-oiaa 3onzono, in 
which the technical and labor possibilities at Auechwitz ore doscribod.

He gave then our 
soup that was thiekor and better than theirs 
and thev were so starved that thev would 
fight over the soup we gave thos. ^en 
the foremen found out that wo wero giving 
our soup to the inaatos, thev raised a big 
fuss about it and threatened us that wo 
would forfeit our own portions." (P.E» 1453) 

Dales, British prisoner of war, statedi 

"The food they received at the plant was 
soup. This was almost plain water with a 
few pieces of cabbage or turnip floating 
around. It was so bad that when we re¬ 
ceived our soup, which was thicker than 
that served to inmates, our so-called 
better soup tain’t even edible and we 
used to divide it among tho inmates who 
fought and scrambled to get some of it. 

... Certainly everyone who visltod the 
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factory would know that the Joes cero being 
starved to death since that required nothin' 
acre than to look at them," (P.E. 1471) 

Hartiand, British prisoner of car, statedi 

"It was obvious that tho Osrwsi hatod and 
dospised the Jews. They did not treat then 
like husan beings.- Tho inaates wore living 
skeletons. Thev wore corked and stervod to 
death. This was obvious to syself and every- 
ono else who worked with then." (P.S. 1S19) 

Albert V. Seal, British prisoner of war, statedi 

■One of tho worst things cas tho laok of 
food. ^Thon inaates first arrivod at tho 
. I. 0 . Parben factory, thoy looked reason¬ 

ably well. About a eonth later thoro was 
a real difference in their appoaranoe. In 
two or threo norths they woro hardly recog¬ 
nisable and aost of thoa would never livo 
r»ro than threo or four aonths."

(31) ‘.Jc do not propose at tills point to review the 
evidence establishing that these defendants knew they were 
preparing for sslon. Ihrt evidence is reviewed elsewhere 
in this brief. See particularly Parts I, II, and VI. tie 
merely propose to discuss here what the defense pppnrcntly 
aern when they sptrk of n "defensive war."

(35) The «bovc, read against JCRAUCK's reports 

(PZ 609, 455, see P-r. 43-49, Part II, suorn), domonstr-tos

-rj.rcsslon nust be considered to be for "defensive purposes" 
so long -s a sunerior oilit-ry force is not available to 
cont-ln the r.grcssor. 

(36) The -r.juncnt of these defend-nts runs along the 
lines th-.t Gern-ny v-s "seriously thre-tened by Rolshevisn"

defensive war." Socc defend-nt6 have referred to the d-ngor 
froa the East, while others h v«, referred to the d-necr of 
inv-slor. fro:: both the Erst and the .test. 

(37) With respect to this rr-gunent, no evidence- has 
been introduced by the Defense to support the contention 
that -ny of these defend-nts rc-.lly believed that Gern-ny 





v«s thr-ntcncd with Invasion and that Germany's rcTnanncnt 
w->6 -ccordlnyly for defensive purposes. There fc"B been no 
oroof introduced to 6hov that -ny of these defendants hnd my 
re-son to believe th-'t Gerwny would be r.tt-ckcd by rny other 
notion. All the evidence is to the contrary. Although the 
defendant KSAUCK Slid th-t Gocrlrur.md Hitler hod stressed 
the drngor fror. the Erst in their speeches in December 1936 
(Tr. 5137), fit the s-nc tine, the defend-nt KT.AUCK testified 
that the -Jest ’.Jnll h-id been constructed for defensive purposes 
(Tr. 6114). When o.uestloned os to how he reconciled th*>t the 

West Wall was erected for "defensive purposes" nnd that no 

• 

coapnrnblc wall wns erected in the Erst, the defendant KRAUCH 
spoke of the possibility of a. two-front war (Tr. 54-i6-5447). 
The defendant XRAUCK thus revcolcd vhrt he -nd the other 
defendants hod in aind when they spoke in thoir tcstlnony 
of o "defensive v»*r.* Apparently, the dofendont KRAUCH rnd 
the other defendants t-kc the position th-t if, for example, 
Orc-t 3ritr.in -nd France h-d sent o nlllt-ry force into 
Gerapny when Germany took over Czechoslovakia by the use of 
forco, thon the vnr which would hrve ensued would h.ovo been 
r "defensive v-r" on the p-rt of Germany. In the eyes of 
these defendants, -ny -etlor. which Qeraany took to w-rd off 
these "lntcrn-tion -1 compile?tions" «hlch wero "kindled by 
the invasion of Czechoslov-ki-" could be Justified os n 
□c-surc of self-defense. This is jrcclscly what these 
defendants have indie-ted a*rin rnd "tain is *»t the hvsrt of 
their concept of what constitutes a "defensive" vrr ns 
distinguished from on ■aggressive" wnr. 


D. ■JIl.-TO.. DRESSING" ASP CREDIBILITY OF .DEFENSE 


(33) The evidence submitted by the Prosocutlon consists 
in the aa.ln of contcapor-ncous documents, either records of 
various yovernnent offices, or of F’irbtn, nadc rt the time 
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the transactions occurred. In sonc special fields F"rben 
records vero destroyed -nd the extent of Fnrbcn participation 
was proved by documents c-ptured fron v-rlou6 government 
agencies. As Illustrations, the entire story of Fnrben's 
relationship to DAG vps proved despite the fact that all the 
centr-1 DAG records were destroyed. Fnrbcn records dealing 
with Uchra'Cht natters, poison gas, end rcl'tcdj fields were 
destroyed (see PE 661 thru 634), and the deficiencies ir. some 
cases were supplied by testimony In the forn of affidavits 
of former Fprbcn employees or forncr employees of the 
governnent agencies involved. 

(39) The nature of tho evidence, however, offered by 
the Defense consisted in the oaln of affidavits by forncr 
F-rbon employees, n substantial nunber of w.;oa were not node 
available for cross-cx-nln-tlon. If we trkc the rceults of 
the cross-examination of the dofense affiants who were mode 
available for cross-cxanlnotlon, ns bolng representative of 
the defense affiants, then the conclusion is irresistible 
th"t not much weight can be given to the defense affidavits. 
With respect to the evidence in Count II, see Part III of 
this brief. Tho xost striking cxoaplc Is the affidavits 
submitted by the Defense in connection with Count III. Of 
fifteen innate affidavits, two non-crlninal affiants submitted 
for cross-cxanln-tlon tcctlficd substantially the s-nc ns tho 
Prosecution witnesses had previously testified. Thereafter, 
the affidavits of the eight renaming non-crlnlnal Inmates 
were withdrawn by the Defense, although r nunber of thorn 
had already arrived in Humber g. The renaming five ha.d 
crlnlnal records involving convictions for perjury, larceny, 
fraud and other felonies (including in one ease a prohibition 
••gainst appearing *»s a witness or n-kln? ~n affidavit undor 
oath). See Part IY, pars. 142 thru 157 of this brief. 



(1-0) *»-ny -ffid-vits were submitted which were a'd.e by 
"ffi-nts rcsidlnc -bro-d, whon the Defense knew would not be

grent person-1 risk he befriended various Jewish persons, rmd 
he subnlttcd Dr. Ollcndorfs nffld-vlt, anon:? others, to 
subst-nti-tc the f-ct th-t he befriended such Jewish persons. 
Cross-cx-clnrtion brought out thnt Ollcndorf w-o -rrested by 
the Gest-po on GAJiW8KI's order -nd then 0AJ2JSKI w-s hcloful 
In securing his rclc-sc fron - conccntr-tlon c-np. 0AJ2S8KI 
never told this effl-nt th-t It w-s he *too caused his -rrest 
-nd detention In «* concentration c-np (Tr. 6325-8327), but 
he nevertheless subnlttcd Ollcndorfs -ffld.-vlt to show th-t 
GAJS'.-.SKI helped hln *ct out of « conocntr-tion c-np. 

(11) Another lllustr-tlon reflecting norc seriously 
on the credibility of the Defense relates to their denlol 
of the ch-r^c th-t F^rben node 6ubst-ntl-l contributions to 
Hinder -nd the S3 In ordor to secure f-.vor-blc trentnent 
fron the SS In noklny rv.-11-blc to F-rben concentration o-np 
lnn-tcs. The Prosecution, In support of this ch-rgo, offered 
docuncntrry proof th-t In Decvcbtr 1941, SCH.iITZ rnd 
3U2TZFISCH contributed 100,000 Ri* to'Klndcr throu-fc the 
Klnnlcr Circle. Slnll-r contributions were n-dc -nnunlly 
thereafter. Since this w r e the first sifcst-ntlnl contribution 
th-t F-roer. n-dc to the SS, the Prosecution -tt-chcd‘ spcclr.l 
slmlflc*ncc to It In view of the fret th-t It vns -t this 
tine th-t the Ausch v lt 2 bunr. ?l-nt of F-rben vrs beln» 
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constructed. The f-ct of the contribution coulc not be denied. 
The purpose for which it was node, however, was denied. 

KRAUCH, on the witness str-nd, stated that SCHMITZ h-d told hlu 
rroun'* ChrlstJ-s tine of 19dl th-t the 55 h-d -ppro-chcd 
hiu for - contribution md th-t SCHhITZ asked KRADCH for his 
rdvlcc. KRAUCH advised •>('<■.in6t It (so he s-ys). A tc* weeks 
after, K-U.UCH st-ted SCHMITZ told hin that he hod n-dc a 
6ubstnnti'l contribution to the SS because (so KRAUCH 
testified) SCHiaTZ told hin th-t through this contribution, 
they would be in r better position to help secure the release 
of Arthur iJcinbcri froa n conccntrr.tlon c*ar» (Tr. 5156). This 
region was denonstr-ted by the Prosecution to bo frlsc. Tho 
•on-ln-l'W of Arthur Wcir.bcrf (Count S.irtti) subaitted nn 
nffid-vlt on tchrlf of the Defense in vhloh ho oe.t out that 
F-rben, p-rtlculnrly the defend-nt SCHKITZ, helped or 
endervoroi to help secure the r^lw-se of Weinberg »nd inter¬ 
vened with Sianlor for th-t purpose. Cross-oxr.nlnatlon of 
this witness brought out thrt Arthur uelnbcrg wr.s deprived 
of his liberty for the flr6t ticc In Juno 13-12, when he was 
t-fcen to the conecntr~tion c-ap (Tr. 1306c). And oo Arthur 
Wclntcr; wj Jl-ccd in - conccntr-tlon c-np gift -mt}-,g -H9K 
SCHhITZ contributed 100,000 Rl» to Hlnnlcr and the S3. And 
yet KRAUCH st-ted th-t the re-son why this contribution vs 
n-dc in December l?;i to tho S3, vs because they wanted to 
helo Welnber. vet out of the concentration c-»np (Tr.
